For some time past very serious apprehensions hare been excited 
as to the prospects of French Protestants, in regard to freedom of 

conscience. In many instances the authorities, under pretext of 
crushing political movements, had put down meetings for purely reli- 
gious purposes, and prosecuted those who conducted tlicm. Nor was 
the danger which thus threatened confined entirely to liodies, who, 
]ike our own brethren in that country, were unconnected with the 
State ; but latterly serious atteinpi> bLgan to be made to restrain even 
the action of the Protestant churches which are supported by the 
national revenue ; and in one neighbourhood, after a place of worship 
had been built, pennission to use it was refused. Under these circum- 
stancos, the Consistory of the lUfornxMl Chun h in Paris agreed to 
prepare u Memorial to the Government, in tuvour not only of religious* 
liberty for those of their own communion, but also for all denomina- 
tions; and committed the preparation of this document to the accom* 
plished hands of M. Guizot, formerly Prime Minister of France, him- 
self a member of the Consistory. What the issue of this has hoc n we 
are not aware ; but the following interestinp^ letter from Dr. Cook 
shows, that the less influential Bodies, not recognised by the State, 
have themselves Made an appeal to the I'niperur, not ^vithout effect. 
The reply, so far favourable, is cause of sincere gratitude to God ; but 
no friend of religious freedom can be content while it is admitted only 
as a fact, and not as a right It is the general belief among Protestants 
in France, that not only is it the right of every man to w orship God 
according to his conscience ; but that the law of the land recognises 
that right ; and that the ordinances by virtue of which it has been so 
often invaded, are directed against political niovtinents, and when 
applied to religious worship violate the statute law. But be this as it 
may, every efibi-t should be made to have this right so plainly acknow- 
ledged in law, that no doubt could rest upon it in France, any more 
than among outselves.

Besideiy 
no nun has any right lo interliBfp be* 
tween Qod and any man's eemcience. 
Wlu'n you return home, ?end me a 
request for an autherisation to hold 
meetings, and I promise you that in 
eight days, at farthest, it shall be sent 
yuu. You may even now, while exj>ect- 
Ing the authorisation, hold your meet- 
ings/" He returned home, and did as 
directed, and receiTcd the followiog 
answer : — 

In answer to your letter of the lUlh 
instant, in which you ask my authorisa- 
tion to hold religious meetings at Comp.<«, 
I Imve the lu nour to inform you, th:it a;; 
long ii^i you v.iU ouly preach the woid of 
Go J, not only your meetings will be 
authorined hy the superior authority, 
but you may also reckon on its protec- 
tion, fte." 

You have prohalily herd that the 
Uniperor has replied lo the iMemoiial of 



the free churches of France, in which we 
are included ; that " he had read tlie 
Memorial with interest, that he was dis- 
posed to grant religious liberty in fact, 
not in right, {en/ait^ non pas endroU)^^* 
O Popery! "and that applications from 
Dissenters would be received favourabi}', 
whenever it was apparent that relicinus 
dissent was not make a cloak for politi- 
caL" I suppose these new directions to 
the Prefects v.tre i>sucd at the same 
time that the above answer was sent. 

In the Drdme the Government oppo- 
biiiun to the meetings was very strong 
indeed. Some Dissenters have been 
twice condemned fur meciiug to worship 
God. A person who was |»resetit at 
thtir last trial and Cf.ndcmnation, related 
in my heating, a low weeJ^s ago^ that the 
Judge, after pronoundi^ sentence, said, 
I hope this will suflice ; yon see your 
meetings are illegal. I hope yon vi'tW 
give us no more trouble, and that wc 
shall not see you any more.*' To this a 
peasant, one of the condemned, a man 
that cannot read, replied as follows:^ 
"Mr. Judge, as h):ij as our juiptity 
lasts, we hhall pay the fines you impose. 
You may put our bodies in prison, they 
arc in your power ; but do not hope that 
you will hinder us from worshipping 
God aicorJing to our consciences ; for 

Jou will never do tiiat." These men 
are been let alone since ; and now they 
have obtained auihorisaiion. But I niu^t 
conclude. Yoa wili (SftuVitlcss thiiik witli 
nie, tliat if we are lauiuui and v^iilin^ to 
suffer, our religious liberty will be pre- 
served to us.

There have been numerous 
tlieoiiet regarding them ; some learned 
men hsvc profevsed to find in iho T^ Jhh, 
eustomn that allied them to the Jewish 
nation, and odien to the Syrians from 
the wettem coast I believe, however, 
the commonly received opini .n Is, tliat 
they are the renmant of a princely 
nation who mibo from ib« Pandian 

After the decease of a relative^ they 
obserre various funeral tltet on iwo 

iMcasionet the first soon after death, 
when the corpse is burnt, and buffaloes 
are slain, to accompany the spirit of the 
deceased to the other world, and aupply 
it with milk. This is ctdled a grten 
funeral. The second is held some 
months afterwards, which ia termed a 
dry one. Both theee ceremonies appear 
to be sacrifices to the manes of their 
deceased friends ; buffaloes are the 
Dib4ng in each. Tho Todai are by 
no means a numerous people; perhaps 
there are not more than eight hundred 
here now, fbrmcrly there were many 
more; and they are a race Uhelytodie 
out in a few years, from the shocking 
immoraUty they practise. Polyandry 
if the custom of the tribe. However 
n-nnv the brotheta of a family mny be, 
they have only one wife ; hence it is com- 
mon for one ftmale to have Bve or six 
hnsbands. Consequently many die from 
di*ra«e. Infanticide was once common, 
but of la'e years has been Rupprc.^3ed, 

irSAClES OF TIIK TOTAS. 

As we rode aiung to the plnce where 
<be ftinoral eeremonies were to be held, 
we passed parties of Todas who were 
collecting from all parts. I soon observed 
a mode of lalutatton that was novel and 
repalsive to an Englishman's eves. 
Instead of the hearty shake of the hand 
which wc offer to our t'licnda on meeting 
af^er absence, or dw graceful mImis of 
the Bindtt, I was astonished to eco the

women down cin betultd knee, presenting 
their heads, whiiNt the men rai<i d, first 
the right and tlien the kft loot and 
touched their foreheads. Thoogh this 
T\]0'le of b.-ilutati :ii docs not exist, that 
I am aware of, amongst other races in 
India, it is an CKKmple of the subjection 
of all eastern femalea. The Toda men 
arc line fellows, nearly all of them being 
we.i formed and about six feet high, 
with a Roman and often a Jowish east 
of countenance. UiiJ;l:f other orientals, 
they never wear ft turban. A cover- 
ing for the head is, in India, a tolcen 
of submission and service. Probably 
the Tfirljjs abstain from adoptiiifj it, 
to show their freedom from all author- 
ity. Tlie women and children have 
plcaf.(ng features ; long, hhick, glosny 
hair, hanging in ringlets over their 
shoulders, and musical voices. They 
are adorned with only one garment^ 
winch is a large cloth thrown over and 
hanging loosely round the person. 

On arriving at the Toda Icraal, wo 
gaw groups of BiirghiTK, (• ! i t'ior pioplc 
who live on the bills,) who had come to 
the fttnerfll out of respect to the Todst. 
Tljese were received with music, some- 
thing like thi' common t<m torn and fife 
of the Hindus, only, if possible, more 
execrable in sound. So punctlHous are 
these simple people in drmnnding the 
honours they deem due to them, that if 
the Todas had not received their ftlende 
fho Burghers with music, the latter 
would have instantly returned in high 
dudgeon to their homes. This is same- 
times the case, and a great quarrel is the 
result of the neglect.

SACniFICE. 

The funeral rites performed on tliis 
occasion, were Ibr tliree Toda women 

who had died six mouths before. Three 
davs were taken up in the c<?!ebration. 
l)urin^ the first day the buOlilocs were 
driven from the jungle, where they were 
frrfbin-,', into the kraal, to be rt ady for (he 
iacrihce of the following day. As the 
animals at first reftised to come, and 
afterwards grew furious by being driven 
about and goaded, this was rather a 
dangerous operation. Six were brought 
in, which, with one male, made seven. 
The kraal is about fifty yards in dia- 
meter, and surrounded with a wall of 
stones and earth, five ftet Mgh. Here 
the buffaloes, after being ornamented 
with the bell, the emblem of Deity, were 
left all night witliout any food, in order 
that they anight be a little tamed on the 
morrow*

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During the morning a crowd collected 
round an old man who was aaid to be 
possessed with a devil, and who had to 
decide a quarrel that had occurred. He 
paced quickly up and down the line 
formed by the people, muttering in<»bc> 
renr souodi, liii eyes aometimet closed, 
at others staring \s ildly round, his hands 
raised as if pronouncing imprecations, 
Ills body trembling and perspiring pro- 
Aiselj. This he did for a quarter of an 
hour, when a crow flew down and pitclied 
near tlic crowd, which being con^idertd 
aa unlucky omen, he left off his incanta- 
tions, and uH betook themselves to the 
door of Ute «i«aiw|f-housr, lie giving his 
decision amtdii a tnurmar of applause. 

The suam^'hoam contained th« only 
object of worsliip amongitt the Todas, a 
common metui bell weighing about live 
pounds. This is their god. The house 
was made in tht arch>forni of tlie Toda 
but, thatched, and very prettily orna- 
mented with eane-wors. In it were 
deposited the clothes, utensils, orna- 
ments, and jewels worn by the (kceased 
women. It al^o utcoininQJatcd tlie re- 
latives of the deceased during the night, 
who t^iust Inive had clo&e quarters, as 
some twenty were packed together in a 
few feet of toom. On the third day of 
the obsequies, this house and its con- 
tents was to be burnt at the entrance of 
the kraal, and the abiies uil'eicU tO the 
manes of the departed* 

A dance took place amongst the men 
who were to be the heroes in capturing 
and slaying the bttffiJoet the next day. 
Tin's was of a strange kind. Ten or 
twelve men, atHndingin two rows with a 
club-stick in their haudd, wheeled round 
and round to the shouting noise they 
made— song it could not he called: it 
was like the bark of a jackal or wild 
dog, and, coming from human lipe, It 
sounded very dreadful, much more so 
when we were told it was a prayer, aud 
the only kind of devotion they ever oifer* 
It was a hideous sight $ it showed how 
low jind brutalised were the men who 
took pleasure in it, and how little they 
were exalted above the wild bcaatt 
whose rry they imitated. My soul 
shrunk from that awful scene, and the 
horrible sound still rings In my ears. 
The men soon after this were ranged in 
TOWS on the grass, w litre they sat to eat 
their dinner, wIulI: liad been cooked in 
the thicket close by, and which consisted 
of rice and ghee, as the Todas never eat 
animal food. The women were served 
with tfaeir portion of the meal after theit 
"lords and masters** had partaken, but 
in a spot by themselves. We then 



quitted the scene to go to a bungalow 
about two miles distant, where we paesed 
the night. 

SLAUGHTEU OF AKIjIALS. 

The nex.t morning we returned at ten 
0*dock to witness the remaining, and 
indeed the chief, portion of t!: - ceremo- 
nies. The same dismal dance was per- 
formed, oftener and with incfcaaed ve« 
hemence. After an interval the crowd 
collected round the kraal, and the $i<;nal 
watt given tor the men to enter. This 
they did, each armed with the heavy dub* 
stick. The buffaloes were now driven 
round the kraal mwy times, amidit crying 
and shouting ; and on their halting at all 
they were goaded again into speed by 
the free application of the clubs. The 
poor bull was beaten sv much, that he 
fell with his back broken; but the others 
continued to be driven round the kraal 
till they looked quite exhausted, and in 
desperation began to turn upon their 
tormentors. This part of the ccremoiiy 
was gone over twice, and was only inter- 
rupted by the torxents of rain which fell. 
The relatives of the deceased often sat 
on the wall of the kraal, weeping and 
talking to the butfoloes, telling them they 
were going over the Koondahs (the 
neighbouring mountaino, which they 
believe arc the boundaries between this 
woild and the next) to see their departed 
ftieuds, begging tbcm to carry })lenty of 
milk, take messages of love, and inform 
them of the love and health of their 
survivors. 

Tlie rain abating, the final signal was 
given, when about fiity or sixty Todas 
jumped into the kraal. Some six men 
seized each buffaloe by the horns, and 
others beat ihcm bclunJ. In this way 
they were torced to the gate of the kraal, 
and dragged to the door of the sieamy* 
house. The animals became at fiist 
infuriated by the blows tliey received, 
and tossed the men off their horns In a 
fearful manner. Many were trampled 
on, and one man received a wound in the 
neck, laying the muscles open. But the 
maddened beatrta at last grew exhausted, 
and were laid before the door of the 
house, each on the left side, and covered 
with eolonred doth. A blow was then 
struck with on axe vu tiie back of the 
head, which ended tlieir sufferings. 
inuxicUiateiy the frands aud relatives 
fell on the dying buffaloes, bedewing 
them with tears, wailing and bowing 
their heads to the heads of the animals. 
Old men with grey flowing locks, and 
young men who had displayed their 
etcengih in captoting the bufialoesy 
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women and children, all shared the 
grief, and all seemed conrulsed with 

ai,'onis5ng ^orrnw. Nine buffaloes were 
killed in this way, and thus ended the 
sacrifice to ttie manes of the deceased. 
We retired with our minds wearied and 
humiliated bj the view we had taken of 
the *<mild and gentle Hindu!" Men 
toon bnitaHied aad earthly, more in* 
sensible to leligious feeling, I think 
there cannot be. Mr, Meiss, who labours 
amongst them, attends moat of these 
spectacles for the purpoie of proadliog. 
On oc(*asion there were some eight 
hundred natives collected together, to 
mmy of whom he declared the truths of 
the Gospel, and set forth the Lamb of 
God, as the only sacrifice for sin. 

Formerly these lamfices were more 
numerons tbtn they are now, and forty 
buffaloes were offered at one time; but 
as these animals are the only property 
possessed by the Todaa, and on them a 
tax is paid, Government interfered to 
limit the number so killed. We observ- 
fd a Oovemmetit Peon present, to see 
that the nnmbe? alloired wss not ex- 
ceeded.

These is every reason to believe that at 
the pTcseot time diey eomeUmes offer 



human sacrifice'. A case ix being in- 
quired into by the authorities, which is 

not at all uncommon during seasons of 
drought or failure of the crop«, such 
as this has been. Two young men, 
Burglrers, I believe, are mining from 
their home, and the only account of 
them that can be obtained is from their 
father, who states, that one evening two 
Todan came to call his nons to a!*sist in 
killing a bufiaJoe, that they went out and 
have not returned. All search for them 
has been fruitless. A place marked 
with blood Una been discovered, but no 
clue to the young men. It is generally 
believed that they have been eflfered in 
sacrifice, human srifTiTicts bring the 
resort of the Todas in any calamity. 

The Todas speak a dialect of their 
own i though they use many Tamul 
word-v they are almost MniTitclligible to 
a Taaiulian, being ftu inucii corrupted. 

I eottld not thermte speak to them and 

testify against practices iO abhorrent ns 
what I saw and heard } but my heart 
yearned over them, and frequently did I 
implore Heaven that the day of their 
visitation might soon dawn. When will 
British India be blessed with the light 
of the Gospel of Christ ? loudly does 
tlio l)l()od of souls cry to the Christian 
world, for the means of salvation, to 
those now "sltdng in darkness and in 
the region of tbo sbsdoir of death,**

TRI AT.!<. 

Tmouou our church condition at 
Batticaloa is not so satisfactory as we 

desire it to be, yet there is in it suffi- 
cient to encourage us to renewed exer- 
tion. You are aware that our church 
here has been in the crucible. It has 
been tried, and it is hoped that, in some 
degree at least, that proMSS of trial has 
been a purifying one. As might have 
been anticipated, we have had to mourn 
over some who were not equal to the 
trial. But while there has been cause 
sufficient for sorrow, especially on 
account of those who have relapsed into 
open idolatry, the faith and hopes of the 
Missionary have been sustained by the 
consiclcration, that a diminution of 
numbers, under our circumstances, does 
not necessarily argue a proportionate 



diminution of the spiritual power and 
character of the church, but rather the 
reverse. 

There are reasons which warrant the 

conclusion, that, as a Mission to the 
Heathen, we now stand on a better 
basis, and one in every respect more 
desirable than we have heretofore occu* 
pied in Batticalnn. The Heathen them- 
selves are shrewd enough to perceive 
this, and more than one has expresseii 
his views accordingly. 

The conquests hereafter to be made 
will be, more emphatically than evef, 
conquests of truth ; of truth, enlight* 
ening the understanding, and penetrat- 
ing and sanctifying the heart. Tempt- 
ations to aet fVom mercenary motives, in 
seeking admii^'^ion tn our church, are 
greatly reduced, if not absolutely xe« 
moved.

8TATB or TB£ WORK AT TKS 
BEKDIOO D1GOIV09. 

Since I last wrote, mr"ny nnd grttit 
have been the chanj^cs in this ever- 
changing and varying locality. Indeed, 
since my arrival on this j^old-fieM, 
^vhich u now more than a year ago» 
there has been a constant iuccession of 
whnt (ire called •*rn'«hes.*' 

'J'he flincovery of at M'lvor, 

Mount Kornng, Mount Muliagul, Tar- 
Mngowcr, Bryant's Ranges, M<lnthre*8 
IvMigrs, AvoM, a'1'1 now Sinipson's, 
have drawn thousand"* away. The last 
rush hii8 been tremendous, and is still 
going sn. These grent changes are ex- 
cemliiiu'ly trying nnd prtjudicial to the 
work of God ; and our tairest and bright- 
•It prospects nre often altogether de« 
stroyed. The pro?pecfs of Dendigo are 
not at all flattering; twenty thousand 
penons bave left dnring the last month, 
and our population is reduced to abont 
ten thousand, scattered '^n t!ie liills and 
In the guliics. Nor have we reached 
the end of the esodus. The winter has 
been uncommonly fine and dry ; water is 
very scarce ; therefore it is not probable 
that many will return for scare time yet 
to come. 

I am tliankful to say that we have nnt 
as yet greatly felt the change jpon our 
Society. Onr congregations are good, 
very good ; our nic.Mbors (abnut one 
huudicd and twenty) are truly alive to 
Ood» and are zealous in the promotion 
of every good work. It is matter of 
devout praise to God that many hun- 
dreds of perfionii have been brought to 
the happy knowledge of salvation, 
'hrtHu;li the instrumentality of the Wes- 
ieyan church in this place. Many cases 
I nave I<nown of persons who have suf- 
fered their punishment as convicts in the 
neighbouring colonics, and nre now re- 
joicing in the love of God. About a 
month ago, one of this class (a wonrmn) 
•was in deep distress of mind, and re- 
fused to be comforted when exhorted to 
trust in Christ Jesus. Ah/* she flaid, 
jott donU know what a tfoner I have 
been. If Christ can save nie, He can 
save the wickedest wretch that ever was 
transported for crime." That woman ia 
now a humble and happy Christian. 
Many have wondered at the mysterious 
way* of Divine Providence ; they have 



left England, where they had fulness of 
spiritual brfnd, and yet were not saved ; 
here they nd have been brought hj 
tlie Spirit of God to the discovery thit 
they had been living iu Egyptian dark- 
ness in old England, blaring with spirit- 
ual light. 

A very interesting feature of onr work 
is Sabbath- schools : of these we have 
six, all well attended, and are made a 
grent blessing. The great wcrk of edu- 
cation has been to me a subject of deep 
consideration $ and our snceeas in the 
e<itablishment of day«sdiO0la has well 
repaid all our efforts. 

VISIT OF TlIK nOVEKNOn, AMD 
ADDRtSS PUfcaKKXED TO HlM. 

His Excellency the Governor paid the 
gold-fields a visit this month. He arrived 

at Sindbutst on llie 4th in'tanf. The 
demonstration throughout was beyond 
all expectation. The Governor kindly 
consen'ed to lay the corner-stone of our 
new scliool-hnusc at Sandtutrit. The 
ceremony was truly gratifying. A beau- 
tiftil silver trowel, made on the diggings, 
waa presented to His Excellency. T!ie 
trowel bears the following inscription, 
which was engraved by a digger on the 
previous evening, and after lie iiad laid 
aside the pick and sliovel: ^'Presented 
to His Excellency, Sir Charles Hotham, 
K.C.B., Lieut.-Oovernor of Victoria, on 
the occi^.sion of l;ivinf' the foundation- 
stone of the W'esleyan school, Sand- 
hurst, September Cth, 1«54." The 
building is sixty-five feet by twcnty-tive 
feet, will cost £2,000, and will be used 
as a place of worship as well as day- 
school.

EMract qf a Letter from the Hev. James Calvert, dated Vewa, 

May 20 thf 1«54. 



You have long known my painful 
anxiety for the Baa Gbfcf. The read- 

ir ' of Mr. Voung^s Snvrgestions for 
tbe Conversion of the World," some 
years ago, kd me to select one indivi- 
dual for whose conversion I fbonld 
make special and constant prayers and 
efibrts. In spite of various and nume- 
reus diseonrageraente, I hare been enn- 
blcd to persevere. f have had many 
fears that the Chief would harden his 
heart, md perith OYeiiastingly. I fdt 
moch for him ; wept, prayed, and 
laboured, and enlisted all the help I 
could in liic service. 

We had long been prevented from 
building IVIissinn-pr-^mises at Ban. We 
had good reason to believe that the 
Levuka Chief and ono of cbc white feri» 
denta bad 



at Bm* V9t MVfnl numtlM 



Levuka has revolted against B>iu* 
Blost of the whites reside there^ They 
liavc taken a decided strvnd airninst F.au 
with the licvuka Chief. It appeared to 
me a favourable time for extra efforta for 
Ban. The increase of opponents had 
influence in leading the l*au Chief to 
consent to build pretnisea fur Mr. 
Waterhoose, who went to reside at Baa. 
There be has zealously laboured for 
some months. Opposition to Ban in* 
creased t Somosomo, whidi iO efficiently 
aided Bau with native property, became 
a wreck. The Bau Chief vt*" nflfli:ted. 
It was most evident that the Feejee 
Prleita were nseleii» The Chicf*a 
mind, which is superior, was liard at 
work. Ue thought hard, and felt much. 
He irae oneucoenfitl in two atokefca 
which he roado <n fowitty liioogh tbe 
Prkita fuUy pnnlaed taeceMt 
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On the 15ih of fllarch, I visited liim 
at ])au with Mr. Waterhouse. We 
found him very thoughtful. He refer- 
red to the murder of bis relative, the old 
King of Smnonomo, wfio had been killed 
in his bed while asleep by his son and 
nephew, by a deep gash in his neck 
with a hatchet, and, on turning over, the 
hatchet wax itnidc in hit side, and there 
left until his ffivoorite son [since killed] 
took it out, when he immediately ex- 
pired. H« described to me the manner 
of Tiii Thftlcau's (formerly Tuikilakila) 
death, and was evidently affected. I 
told hira that the deceased had been 
well instructed by several MiMionaiies: 
had been afflicted in mercy, and so 
reduced && to listen very attentively to 
Mr. Lyth, so that he woold be speech* 
less before the judgment-seat of Chri'!?. 
The Vunivalu then refienred to bis own 
affliction, and showed me his redneed 
leg. I told him that he, also, had been 
well insfrurtod hy sf'voral, and earnestly 
exiiortcd, and that tiie Lord had also 
afflicted him for his profit; so that he, 
also, would be without excnse at Gcd's 
dread tribunal. I reminded him that 
affldrs were in the utmost confusion, and 
could not be unravelled by human wis- 
doin or power. I entreated him nt once to 
subline to God as well as the Commander 
of an uriny then at Bau, and to avow his 
profession of Christianity; assuring him 
that, even if successful in the intended 
attack, that evils existed which eonid 
only be removed by Christianity, lie 
listened very attentively, and asked if 
the Lord did undertake cases when 
human wisdom failed, and whether it 
was customary for afflictions to be ren- 
dered useful in bringing people to God. 

On the 12th, I had a long interview 
with him at Mr. Waterhousc's, and was 
much pleased with his spirit and man- 
ner. It was evident to mc, that Mr. 
Waterhottse*8 labours were having effect, 
though he said that they seemed as far 
as ever from becoming Christian. On 
Good Friday the King spent most of the 
liny with me at Vl wu, ]i:ivinjj come over 
desiring to have some decayed teeth 
stuffed. It was just nine years since his 
friend Elijah became Christian. I 
ni^d immedi^^e Hcr'Nion. He said he 
would follow Elijah; but did not at 
once how befbre the Lord. 

On the 22d a canoe arrived, brtntring 
the Sydney " Empire ** newspaper of 
Beeemher aOth, in which is a long letter 
from Mr. J. Williams, United States 
Consul. There was also a letter from 
King €reorge of Tonga. lie begged 
that Uw Bau Chief would think s«ii. 



ously and wisely, and promptly become 
Christian, so that he and his land might 
be good. Those letters I was called on 
to read. He said there were many 
statements in the Consurs letter which 
were incorrect and false, and proved his 
hatred of Bau. I desired him not to 
regard that letter, but to follow the 
advice of hfs friend, the Tonga Chief. 
He said that King George's letter was 
true and good, and that ihcy should 
follow that Yet he allowed the canoe 
to return without hit avowal of Chris- 
tianity. 

On the 30th, having been inrlted hy 
Mr. Watcrhentt, I went to Bau. The 

death-drura, named Rongnronyoi Valuy 
("Reporter of War,") was beaten at 
nine o^doek. We assembled in the 
large ^^trnngers* House. The Chief was 
preceded by his grey-beaded Priest, 
with a long beard. His children stood, 
with many others, in the front ; his 
wives, sisters, and chief women not a 
few, and other females, on the right 
band : he and the male attendants were 
on the left. All were well dressed, 
many of them in Tonga cloth. They 
were orderly, serious, and attentive, 
not like new converts. About three 
hundred assembled. It was a most 
pleasing sight. Our hearts were glad. 
I thought I could not hare gone 
tbrnitf^h the service. It was like the 
beginning of good days, like a dream 
when one awaketh, yet a blesaed reality •. 
it is rest after labour, relief from a bur- 
den, joy after trouble, yea, joyful exult- 
ation of soul ! " Blessed be the Lord 
God, the God of Israel, who only doeth 
wondrous things. And blessed be his 
glorious name for ever." Evil practices 
of long standing and ftarful magnitude 
—which, with our utmost cNtriion, we 
could not get removed, for only ten days 
previously three human bodies were 
cooked at Bau — are done away with at a 
stroke ! An effectual hindrance to the 
extensive spread of the Gospel removed t 
Feqee*s brightest, best day I long to 
be remembered. A foundation ofgrea^ 
extensive, and everlasting good ! 

After the morning service, crowds 
came for alphabets, and many groups 
assembled to learn to read. Mr. Water* 
house preached in the afternoon to 
about the same number. 

Early on the 1st of May, I cnllrd on 
the Chief on my way to Yewa. He and 
his principal wifSe desired me to eondoct 
Iknlly worship. His carpenters^ visitors, 
servunts, several Bau people, and his 
own family, crowded one end ot his 
hoote* After which, he ordered tihcm to 
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go to plant and sail, saying, that for one 
dzf we most leftaln horn work, and be 
diligent on the otber days of the week. 
He lias long encouraged industry, and 
has been a wise ruler of his people. I 
trust his kingdom wiU be ettaibUehed on 

the hcnt and surest fnnnrlation. 

He appeered as one relieved of A load. 
He spoke and aetcd m <me fully consdous 
that he had taken an impettant !<tep in 
the right way. I doubt not but he han 
seriously and sincerely become a wor- 
sUpper ef Ibe only living and true God* 
I trust his repentance will be hearty, 
and lead him to fonake all sin; and 
that he will ebtein Ae forgiveneia of all 
hia nn» throngh fiUdi in the liord Jeiaa 



Christ. It will be our earnest prayer 
that bis soul may be saved, that he may 
be blessed abundantly, and guided by 
the Lord. How much he has to give 
up ! how much to gain 1 how much to 
suiftr and do I He surpriaea nany by 
his conversation about religion. , He has 
not heard Messrs. Hunt, liyth, and 
Watifofd in vain. These and othcn 
have laboured hard, and we now lejoice 
together in hop**. 

Jlle has got a large bell for family 
wonhip, 80 that ail in the out-houaca 
may hear, and attend. I Iiear that there 
were about six hundred at the service on

COMMEKCFJtE VT OP OPERATIONS 
ON THE NKW jiiM;ni:il STATION. 

Since you last heard from me, my 
time has been almott inecaiantly occu- 
pied with building and other things of 
a preliminary nature connected with the 
commencement of this new Station 
among Kama's tribe ; and this must be 
my apology for not writing you sooner. 

Previous to the last Districl-Meeung, 
I waa instvttcted to take my temporary 
residence in the ?maU border-to'^n of 
Alice, which is about ten miles from 
this. Bat immediately on my return 
from the District>AIeeting in January, I 
commenced the erection of a Mission- 
house, which has since been completed. 
The waOs are of burnt brick. The body 
of rhe house is fifty-four feet by sixteen 
feet in the exterior, giving three tolerable 
•ised rooms, and a small pantry! besides 
whidi there arc also two small verandal 
roomp, making in all five rooms. To 
complete the ^ii&sioii>house, it was Con- 
templated at some future time to run up 
what is called a lean-to behind, to be 
covered with zinc; but as we were in 
great difficulties about a place in which 
to conduct religious worship, and did 
not feel oursdvct at present to be in a 
position to tiect a chapel of suiiiciently 
large dimensions to hold the congrega- 
tion, it seemed to me advisable to run up 
the back part of the Mission-house at 
once, and to appropriate it to this purpose. 
I accordingly wrote to the General Su- 
perintendent, and got hi«( sanciion to do 
SO. Tliis place ih. the whole ieugth of 



the Mission-house, by fourteen feet in 
the interior, and will seat a hundred and 
fifty comfortably, although considerably 
more than this number press into it on 
the Sabbath; and the Sabbath-sehool 
children lirtvc to go outside to make 
room for the congregation, and we shall 
therefore soon be nwlw the necessity of 
piOTiding a mnch Isif er place. 

PftOO&SSi OF THE CRftlSTIAir 

KAFrms ijr cxvilisatiok. 

The site selected for the IMission- 
village, being some distance from where 
the people had located themsdves on 
their arrival from Kamastone, they will 
soon hnvp to move. This they will do 
immediately they have tinished tlie erec- 
tion of their cottages, whidi they have 
commenced on ti c Station. MMlliam 
Shaw Kama, tite second son of the Chief 
Kama, has btiilt himself a comfortable 
brick cottage, at the cost of about £40, 
containing two rooms, which he has also 
nicely furnished with a few useful articles 
of English furniture, such as table, 
chairs, bedstead, &c. Most of the head- 
men of the Station are also erecting 
themsdm cottages of similar dimen- 
sion ; some with three rooms, but most 
with two. These will be quite an orna- 
ment to the Station, as wdl as contribute 
to the comfort and social elevation of 
their ocrnpnnts* Kama has got a sub- 
stantial brick cottage, containing three 
rooms, twelve feet by twelve^ erected 
for him by the Government, in pursu- 
ance of a promise made to him by Sir 
Oeorge Cathcart at the close of the late 
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war, vhen he induced him to vaeate 

Kamastone to reside on the banks of the 
KieajuNXkuaa. la atUlitioa to this, liw 
ExceUeDcy Sir George Cethcftrt pro- 
miflcd to have the Kieskamma River 
enf out for him, for purposes of agri- 
i Luure, which, we trust, wiil alho be per- 
formed in due tlmesi Sboald this be 
effected, 1 have no licsitancy in saying 
that the btaiiou wiil be second to none 
for purposes of egricttltate. The soil is 
of the very best quality ; but on account 
of the lowne»8 of its situation, the people 
cannot, wiiiH>at irri^tion, calculate upon 
itftUxing a good harresl^ exeepting ia se^ 
sons of much rain. At other times every 
thing is burnt up by the insulferable 
heat of an almost vertical tun. I believe 
the pnmiieof Sir Gcor^^c Cathcait would 
have been carried into eft'ect ere no«r, 
had he not been called to leave tliis 
colony just as the fund designed to be 
appn-piiatcd to this end had become 
available. Tiic matter is now luuivoid- 
ably postponed, in consequence of a 
change of Governors ; but we have no 
doubt that the matter will be favourably 
regarded by Sir George Grey« whose 
tMiwtif M the ttttm Gofcnunr of this 
crtoiif, is daily expeelidL 

SPmtTVAI. PBOftltESS. 

Having been so fully occupied with 
building, &c., I have not at present bten 
able to pay all that attention to the rdi* 
gious and moral improvement of the 
yus.j)lc T cou'd wi-h, and wliith T h ipe to 
do shorily, now that I have got most ( f 
dtese thinga out of hand. Yet, although 
mudi time and labour have been neces- 
sarily fpent upon things of" a somewhat 
secular character, we have not been with- 
out many gracious tokens of Che Divine 
presence and blessing. A saving energy 
has attended the preaching of God*s 
truth, and souls have been gaAered into 
the ehnrcH of Christ. During the last 
two quarters, thirteen or fourteen have 
joined the catechumen class, besides 
whom flfleen were admitted into full 

church communion last Sabbath by the 
B<demn rite of Cliristian baptism. For 
•ooie time previous to their ndmltslon, I 
net tliem once or twice a week, for the 
ptirposes of catechetical instruct i f^n ; at 
the same time examining them relative 
l» ^eiv Cliristian exper i e n ce and know- 
ledge of religious doctrine. And I 
thmlt there was not one of their number 



that could noi give an intelligent and 

satisfactory accotmt of his conversion to 
God, and ot liis practical acquaintance 
with the piincipal doctrines of the Gos- 
pel. It so happened that our e(«teen>ed 
Superintendent, ^Ir. Si>«w, arrived hire 
on the Saturday previous, on ins way lo 
visit the Stations beyond the Orange- 
River SovercTj^nty, and upon him 
volved the pleasing duty of admioisteriug 
the iaenKDent of baptism to thoee indi* 
vidnals, — an act which must have been 
a grmt source of joy to hi.s own »oul, as 
it was among this people thuc iie began 
his Misokmary cnrser in KaJSrlsnd. It 
was a season of deep solemnity to rr^y 
own mind ; and 1 trust that the feelings 
of which I was then the subject will not 
soon be eftaced. 

For those tolrens of spiritual prospciity 
we feel thankful, and would ascribe all 
ihe glory to Him to whom it is most 
justly due. Bat ws look for jct gicater 
things th»n ihesc : 

"ho, the promise of a •»1in\vcr 
Drops already from above j 
But the Lord Mill aliortlj pour 
AU tlie Spirit of lUalove." 

Pcsicles tiie ^■■■v'r-'« condDctul on tlic 
Station, there are also four or five pi aces 
nrnong the surrounding kraals at which 
a rdigtous service is conducted as fre- 
quently as circumstances will ]>;r!"tjif, 
by some of the Native Local Preachers; 
and as a proof that their " labours are 
not in v;'.'n in tnc Lord," I nmy mcniinn 
that several of those who liave recently 
joined the catechnnua class have come 
ftom thcHe kraulg. 

The Sabbath«school 3;? errniirn^^ingly 
progressing. There are one hundred 
and three children on the bookii, most of 

who'll attend vrith -^rcat rc_>.;uliirity. 

Mrs. Sargeant has recently commenrcd 
a eewing-scbool for the girlf, and itas 
already between twenty and thirty, wlio, 
wc trust, will, aftrr a while, make pro- 
gress in this useful employment. 

I have not yet been able to re>organire 
the day-«chool for want of a suitable 
Teacher to take charge oi it ; but I hope 
that before long this difficulty will be 
obviated. 

I solicit an increased interest in your 
prayers »br the growing extension of the 
kingdom of the Redeemer in tMs Circuit 
and thronghout this darlt land.

SPIRITUAL PROSrERlTV. 
It will be grutifvmg to yon to hear 
of the prf>gre»i ot Gud'a woik auiong us 
in this place. 

The coloured cocgrfgation, ?pe.iking 
the DutcU language, has been gradually 
imptOTiog. A few have Kcentlf been 
led to inquire wluit they must do to be 
s-'ivcd, some of whom have commenced 
luecai/g iu class as catccbumcns* We 
have now a Iarg«r i^uuber meeting in 
class, of this pirt of the native popula- 
tioO) than we have had since 1851, when 
an unltappf attempt was made to rain 
t)ic native Societies under oar care. 

The Kafiir conf^iefjAtion is larger t^au 
it has ever oeen. it would delight you 
and the lupparten of oui great Mission 
work to sec the natives assembled on 
the Lord's day, all clad in European 
dotbing, and listening, generally with 
earnest attention, to the truths of the 
everlasting Gospel. I hrivc seen no 
i^tivd congregation equally large iu any 
of our coloni^ (owui, either bete or in 
the adjoining eokmy, witli tlie exception 
oi' Graham's Town. When wo remenn- 
ber (be limited period of our Mlstlonarj 
operations in this colony, and the fiery 
triFil« through ^vhich we liave jiassed, we 
are led giulci'uily to cxciuiu), " W'liat 
bath God wfoagbt I " 

The week-evening sch. ol and the reli- 
gioaa eenrices are well attended. Also the 
day-eebool for the native diiMien, who 
are taught English, Dutch, and Kaffir. 

The members of Society connected 
with this congregation arc, as a whoie, 
in an eocevraglng sute. Many bavo 
lately began to seek the Lord. Last 
evening, while meeting a Kafiir class, 
the cries of those seeking mercy ren« 
dered it difficult to prooecd with the 
•ervice in the upuhI way. 

The religious state oi the European 
braoeh of the Society is cheering, while 
the con;:rrj:jation U larger than at any 
former period. A richer influence alto 
rests npov the virioiia serf lees held* 



Muc^i good is being done at the 
camp, among the military. A Sergeant 
and Corporal liave lately been conyerted 
to God, while many others have been 

led to seriou-s reflerjion. God has grcitly 
blessed tlie devf)tc:u ctFort.'' made there by 
Sergeant Mealie, and his excellent part- 
T^f", who are as lights shining in a dark 
piacc ; and their light has not shone in 
vain. The Sergeant has a Bible-class 
for adults at the camp, and his wife con- 
(^\'.r{t anothfT at the chiipi l on Tuesday 
aitvin ji>ns for young iitiijuus. 

l^ast week we held our Sunday-school 
Aiiniverj:arr. The a'trmhiuce was good, 
the religious fcciiog prevailing through* 
out the various services connected with 
the occasion, delightful, and the finan- 
cial ref«u]fs about three times more than 
on any ioruu-r occasion. 

Our friends who take a Ilvdj interest 
in this important department of the 
work, have thanked God and taken 
conrage. 

Another valuable feature in relation 
to the M ork of God in this Circuit is, 
that we have peace within all our 
borders. 

TRIALS. 

With such i'vlirations of (lie Divine 
presence and blessing, you will not be 
surprised to hear tliat we have our trials 
aUo. But it will excite your deep re- 
gret and disafi^obfuion to learn that 
those trials are mainly irem diosc who, 
by profession and office, ought to know 
and practice otlierwisc. I r'^A r lo the 
Epiecupaliau Clergymen ut this place, 
and, more especially, to the Rural Dean, 

The !nr ins resorted to by this gentle- 
man argue his high opinion of the mate- 
rials we have, under God^ blessing, cie- 
ated, as they are chiefly what he seeks. 

Baptismal regeneration and transub- 
stantiutioQ are fully preacheil by him 
and the military Chaplain. The resolte 
of such a niinistiy aie beai(<MiKlinf to 
us in this place.

DEATH or A XATIVL MINTRTER. |,rcthrfn in tlic mlnisfrv offhrisf. Oar 
The solemn duty again devolves on worthy and excellent brother George 
me of reporting to you tite passing away Peter Brown, Native Assistant Mission* 
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&rjj departed thit life on Thanday last, 

the 17th instant, happy in the Lord 
Jesus Christ, enjoyint^ tho awect peace 
of the *' exceeding great and precious 
promises** of the Goapel. 

For many months pa«t he was in 
delicate health, so much so that we 
foand it neceasary to relieve him from 
almost all the active duties of the minis- 
try. 

Vou will sec in the District iMinutes 
now sent you per mail, that he has been 
stationed at Anamabu (his year, and I 
left him there on my departure for the 
Bifht of Bennor, in delicate health, but 
able to remain at his pnst, and manage 
the general business of the Circuit. On 
my return, however, when passing 
through Anamabu on my way to Cape- 
Coast, r was pniTifully Rtrnck with the 
great change wtuch liad talcen place in 
his general appearance. He was greatly 
emaciated ?n 1 enfeebled, and I imme- 
diately made arrangements for his com- 
ing to stop with us ben for a mouth, 
and try the elTect of a change of alr» end 
me<?!c:il attendance. At the end of the 
nionih he appeared better, and returned 
to his doty; but I eoon heard soeh 
unsatisfactory accounts of his health, that 
I lost no time in removing him up hither 
to give him six months entire rest from 
all duties, though with very faint hepes 
that he would be long spared to us and 
the church. He gradually grew weaker 
and weaker ; in the mean time the cods** 
liver oil, which you kmdly lent us per 
mail, came to handj and the Doctors 
having recommended it as the only 
thing likely to be of use t6 him, we tried 
it for some days, bat iu vain; he had 
nearly numbered his days) and Was 
speedily to enter Into rest* 

On ^Innday, the 14th instant, T rnn- 
versed with him on the probabilities of 
an early removal from this life, and his 
conduct on the occasion was that of the 
**man of God,*' for whom death has no 
sting, lie told me that be felt that ail 
was right, and he had no fears, and 
quoted tlie followinfi^ Unes^ a« exprcsiivo 
of his slate of mind : — 

" What is there here to court my staj. 
Or hold mo back from home, 
While aogalB beckon me awajr, 
AndJesQsliMineeeaM?'* 

The evening previons to his death, two 

of the native brethren, John Ossuansah 
and £.

He died forty-four years of age, and

master, I^ocaf Preacher^ Ac 

lie possessed acceptable preaching 
talents, lived very near to God, and in 
all things rendered a meet reaidy obe- 
dience to his chief brethren in the minis- 
try. One of the most beautiful features 
in his character was his anxious watdi- 
fulness over the spiritual interests of bis 
children. He was a widower, having 
lost an excellent wife (one of our school- 
mistresses) about three years ago, and 
has Irft to monrn the loss of an excellent 
father, one son and four daughters } 
three of the daughters are old enough to 
be useful in our schools. The youngest 
daughter is nepsTly five years of age; 
and the son, a line sharp little boy, is 
eleven years of age, an interesting and 
mn«t promising lad, n fir?t c: a<;<; srliolnr, 
and likely at some future day to becomo 
a useful agent of the Society. As a 
family of children, they are one of the 
most interesting I have ever seen in this 
country, and hence the labouis and 
prayers of Christian parents have been 
greatly blessed to them. It was a regu- 
lar practice of our brother now departed 
to rise at five A.M., or earlier, and, 
bcferc daylight, spend a short time in 
family devotion. I have often, in past 
days, when travelling round this part of 
the District, and stopping with them for 
a day or two, h^ard them long before 
daylight, parents and children, raisiog 
their song of praise to heaven, and pouv 
ing out the heartfelt prayer. 

These deaths of our brethren aie a 
great loss to us iu our numerical 
atnogth; with a rapidly^ejcteoding woik 
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all around ufthere, we cannot indeed but 
iU spare any of our brethren. Thanks, 
bowever, grateful and abundant thanks, 
to the God of all grace, that lu the 
mldat of theee loeiei, the spiritoal vital* 
jty of our Societies is furnbliing enter- 
prising and excellent youths, who are 
advancing in all those (j^uallficstions 
esaential to the supply log the places of 
those who have passed away.

I S££ by the Stations that have lately 
come to liiind, that I am still to be left 
aione in Uiis Circuit. 1 have been do- 
ing my atmost for now nearly two yearS) 
without any other ministerial help, to 
keep things goings, aoJ as far as possible 
in a healthy state, in the hope that the 
Committee would take the case into 
their kind consitlt ration, and not neces- 
sitate the abundomnent of Societies tliat 
once presented an encouraging aspect, 
and wliich mii^lit be brought to wear 
such an aspect a^ain. But ^'hope 
deferred maketh the beart sidr.** 

That things in this Circuit are not in 
so good a state as they were a year ago 
will create no surprise, when it is borne 
in mind, that one man is now left to do 
what was formerly the work of three, 
and until very recently that of two. A 
Circuit comprising nine Sodedes, whose 
extreme points are seventy miles apart, 
and whose circumference i:i at \tmt one 
hundred and seventy miles, a great part 
ramiiDg through districts whoso voads 
are proverbially bad, is, it must be 
admitted, rather too large to be effi- 
ciently woibed by one Aliidonery. To 



fxpect prosperity ui^dir such circuoi* 
fitances is, to say the least, not very rea- 
&onuble. Supposing that in England 
three Circuits, each of which had been 
acrtistonied fur years to have its own 
iVliuisier, were to be thrown into one, 
with only one Minister to take chorgo of 
the whole, what would be the result? 
And Can any more favourable result be 
re<i£uuably aaticipaied froui &u.ch an 
occurrence in Jamaica ? 

The little progress mado by the peo- 
ple in knowledge and civiiizatiun during 
ihe list twenty years, may possibly ha?e 
disajjpointtd the expectations of bonie of 
tlie early friends of emancipation, and 
may even seem to contradict the htate- 
meati that were published soon after the 
proclamation of freedom, relativti to the 
rapid improvement that was then appa- 
rent; but Ihoso who remember their 
former dej^raded stale, and have been 
witnesses of the imperfect and limited 
means employed for their advancement, 
only wonder that their progress has been 
80 preat. 

You will be sorry to be informed that

THE LEEDS MISSIONARY MEETING; OCTOBER, 1864. 

Wb have been &TOured, hy the Editon of the Wesleyan Methodist 
Magazine," with a view of the following article intended for their 
pages ; and we hare pleasure in inserting it, not doubting that it will 
prompt many of our friends to increased exertions. 



" Who has not heard of the success 
of recent Missionary Annn'pr^itijs in 
Leedii? Newspapers Imve repurud 
them, and many a ptirate letter has con> 
veyea the tidings thro-: the land. 
Why, then, recur to the subject ? " 

ikt the answer be given with all 
frankness : (would that it might appear 
in all the impres»ive simplicity of the 
late occasion itself, when the liberality 
of Yorkshire Methodists flowed, as from 
an unfailing spring, into the treagury of 
the Lord:) — There is a conviction in 
not a ftw minds, that other flourishing 
Societies ought to copy an example so 
admirably set r yea, that every city, 
town, and village, in which Methodism 
!• known, ooght to aet its eomtpondliig 
parr. 

*'But why renew the subject just 
DOW F'* To many it may be awffidetit 

to reply, — 

Because you are now rcvicwint? pnst 
mercies, and about to enter afresh into 
covenant whh God ; 

TVcaose, in addition to reasons always 
to be drawn from the brevity of life and 
die nesmess of the great aeeomt, events 
now moving the nations of the earth 
stamp a character of inexpressible im- 
portance on what we do, and do 
quickly. No alarmist is needed to tell 
us that there never rr>^ r»n age so heav- 
ing as the present one with the expecta- 
tion of wonderful things, so marked hj 
encouragements to labour in Christ's 
vinf'yan!, and so imperative in calls for 
our utmost exertion : 

Because it Is plain that, while the conn- 
try*8 resources are taxed in an wnnsiml 
degree to meet the public expenditure, 
there is need of nnttsnd eflhrt in order 



to keep our ground in missionary con- 
tributions. Not that we for:^ct p-.st 
times, in which bupplies have abouiuicd 
when and wlicre lca»t anticipated. The 
wilderness has hccn iriade to blossom, 
and the darkness to brighten into day. 
This is a reason fm eheerfiil hope, but 
fur activity likewise : 

B::causc it may be maintained, after 
all, tliai the wealth of the church is 
greater than at any former date; and 
there is, concurrently, a deepening of the 
general impression in regard to the duty 
of Christians. All around us are ac- 
knowledging that Missions, at home 
and abrond, justly daim to be Recounted 
ihe great liusiiicstt of the churclu But 
bow few can affirm, with an attesting 
conscience, that thcv bnve done vrhat 
they could ! " O righteous Father," 
•ays Jesus ittll, *<the world bath not 
known thee ; but I have known thee, 
and these have known thai t/MU hoit 
sent me.** (John xvii. 25.) 

Few whose eyes this page is likelj to 
meet will require any elaborate state- 
ment of the questioti, either didactic or 
historical. The reader knows that every 
argument for evangelizing the world 
grows with the advance of time; that 
the scriptural appeal, in particular, be- 
comes the more thrilling, as ita inex- 
haustible import U the more dcroufly 
Studied ; and that the story of modem 
Misriom abmmds in every thing fitted 
to ic*assure languishing faith and hope. 
Snch is the conviction which has been 
felt, and demonstrated too, in the prin- 
cipal town of Yorkshire. At the late 
AnniversaTT ♦ re c-w ill often rr"! f.n^cunted 
to about £2,000. Many have done vir> 
tttonslj ; but, in this respect, lieeds has 
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cscelkd then In •dditkm to tfae 
«fArk««l fruit of the AnniTCitai^i— 

including the devo'ion of three promis- 
iflg youths to the Foreign Strvice, — the 
public meeting yielded, fint, in Oxford- 
place Chapel, a little ftbovc £500; arul 
then, by adjournment, in Brunswick 
Cbapel, nearly £1,000. ' 

Practicftl men will be quHe sure tlmt 
this golden result was not an acridtnt. 
A brief account of the preparatory 
urangement may be, theitfoiey nbniit- 
t«d to their consideration. 

At the earliest opportunity nhtx the 
vecret, social, and congregstiMial demo- 
tions of the Lord's day, a number of 
iiifiLiential friends, beJoDf^inf,' to all the 
Leeds Circuitu, breaktusted together. 
That gracious and delightful n. cling 
«U held under the roof of William 
Smithy Evi,f AUcrton Hall ; whose resi- 
deoee thtts beetine a fsnetuary of Mit* 
sionary ofFcrin^js. About fifty gentle- 
men, and a lew ladieti, were present; 
not one of whom, it may be conlidently 
said, failed to catch the aacred glow of 
the occa<-ion. A liymn,rrost toutrhingly 
appropriate, was sung with much tc«l- 
ing:— 

' * Lift op your hearts to thbiga above," ^c., 

Then followed the reading of Ptalma 

Kxii. and cxvi. ; and siolenin prayer wan 
made, in which tiie review of benefits 
was coupled with expressions of fresh 
coosectation to God. Daring these ex- 
ercises, He who of old promiiitd to 
" create upon every dwelling-place qf 
Mounl Zion,*^ and not '<upon her asaem- 
blies" only, "a cloud atul sniolvc by 
d.ty, and the shining of a tiaming tire by 
night," deigned to fill that Chrislian 
home with His glorious presence. The 
Supcnnlcntlent of Lceils First concisely 
Slated the quihtion, which many warm 
hearts were prompt to answer. There 
was no cercmnninl of spta?'.iiig : all was 
beautiful and domestic aimphcity. The 
Chairtnan of the District, and one or two 
oilier iMinisters, (including the members 
of the Deputation present,) said a few 
words ; but the matter was left, in the 
tnatn, to those Tesident and other lay 
friends whose souls were devising libor.il 
thingi>. With the adUitiun of giving in 
a princely way, it was, Indeed, a /ooe- 
feast; t!ie tone, — love the liord, 
becaiise He halli heard my voice and my 
supplications. Because lit bath in- 
clined His ear unto ne, therefore will I 
call upon ITim ;is lor.f^ I livp." 
" M'^hat shall I render unto the Lotd for 
all his benefits toward me?** "Now 



thevttfore, our God, we thank Thee, and 
praise Tl :< r. us mine. But who 
am T, niid v hat is my ptn pie, ttuif vre 
should be able to offer so willingly after 
*ht« sort ? tot all things cone of Thee, 
and of Thine own have wc j^iven ThtC. 
For we are strangers before Thee, and 
sojoumen, as were all our fathers : onr 
days on the earth air as a ;.hadow, nnd 
there is nonr aluciing.** (ISalm cxvi. 1, 

2, 12; 1 Chion. xxix. 13—13 The 

munifioent host and his like-minded son 
Commenced ; Mr. Farmer, Avlio had come 
to preside at the public meeting, followed 
in a manner worthy of all his own noMe 
doings ; and then aacceeded others, — a 
list lecallinf* names long^ honoi-rcd in 
this Methodist Riding, such as Burton, 
Ripley, Yewdall, fte., &c. t — whose 
worthy df eds, if not here will 
find suitable memorial in other pages, 
and tcceire at kngth, we ttttst) applaud- 
ing recognition from Him whose <'is 
the greatness, and the power, a^d the 
glory, and the victory, and the majcfcty : 
for all that is in the heaven and in the 
earth " is His, both now and throttghout 
all ages. 

It is not for an humble indlvidusl to 

weigh the value of the respcctiTO exer- 
tions which h.ivc issued ?o encourag- 
ingly : still less, perhaps, to name the 
places to which Leeds may reasonably 
h ok for competition. Yet, can any 
man, of average power ef obsetvatiou, 
suppress the thought ofsoch places, both 
in the north and the south of England ? 
Let this zeal be emulated ; nnd ivho cm 
tell how amply the Mi;ssionary exchequer 
will be replenished ? 

^' r.Li(," some ono will say, *» these 
contributors are merchant-ptinces."— « 
Not Ko, in any considerable nuinher. 
The list, on which an impartial eye falls 
at this mompr*, includes many who 
have ofiered most willingly, but iu the 
spirit of sacrifice. While rendering just 
honmir to those who have r'-ccivr;^ ^Vf ni 
heaven both the power and the wit I to 
be maynijieeni in thetr givings, every 
accurate observer will claim for the ma- 
joiity, who'e collictive amomits ,"row 
into greatness, a meed of equal praise. 
Bf any of oor towns are, it is certain, quite 
able to fbllow in the track opened at 
Leeds. 

« But I do not like the mode which 
has been adopted,**^Will you accept 

the testimony of an observer, who hn«I 
taken no letaining-fee to advocate iliese 
proceedings ? Then, be assured, never 
were Mich sums c nitribnted with more 
of Christian humility, gratitude, and 
cheerfulness. But if you dislike ^is 
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mode, will you think of another, and 

fallow it up wilh ail eHtnestnea* like that 
wiiich Leeds has Ui&pluyed ? 

*<Bat the effort it a coriTulaive one^ 
anil not likely to be repeated." — Pause 
a litde, cautious reiuonstrant. Rejoice 
with tit in the good already done. A 
calculaiim ^ future ability is not the 
rule of present duty and privilege. But 
do not forget that this is nut the iirst, 
nor the second, nor the third annual con- 
tribution by which Leeds hns surptised 
the iUetho.dlst world. Year after year, 
tince the ^t of these breakfattomeetings 
was held at the house of Mr. Thac^ay, 
(and held in cireumfttanoetiirbich evoked 



the demonstration of attachment and 
fidelity,) a \\oh\c offering has been laid 
on the same aUar, — each surpassing the 
former. 

To 3Iethodist8, to Dir'^-tians of other 
nnmes, to all who truly love God and 
man, this statement is commended by 
one who had the joy of being an eye- 
witness ; wliu feels that the simplest 
record ot what is io itself great, Chris- 
tian, and aolmaiinf, involves the most 
forcible of all appeals ; and who dcsist.s, 
therefore, from any attempt to guild the 
fine gold, or to punt in earthly dyoi, a 
scene which drew itt beauty and bright* 
nett from heaven.

By 
God's bles^iing} conversions continue in 
the Circuit. I have just "hetatd of one 
on C!irijtraas-day at Le Caylar. But 
that, thank God, is nothing new. But 
our Papist neighbours have got some- 
t]nn^ new ; for which they have been 
illuminating, burning s(|aibs and crack- 
ers» and letting ofi* rockets in abundance. 
It it ft neff article of- faith, — that of the 
Immaculate r -n.ci pfion of the Madonna, 
•—a new hinderance to the salvation of 
men; if It be true, as they say, that men 
will now be damned who doubt of it* 
truth : a fine subject for joy, lor pro- 
fessed disciples of Him who came not to 
destroy, bat to eave. A ntj inetnietive 
commentary, surely, on the prond motto 
of the Kumish Church> Semper eadeut. 

The neira of tbi* deation of a new 
truth was sent fn»n Rome to Paris by 
telegraph. Rome can profit, it appears, 
by the spirit of the age. If it was 
always a truth, it took more than 
eighteen centuries and a half to reach 
Rome from Jerusalem or Nazareth; but 
it reached Paris ft-om Rome in the space 
of a few hours ! proclaimed at Rome 
the 10th of this monili, an-.l the procla- 
mation was known at Pari^ ou the 11th. 

What a number of heretics were made 
at Kome on the 10th of December f 
All the Roman Catholics who do not 
beHeve the immacolate conception of the

▲MOHO TBS JTATIVKS* 

Tbs first CMe of measles that appear* 

ed, the poor people beiug entirely •tran- 
gers to such disease, having never seen any 
thing of the kind before, were qaite at a 
loss what to make of it. Ingfeat haste, 
ami in evident alarm, they came for me, 
and were most urgent that I 6kould see 
their invalid fUends witboat delay. 
Arriving at the place, I found that ihey 
bad done much as we might suppose 
would have been dene in a ease of leprosy 
among the Israelites. Although unac- 
quainted witli the nature of the com- 
plaint, but fearing the worst, and in 
order to keep dear of any contagion, they 
had removed the poor creatures afTecteil 
away from the healthy to a hut by them- 
selves, sufficiently far olT; and it was 
amusing to see the very cautious distance 
at whirl) ttiey stood looking on, wonder- 
ing, 1 have no doubt, if X should dare to 
go near them, and not a little surprised 
to see me venture to touch one of them. 
The little help wc were able to atibrd, 
•iniple as it was, with the blessing of 
Ood, succeeded : the two sick natives got 
well, a slight impuKe was given to our 
medical repute i tiicu an tlie Uiiiorder 
spread, we were for some time literally 
besieged for medicine and other tilings. 

I am not able to say how it was. 
whether the season of the year, and 
the kind of weather }uBt then prevailin|^ 
— it was vrry rainy, occasioning much 
wet and slop under feet — had any thing 
to do with it, but neatly all the after eases 
of measles, with few exceptions, were 
attended with diarrbcca in a very aggra* 
vated form. The sofierings of the peo- 
ple, whilst this was raging amongst 
them, would not be easily described; 
and their habits and modes of life seem- 
ed to go hand in hand with the disease 
in Tarrying them off. It was remarkalile 
how soon some of them were dead after 
being seised. 

One of the earliest victims to the fatal 
malady, was a servant of our own. II cr 
sickness had commenced with the mca- 
slcs ; but it had soon proceeded to a case of 
cnnHrmed dysentery. About three o'clock 
on 8 uuday momin g, M ay 20 ih, her friends 
who were attending her ealled me np, 
at)d on going into the kitchen I found 
the afilicted girl surrounded by her aged 
father and mother, and others of her 
sorrowing relations. Her agony at tibat 
|ime 1 shall iievet forget} bi^t I ep^not

describe it. She literally writhed with 
pain ; and the cries to which hlie gave 
utterance-— not absolutely groans, but so 
strongly indicative of the deep anguish 
of her feelings — were most affecting. 1 
at once administered tiomething which 
operated to allay her pain, bat did her 
no further good ; and the aame dny 
about twelve o'clock, at her own request, 
she was removed to her own village, a 
little distance oiP. She died early next 
morning. 

While with us she had learned to read, 
and eotild read the Seriptwres well $ and 
attended a weekly class of females for 

Scripture reading, caiechetical instruc- 
tion, and prayer, conducted by Airs. 
Buttle. In her moral eonduet, she was 
one of the most pr'ulcnt natives we have 
ever known ; but with reference tomatters 
of personal religious experience she was 
exceedingly close and diffident, render* 
ing it next to im]'os«n'hIc to ascertain 
what were her views and fccliugs on 
that all-important subject. During her 
Illness I had frequently read to her and 
prayed with her. At the time there 
was observable^ on her part, an evident 
desire and striving to fancy herself not 
ill as she really was; so that Mth, 
Buttle felt it necessary to uudeccive her, 
telling her plainly we held her to be in a 
precarious state, and saw but little hope 
for her. She was told that Jesus Christ 
was willing, even in the last bour, to 
receive the coming, repenting sinner ; 
and was urged to make application to 
him. Just before she was taken away, 
she sent ifor me out, when I had a last 
religious service with her; a circumstance 
aftbrding me some hope that she had 
begun to think with serlonsness about 
death, had taken the advice v.hioh had 
been given her, anil would find mercy at 
His hands who saith, " Him that 
Cometh to me^ I will in no wise east 
out." 

For the reception of their produce, as 
maize, pumpkins, and other things, the 
natives build themselves a kind of small 
More, (pala ka,) the floor being elevated 
irum the ground six or seven feet, and 
resting upon four strong posts placed in 
the earth. I' ncith the floor, in the 
spaces between the posts^ small sticks are 
fixed horizontally and secured to thein at 
the ends by means of a flax btndnge | 
this is the fi-amc-work. Then over fhor 
sticks a single coating of wheat.straw, or 
some thing equally (Ml and perishable, « 
fpom (• rovmedi it qisy bo eight feet 
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iquare, I should say, not more. A small 
aperture at one corner serves the double 
purpose of a doorvafand a plaeeof cgreu 

for the smoke. This is a house for a 
New-Zealander, JUaa watUs but iittli 
here below.*' 

Inone of these wretched hovels, Ifound 
Zechariah, his wife Elizabeth, and their 
three children. The father and the 
eldest diild, a boy four or five yean old, 
partially recovered from the measles ; 
the mother and a little girl both ill of 
the dysentery, aud in great pain, the latter 
crying piteously, aa unable to aceoimt 
for her suiferings, as to do ar^v thing to 
xelieve theou A few feet dL^taut trom 
the mother, wrapped in a piece of 
dirty print, over which a native garment 
was tlirown, an infant, to which she had 
just given birth, was lyin/^, unconAcious 
equally of the words, Man is born to 
trouble," and of the surrounding miseries 
confirming their truth. Expressing syu" 
patby with them, all that the poor 
woman i>aid in reply was, " Had I only 
been aliiicted, I could have borne it. It 
is my inability to do any thing tliat is my 
grief." 

On the right hand and on the left 
similar sights met the eye. Only a few 
yards from the above eeene, not in any 

hoa»e at all, but in the merest shed, all 
open in front, and on every side, but 
imperfectly screened from any inclemen- 
cy of weadier, lay the dead body of the 
mother of our servant deceased. After 
going away from the Station, as I have 
mentioned above, I think the first hear- 
lag we had of this old woman waa, that 
she had followed her daughter into eter- 
nity. The grieving hu&baud, aged and 
infirm, was lying by the »idc of the 
corpse, or rather, he had rolled himself 
on a lump ; and, to procure a little 
warmth, had buried himself in the folde 
of a blanket. 
While moving among these scenes of 



poverty, distress, fitnl death, I have read 
an awful ks^on of my owu re&poaiiibility 
to Him, whow providence and graee 
alone made a difference between my cir- 
cumstances and theirs, and not any wot* 
thloess of mine. 

*' The varied fomis of humuo woe 
Exeite our softest symfatfay.** 

Indeed, his nature must be ealloni to a 

degree, and very unenviable, who could 
remain unmoved by some of the specta- 
cles we have witnesbed during this 
visitation. 

Up to the time of the breaking on*: of 
the epidemic, our average i»abbatli con- 
gregations had been good, sometimes 
excellent; but it has had the effect to 
damage them considerably. To such an 
extent has this been the case, that one 
week our ehapel-doors were kept cloeed. 
The onlv way of doing the people any 
good, was visiting the families at their 
own homes. Tlie attendance ia agahi 
improving a little. 

SVe had opened a day-school, and 
it was beginning to wear an interest- 
ing aapeet; hot, the measles breaking out 
among the children, every child wafl 
taken home by itb parents. 

We are only waiting till we can have a 
small house put up tor the reception of 
the children, (the natives engaged in the 
work having been interrupted by the 
general siekMas,) when we hope to com* 
mence again. 

We thank God as a family ; although 
we have not been pennitt«d wholly to 
escape the afflictive dispensation, some 
of us having been at the point of death, 
we are again in health. We can say. 

The Lord He is good ; his mercy 
endureth for ever." An ^ r ild we bnt 
see a deep and spiritual work of (xod 
among onr people, and prosperity, the 
utmost desfanee of owr hearts would be 
lealized.

DESCRIPTIOX OF THE LOCALITY. 

SOMEnSET East, you are aware, is 
the disiiict-tuwn of the diviaiojj of the 
colony bearing that name, having been 
made a district in 1825. The town is

by being so nctf tlilt lofty range, it it 
not to hoUthy as it would be at a greater 

distance, as the heit^lit of the mountain 
poHcrtully attracts the vapours, leaving 
It capped with doudt, whilst the base is 
clerir and bright; but ofion protlucini; a 
degree of humidity in the atinospbexe 
hijttiioas to hctltb. 

I am not aware what is the amount of 
population, but suppose there may be 
about six hundred white inhabitantt, 
being nearly an equal number of Bng^ 
lish and Dutch, together with a large 
number of natives, both Fingoet and 
eolomed. 

SPIHITUAL COKDITION OF TH£ 
VCACK, AXD MISfllOMAEY LABOUSt. 

There it a Dutch Reformed Miniater, 

an Episcopalian IMinistcr, a IMissionary 
of the ifondon iVlis&ionary Society, whose 
labonra are devoted czclutiTely to the 
natives, and a \rLsleyan IMissionary ; so 
that the spiritual interettt of all classes 
are provided for. 

This Circuit is ih: n:ost exteniivein 
South Africa, being the la^t along this 
line of country until you join the district 
of Beaufort West. My CiTeoit^ridea to 
the westward arc one hundred miles at 
least, besides long rides in other direc* 
tiont. The country through which these 
rides are performed is karoOy being ahorty 
shaggy bushes, which do not cover a 
quarter of the ground, the rest being 
bare aand mixed wltn red earth, the 
wliole presenting a very b trren and arid 
appearance. On a hot day it is exhaust* 
ing work to ride ten or twelve hours 
beneath the fierce rays of a burning sun, 
over burning plains and through sight- 
less karoo, forming a striking contrast to 
the grassy hilla and crystal atreama of 
Natal. But, strange to gay, these ap- 
parently worthless deserts support tens 
of thottsandaof fine woolled thcep, which 
metamorphoic itunted shaggy bush 
into fat mutton and fine fleece, making 
their proprietors wealthy meo. 

My laboan in the town are confined 



iCHlJANA COUNTRY. Feb., 

to t-.vo c1:issps, r.igUsh and Fingoe, 
.who average a fair attendance of both 
in proportion to the population | there 
are about fifteen white church-members, 
and thirty Fingoes. .The English cause 
has been in a dead state for some time ; 
but we are now able to record a decided 
improvement, and the addition of some 
new members. The Fingoe Society has 
been in an encouraging state for tome 
time. A few Sabbaths past, I admitted 
eight of these persons into church>fellow. 
ship by the ordinance of baptism. It 
was a solemn and profitable service, at- 
tended with strong subdued feelings and 
the shedding of many tears. Several 
othera have alto recently begun to meet 
in class, and the cry of the iiiDurner has 
entered the ear of that God who delights 
to show mercy ; the guilty have been 
pardoned ; the captives have been li- 
berated ; tlie songs of deliverance have 
been sung; and the triumphs of the 
Gospel such at none could gainsay. In 
the country parts, also, gracious influ- 
ences have attended both the English 
and native services; and we trust greater 
good may yet be accomplished. 

It is gratifying to find tliat in the 
scattered parts of the Circuit, where the 
public ordinances are comparatively few 
and far between, the piety of our mem- 
bers is maintained, and the consistency 
of their religious profession preserved. 
But fur ;he western division of the Circuit 
another IVIissionarv is greatly needed, 
by whom Graaf Reinet might also be 
▼iaited. The want of an efficient day« 
school is also severely felt ; :n tl-.is re- 
spect the rural population of this country 
is placed in very unfavourable circum* 
stanMt, and the young grow up without 
that amount of education which in these 
days of rapid advancement is so de- 
sirable. 

Wc see and feel verr powerfully thst 
a large increase of the converting grace 
of Ood it greatly needed. Pray for ut, 
that the wilderness may become a fruit- 
ful field, and the fruitful field as the 
garden of the Lord I

It is en('oura.''incr tn state that the ctl, and, we trust, not a few hf.ve been 

Sabbath and day-schools have, with the bcnehted thereby. Class and prayer- 

exception of a few wcoka during the ueetiDga, aa wdl aa other week-day 

barves^ been always ntimeroualy attend* tervicea, continae to be attended by the 
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Divine inliience. The Sabbatli-day is 
for matiy a delight ; and they pant for 
iu blessings, like the hart after the 
water-brooks. The old place, where we 
axe still obliged to hold the public wor- 
ship of God until our new chapel is 
finishedj is generally 80 crowded that 
one can scarcely breathe, besides those 
who, for want of room, sit outside^-— 
and t})ey are not a few. The good word 
of God has been regularly preached 
during the year, and the Christian ocdi- 
nances administered. A few souls have 
been brought to God; five of whom I 
received, on July IGth lasf, by baptit«m 
in the n.inic of the Triune Gad, as mem- 
bers of His church on earrh; whilst 
others are siill preparing by instruc- 
tions, &,c, for membership.

XEHOfR or A KATIVE TSACHEB. 

I shall close this communication with 

a short memoir of one of our Native 
Teachers, who died^ since my last, of the 
yellow /ever. 

John Mogaera was born far in the 
interior, at (/Iiuenyane, litile monkey,*' 
80 called from a small species of the 
opealrumajUa families, which abound 
in the mountainous region of which 
Chuenyane forms the principal peak, 
and which the late Rev. John Campbell 
in his travels called Kurechane (should 
be? Kua lichiteneng, "anion^ the Mon- 
keys There Johu'a parents lived pros- 
perously as subjects of the Bahurutsi 
C!)ief Moldiatla, nuvA ^lr^t. the bloody 
assagais of the Mantatces, and then es- 
pecially those of the Moselekatsi, that 
tiger of the desert, desolated those fertile 
regions ; whc'ii many of its inh tbitants 
were killed, many more enslaved, and a 
remnant scattered in all directions and 
among all tribes. 

John aad his parents were among the 
latter; when, in 13^1, following their 
Chief Alokhatla, they settled in great 
destitution at Mosega, a place rnnsidera- 
blf to the south of Chuenyane. The 
foUowing year the Frcndi Protestant 
missionaries took up Alosega as a 

iion-btation, and it is probable that then 



and there John heard for the first time 
the sweet accents of the redeeming love 
of Ood our Saviour, from the lips of P; 
Lemue and S. Holland. Nothing;:, how- 
ever, is known of the effects of the Gos- 
pel produced upon his soul. 

Few months only were the above wit- 
nesses of Clirlsi allowed to stay among 
tl;e Bahurutbi at Mosega; lor they had 
to flee from the murderous designs of 
the Zula , ^; ^ spread terror and devas- 
tation wherever they put their feet, which 
are always swift to shed innocent blood. 
Thus the young plantation of peace was, 
with sorrow, abandoned. John, too, fled 
with ills parents tu the iiamacbu, or 
higher branch of the nnmetoos Baralong 
tribes, whose smoky huts, at a great dis- 
tance towards the south-west irom Alo- 
sega, afforded them a shelter for a short 
time. 

The writer of this, on a Mis-iionary ex- 
cursion, passed, in June, 18ol, by I>Ic»(4ega, 
He found that place in possession of a 
Dutch farmer, who had erected a few 
substantial bouseo, cultivated extensive 
fields, and a firuitful garden. On Inquir- 
ing after tlic remains of the old Mission- 
premises, he was s»hown a few ruins of 
brick-work, and a grave, containing the 
mortal frame ot tlie wife of Mr. Wilson, 
•who had laboured there subsequently, 
and had no better lot than the French 
brethren. It was deeply afiecting. But 
to return. 

The shelter which the Bamacbu afford- 
ed to our fugitives was of no lung dura* 
tion. The Griquss, who lived on the 
banks of the Orange and Vaal Rivera, 
had formerly the custom to visit period- 
ically the Barolong, Bahnruisi, Bamsn* 
guatu, &c., countries, for hunting pur- 
poses or marauding expeditions. Ft was 
on one of the latter that John JMoguera 
was carried away captive by a subject of 
Adam Kock ; year* of servitude were 
laid on his shoulders, till at last OenC 
KocV, the brother of the Oriqua Chlel^ 
set John at liberty. 

Glad, like a bird escaped out of the 
snares of the fowler, John crossed the 
Orange River and took service by a 
Dutchman in the Cape Colony. Havinf* 
fuiiilied his engagement, and gained a 
few heads of catde, cloths, Ac, Jobn 

soon thought of returning to his /"rya 
nalal, thinking he might perhaps iind 
some of his relatives among the dispers- 
ed of his tribe, where he intended to 
spend the remainder of his days in the 
enjoyment of liberty and happiness. 
His way led him through Coiesberg, 
wlicrc he learnt that his parents had 
been killed by the Gric^uas, which cir« 
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cnm^ttance caused )um to itay ft fcv 
trrnths in tliHt colonial village. There 
his attention was soon attracted bj the 
Sabbath'bell, and the cbvreh-going peo- 
ple; his cviriosity drew him into j^everal 
of the Divine Bervices, with which he 
seemed to be pleased, without finding, 
however, that bis soul wait much pro- 
fited thcTcbf. At this time he also 
foand a wite for himself. In 1840 or 
1841, John fettled down at Thabo 
*Nchii. Now and then liis faco was 
seen among the attendants at the chapeU 
On finding; that many of his fellow- 
BechuanHH were able ** to make the 
book speak,'' tlie ilfsire awoke in him to 
leaiD to read himself. In a short time 
be mastered the Seehoana hooks then 
within his reach, and took now the 
Dutch Bible in bis hands, in order to 
feed the whole of God's word. By this 
tirtie the sword of the Spirit had wounded 
bis conscience, and he was much affect- 
ed by his own sinfulness and the coming 
wrath of God. Hemoaraed and prayed, 
and his whole conv'rr«;atioii slinv.-er! tlmt 
he was in good earnest to make peace 
witb-his omded Maker. He struggled 
hard, md had to wait some time, fall of 
bitterness, before he was enabled to ap- 
prehend, by a lively faith, the free nier« 
eiet of God, offiwed to his Allen ionl In 

the On>prl nf Jesus Christ. Tlie hksiicd 
moment at last came when peace and 
joy In the Holy Ohoat were sent into his 
heart. He was then baptized, together 
with his wife, who had also caught tlir 
flame, and passed through a similar pro. 
cess of fodly sotrow, and experienced 
thr V n V 1 n wct of God, She Xeceivod 
the name of Catherine. 

John went on his way rejoicing. For 
several years he made a steady progress 
in the knowledge and grace of our Lord 
Jciius Christ. He was now called to 
the office of a Claaa-Leodcr, which pkee 
he filled to the srx'i^^'ar-ion of his Minis- 
ters up to the day of his death. He 
nndersiood a good deal of the Dutch 
language, which acquisition fitted him 
to be an effectual translator, and in 
which capacity he was for many years 
ike right band of the writer's predeoes- 
sors hcrp. During the last two years of 
his hfe, he was on the Plan of our paid 
BOtire agents, whose office it Is to read 
the word of God to the Heathen, and to 
give short exhortations to the unmindful 
to attend to their eternal interests. But 
in this department John did not give 
full :'ati5*action. Still as a Christian he 
was aiQcere, as a Clas.s- Leader he was 
flithini mhI Tevjr useful i and this it mC 
41 nniU piilfe • natire conTniMBoqf 



owdetpand often double-dealing Bech- 
uanai. He was a man of some decision ; 
he had much good sense, and a readiness 
of argnment in his anlnadrerrions on 

the Heathens, whose lying excuses heoficii 
eftectually silenced, and he even stopped 
the Sabbath-breaking wheels of many so- 
called Chrisle Menschen^ who travelled 
through the Station during the Divine 
service, to the great annoyance of both 
Preacher and heavers. He was a handy 
person, and could give a pull at iiny 
work ; he built a substantial brick house 
Ibr his family; he anderstood a little 
carpenter work, drove Waggons, and 
rvade himself generally rery utcfnl on 
the Station. 

His last illness was aH^ng Hav- 
ing watched many pick-beds, he caught 
the infection of the yellow-fever. TMs 
worked some time in his system ; but as 
lie was always actively employed, a sort 
of natural eneT/»y kept the infcetion from 
spreading rapidly within his body. He 
took a little medicine and thoaght a 
chancre of air, nnu a journey on foot, 
would do him good, i dissuaded him 
very strongly from going on foot; but 
he thought he knew his oonstitutioii 
better, and on he went to B!oem Fon- 
tein. On the road he was overtaken by 
a shower of hail and beary rain; he 
exerted himself to T:ar!i the abode of 
some of his friends a few hours this side 
Bloem Fontein. He was thoroughly wet, 
and the fever had risen high. There he lay 

f ^^ clr ys, and as if he had had a strong 
prescntintent of his near dissolution, be 
gare his Mends no rest, except they con- 

veyrd liini hr',i-'.; iiro tTi-j Itn^Jiim of Ins 
family. They put him on a horse; but, 
being so weak, be fdl down on the other 
sMe of the saddle. A t last they oontrired 
some plan to fix him with cords. M'heo 
he came to Thaba 'Nchu he was much 
exhausted, and from the beat of the sun 
liis fr>ver had increased. Tie took some 
physic, and next day he seemed a little 
better, and was able to speak. He said, 
J do not know, but I feel my Strange | 
as to my sot«l, God and his peace are with 
me, and my trust is in the Rock of my 
salradoii.** I prayed with him. For 
some days he «rpmr(} mnrr and more t0 
recover; one evening, however, hi« 
wife told me that his speech had and. 
denly failed ; that his two chiUiren, and 
a friend of his, who lodi^'ed at his 
house, had all got the infection and were 
laid prostrate. I sent some medicine ; 
but John could not swnllriw anv. Karly 
on the following morning I hastened to

could not understand him ; he pointed 
upw.irds, and folded his hands as if he 
prayed. I prajed with him, and spoke 
about Him who eame to destroy sin and 
death ; and that through faith in His 
blood he wonld be safe. I doubt whether 
he understood what I said then ; his eye 
had a peculiar expression of deep suiTer* 
ing in the brain. An hour after I saw 
him again, and he was about the same. 
But not long after I was bome, a woman 
opened the door and said: O tsamaile ! 
** He is gone!" This message wa« so 
anexpectcd and so affecting tor us, that 
.a sort of involanlaiy trembling came 
over ti?. On coming to the spot, I could 
not but conclude that some blood-vessel 
most hare broken In the Imrin. His 
pnnr sicV children lay near him, raising 
tiieir bewildered faces, and staring? with 
inexpressible distress upon the corpse of 
theif parent. Their widowed mother 
sat mute at his feet, as if petrified by the 
nnexpectcd shock. All was solemni 
and Mtno thick drops trickled In silence 
ffoni some worn faces. 

His funeral was numerotisly attended. 
I preached from Matt. xxiv. 44 : 
"TI erefore be ye also ready; for In 
such an hour as ye think nor, the Soil 
of man cometh.** Many were derpl/ 
moved on that oeessicn.

T r is Tvith the ^'reatest pleasure tl^rit I I feel grateful to the Giver of all ^nod 
again embrace this opportunitj of writ* that, since roy arrival to my new sphere 
ing you a flnr lines, Of labonr, I have been able to Mteod to 
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my duties without any iDt6rrupli(ms 

ftoin sickncs?, nr any other cause. 

We have only but a few dajs ago 
finished the quarterlj Ttsitsiion of the 

classes in the Ciicait; and I am happy 
fo have it in my power to tell you of the 
measure of bucccssi with which it has 
pleased the great Head of the diureh to 

crown our feeble efforts. 

Within the last three months^ several 
persons have unired with us tn chitrdi- 
fellowship, so that during tlie quarter 
we have an additional increase of thirty 
full members and thirteen on trial over 
that of last quarter. Our increase is 
not in the classes alone ; but I may also 
say, that the congregations at all our 
serviees in all onr chapels are greatly 
Improved. Tl.c 7rirr\;,s of crnce are well 
attended. Our Sabbath and week- 
night prayer.mcetings are seasons of 
great delight: in these we have wit- 
nessed several in^itances of genuine con- 
vetsiun, and of penitent sinners labour- 
ing under deep conviction on aeoonnt of 
their sins. 

I have just got our Jfrayer-Lcaders* 
Plan printed front the Misi4on»press for 
the Circuit. Both Our old and young 
men that arc chosen, arc humble, zealous, 
and persevering disciples of Jesus Christy 
and think themselves greatly honoured 
to be appointed to the office of Prayer- 
Leaders, whereby they are made to in- 
struct their fellow'sinners, and to exer- 
cise their powers of devotion to a greater 
extent than ihey hitherto have done. 
On the iirst week of the Plan one of the 
companies went to Lumley, a town four 
or live miles from Free-Town : they 
had pi ay er- meetings among the Kroo 
people by the sea-shore, when four of 
the penitents present professed to obtain 
pardon of their sins, by faith in the 
Redeemer's blood. Two or three days 
after Mr. Thomas Johnson, our School- 
master at Aberdeen, with his own com- 
pany, conducted a lively prayer-meeting 
at Aberdeen, when, among the earnest 
seekers of salvation, sixteen souls were 
set at liberty, through fiaith in Jesus 
Christ And yesterday, at our prayer- 
meeting at New*Town chapel^ such was 
the delightful and ble^sed seasf>n, that n 
mere spectator, a member of the Estab- 
lished Church, was led publicly to glo- 
rify God on the conviction of her .'•ins, 
and the conversion of her soul by the 
almighty power of Ood. Thus the 
Lord is carrying on his great work 
among us. To the people who have 
lately turned from their Heathenish 
customs and ignorance the Gospel has 
•beady proved itself to be the power 



of Ood unto salvation." The members 
in peneral arc inrreasing in knowledge 
and practical godliness. Among thuse 
who recently joined the Society, is a 
promising young man, who, if he con- 
tinues faithful to the grace of God 
received, will most probably be a useful 
nan in the church of Christ. This 
youns: man was lately employed as sea- 
man in one of Her Majesty's ships of 
war on the coast here t he had been for 
some years, and had accustomed himself 
to the usages of those that go down to 
the sea in ships, that do their business 
in the great waters.** In the early part 
of this year, the news of his death was 
falsely brought to his mother, a widow, 
who, hearing the sad news, instantly fell 
to the ground, and made great lamenta- 
tion over him. A day or two after this, 
her sorrow was turned to joy by the 
announcement, that the report was false, 
that her beloved son was not dead, but 
alive, and expected to be here within a 
month or two, from the island of Ascen- 
sion, or some other island, where the 
vessel to which he belonged left him, 
bound for England, not expecting to call 
at Sierra- Leone. This news she knew 
not how to believe, but earnestly prayed 
it might prove to be true. After wait- 
ing, with deep anxiety, for about a 
month, to her great comfort she realized 
the object of her liope, — her son arrived. 
The following passage of holy Scripture 
is a just description of her manners and 
feelings of joy on this occasion : — " And 
when she had found him, she called her 
friends and her ncigiibours together, 
saying. Rejoice with me, for 1 liave 
found my son whom I had lost. For 
this my son was dead, and is alive 
again; he was lost, and is fc^n 1 ; ar. 1 
they began to he merry." This was 
done for many days. This opportunity 
I embraced as a suitable season to bring 
before the mother nnd the relatives the 
goodness and mercy of tiod, and in par- 
ticular to the son, who was abandoned to 
so;iie distant island, where, had it not 
been for the interposition of a kind Pro- 
vidence, he might have been left to 
suficr and die. Being fully convinced 
of the mercy of God in liis deliverance, 
he resolved at once to give himself to 
God. In order to do this fully and sin- 
ctrcly, he would also change his state of 
life. lie then commenced building a 
house, afler which he got married to ft 
young woman, one of our Sunday sdiolars, 
who, with himself, nrc now pious mem- 
bers of our Society. He further resolves, 
by the grace of Ood, to effect the convert 
tion of those In bit mother*! himstf 
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So small U out chapel here, that it 
ain only bold a few more than out 

icbool-chilflTen, without the members of 
Society, or the members without any 
room lor our schuoI-clulJieu ; indeed, 
the chapel ia far too small for the con- 
gregation to wonhip. It requires an

I AM sorry to say Mr. IMtudows is 
suffering from an attack of ferer, which 
rame on during S\inday, the 8th inst. 
The fever appears new to be subdued ; 
but he is so ezeeedingly weak and low, 
that he cannot write to you himself. 

I hare myself been very unwell 
during the last four weeks, having been 
unable io attend to mj preaching ap* 
pointmcnts during parf of that time ; 
but I thank God 1 am uow much better, 
though still very weak. 

The weather during tin- list five or 
fix weeks hat been intensely and un- 
usually hot. Even the natives have 
complained of it, and some of tiiem 
suffer from it. I attribute my illness to 
the ereat heat; but hope, as the cooler 
weather is vow just at hand, that if it 
please God, I shall snoti lie strong and 
active again to labour iu ills service. 

I think I have not yet informed you 
that we were obliged, after a few months* 
trial, to give up t!ie school we opened at 
Cape St. Mary's last year. Our etiorts 
to induce the Mandiogoes to send their 
children were all iu vain. Again and 
again they promised to send iLeu), but 
always found some excuse for breuing 
their promises; until, at length, we 
found they had no real intention to send 
them, and merely made promises in 
order to remain friendly with us, in the 
hope of obtaining presents from uf. 
The few children of liberated Africans 
who resided there, after attending the 
school a short time, removed with their 



parents to another place. So, having no 
children to teach, we of course gave up 
the Kchool. 

We have lately lost, by death, a 
rather promising young man, Matthew 
Thompson, an African, who, I under* 
ptand, was brought up and educated at 
Sierra-Leone, but came to reside at this 
place a few years ago. Since be came 
here he had always been a re^'iilir 
attendant at our public services, and, »t 
length, he joined the Society, and, as fsr 
as we could judge, became truly con- 
verted. Ue was a very intelligent young 
man, had received a tolerable education, 
was veiy fond of reading and study, a 
very useful pnd diligent Sabbath-fchool 
Teacher; and we were hoping he would 
soon begin to preach, which would have 
been a great help to \uv, as we are much 
in need of Local Preachers. But it has 
pleased God to order otherwise. He 
was sudderdy railed away into the eter- 
nal world. His death was caused by a 
disease of the heart, of the existence of 
which, we believe, he was not aware. 
Happily for him, he was found ready 
when the summons came, and is now, 
we trust, in the paradise of God. 

The work of God still goes on amongst 
us. The Societies are in a pood state. 
Our congregations are large, and our 
schools well attended. May the great 
Head of the church be pleased to bless 
us yet more abundantly, and get Himself 
the glory, in the salvation of munjg 
many sonls I 



WEST INDIES. 

It lias often of late been our lot deeply to sympathize with oat 

beloved brethren l;il)ouring in different pnrts of tlie West India's, 
iiivler great and distressing trials; and still the rail for such sympathy 
is, in many cases, painfully touching. It is therefore with especial 



g-atitade to the God of all graco that we find, in the letter of Mr. 
itchie, cause for sincere thaiucsgiTinff. This case ought to encourage 
us to pray, that, in other islands oesides Neyis, such a blessing may be 
poorea out as will more than compensate to the churches all their 

losses, and to afflicted indiridoals all their trouble?. 

Mr. Frascrs letter will be read vvitli interest not less llvelj. That 
those whose spiritual life has all been connected with Jauiaica should 
feel and plead as he does, is not onlj natural, but right. Nor would 
any rejoice more than the Committee to see erery post in Jamaica 
promptly and fully manned. But their resources are hounded ; and 
Deyond that bound they cannot force them. No part of the human 
inpp, eonsidcring its numbers, has had anything like the same amount 
of money and life expended on it by this Society, as the population of 
the West Indies. To their cries tliose of nations a hundred-fold more 
nnmerous have, £^ain and again, been postponed. And, so far from 
Christians in Jamaica, under their present difficulties, sinking into 
despondency, they may say to themselves tliat never in the history of 
Christ's ehurch has any country had so much help from without 
toward evangelizinpj its people; and, after all that thcL'^rl has thus 
done for it, shall He not be trusted to raise up all the agencies and 
means for perpetuating the work so hopefully begun ?

Ok the 14th of June we laid the first 

stone of R rew chapel at Spanish Wells, 
in presence of nearly the whole of the 
population of the island. Since that 
date the work has rapidly progressed, 
and the walls are now nearly tinished. 
The msle inhabitants of the place, as 
well white as black, h|ve taken their 
turns to burn lime, get stone, nnd work 
as serving masons, altogether gratui> 
tously. From this statement must, of 
course, be excepted the few professed 
followers of the Established Church. 

The amount realised by the baiaar 
at Harbour Island is £67. 9». Id. We 
have also on foot a special S'lbscription 
for the repairs of the Alission-house ; so 
that it is hoped a considerable part of 
the bazaar-fund will be applied to the 
liquidation of the chapel-debt. The 
Mission-houite has at length become a 
comfortable residence, anil will soon be 
quite finished; and 1 hope, before the 
conclusion of the year, properly fur- 
nished. 

I ccnfes* I look upon the spiritual con- 
dition of the Societies, as a whole, with 
•ay thing but complMcney. The new 
K^mbers stand firm^but amongst the 



elder ones the prunlng-knife has been 
used pretty i'revly ; and I rather fear 
that our annually-rendered statement 
will show a small decrease in members. 
Still, even this is one of the necessary 
stages in the way to prosperity. 

I have lately opened^ a bonse for 
preaching at the eastern extremity of 
this settlf nifnt, in order to afford a 
better oppcriunity to the aged of hear- 
ing the word of Ood. And I am not 
without hope, that it may &ho be useful 
as a means of training Local Preachers, 
as we have a few promising young men. 
It is also contemplated to establish a 
branch Sunday-school in the same local- 
ity. All expenses, of course, to be 
locally defrayed. 

1 am happy to say, that the nrnlirt'i- 
tian prejudice of caste is very rapidly 
diminishing among us, and the liindest 
feeling seems to exist between the two 
clasivcs of which our congregations and 
Societies are composed. 

We have bad very stormy weather 
til is autumn, and a vessel from this 
place was lost a short time ago, the 
Captain of which was one of our reoeni 
converts. We had hope In bhi end, 
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The impression will, I trutt, prove 
IkToaFRble to oar people. On Sundfty 

morning last a large ship -was dij^covcred 
wrecked in the vicinity of this island. 
All handi were Mved befcnw oaf boat 
leaehed the pla<^. But I wm very 
warty to witness h very \innecess8ry 
amount of Sabbath desecration. Jt iclt 
It my daty to bear testimony against it, 
vhioh will r.oc, I hope, be without effect 
upon the people.

Ejelract a Letter from the Rev, Mark B, Birdf dated Fort au Princtf 

December 814, 1854. 



SiHCS my last, Mr^. Bird fata been 

called to pass through deep personal 
suilering ; and she is still in a state 
of great general debility. In addition to 
this, our youngest son, Gcorj^e Albert, 
after some four montlis* sufiexing, at la3i 
iunk nnder the weight of many sorrows. 
He died on the 3Ut of last month, at the 
age of near seventeen months. Thus it 
has pleased uur heavenly I'^ather to 
afflict us; but we know it It the Lord, 
and though lie slay us, yet will we trust 
in Him. 

Oar great work In Hayti is, upon the 
whole, moouraging. At the Cape we 

may consider, with gratitude to (jod, 
that success has attended the labours of 
Mr. Eldin ; severat there having been 
added to the church during this year, 
and the prospects being still in every way 
cheering. At the other Stations, although 
nothing very lenun-kable can be Mid, 
yet we are by no means losings ground. 

At Port au Prince, the wiiule year 
teems to have been crowded with pain* 
ful and distressing trials of various 
soru ; but I am happy to say, tliat the 
shodts which the great eanso of truth 
has received, have served to show, sin- 
gularly, the soundness of its basis and 
stamina ; for, atter all the clouds and 
Storms that have passed orer us, our 
prospects are still encouraging, and WO 
are even beginning to look up. It it 
tm^ the name of Chris^ and that 
of Proteataatism, bare been grievously 
dishonoured by some who professed to 
walk with us at the beginning of this 
year $ but their expulsion has shown to 
the world, that virr, nncc discovered 
amongst us, is soon confounded and 
expelled. This is, indeed, a painful and 
humiliating means of maintaining the 
honour and sanctity of so great and good 
• nose; but, nevertheless, the commu- 
nity In which we lire In this country 
mn^t be s'rark 'f. 'irh the fact, thaf, while 
in one church iniquity remains, although 



doubtless disapproved, in the other it is 
not only disapproved, but absolutely 
rooted out. 

With regard to our school at the 
capital, noiwitlistanding its very exist- 
euce was threatened by the wickedness 
and immorality of some on whom we had 
relied ptincipally, yet all has stood fast ; 
and w«» ar<; now nrj^ing our way, with 
pro&pecis and hopes, most certainly more 
cheering and more eneouraging than 
ever, in all respect!*. In a, tinaneial 
point of view, notwiihstanding a frown- 
ing debt at the beginning of the year of 
upwardsof 32,000 dollars cttrrenqr, I am 
happy and thankful to say that but 
comparatively little of it will be left 
standing afVer the present month, and 
the built! r<is and land, vhich are the 
fruit of our toils, will be no small 
acquisition to oar Mission property in 
this city. 

The boarding-school, I am thankful 
to say, has kept up amid&t tlie storm 
ihroagh which it has passed, and we are 
not without reason to hope that ot"her 
children from other parts may come in 
next year. 

Our primary day-School has greatly 
diminished, in consequence of the in- 
creased 8ub&cription8 which wts have 
been inevitably nece«ritated to demand 
ftom the children. 

Our superior day«8chool has prosper* 
ed; notwithstanding, In this depart- 
ment, we are in contact with that part 
of the community which, in conse- 
quence of its superior intelligence, must 
be supposed to be attached to the Chtirch 
of Rome, more or less from conviciion, 
and, consequently, must be more or less 
unftrouraUe to an establishment so 
essentially Protestant. Still it is here 
where our prosperity in education begins 
to appear; and we see no reason, as yet, 
to tttppose that It will not continue and 
increase. 

Our yearly appeal to the public of 
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Port au Priac« i» now being made, and 
I tm happy to My, that tubscrip- 
tiona are greater than ever ; yet, not- 
vithitandiiig the individual sums are 
greater than last year, yet several have 
pleaded that they belong to a diflTerent 
Church, and therefore have declined 
subscribing. It was the foresight of 
such an event that has led to the change 
that has been made in the raising ot ilie 
funds fox the support of this estabiish- 



uient, and which, I am happy to say, ia 
likely to succeed. In fact, I caxiDOt 
doubt but that Providence has merci- 
fully directed us in this impuitaut 
branch of our work; ao that ve are 
confidently lioping, before very long, we 
shall be able to get a blaster from 
£urope for our Institution, who ahall be 
wholly devoted to the great and truly 
impoEtant work of education. 



PEOCEEDINGS OF OTHER SOCIETIES. 

From the publicatiuaa uf the British and Foreign Bible Society we 
take the followiug uio!*t interesting detail of Missionary labour and 
Bible distribution in India. - 

From the Journal qf the Rev. Ji, Dion^ during a Journey through the eaut of 

Afffmmnnff ZiUak* 



Fbom here the country ie new to me, 

and also a stranger to the Gottpel, for no 
Wissionary lias pa«8ed this way, 

Marnadi or Chuaandec is a baiLuar 
where we preached, and reasoned with 
about fifty Ilinduu, chiefly IMahajans 
and Brahmins. They were all ear to 
listen, and really wondered at the graci- 
ous words of our Saviour. We gave 
them books and tracts, and committed 
them in prayer to the I<otd';i CHre. 

About two o'clock we put tu at Bat* 
cherowpur; there being a market, we 
remained. From three o'clock till night, 
we were engaged in preaching the Gos- 
pel to hundreds of Hindus and Muskul* 
mannt they listened with turpriaing 
attention. 

July Slat. Sabbath-day. — After seven 
o'clock wc arrived at a large bazaar 
called Asbutti; there we stopped this 
day. We preached in the rain to about 
a hundred people, chiefly Mahajans and 
shopkeeper!). They listened extremely 
well and eagerly ; and, though it raiiied, 
they were standing and bearing to the 
end. They expressed themselves much 
pleased, and much more so when we gave 
them some books. 

From here all the way, as far as 
Mymensing, no Missionary has ever 
been : nor have the people in ihh lar^c 
tract of country ever heard the Oos. 
pel, or cTcv aeen a part of our Scrip- 
tures. 

The whole day, even in the rain, peo. 

pie of all classes came to our boats for 
books, and sitting in the boat listened 
with much earnestness to the words read 
to them. We diatrlbuted many !>o ^ h, 
I held worship in my boat, at whicli 
about twelve |>eoplc attended ffoi» thif 



village. This morning we entered a 
small creek, which leads to the interior 

of this country, and providentially this 
creek did not have water until the very 
day we arrived at it* mouth. Alt ia 
covered with huts; and the country 
being rather high, is inhabited by a 
wealthy claas of Hindua and Mttiaul- 
mans. Here is work for a Missionary ! 
I\Iay the Lord warm our hearts and 
strengthen our handtt ! 

A little further onward we put to at 
Cajsergunj, a very large bazaar and 

glace; here also we preached for some 
ouri. There waa no market, yet in 
half>an*hour a crowd of at least three 
hiuulrcd respectable people, and many 
Bi-ahniins, assembled and listened a long 
time. No dispute, no opposition of any 
kind; but many seemed to be struck to 
the heart. One man tried to di^tatb us ; 
but he waa instantly silenced by an im- 
patient about from the people. I felt 
almost overpowered, and had to check 
my happy icelings during my address. I 
diltributed a good many tracta and Scrip- 
tures, and promised here and at tho 
former place to come soon again. 

A bund man atood for a Itmg time 
near me, begging very earnestly for a 
book. T told him he could not see, 
iiencc the book would be ot no use to 
him. Upon this he said, O, Sahib 1 I 
heard ynnr words ; do not refuse me n 
book of this Jesus (jlirist! I am blind, 
it ia true, but*' (now he began to weep) 
I have a brother at home, who will 
resd it to me." Upon this I t^ave him 
erne into his hands ; his iai c beamed 
■V iih joy, and he went hie way. 

From this place we went on all through 
iuBmense jungle, but inhabited, ia the 
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eveniog w« itoppeU near Oooroo-Chuan. 
There ww no ba»aar ; we ttood befote 

some huts, and sung a hymn. In less 
than five minutes, we had at least a 
huiuired aud iifty uitn, women, and 
children. We ex|d«iiied to them the 
way of salvation in as simple a way 
as posaible* All listened, and man/ 
appeared touched to the heart. Ram 
drove us sooner into our boats than we 
wi-ibt'd. In the midst of the torrents of 
riiin, uuHj came running for bookii, I 
eonld not refuse them ; their entieatlea. 
were of a peculiar kiiul. For every 
tract they received they were thaukfulj 
and nji^eiag, wrapped it eaitfuUy in 
their cloth, and then went home. This 
day was an exciting and exhausting, but 
very happy and blessed, one. Had I 
only more books 1 This country seems 
to be white unto harvest I Suiy 0, 
where are the labourers ? 

Augoet Sd.^Pasied iome wide jhetb, 
all like a sea to behold. Towards noon 
we put (o at Chcrang.bazar, or Kaypur, 
where we stopped to day. There were 
thousands of people collected at the H4t, 
for the sake of which we went half a day 
westward, and have to return the same 
way to meet our route. From twelve to 
two o'clo3k we were preacliliig in the sun 
to hundreds of Mussulmans andHindun. 
I was obliged to go out of the bazaar to 
s meadow, on account of the hundreds 
of hearer^. T stood on a Morah, and 
))ev«r wiine«bed such an eagerneM to 
hear; nor do I saf too much when I 
assert, that the crowd consisted of be- 
tween six hundred and seven hundred 
people, thickly pressed together, listen- 
ing all the while with ptrfect silence. 
It reminded me more of a IMlssiou anni- 
versary than a iiat; at least I felt as 
happy as at home on the anniTonariei. 
The fight, cry, and entreaty for bt oks, 
were hers beyond all our wislies. We 
distributed many, but so much the more 
people came running to our boats. I 
stopped distribution, and removed the 
boat further onward. This was, how- 
ever, no remedy; hundreds came run- 
ning after me, and till night there was 
one continued cry for books. About six 
copies of the New Testament I gave to 
Brahniinio. Three Brahmins, from a 
distant village, stood a long while before 
my boat; at last I asked them what 
they wanted. They, in a tiembling 



ton^ said, Sahib, if your kindness 
wilt give ue three only one book, wo will 

be most happy, and read it together.** 
I gave them a New Testament and some 
tracts. They were so glad, aud ex* 
pieseed their regret that they oonld not 
remain and hear more about our Sa- 
viour; tUey went their way rejoicing. 
The eame I could say of many more; 
but it would be tedious to write all. I 
asked almost every one from whicli vil- 
lage ht came, aud by ihii> niuiiiiis 1 i^scer- 
taioed that, fton twenty to thirty differ- 
ent villages, people took the Gospel to 
their homes. 

A comforting sight !— In the evening 
it was a singular scene to see dozens of 
dinffis passioff near us, and in almost 
every one a ilmdu or a Jtiu.H>ulman liad 
a Gospel or a tract in his hands, one 
reading, another singing, and others 
listening to the contents of it. Even at 
nine o*elodc at night a dSfn^'i with people 
came, who begged bard for a book. This 
was a hot, toilsome, but very blessed 
day ; and 1 could wish some from other 
quarters could have witnessed all we had 
heard and iccnl O liord, arise and 
conquer ! 

7th. Sabbath-day.— We halted for the 

day. We spent some hours in the morn- 
ing in the bazaar, and gladly accepted 
the ciVer of a IMaluijuu to sit in his 
house: for there was no possibility to 
stand or to walk in the bazaar on account 
of mud and watei all over the place. 
Still at least two hundred people of ail 
ranks crowded gradually around us; 
fhey had never heard anything of our 
Saviour, and paid a most serious atten- 
tion. We dietlibnted many tracts and 
books. Many came in dingis over the 
river, (where our boats were,) hearing 
and inqoiting after the truth, and begged 
hard for books. In the evening we went 
again to another part of the bazaar, and 
had again »ome hundreds of Hindus aud 
Mussulmans. They all heard with pro. 
found silence, and were evidently im- 
pressed with the trutlu 

It struck us aU the way up, that the 
IMubsulmans are peculiarly humble, and 
friendly, in religious subjects; and we 
felt it the more so, as many respectable 
followers of the falia Prophet eame in 
different places to our boat, and listened 
with untiring interest to us. 



HOME PROCEEDINGS. 
J U V E N I L K O CI E T I E S— Y 0 R K . 

It is plain that the lead ^vhich the York .Tiiveniie Missionary Society 
has long takeu is due chiefly to the systematic working of the siai|>l^ 
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plan of Missionary boxes, and iliut hy tlie persoiiul attention, steadily 
maintdned, of a few. At its last Annirersaiy, the Secretary prodaced 
a roll of immense length, containing a register of the name of each 
holder of a Mistionary box, and the nmount it contained. The number 
of boxes in use during the year had been 120. Of the liolders of 
these, 2 had left York, 18 liad done nothing, but had leave to retain 
the boxes another year, in hope of amendment, 1 1 were to bo inquired 
«fter, ajid 89 were returned. Of these, one contuiiiod u single penny, 
one a* penny farthing, and so on, up to ill. ; the eontenta of the whole 
being ^103. 16t. Bd. Of this sum £25. 9t. was in shillings, i^o. I7s. Id. 
in pence, £4. \9s. 1 hi in halfpence, and 9«. 6f<^. in farthings. There 
were even two half-farthings. 

What lias been done in York, might with ease l>e done elsewhere, 
irt proprrfiou to nuniljers. Nothing is needed but some individual to 
skadiii^ superintend this one department.

There is ample tettimofijr in Lawry't Journals, in Young s Soutliem 
AVorld," and in Miss Farmer's recently pu]>lished work for voun;? poople 
on "Tonga and the Friendly Islands," of the great value aiul ust tiilnoss of 
this institution. We wish tdi our readers could see Miss Fanners 
beautiful and seasonable book. Meantime, we give an extract from her 
eonidnding diapter, as afibrding a snaunaiy of what baa been accomplisbed 
by the blessing of God on the labours of the ^Missionaries for tbe last 
thirty years ; and " what is left for us to desire in reference to Toiif^a.** 
Wc are under the necessity of abridging the chapter towards tlic close, 
but give enough to make our rcad^ desire to read the whole volume. 



We have seen what a thorough change 
has taken place in Tonga within the huU 
lltfrty years; a change ao gnat, Aat 
could one of those who visiu d the idands 
before the introduction of Christianity go 
there agun, withont bearfng any thing 
of the events of interrening years, he 
would be tempted to doubt theerideoee 
of his own eyes and ears. 

The idols have been otieiljr alMiliahed ; 
the Sabbath is kept with a more strict 
observance than in our own land ; poly- 
gamy is endtdy given up ; aU jwrmta are 
required to send their children to school ; 
the people have a written language and 
books ; eight Hwnsaiid em read the Scrip- 
tures with more or less ability, and five 
thousand can write; Christian laws are 
enforced ; and the land is divided among 
the people. 

In the old days^ a kind of feiu!al system 
prevuled. The lower orders could not 
call any thing they bad their own. The 
great Chiefs could seize on whatever tov): 
their fancy bekHiging to their people. If 
one of them law and eove^ a bunch 
of bananai(, he might take it ; and he 
might even interfere with a man*s more 
cherished things. His children were 
BOHietimes claimed, :ind instances have 
occuTTCfl in which he lias bct n obliged to 
give up his wife to please his ChieC All 
this is chuiged. Each man has hla own 
plot of ground, over which he is boIc 
master. If a Chief fancies a bunch of 
banana*, and expresses hta wish for it, the 
poor man may have th.e j)!ca5ure of con- 
ferring a favour ; but should he refuse, 
the Cliief dares not touch it. " He may 
cut his own bananas if he pleases, but not 
another man's." And ao with more 
valuable possessions. 

The consequence is that eight or ten 
times as much land is nov: cultivated as 
in the Heathen state of Tonga. People 
value and take pains with their own. 

Tbw^ fUng George is « nbMiltite 



Monarch, nppointing such Oovemors as 
he pleases^ yet the people are not wholly 
without a voice in this matter. If a 
novcrnor found guilty of immorality, 
tliey will not submit to his rule. They 
represent tiidr case to the King, who 
searches into the truth of the charge, and, 
if proved to be correct, deposes the 
Governor. The ofIl iul< r losc:i oflice, but 
retains his rank and family estate. 

Much is admitted to be yet imperfect in 
this Christian State ; but what has been 
dono oboady filb our minda with wonder 
and , adoiini^^ ihanT.fu'Inr'-.s. ''Not by 
Migbt, nor by power ; but by my Spiri^ 
Bidth ^e Lord.** 

This story v ] ] be incomplete, were I 
not to sn.y a few words re[:^arding (he 
advantages that our own country men have 
received during iSjcir residence at Tonga, 
sine:' the time that Missionary labour 
commenced there. 

Tbe Miaaionaries have been in tbe 
hrbit of holding one service on tho Sab- 
batii in English, ibr the benefit of their 
own fimiliea, any English residents, and 
such 5sailora as may happen to be on tihorc 
while their vessels are in the .-•.''jarcnt 
harbours. iMany Eng ish sailtj'-s Lav^j 
been refbimed, mairicd native wives, ob- 
tahijd grants of land, and settled in the 
iidands. Some most interesting sioiiea 
might be told of the change wrought upon 
tliose wliose conversion seemed to be most 
unlikely. G. P., a man-of-war's man, 
had lerved In fifty vessels. He was 
drunken, disorderly, reprobate, and liad 
been so often punisl.ed, that his back bore 
lastinj^ marks of suffering caused by siiu 
He liad 1 ceil ninny times shipwrecked, 
and often sin-^ularly preserved. It was 
from shipwreck that he escaped to the 
Friendly Isles. There he lived like a 
Heathen, first at Haal],:i, and f! en at 
Tonga. No words could properly paint 
Ibis man's character and mode of life. 
At bst» be heaid Ood*s wotd pieacbed by 
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tbe MiMtdoarief!, and became a subject of 
Divine {»race. He hris now lived many 
years, rejoicing in Ood'» favour ; afflicted, 
tMt pious ; wftncMiDg to tite trudi of his 
conversion by a holy liTe and gracious 
coavexsation. When Mr. Tliomas came 
vwet to England, four years ago, he sent a 
message to his friends in this countrf, 
who rejoice over his altered character. 

An American was convinced of sin 
vnAa Mr. Thomases first English service 
f».t Vav -n, ill 1835; he went bacT< to his 
own country, and there became a Preacher 
of tiieOoipd. • 

Til rr: is a lif tie romance about another 
story related to roe by Mr* Thomas. A 
ship*8 surgeon, tmeonTOrted and ungodly, 
stayed for a while at Tonga. There he 
iell in love with one of the island beauties, 
■nd made jjroposals of marriage to her. 
He was bound in honour to accompany 
his ship ; but he promised if she would 
only wait for him, that he would return in 
^rae yean* time, bringing a etoclc of 
mod icings, and v^ould then marry her, and 
settle in tlie country. All this came to 
pass. The Twgan lady waited, and, 
wonderful to relate, the English 
gentleman remembered her and his nro- 
mise, and returned. .Some time after his 
marriage he became an assistant Mission- 
ary. His health lia.s since failed. 

Another surgeon was compelled, through 
sickness, to remain on the island. He 
wr.s visited by the ."Missionaries ; through 
these visits, and the reading of Wesley's 
Sermons, Divine light broke m upon his 
mind ; he sought and found peace with 
(rod, and died in the faith of Christ. 
These are but a few instances out of many 
that are known to our Alissionaries. In 
how many more may the bread cast upon 
die waters be found after many days I 

What it left for ui to desire in Kference 
to Ton^a ? Cliieny, I think, openings for 
commerce, and an enlarged literature. 

Some persons have called the Tonguese 
idle. But this is scarcely just. Their 
climate and their food arc alike hinder- 
ances to severe and long-continued exer- 
tions ; and then there has been no market 
for native produce, except that aiTorded by 
the residence of a very few Europeans, 
and the occasional call tfihips. The few 
wants of the islanders themselves arc rea- 
dily met ; but the sound of the mallet, 
from Alonday morning to Saturday night, 
as the tapa-beaters (women) prepare the 
native cloth, — a cloih so frail in its tex- 
ture, that a Chief's gtruu-ut requires 
renewal every week, — speaks them an 
industrious people, ^\'^cre tlicrc a larger 
demand for the products of their labour, 
there would be a larger supply. King 
George has lately paid a vi>it to Sydi^ey ; 
and it is hoped that Uus may lead to Uie 



eiCaUishment of relations of commewe 
between that flourishing colony and the 

islands. 

Mr. Thomas, too, leliimi to Tongs 

stronrlv impressed with the posiibilify 
of inducing the people to cultivate cotton 
wiA. adTantage. Re haa lAown a tpeci« 
men of native cotton to the President of 
the Chamber of Commerce, at JVIanches- 
tcr, and has been told that it is superior to 
American, and equal to Kgyittian, cotton, 
and that were it hrout^ht over to this 
country, the donand for it would be al- 
most nniimited. Now, there are aereral 
uninhabited isk iirN in these groups that 
might be convened into cotton plantations. 
It is easily planted. Deep holes must be 
made for yams ; but to turn up the earth 
with a spade suffices for cotton planting, 
and children may be employed to gather 
it. And Mr; Thomas has reason to he« 
lieve that arran .Elements may be made at 
Sydney for its purchase and transport to 
this country. Su^ a scheme, should it 
succeed, would tend to pronmte the indus- 
try and prosperity of the Tongucsc. 

Then, as to books. It is obvious that 
if the Friendly Islanders are to attain » 
higher civilization, a larger supply of these 
is needful. They are a people living apart 
firom the world. Their little island homes 
arc divided by the broad sea waves from 
all the old, highly -trained continental na- 
tions. The treasures of art and science 
are beyond their reach, except as (l ey may 
be brought to their shores through the 
wonderful and mighty press. They are a 
reading people. The Missionaries have 
the key of knowledge ; ihev open and 
shut at pleasure, admitting only such 
books as are likely to subserve the best 
interests of their cliar^e. Cannot s:ime- 
thing be done in the way of translating 
into Tonguese a few of our own standard 
works? Is there no lady, now livin;,^ on 
the islands — none who has left but still 
loves the people, who will do for Tonga 
what Sarah Boardman, the second Mrs. 
Judson, did for Bunnah ? She was not a 
literary lady, according to the nieaniug 
that some attadi to the words. She was a 
true woman — j^entle, loving, active ; a 
good housekeeper ; the cheerful companion 
of her husband; her children's teacher and 
friend. Y.-t herhr-irt so yearned over tk. e 
Heathens around her, that, not contented 
with helping them simply by helping Dr. 
Judson, she felt that she must have her 
own hand in tlie v/ork ; and so, in tk-? 
intervals of tiiut; that a busy domestic lifo 
allowed her, she sat down, and, p'ige 
by page, translated the whole oi' .fulnt 
Buuyan's immortal dream. licr justly- 
admiring husband says i-mfi* Her ttansla- 
tlouof t!ie Pi]^ri:u*s Pruijress ' Into Bur- 
mese is one of the be&t pieces of composiF 
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tion which we have yet publlshetl. Ilcr 
tnuisktioii of Mr. fioaxdman^s ' Dying 
Father^s Advice,' has become one of our 
Stmdard tracts ; and her hymni in Bar* 
vamtf about twenty in number, are proba* 
bly the best in our chapel hymn-book — 
a work which ihe was appointed by the 
Mission to edit. Besides these works, 
the published four volumes of ' Scripture 
Quesdons/ which ftre In c<mit«nt ute in 
our Sabbath-schools. It has been remark- 
ed that the transUtion of the ^ Pilgrim's 
Progress * into an Eastern tongue, is a 
work wovdi living for, if it were one^s 
only perform an rc." Who will copy her 
euunple, and do a like diligeut and pious 
work 9 

One object of Mr. Young's recent visit 
was to make an arrangement by wiiich the 
Friendlf Iilaads Minion shall be hence* 

forth placed under the care of the Austra- 
lian Conference. This arrangement does 
not sever our Soudi Sea MHsioni from 
English Methodism ; but it lessens their 

dependenre, r.ii ', Irnvfi iis free to devote 
more aticution to the clauuii of the other 
parts of the wofM. 

Though our own immediate work in 
Tonga is at an end, we know that tiie 
change that hat passed upon her sons 
during the 1 ist thirty years, is a type of 
the change that the large islands and vast 
continents of omr globe are yet waiting for. 
What have we done for New Guinea, and 
the Spice Islands? What for Japan, 
Tliibtt, Tartary, Persia? Ilow inade- 
quate is our supply of Missionaries in 
India and China ! ^^c have fringed 
Africa witli a narrow and broken border 
of light ; but what have we done for its 
dark and thickly peopled interior? And 
how few have turned their thoughts, and 
prayers, and speeches towards Smith 
America 

Have you seen Mr. Curnock's* large 
map of the world, colottied so as to sliow, 
at a glance, the comparative spread <^true 

and feUe rclij^ions ? The PagRn coun- 
tries are as black as ink ; those where 
Popery pcc?allS) red ; and so forth. 
Wherever a purer faiili prevails, the spot 
is distinguished by bright gold colour* 
Bf r. Cumock, some litde time shice, took 
his map to a certain shop, to be freshly 
done up» Calling a few days after to slc 
how it was faring, the journeyman tmi loy- 
ed on it said, " It would look much better. 
Sir, if I might put a little more gildin*,' 
on." " No, no, it will do as it is,'» said

IMr. Cumock. The man pressed his 
point. He was sure that more gilding 
would improve the map. Mr. Cumock 
explained the meaning of the various 
colours. The man strirted back, fixed 
his eyes on Mr. Cumock, and exclaimed, 
" And do you, Sir, expect to live Co tee 
.ill the world gilded ?" 

My dear young friend, cannot yon and 
I put a litde more gilding on ? ** It is 
not a thing too great tor us to aim at : it 
is not a thing too great for us to do. M''e 
may lead some soul to Christ, who shall 
one day be Bis messenger to the ends of 
the earth; we may speak a word to a 
stranger that sliall never be forgotten ; we 
may become subscribers to the Missionaiy 
Society ; or, better still, collectors for it ; 
we may take a DaUy Offering Box, or a 
Christmas paper ; we may listen at a 
missionary fleeting, or read the story of 
success abroad, not only that our own zeal 
may be kept burning, but also to obtain 
the latest news for a contributor whose 
interest is wanini;:, and whi ) ilo' " not 
know what is done witli tlie inouLy we 
may offer prayers in our closets at home 
that shall bring down " showers of bless- 
ing " on foreign ftelds, and cheer the 
drooping spirits of faithful Ministers. 

It is inipossible to say in how many 
ways we nuiy aid the cause of Christ, if 
we only give ourselves iredy and fully to 
God, and wait to know what He would 
have us to do. 

This is an object worthy of being set 
before young people at their first entrance 
on life.

Extract of two Letters from Rev» George Alton, dated Gibraltar, 
January and 27th, 1855. 



I iiTTEWDSD to hftV* informed yon 

much earlier of thr rrsnlts of my four 
lubpain; but two things huve bitberto 
preTCBted my doing so. Since the day 
of my return, our youngest child hu 
been so ill that we despaired of her life, 
from one day to another, fur twenty- 
eight dayt. There it now, howefer, a 
favourable change, for whicli uc are 
uioat thankful to God. Tben^^ at thU 
•eaaon, many thinga eonnected with the 
iMission required my attention, particu- 
larly various retiuns for the Government^ 
which I could not no well have devolved 
upon Mr. Edmao. I truat that theio 
circumstances will secure fnr me your 
indulgence for my appareut neglect in 
communteattng with yon. 

My tour was by way of Malaga, 
Granada, ^ladrid, Spville, and Cadiz. 
At the four former places my mission 
waa entirely successful. Every where 
I was received with frankness, and 
found not only a desire to possess the 
Seripturei, but also facilitlea for their 
diatribuiton. One of the objects before 
me was to learn whctlur Spanish Scrip- 
tures, printed in liHgiaud, could be 
paased throogh any port or ports of 
Spain on the payment of a fiiir dutv. 
Another leading object was to make 
inquiries, chiefly in BarceloDa, as to tho 
possibility of prindng an edition in that 
place. 

I was obliged to proceed direct from 
Malaga to Madrid, remaining a few days 
in Granada on the way. 

In Malaga I saw and beard things 
perfectly astoanding as to the sentiments 
of the people towards the Papacy. I 
witnessed the Prie^fj publicly cursed. 
In Granada, as celebrated for its Papal 
glories as for its ancient AIoori^h splen- 
dours, I found the greatest indifference to 
every thing Romish. Here God favour- 
ed my mission io a marked manner. I 
was enabled to open a communication, 
from which T derived great advantage 
immediately, <^iid Iruiu which I expect 
Still grtai^. I entered upon my work 
without an introduction to a single 
individual ; but I obtained from this 



plaee letters of lotrodoetlon for stfctnl 

parts of Spain, and particularly Aladlidj 
which were very valuable to me. 

In Madrid, so far as I could judge, 
Popery, haa never, w ithin the last cen« 
turv, ]v»vsf"!sei1 cither the position nr 
power which u acquired in most of the 
provinelai towns, and has maintained 
with so much tenacity. Kvtry thing 
connected with the sacred edidce^, both 
architecturally and artistically, and with 
th e «/a/uj and i n fl u enee ofthepriesthood, 
indicates an indiflVrence truly surpris- 
ing. Churches have even of late years 
been appropriated for Government and 
public purposes, or pulled dovn, (I'.ot, 
however, to be rebuilt in another local- 
ity,) to widen a thoroughfare or adorn a 
square; and this, with no more regard 
to tlie satTfd rhuractcr and use of the 
building, than it it were a common 
dwelling. The proportion of existing 
accommodation to the population is so 
small, that it would scarcely be credited 
if I were to state it approximately. But 
even this accommodation is excessive in 
relation to the religious habits and dis- 
positions of the people, i cannot con- 
ceive that Burops any where ebe presenta 
such a spectacle — a large metropolis 
nominally Aoman Catholic, but the vast 
majority of whose population neither 
cherish nor manifest any respect what- 
ev«^r lor the religious ceremonies, assum- 
ed auiliority, spiritual and temporal, and 
the traditional priestly pretensions and 
rV.iniH of the Papacy. Again and again, 
auiung ditt'crcnt classes and in diilercnt 
gradea of sodety, I heard the adjunct 
"Roman" pronounced v.ith bitterncsM 
or with derision. Tlic conviction is 
deepening and spreading widely, that the 
nation will enjoy nnther liberty nor 
pence, until the connexion with Rome 
and its Pope is broken.

The disturbances of which we have 
before informed you, have increased.

The robbers 
arc still encamped within a few mites to 
the north gate; and a fleet of pfiate 
jonks ha?e cone np iron the outer 



waters, and occupy an arm of the river 
only an hour*s row from this. Almost 
daily there is a sort of ^kirTH!^h^^!t^ be- 
tween the troops and thieves, which 
keeps the i^eign cnmnnnlty in eenstant 
suspense, but without any immediate 
results of importance. The lawless free- 
iMOterii, however, are gradually gailier- 
ing numbers and strength about Canton; 
and the opinion prevail*', thrit an attack 
may be expected on our south aid^ 
which will seiiendly endanger the pro* 
periy of our mercantile resist rts. I 
believe a fuller acquaintance with the 
veepeetive Ibrees and locaUties of the 
combatants, and of Chinese tactics, would 
greatly modity tbese apprehensions, and 
the Btatemenis made by our local jous- 
nais. It is almost iaiposstt>le, however, 
ti) give a-iy tiling' better than cotijecture 
as to our prospects s and all statements 
should he xeceived with the greatest 
caution.

The 4,800 copies of the New Testa- 
ment, printed and bound by the Bible 
Society, have just beeii received. They 
will gre»t1y bdp nt in our arduous work. 
Tbc'ir, with the remaining part of the 
edition we last year printed, and which 
wo havo not been able to get bound tut 
enough to meet the pressing demand, 
will be an admicable tuppljr for some 
time to come. 

Wo are now anxious about the Old 
Testament, which, you are aware, h 
already translated. Mr. Hazlewood is 
employed In levising it. He has now 
forwatded to MS iieneitis and the Psalms, 
' which we purpose printing immediately, 
as the people are very anxious to increase 
their knowledge of the sacred Scriptures. 

To print the whole of the Old Testa- 
ment here is felt to be lotally impractica' 
bl0. If we could get an adequate supply 
of paper from you and the Bible Society, 
and could possihh- t^ct the work done, 
several years would expire before the 
work could be effected. Then the bind- 
ing would be next to impo«sib!e, as it 
would be in three volumes, and paits 
circulated ieonld not be got together for 
binding. The Tonga Old Testament 
has been printing: for upwards of twenty 
years, and is nut yet completed. The

great. The New Testament, printed 
and bound iiere, we cannot complete for 
less than about 69. each copy 1 while the 

cost of ihc edition printed and bound by 
the Bible Society is only Is. 3d. each. 

We doubt not but the Bible Society, 
so liberal and kind hitherto, would help 
us in this important undertaking. The 
brethren have, therefore, requested me 
to lake the Old Testament to England 



in 1856, and pass it through the pMM. 

This they see is the only easy, chenp, 
and practicable way ; and the whole uf 
Ood*s book will then bo ploeed in the 
hands of those who an eager for the 
word of lite. 

I do not wish to return to England ; 
but have consented, in order to gain this 
advantage to the Feejcc Mission, 

We beg you will, as early as possible, 
apply to the Bible Society, and ascer- 
tain whether they are willing to do this 
great work for Feejee, — carrying on wiiat 
they have so nobly commenced by their 
contributions of money and paper for 
the New Testament, and now by a large 
and excellent edition, materially im- 
proved by the Rev. T. W, Meller and 
Mrs. Hunt 

We should need, at least, 5,000 copies* 
I suppose we have already 4,000 per- 
sons who can read the Scriptures, and 
the number is daily and rapidly increas- 
ing'. 

By the time these are completed, 

Feejee will need more Tcstamenti*. 
We axe now looking through the re- 
vised edition, of which we printed 
3,000 copies. Mr. Meller informs us 
that he has some sugi^estions to make, 
which will doubtless be valuable. The 
important alterations he made, with Mrs. 
Hunt's sanction, in the first edition, 
where they have not been made in our 
own revision, we shall mark. We hope 
that 10,000 of the New Testament will 
be cfff rred at the same time. We cannot 
possibly print and bind 80 cheap and 
well in Fe^eo as in England. 

I beg an early reply, to mrf't me on 
my arrival in Sydney, as 1 shall be 
somewhat anxious on this sobject. 



Eatraet a Letter from the Rev. Samuel fVaterhotite, dated Nandg, 

July 2d, 1854. 

T HAVE to acknowledge the receipt of Coming as it did ift a season of domestic 
a letter, dated September 28th, 1652* aMictioD) when the evil passions o 
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wicked men were raging around us, it 
tended to cheer our spirits, and ciiase 
away our sadnen. 

Allow me gratefully to rtcognise the 
interest which you take in us as labour- 
ers in the Mission-field, and more espe« 
cially to thank the Kev. George Osbonii 
for that kind mention which he makes 
ot ttie jKculidr interest and affection " 
with which you regard us as the mbs of 
pur honoured fathir." The wise and 
paternal counsels contained in that let- 
ter were most suitable to mj euadiiion $ 
they reminded me of my respomiblUiy, 
and led me, I trust, to a M\cr consecra- 
tion ot myself tu my great iM aster. The 
breathing fotth of prayer with wbidithat 
letter closed, was as balm to a drooping 
spirit. 

I feel a peculiar dilfieuUy in attempt- 
ing to narrate the occurrences which 

surround os, as (hose who have bctti 
longer in the iield wni duubikiss inlbrm 
you of them. 

Having paid attentloi] to the language 
in Mew-Zealand, I was, upon arrival, ena« 
hied to converse a little with the natives, 
and to engage in prayer. In a few 
weeks I vttitureil upon nn cxhortaiion, 
and in abuut his. mouths was cuabled 
to get through the various departmanta 
of our Missionary work. 

The intense and oppressive heat has 
been a great trial ; but we are now In 
some measure seasoned. Mrs. Water- 
house lias had several attacks of dysen- 
tery, and other diseases; but i;» now, 
through Divine goodness, in the enjoy- 
ment of moderate health, altliough far 
from strong. I have had to patts 
through those ailments which must be 
expected as the C iuscqucncc of a change 
or climate ; but no serious iliues:> has 
been permitted to lay me aside. Once, 
indeed, a gracious Providence preserved 
me from a watery grave. Kctviming in 
the boat from a neighbouring town, dis- 
heartened by my want of success in not 
being able to jirocr.rc for burial a 
human body that was then cooking 
in the oven, night overtook us. The 
boat was small — the wind and sea high 
. — darkness surrotmded us — when an im- 
prudent movement upon the part of 
some of the natives, brought the boat so 
suddenly up to the wind, that ti c 
steer oar, which i was holding, carried 
me overboard. Providentially I was 
enabled to grasp the gunwale of the 
boar, and sustain myself by it, whiUt 
1 directed the natives, who were 
filled with confusion, to lower the «d1« 
But for this, the issue might have 
been fatal, as the boat was running at 



her utmost speed, and the night was 
very dark. 
By the grace of Ood, I foe! an increas- 

ing interest in the poor (degraded hosts 
around us. But were ilesh and blood to 
dictate, they would lead me away from 
these horrid scenes of darkness, and 
cruelty, and blood which so often cross 
our path. Mo other motives than those 
ptoceding lirom the love of Christ would 
induce us to bear those sacrifices which 
we have to make. It is with gratitude 
that, looking back upon our labours, my 
worth) Superintendent, Mr. Malvern, and 
niystlt'iccognise the Divine blessing upon 
our labours in the various dttpaiimenis. 

We need much patience ( and repeated, 
and continued, and prolonged effort is 
essential, ere the deep darkness resting 
upon the Heathen mind will be dispersed. 

Two objects have presented them- 
selves with peculiar prominfnce to my 
mind : — liic one is, the nughiy power of 
tlie blessed Qospeljr— ao case being, too 
desperate for its saving energy ; — the 
other, the truthlulness of that inspired 
decUoation, that *' the ttnder meroies of 
the wicked arc cruel." 

The present state of Fcejee is deplor- 
able iu the extreme, — it is overrun with 
war* The labourers are too few for this 
extensive field. The great mass of Fee- 
jeeans are at this moment cannibals, 
murderers, delighting in blood and cru- 
elty. Thousands upon thousands have 
never seen a iTI issionary, and never 
heard the name ut that Saviour whom 
the Missionary proclaims. And, unless 
some addint)nal agi ncy is at once 
brought into action, 1 tear that the great 
body of the present generation will pass 
into eternity unenlightened and unsaved. 
But do not suppose that 1 reflect upon 
what lias been duiie. iNo I the Gospel 
in Feejee has most emphatically tri- 
umphed. It has laid hold upon the 
darkest specimens of depravity, and pol- 
lution, and sin, and by its saving and 
transformitjg energy prchcntcd them 
before the eternal throne fitted to 
join the hosts of heaven, and mingle 
with the saints in light. It has extenci- 
ed to ftuch 3 range na to engage all the 
energies of the present statf of labourers ; 
and your Mission has dearly proved, in 
commercial language, a safe and profit- 
able speculation. God has, indeed, 
owned and blessed to a remarkable ex* 
tent the labours of Feejeean Alissiona- 
ries. But still, this does not clumge the 
fact, that the great mass of Feejee is 
uninfluenced by the Ooipel. "Tho 
harvest ia gveft^ bttt Qm kboaiiil atf 
few," 
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AHow ijae to refer to a few inci(^ent'« 
vrhich I do notj knowingly, exaggerate, 
UMMt of vliicil have paMcd undci my 
imn.cdiire notice, and which ittMtrate 
the actual condition of Feejee. 

Strmiyling of teidoios has engaged on 
frequent attention, and called forth on 
utmost fnergies» Six or eight women 
have beeu directly saved from this inhu- 
n«i pnetjke hf oar iaterpoaitkm, and 
several others indirectly and principally 
bj the infiuence of what we have done. 
8mm of tlMse Itftve »«1i«cq«ently Mued, 
These scenes reqaire no ordinary 
promptiriulc ami «acrifice, "VVc have to 
adopt the ii cijccan national custum of 
piCMBliag property when requesting a 
favour; and hitherto each life hat in* 
volved the expense of aho»t ^1. 

But tometimm out intcrferenct is pre- 
vented, and sometimes it h spurned and 
ineffectusiL A ftw months ago, a man 
died in a Heathen lowu within a mile of 
ours. Mr. Malvern and I at oaee bast* 
cnfd to the abode of death; hut the 
people, fearing our anival, and having 
beard of oor Bneeesfi in other qmirtera, 
had alrea'^y strangled the widow. We 
entered the bmise : there were <he hus- 
band and wife both sleeping in dtuili. 
We examined the woman's body ; but 
the last spailv of iife was extinguished. 
Ah I and there stood the son of those 
now dead, who with fiendish expmsion 
lifted up h:s li nu's, and told us that by 
those hands that mother died ! Ah ! " 
was our language, " this is seen in heti- 
wtn; thii will not ho forgotten in ]iea< 
ven ; its punishment will follow." A 
few weeks afterwards 1 stood by an open 
grave, in that town. I had gone in pur- 
suit of the widow of a young man brought 
home a corpse from war. Her friends 
had consigtied her to our care, and she 
bod escaped from us. I stood by the open 
grave, that I ti ight witness the ceremony 
of a Heathen burial; the corpse was 
hrottglit o«t ohrooded in aiati$ « hvillel 
had pierced the bnihi. T IooIsmI upon 
the dead, 1 recognised the feature:!, it 
was the matricidol <*Ah!" I ex- 
claimed, as the corpse w«i laid in its 
r* Jting-plswe, " did we not speali 
tliC truth when we said, 'tiis sin was 
socnin heortn; it wat written in heo- 

Ten ; its ]-i-nishL;"''"nt v.'oukl fxllow ? 

Several women have, in spite of our 
sfints, been strangled ; and wherever 
thato is a son, he is elMten to be the 
principal agent in the murder of his 
nother. Within my own knowledge, 
• father kso^ with his own hondo, 
wfbcatcd (by choking or gsgrging) his 
Qwn daughter who was sick. One day, 



sfaniliiig by the corpse of a warrior, 
painted and blackened as if for war, the 
club laying by his side, I turned roernd 
to his brother, and inquired the cause of 
death. The reply from that brother 
wwMf He was very ill, and so I stifih- 
enled him.'* 

Infanticide is written on another page 
of Feejeean Ule. I wish to confine my 
illustrotions os moeh as possible to cases 
that hear directly upon the point, and 
that have passed under the immediato 
nodee of myself, or other MissioBariea, 
or credible informants. Nothing do I 
state on mere rumour. A womtjn broaght 
me a child »lio, from want of proper 
treatment, was nearly dead. I under- 
took to prescribe for it, if the mother - 
would reside for a time in the house of 
one of my serrants, so that I might see 
that it met with proper attention. My 
treatment was Fucces'sful; the disease 
was subdued, the child could again run 
about, tiUk, and eat, in a day or two tho 
mother could have returned to her 
friends ; but maternal patience was ex- 
hansfed, mid one night she snflhcoled it. 
A man was informed tliat his wife had 
given birth to a daughter. Hearing of 
its sex, he at once directed it to be 
•tningkd. Again t a female child was 
spared for several months, its death was 
then resolved uptm by the parents. 
They dug a deep hole in the eentve of 
the earthen floor of their hou*<e, — the 
father flung into this grave his helpless 
and innocent babe. Ue then cast some 
heavy stones wlA T io knoe vpon it, and 
fiiU'd up the grave with earth. These 
inhuman parents still occupy that house. 
They daily tread orcr the decaying re- 
mains of their murdered child! Such 
is Feejee in the present day. 

Cannibalism is still the rufe, and not 
the eseepHoHf in Fe^eo. The yomig 
r»rc tp.i:ght to eat human flesh, in Older 
that they may become brave. I haro 
not yet net with a single male adult 
nuion^j; our members here, who has not 
eaten human Hesh. Looking over my 
journal, I see notices of bodies being 
cooked and eaten every two or three 
weeks in our own neighbourhood. Hu- 
man bodies have been lately brought to 
a toon within three miles of ns, (ceii« 
vcyed, in fact, r%ht hehn our ddois,) 
and there eaten. 

Upon one occasion I heard of a dead 
body which was not ytn eaten. I went 
to the Priest, the body was cut «p into 
sixteen joints, and then in the oven cook- 
ing. I saw die smoke coiling op to* * 
wards heaven. I begged the Priest to 
give me the body j but in vaim i offer* 
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ctl him a considerable amount of pro- 
perty ; but he refused, say in a- that the 
body belonged to his god, that his god 
controlled the winds, and tf enraged, a< 
he would be if the body were given to 
me^ would send a storm. 1 expostulated 
with him, until bis fre was roused, and 
then deemed it prudent to withdraw, — 
the anger of an enraged cannibal being 
perfectly fiendish. The oven, also, was 
about to be opened ; and as mj efforts 
were ineffectual, I had no wisb to meet 
the siclcening sight. 

8otne titne back semal bodies were 
taken to this town. A little girl, seven 
years old, h;ul btcn made prisoner ; she 
was kept alive, in order to be untainted 
wben eodced, and when tbe eanoes were 
within two or three miles of the town 
she was clubbed, and sluDff, like the 
others, upon a pole. This I bad from 
an eye-wltnesi. 

A man who hnd ?evera1 wives was pro- 
voked by the disobedience of one. He de- 
termined that her fiite sbonld be a warning 
10 the rest. Accordingly, he took her 
into a ticid, and made her prepare and 
heat a native oven. This being ready, he 
clubbed her, put her in the oven, and left 
her to be rooked. Presently he returned, 
opened the oven, and ate as much of the 
body as be could. This done, he ai;ain 
cjveied ihc oven up Avith carih. D.iv 
hy day he returned^ until he bad eaten 
the whole. 



But surely I have said enough to 
prove that we need the sympathies and 
prayers of God's people. Feejee is 
most deeply sunk in vice and wretebed- 
ne>s ; but we are upheld by the ccnvic- 
tioo that the glorious Gospel which we 
are enabled to preach, by tbe conttibu- 
tions of Wesleyan AlethodistSy is fnlly 
adapted to meet the necessity and pre- 
vent the ruin of even pour Feejee. 

It was a deep disappointment to ut 
that we bad not the pleasure of welcom- 
ing at our Station tbe Aev. Robert 
Young. We heard, at Uie same time, 
of the arrival and the departure of tbe 

M'c sky.'' 

The people around us are very poor. 
The Beatben are all but naked i and 
con'.TibutioMS of print, calico, and loose 
pinafores will be very useful. 

There are, perhaps, some who for 
mjr father's sake would assist the 
Mission by contributions of cloth, 
knives, and hatchets; which are often 
expended for Mission use, and whicb 
would enable us to respond n nrfj libe- 
rally to those calls of charity which sur* 
round us than our limited allowances 
permit us to do. Often a poor man 
is rob^sed of his all when he em- 
braces Christianity, and sometimes with- 
out OUT assistance would be nnaUe to 
prociir ' a dress to hide his nakedness 
when he enters the house of God.

We are still surrounded by 
which approaches Stfll nearer, 
end, I judge, draws near. Tf is rcmailc- 
able that all patties think about reli- 
gion, and d'eaire to h«ve Missionaries or 
Teachers. The great enemy is luani- 
festly much dissatisScd with the state of 
light and feeling, and is bent upua 
destroying what he cannot much longer 
peaceably retain. 

X have had much sailing during the 
year. €fti tbe 27th of May, I went to 
Le?tth» in my boat to meet an American 



C.iptain, who had brought us some 
timber and goods, and in order that I 
might tal-e ilie servii-cH in native and 
£ngllsh on the following day. On my 
arrival, tbe Afountaineer who effected 
Elijah's death wished to kill two of my 
boat's crew. 

June 1st — The Ljvuka Chiel' wished 
me not to sail till after the Alotureko 
fij^'ht, Vs'hich tuok jdace on the 31 gt. 
This was an aggressive movement from 
Ovalan against a Ban island. One 
Lcvukan fell; several were wounded^ 
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VEWA, 



March, 



A Ban man wm killed, and brought to 

Ijevuka. In the morning, Tui Levuka, 
and a Bau Chief who is on his side, 
came fbr me, thai we might go and 
bury him. I went, begged two mats, 
in which lie was wrapped. He had 
heen anchored in the water all night. 
The fishes had eaten hie head and neek, 
sill the flcsli ( ff his left leg, and his foot. 
The Levukan w£is alio buried at Motu> 
leke. In thi« respect a great change 
han taken place. 

6th — In goint,' eo Vewa, T desired to 
call at Motureke, which I luul also 
attempted to do the last time 1 passed 
on to Vewa. Besides wishing to speak 
with theiu about Christianity, I now 
desired to warn ihem of danger near, as 
Tui Levuka had told me that Alotureke 
would certainly he destroyed, m the 
3IountaiuetT<» would go by night. We 
found that the tide did not serye well 
for landing : wc therefore prorcciUd 
towards the entrance leading to Vcwa. 
One of my boat*a crew observed a man 
o'.\ the Moturekc bench beckoning tor 
us, and told me. 1 told one of my 
Aotunians that he might go on shore, 
as it was a long distance fbr me to wade, 
and we would put in at another point for 
bim, where I would see the people. He 
got in the water, and was proceeding 
iow;r<ts tlie shore, when he observed 
several persons come out from among 
the cocoa-nut trees, lie was afraid, 
and said, "■ They ure from Lovony, and 
will kill me." I requested him :o rnme 
into the boat. The man continued to 
calL He was dressed, which led roe to 
think that he wns a Han man wlio had 
htued, i did not like to let the oppor- 
tunity pass, and immediately got on my 
old water shoes. I did not believe 
them to be Lovoni.ins ; but said to the 
boat's crew, that, should I be killed, 
they were to return to Levuka, so that 
Tui L'.-vuka miglit get my body. 
Koitu, a Kotuman, wished to go with 
me. I fofflMd him, and orderM them 
to take the boat round by the deep 
water near the reef, and put in for me at 
the other side. The beach was a coosi- 
derable distance from me, md the water 
wa^! in yome places over knee deep. \ s 
I proceeded towards shore, many more 
persons made Uicir appearance, some 
running fast towards me from two direc- 
tion*. As they neared nic, they loolved 
%'cry hticc, and nude gestures indicative 
of evil intentions towards me. I could 
not pet to tlic boat ; I therefore went on 
tuwatds the shore. One was swifter 
than the rest, and came near, with his 
gun uplifted to strike me, I expostu- 



lated with him. Quickly several were 
up with me, some of whom had clubs 
uplifted to club me, some with hatchets, 
some with spears laid on in a position to 

throw. One came very near with a 
musket pointed at me, with desperate 
looks. I trembled; but protested 
loudly and firmly that the7 ought not to 
kill me; that in me there was no cause 
of death from them ; that their killing 
me would be greatly to their disgrace. 
I was surrounded by upwards of one 
hundred. The features of one I recog- 
nised, and hoped he was friendly. 
(This man had thought that it was my 
boat, and he, knowing the exasperated 
state of the people against the whites for 
meddling in the present wars, fearing 
that I sliould be in dan^^er, had ran 
tawardis me ; but was late in reaching 
luu from having run a sharp shell into his 
foot.) ile took holdof me, and said I 
should live. I clung to him, and dis- 
puted for my life with those who 
clamoured for mj death. Another 
man's face, through a thick covering of 
50ot, exhibited features familiar to me : 
but a fearful-looking battle-axe he held 
in his hand attracted my eye. How- 
ever, I laid hold of him, and advi-^cd 
and urged them not to kill me. Thus I 
was between two, who might he (Viendly. 
I told my name, my work, niy labours 
in various ways, again and again, on 
their behalf; my having offtred Tol 
Levuka a very large looking-glass if he 
would let them alone ; my having en- 
treated Mara and the Mountaineers not 
to attack them, and of preventing an 
intended attack. I told them that 1 had 
interceded with the Bau Chief to send 
them the help by which they were now 
strengthened, and that my full know- 
ledge of lifirv^ one and friendly with 
them led me to come on shore ; that no 
white man who had been active in the 
war against them would have dared to 
come on shore there. Alattcrs were in a 
hopeful state, when a very ugly man 
drew near with great vehemence. Manj 
had avowed themselves in my favour. 
He appeared resolutely deteiniined, in 
spite of opposition, to take away my 
life. He was extremely ferocious ; but 
bis arms were seized and held by seve- 
ral. He struggled hard fbr % length of 
time to get his musket to bear on mc, 
which indeed he once or twice managed, 
but it was warded off before he cuuld 
fire. At length his rage subsided. All 
then consented to my living. Cut their 
thirst for killing had got up; and, as 
they could not kill me, they wished me 
to retnm towards the boat, intending to 
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accompany rae, hoping Co get one or 

n:ore of my natives in my stead. I 
tefused to go, and persisted ia approach- 
ing towards the shore, led by tvOi» One 
untied my neckcloth, and took it. 
They pulled iny coat, felt ine, and I 
fully expected to be stripped. I\Iy 
trouaera were wet and heavy. I waa 
weak with talking and disputing \viih 
tbem, indeed quite hoarse. As we still 
went on in the sea, they commenced their 
death-scnjr, always sung as they drag 
along the bodies of enemies slain. I 
feared that might increase their rage, 
and deaired to atop it. Tt waa moat 
gratinp: to my feelings, rjnrl I entreated 
thrm to desist. After a short time they 
did so, and wc proceeded on to the 
beach. Those who had mn to destroy 
me departed towards their own town. 

I found Kotu Vuky, a Bau Chief, 
had )a«t arrived. He waa vexed with 
those who had treated roe so, and wonM 
have punished them. I begged he 
would not. I desired him to send me 
to Vewa in a canoe, as I waa lure JMrs. 
Calvert would be anxion*. IMy boys 
had seen the danger to which I was 
exposed. They, also, were pursued by 
the natives, and hastened to Vewn, 
where they arrived about seven o'clock. 
Mrs. Calvert felt mneh at the alarming 
Intelligence ; but feared to send the boat 
to inquire, les:t my death might be fol- 
lowed by the killing of those she might 
send. She also hoped that I was alive, 
thinking that tbe 3Iotureke people 
would not kill mc. Katu Luke Mata- 
bambamba was very kind, and very 
■* ready to go, though it was thought that 
my draih was the vukiv/ki (turning) of 
Muturei<e to Ovalau agaiiikt Bau i in 
which case those who went would have 
been in danj^er. At midnight I reached 
Vewa in the canoe, and found that my 
wife had borne up wdl, bvt bad just 
given her eonsent- to the going to look 
a^t^r me. 

Dariug the whcle of the attack on me, 
the Lord blessed me with great picamoe 
of mind, and considerable firmness, to 
Stand up, proceed, dispute with them, 



and protest against their taking away 
my life. !\!y trust was in the Lord. 
Ue was my help and Ueliverer. It 
appeared to me very probable that my 
course and my ministry were about being 
ended : yet I was comforted in the 
assurance, that 

*' They cenltl not yet my lifs Hutem, 

Sofe in the hollow of his hand." 

While lookincf at the instrnmcnH of 
death which were htld ovtr and levelled 
at me, I ftlt that my life was Ntill in his 
hand?!, and could only be taken by his 
permission. My prayer was to the God 
of my life. I waa persuaded that, if he 
permitted my death, I should glorify 
him in some ways that I could not have 
done by my life. I thoujjlu tiiat the natives 
might be thereby led to tlcep considera- 
tion of the folly and evil of war, and be 
led to terms of peace. I gave myi^tlf 
afresh to the Lord, feding willing and 
de.sirous to {glorify him, whether hy life 
or death. 1 thought of my family ; and 
committed my children, whether in 
England, New-Zealand, or Feeje^ and 
my m'icb-Iovcd and faithful wife, to the 
Lord, in whom she trusted. I thought 
of the mangled body of the murdered 
Williams, and th ■irlit my own likely 
to be mangled and abused to the same 
extent ; but that I should not he eaten, 
even in cannibal Feejee. And then I 
felt very thankful to Him who had pre- 
served me to labour more than fifteen 
years, in which I bad been employed in 
rouc^l. a d dangerous work. It seemed 
to me an appropriate end of my labours 
in Feejee. But, bow gracious, bow 
wise, how powerflily my Deliverer ! 
Again 1 am rescued, and privilcf^cd with 
restoration to my family and labours. 

7th.— I went to Bau. I flilt stiff and 
tired, havino; been wet in my legs from 
twelve at noon to twelve at night, as 1 
had to get into the water with the erew 
several times in coming to Vewa in the 
canoe. When about to leave Bau nt 
three p.m., i\Ir. \\'aterhou8e asked mc 
to remain and preach. After the ser- 
vice, it was later than de&irable for me 
to be out, so I slept at Bau.

I AM aware that you have long been 
in potsesiion of tbe infonnatien of iny 
rniKival fiom tbe Friendly Islandu, arid 
likewise of the caune, — that of failure of 
health. The last two years wc were in 
the Islands, beth my health and that of 
Mm. Wilson were in a poor state indeed. 
And besides this, death visited our 
family twice in that apace of tine. 
About six months previous to our lear- 
ing the islands a fine girl, sercn years 
of age, fell a victim to the uupitying 
monarch ; but we believe^ abe alept in 
Jesus. We have tried to recognise the 
agency, wis4eai, and lore of God ia 
tbeae aolemn and painlat beraiTeBieiita | 
ant? T (n.st that we hare been able to 
say, and with proper Christian feeling 
too, "The Lord gave, and the Lord 
hath taken away, blaaaed be tbe name of 
the Lord!" 

For some months after our arcival at 
NeW'Zealand, Hn. Wilton waa very 
poorly, and I vas confined to sny bed 
and room for ten weeks ; but I am glad 
to fnlbrm you now that eur health has 
improved much for tlie butt six montbau 
We arrived here on the 3d of M^y last, 
and have been able to take full work, 
and hardly ever felt better than I do 
now. Mrs. Wilson and family are also 
wcU. What shall I render unto the 
Lofd for alt bia benefits towards me ?'* 

•» All miffht, all majesty, ail praise, 
M floiy bole Ovist mj Lervi t " 

I have plenty of work in town and 

country, in prcacliiiii' , vi-i 'n j, kc. My 
labour is rest, and contribute* both to 
health and happinesa. We found every 
thinjj low here— the chapel not a quarter 
hllcd. JMr. Flockhart liad done his best, 
and laboured beyond his strength ; but, 
being fifty miles oflT, he could not do fm 
Bnrra vrhnt it needed. I am platl to 
say that we have had a steady and en- 
eouraging intprorement in our church 
affairs from the first of our coming. 
Thecongregationa bare doubled through* 



eut the Circuit; and the chapel here at 
Kooringa is, three parts of it, well IIHed. 
The last month we have hatl a ^^reiit 
many appiicaiions for sittings; and I 
trust by the end of this quarter every 
sitting will bo kt. In meeting the 
c1t^?<"i this quarter, I find that every 
c\m% )ias been growing in grace. Wo 
have had a pleaetng inereaae again in 

Our Porlfty, and in ru;r finances also; 
and we know that some sottla have been 
saved. I feel quite at home, and wish 
to live for Ood alone. 

On the 1 1th of June, we opened 8 
bice little chapel at one of the villagea, 
twenty-two mUea iron town. Three 
sermons were ; rcarhcd, one by my 
highly .esteemed predecessor, the Rev. 
R. C. Flockhart, and, I being a stranger, 
the others fell on me. The congrcga. 
tions were large and attentive, thongh 
many had come a long way. 

On the Uonday, about one hundftd 
and eighty ?:at do.«n to tea in tbe chapel. 
One Udy brought her tray the distance 
of eleven miles. It is a good stone 
building, twenty feet by thirty inside^ 
with a small porch in front. The coH 
is £400, and of this £32d is already 
paid. Tbe proceede of the opening 
amounted to i,'104. 13*. 

We felt much at leaving the Friendly 
Islands, and especially so in leaving at 
a time when there were so hw Miaaion« 
aries there. All the tir^e we were at 
New- Zealand, wc felt a longing after the 
ieUmdo; bwt now, liMiinf, I believe^ diat 
wc; arc where Ood would have us be, we 
have given them up. Yet, the Friendly 
Islands is a place much endeared to ua 
on many accounts ; and were I young 
again, 1 would say, " Send me to the 
Friendly Islands.** We love the peo- 
ple, and hope to meet thouaanda of them 
in heuvcri. 

May the Lord of the liarvest hear 
prayer, and send out more labourers into 
his vineyard ! O Jesus, ride on, iod 
bow the whoU world to tby away I

Eaely in the month of October lase, 
T ndUrPssed a letter to the General S?- 
cretaiks, in which I made nienuon 
of a lebdlkm vUek at tliat time existed 
in the nei 'hbourliootl of James Town. 
As that communication was forwarded 
bj tHe Fomunner," it, of coarse, did 
not reach its destination, having pembcd 
with that unfortunate vessel. 

Jn a former letter, written in the 
momb of August, I took eceasioo to 
advert to the refractory spirit exhibited, 
from the commencement of the year, bj 
the natives of Christiansborg, and aeTe* 
ral othar of the formerly Danish sctM^'- 
ments, in opposition to the local autlio- 
rities ; and expressed my conviction, from 
peraoDal obettration, tbiat mattenwonld) 
ere long, arrive at a fearful crisis. 

The mail had scarcely kit for Eng- 
land, when m«ttera vcre precipi^tat^ 
Tbo proxioMlie cause was the seiznt, 
by the Comroandant of Christiana- 
borg, of a puncheou ot mm, in the act 
of being illicitly iatiodMcd into tbat 
town, A party »f unarmed snWicrs 
having been sent to convey the rum into 
the fort, they w«e driTCa off hf tke 
nativca with sticks and stones ; many of 
them '."pre seriously injured, and received 
coDtusiuas on the head and £>ce. 

The head men of tlio towir birriog 
refused to deliver up the offender, and 
affairs growing daily more serious, a 
reinforcement of troops were Kwrcbed 
from Cape-€east to the scene of rfeet. 
On their arrival at Christiansborg Cart!?, 
tlie natives peremptorily refused to sell to 
tbem each provbioae wm the BMnrbet owpw 
plied; and furthermore waylaid find 
seized whatever was attempted to be con- 
veyed from James Town to tbeeastle for 
the officers and men, many of whom were 
from time to time stoned as they passed 
through the town. As it was impossible to 
check the knorgentt, the ninnhet of whom 
amounted to several thousands, with the 
amount of torce at that time in the 
garrison, a reinforcement of troops was 
ordered from iSiefni-Leone and the 
Oanihiii, In the mean while, H.M.9. 

Scourge," Commod(»e Adraif, arrived 
ia the voode with iBetraeHoiio t» bMib- 
ar'-l the towns of Christiitn^b ^rc:, Tcshi, 
and Labodai, the inhabitants of the two 
latter places having made common cause 
with the fiiniier« 



The hombaxdneiit of Labodai com- 
menced on the morning of the 13ih of 
September; the natives of which town 
had just ascembled for the purpose of 
making an annual custom, when a shell 
dropped and exploded in their midst, 
killing many on the spot. After two or 
three hours' firing, the " Scourge " 
steamed down to Teshi and destroyed 
the town, after which she proceeded 
back to ChritthnMboff, and completsd 
the work of dejtrur'irn T;b'fh hid been 
commenced in the morning by the guns 
of the castles 

It l» impoarible to arrive at any thing 
like eorrfctness as to the number of 
rebels slain, the statements have been so 
eonfliettog. Five or aix toMien were 
5bo*. mil 'hree times as many wounded. 
The rebels ensconced themselves at the 
back of stone and mod walla, as weU aa 
in bouses contiguoua to the cnMby and 
picked off the gumeit M thcj ftppeaftd 
at the embrasures. 

The nbela being driven fnm A* 

triTvn, rstabli^hrd therrsrlves a few 
miles at the back of Christiansborg, 
Ffons the top of the Mlano»*hottae I 
could distinctly see then moviaf to aad 
fro in dct«ched parties. 

Yon may rtadiiy suppose that we 
were in a state of great exdttnie»t in 
Janv s Toun, the more so a^ the rcimls 
had more than once threatened to enter 
the town, and wreak their vengnnce on 
its people for refusing to unite with 
them in opposing tlie Governmenf. For 
several nights Mrs. Wbaitan and 1 were 
under the nectiaity of retiring' to vest 
half dressed, for fe-vr of » ni^ht wtirpri^e, 

I regret to inform you that the breth* 
ten of the Basle Mitiionary Sodetj have 
suffered very materially. The Rev. IVIr. 
Zimmerman had his house pillaged of 
almost every: thing, not excepting the 
wlndow-^bntters and doors. Tlieirdwdl- 
ing-houses and chapel, all Rfonc-built, 
are in many plaoea pierced by sixty* 
eight-pound baUa; the whole of tih«i 
buildings MO 80 shaken, that they will 
have to undergo very extensive repairs, 
involving a large cost, to render them as 
Aey were. They have, I believe, ap- 
plied to His Excellency Oorcrnor Hill 
for compensation, and I do hope some 
assistance wUI be afforded. 

At the commencement #f the cannoao 
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•ding of ibe town of ChHstianaborg, 

the brethren retVrred to, consistin;.' of 
the Kev. i^lessrs. Stanger, Locker, 
Zimmennan, «nd Sinnhauter, with 
their wives and domestics, were under 
the necessity of taT<ing up their abode 
witli ua. Mr. and JMrn, Zimracrman 
and Mr. Stcinhauser went to one of their 
interior Stnti, ns a few days after, the 
others remained with us tiU the middle 
of November. 

Early in the month of November the 
rebels came to terms by sending, at the 
request of the Uoverour, six hostages, 
aoni of Chiefs, as a gaaraniee for fotat* 
peace. 

The rebels that were have not yet 
returned to rebuild their bouses : ibey 

nave promised to do so this year; but it 
is considered iloubtful whether they will 
iui a considerable time to come. Their 
town is now a heap of burnt and black- 
ened walla and cinders^ most pitiful to 
behold. 

When the rebeUioo oommeneed, I 

was under the necessity of su^jiendincr 
the work at our out-Stations, Puni and 
Tamma, the second time during the year, 
by calling; in tho agents to James- 
Town, They arc now preparing to 
return, and 1 trust very gracious results 
will accompany our united labours in 
this trying action fthn Mission field. 
O, how much do we need the prayers of 
our fathers and friends in England to 
support us it) our toils in these " dark 
places of tlie cnrth, so full of the 
habitations of cruelty ! It is oue con- 
solation to know, that we are not forgot- 
ten at the throne of pracc, and that 
Israel's God is, and will continuo to be, 
OUT Strength and our deliverer. 

The mail hteam-ship " Ethiope," 
wliich arrived here early on Sunday 
morning of the 22d ot October, brouglit 
as a passenger from ICnghmd, Dr. Vidal, 
the Lord Biiihop of Sierra- Leone. The 
Governor having sent me word that the 



Bishop bad arrived, and bad expressed 

a wish to attend on the morning ficrvico 
at the chapel, I immediately went over 
to James-Fort, where I had the pleasure 
of being introduced to his Lordship. I 
very soon saw, after a few minutes' con- 
versation, what manner of spirit he was 
of, and felt towards bim so favonrablf 
prepossessed, that I at once, without any 
hesitancy, solicited the favour of an ad- 
dress from bim, assuring him of the 

spiritual delight and profit it would 
atlbrd both myself and my congregation. 
The Christian urbanity with which he 
assented to my request by telling me of 
the pliasurc it would afford him to 
occupy ibe pulpit, did not take me by 
surprise. Accordingly, at half.past ten, 
hift Lord5hip, occoii)ij;iniod by Jlis Ex- 
cellency the Governor, and several 
officers of the garrison, walked to the 
chapel. The Bishop occupied a chair 
in the communion whilst I read oui* 
abridgment of the Morning Service, 
afker whieb he ascended the pulmt, and 
delivered an appropriate and truly evan- 
gelical discourse, grounded on Psalm ii. 
1— 4. This is as it should be, and, I 
trust, as things will be. May the bless- 
ings of the upper and nether springs be 
richly poured torth on Bishop Vidal ! 
May hid valuable life long be spared 
and made an abundant blessing to long- 
neglected Africa! Having spent an 
hour with us at the Misiion-house after 
service, the Bishop re-embarked in the 

afternoon f r Ti:*g<>«. 

Mr. iretmau will iiavc informed you 
that I accompanied him to Lagos and 
Abbeokuta in November, to a88i^t at the 
special services which we have since 
that tim« held. I was delighted with 
^K hat I saw of the progress of the work 
of (I.sd at tliose phices, and hoped I 
should have hud time fuliy to advert to 
such topics by this mall^ but regret to 
say I have not timo, as Uie maU doscs 
immediately. 



SIERRA-LEONE. 

The gmtificatlon with Avhich our readers will have pursued Mr. 
Wharton's account of Bishop Yidid's visit to James Town, will give 
place to sentiments of deep regret on perusing the following commu- 
nication from Sierra-I^eone, which shortly records the sudden ami 
|>rematurc death oi ihat admirahle Prelate, who (as Mr, Kdiiej 
infenns us) died at sea about two hundred miles to the south of the 
colouj. He adds, ^ Such were his meekness and hearenly^mtnded- 
ness, and his eminent qualifications for the important work in which 
he was engaged, that It was almost impossible to be favoured with his 
acquaintance and not feel veneration and lore for him." In thi« 
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sentiment we entirely concur ; and most sincerciy do we condole irith 
the Church Missionary Society upon tlio loss sustained in his removal, 
and pr;\y the Lord of tlic Iiarvest tbat his place (alas, how soon 
racated !) may be suitably supi lied.

and the funeral took place the same day* 
Id Dr. Vidal this Coast has lost an able 
and devoted fiieiid. He was well 

known, I believe, as tlie ablest living 
scholar in the unknown languages of 
Afriea, and to him the Bible Soeietf 
was lonlcing for important literary aid in 
rendering the word of God iutelligible 
to the ignorant and debased natiooa of 
the interior. His death, therefore, irill 
be very deeply and widely lamented. 
Poor Mrs. Vidal had just returned from 
England, and was anxiously looking for 
her husband. The shock she has 
received in his death is deeply serious* 

My colleagues, Bleiazs. Teal Mkd 
Dillon, are still quite weD. 

Since the close of the rains my own 
health has exhibited some very unfa- 
vourable symptoms; but I hope, with 
care and rest, to regain my usual 
vigour. 



You will regret to learn that Mr. 
Edney, who arrived here on the 19th of 
last month, is, at present, confined to 
his bed very ill. He went to Bathurst- 
street chapel on Sunday rooming last, 
with the intentloii of conducting the 
f4ervice, but was oblig:ed suddenly to 
leave, and was soon afterwards seized 
with strong fever. Although at present 
very weak aud low, he is progressing 
favourably, and we hope in a few days 
he will be convalescent. 

You will also be surprised and 
grieved to hear that Dr. Vidal, the 
truly amiable and devoted Bishop of 
Sieira>Iieone, is no more. He was 
returning fW»m a visit to Cape-Coast 
and Lagos, when he was seized with 
malignant fever, and, in the course of a 
few days, died at sea, within two hun- 
dred miles of Sierr?v-Lcone. The

Extract a Letter /ram the Rev. William Shaw, dated Graham*e Tewn, 

November 2-ith, 1854. 



I UXAU that it is possible that a 
letter sent off by this post may leave the 

Cape for England by the *' Sir Robert 
Peel "mail steamer. I therefore write a 
few hurried lines, to apprize you of my 
safe arrival at home, from my reeent 
long journey to visit the Stations to the 
northward and in the Bechuana Country. 
I reached Oraham-Town on Wednes- 
day, the inth instant. I was absent 
upwards of ten weeks, during which 
time I travelled more than a thousand 
miles, and visited the fbUowing towns 
and Missionary Stations ; namely, Alice, 
Kama's tribe, Keiskamma, Eland's 
Port^ Kamastone, Queen's-Town, Les- 
Rcyton, Burgher's Dorp, Aliwal North, 
Witteberg, Colesberg, Shiloh, Heald's> 
Town, Fort'Beaufort. Besides these 
places, I also visited the following 
towns and Stations beyond the Orange- 
Kiver; namely, Smithfield, Plattberg, 
Berca, Thaba Bossiu, Mosbcsh's Moun* 
tain, on the top of whidi I spent some 



time in an interview with that great 
Chief of the - Basutos, Thaba *Unchu, 

where I also had much conversation with 
IMoroko, the Chief of the Barolongs, 
Bloem Fontein, Bethany, and Philip- 
polis. 

I cannot at present send you a full 
account of my visit to these places ; but 
will write to you more at large by some 
other opportunity. I will just no;* only 
say, that, on the whole, 1 have to report 
that the state and prospects of these 
Missions are such as to call for thank- 
fulness, and stimulate hny.e that, not- 
withstanding the recent untoward events, 
they will revive, and go on and prosper. 

P.S. I am sorry to say that during 
my absence, many startling rumours 
have got into circulation, of some secret 
plotting between the Kaffir Chief and 
the Fingoes, for the purpose of forming 
a combination in another war against 
the colony.

Decetubcr lolh, 1054. 



BIt object in wriang to you by this 
liiai], it to tell you how greatly v, e btand 
in need of a well-trained and efBcieot 
dft7>8cbool Teacher. The various 
•cfaools In the lettlement, leeeiving help 
from the Board of Kducation, have been 
examined this week, in the presence of 
His ilxcellency the Governor and lady, 
•evenl members of the Board, and otbei 
fHends of education; and I am lorry to 
Riy that our boya* school appeared to 
Tery great dltMinuiUge. Dr. Yonng, 
one of the members of the Board, told 
me that formerly we had the b;st boys' 
school in the place; but that i» iut from 
being the i case now, which is to be 
accounted for by the negligence and 
misconduct of the last Tocher om- 
ployed, who borne widi for some 
time, and at length dismissed. Mr. 
Haime had no properly-qualified person 
to succeed iiim, and the person who has 
had charge of the school einc^ though 
the most suitable that could be got, is 
not the Teacher we need ; and we cannot 
expect him to compete with the Teach- 
ers of the other schools, jill of v.hoin 
are well-tridned European Teachers : 
the Establishment has one such Teach- 
er; the Fresbyterians one; and, I am 
Forry to say, the Church of Home has 
two, who are leaving no stone unturned. 
In the prosperity of cdioolt, wlien the 
fundamcntul doctrines of the IVible are 
taught, we rejoice ; but at the same 
time we feel it our duty to maintain our 
position as a Christian Society, and to 
have the children of our people trained 
up in the glorious doctrines we hold, 
wliich are not only opposed to the false 
doctrines of Papacy, but fo doctrines 
taught in other schools, such as the un- 
conditional perseverance of believers, 
baptismal regeneration, and the like. 
Our female school, which is the largest 
iu the place, was much commended, and 
mneh credit is due to the Teaehen, 
Mrs. and Miss Lewis; but unless ynu 
can help us, as we cannot help ourselves, 
nor be hdped from Jamelet> the school 
most stfU go down. At the exemiDation 
of our schools the Governor and his 
lady were very fiiendly, and expressed 
their wish that we might soon succeed 
in securing a eompet^nt Teachrr. AVr 
have every reason to think that our 
great need in this respect you will soon 



be able to meet. The Board engage to 
pqr the passive of a Teacher out in may 

merchant ve&sel, and also to pay 12;. 
a year, per head, for each scholar who 
regularly attends | end tlie emount that 

mi^ht remain, say to complete a sum of 
£l2i\ per yfnr as a salary, we could pay 
ourselves. The Board of Education has 
been in operation now ebout three yeszs, 
and they afibrd every advantage to the 
various denominations, as they supply 
eadi school with every thing that is 
necessary ; and, to encouiii{7e good at- 
tendance and behaviour, and to inspire 
tlie scholars with diligence iu their stu* 
dies, at the half-yearly exeminatiooa a 
large number of very excellent reward* 
books are given to the most deserving. 

It woud be neeesaary that the 
Teacher should a!;io be a Local 
Preacher, as he might be of invalu- 
able service here. In Belize we have 
no Local Preacher who can acceptably 
occupy the pulpit in case of our sick- 
ness, or when visiting the out-Siations; 
end the best of them can only iaiper- 
fectly read a printed seriunn. Having 
no local help in Belize, we have none to 
send to the out-places near, some of 
which are rather large. In Caiibb- 
Town, which is thirty-^ix miles from 
here, 1 am told that there is a popu- 
lation of more than two thousand 
inhabitants; but there is no 3Iissionary 
in the place, no school, no Local Preach- 
er ; and I believe we are the only deno- 
mination that pay them occasional visits, 
and try to save them from eternal woe. 
Within the last week, Mr. llaime and 
myself spent a few days in the place, 
re- opened the chapel that wai5 blown down 
about two years ago, did all the good we 
could among them, and left them with 
feelings of compansion. On the Sunday 
evening near the chapel the natives were 
keeping a wake. They had the figure of 
a sdiooner marked out on the ground, 
arul rriii-t> dri\xn iii, rigged up, with the 
sails flying in the wind, a number of 
men dressed up as sailors, running up 
and down the figging, and scores of peo- 
ple looking on, making a dreadful noise. 
Such was a funeral wake, and the per- 
son had only been dead some few hours 
before. "With .i [^ood deal of persuasion 
we prevailed upon them to pull it down, 
and got them to go home { some of theu^

were the worse for drink. Devil feasts 
ve fmmd again preTiiled tn the place ; a 

was erfctfd on purpose, and the 
work of the devil was in great prosperity. 
hem w« eottid not expeet when ihtj ate 
left 80 much under the influence of the 
prince of darknc;;s; and Mr. Uaime, 
from the shattered state of his health, 
could not possibly devote more labour 
to tVtf place than what has done. I 
am thankful to aar, that, atter tpeaking 
to diem on the Mif and widltedneas of 
such practices, we got them to pull t!ie 
shed down, and to remove the things 
used on such occasions away ; and I 
doubt not, if we conld glfodiem nCM 
labour, we slio ild soon see many of them 
devoting themselves to God. They aie a 
fine race of people, and the men can all 
Rpenk English, anil some of the women ; 
80 that at once we have access to them, 
and may hope for moch from them. 

MuUin's River, which is ten miles 
nearer Belize than Caribb-Town, and, 
like the other places, only accessible 
by water, ttaadt in need of more Mis- 
sionary labour. The place contains 
about five hundred inhabitants ; some 
four hundred of whom are under the 
influenee of Romanism, and given up 
to every vile practice. M'^hcn we arrived 
there the other evening, large numbers 
of them were enaged in a proeetilon, 



carrying the image of Sauta Maria. 
Among the procession eame pwaoiMi vere 

singing, others fiririL' L'uns, others cairy* 
ing lighted candles, crosses, &C., dcc.^ 
•nd not a feir of the men vere drunk ; 
but they have no Piiest living among 
them, and are only occasionally visited 
by one; and from our convet»atiou with 
them, we thought that if we could 
oftencr visit the place, many of them 
might be reclaimed from their delusion ; 
for more than one of the leading men 
asked' us if their doings were not right, 
evidently doubting tlie correctness of 
them. You will see that we are much 
in want of lay agency here, and we 
must be Tnaterially hinilere'l in our 
work till you can send ns such a per- 
aon ont as we request. Mr. Webb is 
here at present ; but in J^n : :>ry he will be 
leaving for Ruatan, which is some one 
hundred and thirty>six miles from this, 
and his labours for some time to come 
will be confined to that island, and the 
adjoiuing places. We shall be anxious 
to hear from yoa the result of our re- 
quest, a;id hope that we shall foon nlv iin 
the help which we need. Our trust is in 
the Lord, and with lidl our hearts we 
engage in His cause, and from Him ex- 
pect success to attend our labours in the 
salvation of souls. The Lord gtant us 
grace, that we may be found faithful !

I FEAR that we shall scarcely be able 
to hold our District- Meettnir at early as 
I had hoped. The prevalence of 
scarcity, small-pox^ and cholera, forbids 
my leaving home at pmeat. We have 
lost five of our household \f cholera, 
(the last of whom was our second mis- 
tress, on Friday last,) though nay family 
have been hitherto mereifoUf preserved. 
]Mr8. Griffiih was early on .'Nfonduv 
rooraing seized with premonitory 
dlanhflSB, accompanied with great pain, 
medical atd was soon obtained, and, by 



the applioition of atnmg lemedies, «]! 

alarm was happily removed by sunset 
of that day. She is very weak. Alto- 
gether, the last has been an awful year. 

By the liberality of a few £uropeans, 
T was enabled to support three hundred 
and ten individuals for five weeks, and 
pattiaUy to relieve about two hundred 
more. Nothing bat die mitigation of 
the unprecedented minrry about us could 
reconcile me to the trouble and solici- 
tude which this matter occatlona me. 

Our schools are closed, our con^ega- 
ti<m8 much affected, and our Society 
much tedttced, by the calamitiea tefcr- 
red to.

DuRiKG the past three months, I 
have held t hfe ^Uied services each week, 
generallj wiili encouraging attendancei 
aTeragin^ over forty on eaeh oceasion. I 

feel grateful to God for the degree of 
attention often manifested, and for the 
persuasion from His cver-blesKed Spirit, 
that mj labour was not in vaio. Still, 
how mnny «'^d feelings have constantly 
filled my heart, contemplating the gross 
darkness around ! No power can die- 
perse this but the rays of tlie Sun of 
Kigbteousness. Thank God, His voice 
can effectually say, " Let there be 
light ! " 

In the distribution of the word of God 
1 have visited upwards of twenty streets, 
leaving one copy of tbe New Testament 
at every acccs-siblc dwcllitig and shop. 
In this way a great number has passed 
through my hands ; not so many, how- 
ever, as I had hoped to disperse abra«d« 
This is partly owing to the pre^sent 
unsettled state of society. Tiie work of 
distribution demands a large amonnt of 
labour and some self-denial on our part ; 
but it is cheerfully given. Let every 
donor of these blessed volumes join us 
in earnest prayer that they may be well 
read. We have now obtained a very 
useful set of tracts. 1 will mention 
those printed or purehased during the 
past year. The Sermon on the Jlount, 
with Notes ; Explanation of the Lord's 
Prayer; Truth and Error; History of 
Christ, of Abraham, of Joseph; Trea- 
tise on the Soul; Compendium of the 
Religion of Christ ; Prodigal Son j and 
Poor Joseph. Tliese, together with sepa- 
rate Gospels, and several sheet tract.", 
have been freely scattered during the 
year, and especially during the last three 
months.

This determination will, 
doubtless, be respected by the bellige- 
rents; if not, they will be compelled to 
observe it. In case of fires occurring 
near the foreign factories, some parts of 
their vicinity will be occupied by British 
Hnd American troops, and every precau- 
tion taken to prevent mobs gathering 
around, and also the spread of the flames 
toward the neutral gruund. In anticijia- 
tion of any movement soon to be made 
on the city, the British and Ameriean 
Commanders, Admiral Stirling and Cap- 
tain Abbot, have already on the spot the 
forces necessary to carry out these plans.

which we know, from having had copies irom Nanking pkced in our 
hands, to be that commonly known and styled as Gutzlaff's version, 
and towards printing which, in former times, the British and roreic;;n 
Bible f^ociety contributed pecuniary aid, — be made the text-hook for 
imtructiug the Cliiuese youth of the whole empire."

I EMBRACE the c.T'kst opportunity 
of reporting to you, more definitely than 
1 ooubl find tfme to do by the lait mail, 
some of the most important circumstances 
and results of my recent visit to Lagos 
and Abbeokata. 

I left Cape- Coast in the mail steamer 
"Bacchante," nn Monday, Norember 
20tb. On Tuesday the 21st we com- 
munieated with Akrah, and I invited 
Mr. Wharton to accorni any me in my 
brief tour. On Tuesday evening we 
•ailed fbr Lagos, and landed about noon 
on Wednesday with the usual landing 
disasters of damaged trunks, portman- 
teaus, &c., from the breakings and 
waabfnga of tbe aurf. On tlie bcacb we 
found Mr. Gardiner awaiting our arrival, 
and delighted to receive us safe on 
ahote. 

On our arrival in the town of Lagoa, 
which is situated on an island in an ex- 
tensive lagoon and about three miles 
from the beach, we made immediate 

arrangements for holding special services, 
which were to commence on the follow- 
ing day ; and in accordance therewith 
Air. Wharton pmehed in our temporarj 
bamboo rliapel on Friday afternoon, to 
a iarge and attentive congregation, con- 
tiaHog chiefly of Chriatian emigrante 
from Sierra-Lcone and our scliool-cliild- 
ren, with a few of the natives of the 
town. 

We mci with a most gratifying tecqn 

tion from our Society at Lagos, who 
greatly rejoiced over our visit; and 
during the day we also vidud Mr. 
Campbell, the Briti-^h Consul, who 
received us with a kind and hearty inter- 
ctt. We were alio reeeifed very kindly 
by the King of Lagos ; and tbna ended 
Uie labour*? of our first day. 

On Saturday, the 26th, we paid other 
vidta, and held a apeelal aeivioe in the 

evpninp. 

On tSunday, the 26ih, I preached 
twice to large and attentive congrega- 
tloni. 



IMondiiy tbe 27th, at noon Mr. Whar- 
ton and 1 started for Abbeokuta. Em- 
barking on the Lagoon in canoee, we 
proceeded over a •wide expanse of u aicr, 
until about three p.m., when we entered 
one of the secondary mouths of the 
River Ogu, and proceeded along a 
narrow creelt until latisb in the evening', 
when we entered the Mam Kiver. 

There being a moon doiiog the early 
part of tbr night, our canoemen — native 
Christians of Abbeokuta, who had come 
down for us — proceeded on till a late 
boor of the night, when, the moon going 
down and leaving us in darknes", rhpy 
drew up the canoes alongside of a small 
aand-bank, pot their mats on the sand, 
atul ^Icjit a few hours. Mr, Wharton 
and 1 remained in the canoes. During 
ilie darkness rain threatened ne; bnt, 
happily for us, passed away, for which 
we felt thankful, we wlionld have been 
quite shelterless and in dariiues?, which 
would have been both diaagreeable and 

dan i,'rrr)u!<. 

On Tuesday, the 28th| at four a.m., 
we got water heated, and took a cup of 
tea in the darkneia; and at daylight^ 
half past five a.m., we resumed our pro- 
gress up the stream, having suffered no 
inconvenience daring the night save 

himoytiticcs from plenty of mosquitoes 
and heavy dews. At eleven, a.M., we 
stopped at a email village on the banka 
to take relieshment, and then Mmmod 

OUT journey. 

The average width of the River OgV 
ie iVom aixty to aeventy yarda. A large 
extent of its banks is richly ■u-norlcd, 
the silk cot ton* tree, and otlier forest- 
treea of this country appearing in all 
their grandenr. And the brushwood, 
consisting of many pretty flowering 
shrubs, was, in many parts, overgrown 
with handsome tridling and climbing 
plant?*, ConvofrufnrrfT, PapilionacecBf 
&c., while handsome varieties of LUiacea, 
of tbe AmarjfUi* and^emaoralitningeneray 
were decowtlDg the imoicdiate cdgea of 
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tb« •trcMi, and drooplfig thetr leares 

Into the water, v^lulc t| rir lively colour- 
ed flowers were expanding in striking 
oontrait with the dark green foliage of 
the trees. I oould have lingered and 
gazpd for hours on these nrh floral 
beauties^ but time preiaed, and my Ui8« 
poritioQ to pmiie wa« «wii datl|Mited 
when 1 thought of the possibility 
of my beiug left behind by the 
iteamer on Tier return to Cape- 
Coaet. I did leap on shore on one 
spot, and seize a large bunch of a beau- 
tiful white JpomoeOf and say, " These 
I will trjr and presenre In aome way or 
other, and get them to Cape- Coast for 
introduction to England;" but, in the 
fzcitementa of Abbeokatt^ I oveilookcd 
them till it was too late. 

Birds of the most beautiful plumage 
were hopping from spray to spray on 
the banks of the itrean, and here ami 
there a whole troop nt" nirnkcV?? were 
seen, twenty or thirty in number, young 
and old; of all rizes, occupying the 
branches, and ftedfng on the bnda of a 
silk cotton- tre**. 

Late at night we again hauled up the 
canoea alongride of a aand*bank, the 
canoemcn made up their beds on the 
aand, and we again slept in the canoes^ 
with the eanopy of heaven for a cover- 
ing. 

The heat, during the day, ! nti en 
most oppressive, the thickly-wooded 
banks of the river admitting no breeze, 
and the stitam too \^ ide to admit of our 
enjoying much shade. We wished for 
Bleep ; but alas, the moequltoee I The 
dew, too, was extremely heavf. 

On Wednesday, the 29th, at day- 
break, we again resumed oar journey, 
stopped at a email village to breakfast 
at half-past eleven a.m., and at half- 
past six, P.M., reached the landing- 
place about eight miles distant from 
Abbeokuta, from whence we had to 
travel by land. Here onr kind and 
thoughtful canoemen immediately kct 
to work to erect for ua a temporary 
hlecping-hut, consisting of their paddles 
and bamboo poles with which they 
work their canoes, and some native 
mats. 

Our lads soon kindled a fire, and, 
after taking some refreshment, we lay 
down on the ground to sleep. 

Thursday, 30th At three, P.u., we 

sent on some of the canoemen to 
Abbeokuta, to report our near approach, 
and to get carriers to take up our 
loggage. 

A-bout seven, a.m., two of our young 
Teaehcts anived with hetses tot as| 



and shorUx afterwards many old Mends 

of mine, in company with Mr. Edward 
Bickersteth, arrived to escort un to 
Abbeokuta. Some of these were ou 
horseback, and several on foot. Prescntlj 
in came a man riding a beautiful war- 
hoise, richiy caparisoned in i^loorith 
fashion, and 1 aoon learnt that this horse 
vran sent exprrPftly ly my old friend 
bhumar, the brother of the late King 
tiodaka, and Commander-in-Chief of Ute 
£gba forces, that I might have a fitst- 
rate hmt-^ to carry me from the river 
to the town. 

I, of eouTse, gladly accepted this dis* 
linguished actot kindnccs ; and we, after 
taking breakfast at our halting-place, at 
ten, A.M., started for Abbeokuta, where 
we arrived at noOQ. 

Many of our people met us on the 
way to bid us welcome, and some of the 
prindpal ChieA had sent horsemen to 

forni a pnrt of out r^c^rt. 

Towards evening we went to pay a 
visit to Sagba, the newly-elected King 
ci Abbeokuta, who ze*visited ns with 
great kindnesfi. 

We then visited my old friend bbu- 
mar, who was greatly delighted to see 
us, and talked with me most frtely 
on bygone days, the time of my former 
^slt in 1842, and the changes which 
bad, since that tine^ passed over theni as 
a people. 

While conversing with Shumar, he 
reminded me of my having, when there 

in 1842, made choice of a favourite 
spot of ground, near bodaka's house, 
on whicti a Mission Station might 
Im built at some future day, 
and said, that since his broiher*8 dea<h 
some persons bad applied for it; but 
he had held it in reeerve ftw us. I 
thanked hini for his careful remembrance 
of us, and said that 1 would see it on 
the morrow and take possehsion of it ; 
and that we sbonid not fail to make 
there a Station eventually, in booOttr of 
his late brother Sodaka* 

We retired early to rest that night, 
thankful for a comfortable bed. 

On Friday, December 1st, wc held 
two special services, which were very 
well attended, and performed several 
baptisms, and married several couples 
among the members of our Society. 

On Saturday, Deoember 8d, we held 
a Ali^sionary Meeting, which was very 
well attended. 

After the object of the Meeting had 
been Stated, Mr. Bickersteth stood at 
the communion-rail to take down the 
names of the subscribers; and it was 
vsiy delig^tiUI to see onr people, of 
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Aprils

Jb %ht morning pvayiaiu to wr bald- 
ing the Meeting, Shumar and Ogn- 
bunna, another Chief of great importanco, 
paid us a visit, and also two others, ui a 
aonievi hat lower rank. 

DiiriiifT nur conversation liith Shu« 
mar ami Oguhnnna, the tortner slated, 
tbat he haa in Ma faim an tbe banks of 
the river a fine timber-tree, which he 
ihtii presented to us for tlie bonrds mid 
beams of the new Statiunj whcoevir we 
VMj aand sawyera to out U down. 

Tliese Chieftains, as well as Sagba, 
tbt King, asked us niany questions 
abanl Dahomi, and aeeased apprehcnaif a 
that i!ay might be troubled, ete long, 
with another vi>it from the King ot 
J)ill)Otlii; to wiiicii wc uuisweied, ihiil the 
King seems too anxious to cultivate 
amity with Eni^land, t i admit of his 
taking a step which would be ao di«- 
taattful to iba Britiah Oovamment aa 
ibut of invading Abbeokuta. 

Towards evening wc rode over to pay 
a hasty visit to i\Ir. auU iMrs. Towiu- 
baikdi of tba Church Misaionary Society, 
and to call oB tba King^ and talta our 
leave of bim. 

The StatioB oeeuiiiad by Mr. and 
Mrs. Townshcnd is iituated i^ar Sag* 
ba's house, (or palace,) and about from 
two mileii and a hiill' to three mii^a from 
our Station, and are ihie pramites, con- 
aidtrably larger than ours. Their 
church is buUt on the vanie plan aa our 
chapel, but larger. 

VVe had only time to pay a short 
vi>it ; and we then made a ha^ty call on 
Sagba, to &ay iarewell, and returned 
botto to pvepara for oar jonniay baek to 
Lagos. 

At ten p.M«, we started for the liver 



to a landing-plaee mucb higher up the 

stream, and nearer to Abb^< kntn. We 
reached it after about half au liour's ride 
on horseback, and iben got into our 
canoes, and hastened down the stream, 
feariiifT ^^^^ hy nuy chaiu e wc should be 
too late lor the m^iil. ^Ve continued 
our progress during the greater part ot 
the night, and, alas ! all day on SundLiy, 
as a matter of stern necessity ; and at 
noon on Afondaj« exactly a wedc ftom 
the time of our departure, we arrived ut 
Lagos, and were glad to find tliat the 

Uiiccliaate ' Imd not yet arrived. 

On Tueaday, the 5tb of December, 
at seven r. 3r., we htld our first Mission- 
ary fleeting at Lagos, in our bamboo 
diapel, the Consul in the diair, and tbo 
King of Lagos, and nearly all the mer- 
chants present on the occa&ion, and also 
sonie iia.iivt: iicaUaiun. The attend- 
ance was very good, and the Meeting 
passed off exceedingly welh The King 
oi Lagos addressed the Meeting, auU 
ezptesaed his graiifleation at the incro* 
diicuon of Christianity into his cuuutry, 
and his readiness to aid and encourage 
11 lij its prugrtia among the people. 
Ua iiho i»roved the sincerity of his 
remarks hy n subscription of £5. The 
collection on the spot amounted to £ti^ 
Sterling, and will, I presume, be oon* 
siderably increased ere the li^t Is closed. 

On Wednesday, the Gtl;, we held a 
special uiceiin^, cuuiiistiog of Messrs. 
Wharton, Gardmer, some Leaders and 
Local Prtacbers, and myself, hnvng for 
ita object the promotion of the proi>perity 
of die Circoit, chapel building, &e. 

On the following Friday, the mail 
came in, and on Saturday, wc embarked 
for (^apctoast, itie Consul kindly 
sending na aloogaidew in company with 
the Bishop of Sitrra-Lcone, in his lari:c, 
convenient boat. Thus successtuUy 
ended oiv firat visit to Lagos, and wa 
duly readied home* thankfol to God for 
joumeying marciea.

Whek T ]'\^.f wrote, we were ntf- romplenu'nt of Bfihslonaries in this Cir« 
oned at Kngiiah iiarbuur ; but, in con- cuit dunug the greater part of It^i 
«a^n«B40 of «ttr not having tba full it bcoam# ncfcaiaif thai w« ahonld 
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remove to Fveetovn, (n vtlUge about 

fourteen miles distant liom ISt. John's,) 
m the StftUQn wac without « iUission- 
arjr, and tiood in gteatcr need than 
SDgliih Harbour of pastoral oversight 
anil care. Though we had been 
scarcely settled at JiogUsh W arbour, yet, 
as the necessity of the case required it. 
we cheerfuQj repacked our thin-^H, and 
sooa took up our abode, not where we 
were merely wanted, but where we were 
wanted most. 

The Freetown village is fhe largest in 
the island ; the population is estimated 
at from two to three thousand, almost all 
of whom are of the labourin;? classes. 
i>oon alter the abolition of alavery in 
these islands, a large number of tha 
peasantry of Antigua purchased lands, 
and located tlunisclves h. r»'. They are 
industrious in their habits, aud Irugal to 
a ffoverb; but, in e<niMN|ue&ce of the 
agricultural dcj/rcssion of the island, are 
very poor. Uur chapel and iUiimion- 
house are situate in the oentre of the 
villaf^e, and about two miles distant are 
St. Philip's, a Station of the Estab!i«V!( <l 
Church, and New I'ields, a Moraviaii 
settlement. 

Oil entering upon the duties of the 
Stutioo, I found a people who, like the 
Bereans of old, "receired the word with 
all readiness of mind;" but it was not 
lung before I discovered that, thtuigli 
tlieir atieodance on the means of grace, 
and their attention to the *'wmd 
preached/* were very pralseworlhy, yet 



they were weak in faith and wotldly in 

spirit. I therefore arranged to nuet the 
Leaders once a week for spiritual coq* 
Tersation and prayer; and these meet- 
jags, 1 am happy to say, have bad the 
most lalutary effect on their minds. 
They have now their iicaits in their 
work, and they do it as unto the Lord. 

And the influence of their deepening 
piety is felt in all their classes, the 
religious experience of the monhert of 
which is more definite and satisfactory, 
and their walk in the woild more con- 
sistent and Christian. And not a lew 
<* taking knowledge of them ** have been 
led to emulate their example, and to 
give their hearts to the Lord. Tliere 
has been an encouraging awakening, 
especially among our ymmg people, 
twenty-five of whom fonght and ob- 
tained admission on trial for church^ 
neBbersbip duting the last <|uarier; 
and besides these I have admitted 
twenty-seven adults as full and accre* 
diteH chuTch''members. 

Our people in this village, (hough 
peor, (many of them not t aming more 
than sixpence per day, so low is the rate 
of wages given by the planters,) are, 
willing 10 support the work of God to 
the extent of their ability. And 1 can 
truly say of them, as the great Apoetle 
said of the churches of Macedonia, 
" hov: tliat in great trial of affliction the 
abuodiiuce of their joy and their deep 
poverty abovnded unto the vicfcft of 
their liberality.**

kin, the Captain^ boat called the gig, 
the bulwarks or the frame or cap of 
them — piece of timber of siiong oak, 
between eight and n(ne inehee ^quaie. 
The cat-head is a piece of timber of 
.strong oak, twelve or fourteen inches 
square, projecting two-and-a-half or 
three feet out of the quarter* bow z this 
was broken off as smooth as though it 
had been sawed off. Indeed it made 
dean work of it, not leaving a thing 
Irom stem to stem, projecting beyond 
the hull of the vessel. Pieces ot ice 
broken from the ice-berg, fell on the 
deck of the ahip. I felt anxious to pre- 
serve some of them ; hnt this I had no 
means of doing. Ttie ice-berg was as 
high as the matte of the TOiael, and sup- 
posed (o be near two acres in surface. 
The ^ide the vessel struck was smooth 
or even, or comparatively so : this wae 
most finrtunate ; for had it been other* 
wise, we should still hare hcen broken 
to pieces. The crash, as it was, was tre-

Sabbath, September Ist. — Lastnight 
at twelve uVlork, we came within ahair- 
bteadth oC being destroyed by coming in 
contact with an ice-berg* There was a 
thick wliitc fcg on the water at the time, 
and die tirst the watch saw of the ice- 
berg wae the dashing of the waves 
against its side. We were then within 
a few rods of it, and going at the rate 
of between six and seven knots an hour. 
The watch sprang from the bow on the 
deck, aiitl at the top of hU voice cried. 

Breaker:! ahead — down with the helm 
•^hard up.*' The ship instantly obeyed 
the hchH, and this saved us : had we 
been one rod nearer to the ice-berg, 
when it was discovered, or liad there 
been one hatf-minute^s more delay in 
givirisj; ihr con niand, or the ship had 
been one atom more tardy in obeying 
the helm, we should have gone with our 
bow directly against the ice-berg ; in 
which case all agree that nothing could 
have hindered the instant destruction of 
the vrssel, and, as the Captain afterwards 
said, in five minutes not one would have 
been left to tell the tale of the sad dis« 
Mtcr. As It wasi wben the ship cnme 
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vr.zy, the sound wr<? as though the ship 
wa« breaking in two ; and then the 
noises, terror, and excitement, attendant 
on the occurrences of those fearful fifkeen 
minutes, I will not attempt to describe. 
Ail the days of my Ule will I render 
pratse and thanks to tho Sapreme 
Bein^, for t!ie peaca and composedness 
of mind He gave me during the trying 
eilais. All this day the Captain ana aU 
iMods have been baxd at work, endea- 
vouring in some degree to repair the 
ii^ttiy suitainsd by the ship, by the sad 
oecnrrenees of last night The Captain 
PiippnscM flip amount of damage to be 
more than £60. He seems a good deal 
despondent, and says that no such dread- 
ful aeddent had ever before befallen a 
vessel on which he sailed. The wind is 
high, and directly agaiost us. We are 
making, perhaps, no progress; but are 
beating about to avoid the ice-In r^^y by 
which we are surrounded ; for two or 
three hours we have been near the mon- 
ster lce«berg we struck last night : it 
almost maTre'; one's blood freeze' in the 
veins to look at its bold trout ot breast- 
work, seventy-five or a bttudred feet 
above the water ; it appears to be nearly 
four-square. There are now in sight 
thirteen ice-bergs: they surround us on 
every side, like Herculean beasts of 
prev, waiting to swallow us up. I for- 
got to say in the proper place, that we 
•truck tbe toe-berg in bt. 62* 38, and 
long. 71* west.

Thk state of religion is hopeful. Our 
meetings on tbe Sabbath are well attend- 
ed, and there is an appearance of Increas- 
ed interest in the means of grace. liast 
Sribbath it rained incessantly, with a 
cold north wind. Still our fine church 
was filled four times. First, in the 
morning at six ; at which time I read 
the morning service in Cree, and preach- 
cd m Indian* Tbe services of Ae day 
were omclttded witb a prayer-meeting at 
six P.M. 

We have a Sabbath-school of eighty 
scholars, thirty-eight of whom stood up 
in a class and read in the English New 
Testament; twenty-five of these had 
learned some verses of Scripture. 

Our day-school rivdau'es seventy at 
this season of the year. During the 
winter we expect about fifty as an average 
attendance. Botb out Teadieis bare 
full emplnvmcnt. 

In addition to the duties of the school 
Miss Adams teaches the ichool-girls, and 
women from the TUtsgei needle>work of 



all kinds required — &ic eutt'n.» and 
making of garments, head-dresses, &c. 

Once a week the women of the village 
assemble, and take lessons in needle* 
work. ^frs. H. always attends these 
meetings, and after the sewing is over 
tbey turn It into a prayer-meeting. 

The last meeting of this kind, they say, 
was an interesting one ; nine of the 
women praying with much apparent 
devotion. This, I think, is a new thtn|f 
hrre ; but it has been Mrs. H,*s custom 
in every place where we have been sta- 
tioned, and it seems to have been an 
important aid in fostering individual 
effort and personal piety among the 
women. Miss A. has a prayer-meeting 
with the school-children, especially with 
the girls, and four of them have 
begun to pray* Miaa A. has thus tar 
spent all ber Ume out of scliool*hottrs in 
working with and for the fbmalcs, cspe* 
cially the school- girls. 

We have some three hundred copies 
of the Gospel according to St. John, and 
about eight hundred copies of the Hymn- 
Book, unbound; and Mr. Taylor, our 
other Teacher, makes himself nscAil in 
the book-binding department out of 
school-hours,

Garden River is directly on the highway 
for communication with Owen Sound, 
Manatoulin, the various trading posts 
on tbe north shores of Lakes Huron and 
Superior, and tbe South shore of Supe» 
rior, including Na-we-jah-me,koryWash- 
key-Bay, (Rev. Mr. Shaw*s charfje,) 
Keway-v.c-uong, and numerous tribes 
west and south. In the conversion and 
salvation of the Indian tribes, the Me- 
thodist Episcopal Church and the Wes- 
leyan-Methodist Gburcb knew no political 
boundaries, each ausisting other with 
men and means. The former commenc- 
ed, and for many years supported, our 
Canada Missions, and we in return com- 
menced their Miss'ons in IMichigan, and 
still afibrd them Indian labourers in the 
work. 

A large portion of the Indians at 
Garden River not only received the Gos- 
pel readily, but from a degraded, indo- 
lent, drunken, psgan tribe, became a 
ff^her, praying, and industrious people, 
showing an example in these virtues of 
, Ao Gospel, worthy of all commsndation. 
la many other places we «« shamed bf 
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thair filth and indolence. At Garden 
fiirtr, thara ii no wandering for the 
tliai»| tMr ofaUdnn an at telrool) and 
their familiea are comfortable through 
the whole year. They must, of rourte, 
liecome intelligent and usctul, exhibiting 
the deaign af tii* Ootpel for « the Uh 
wh\ch ao» i% at vail at thai vUch it to 
come."

It was probably owing to 
this that its Chiefs would never allow us 
permiaaion to build a house within the 
precincts of the sacred city. 

COMMEMC£M£NT OP OPERATIOX8 
AT BAV. SAmi.T STBUOOLBS 
AND OlSCOOBAeZMXirX*. 

It ^ras in October, 10'3, that the King 
gave us permiation to form an esubiiiili- 
ment heve. No time was lost in taking 
possession of the ground. Leaving my 
family at Vcwa, I voluntarily endured a 
residence in a wretchedly small hur, 
amongst thcee blood-thhsty people, in 
order to get a house built. On one occa- 
sion, a body was left for several hours 
within three yatda of the door of my hut, 
previous to its being cooked and eaten. 
For three months did the King trifle 
with my feelings, and disregard bis own 
solemn promise. It teemed as though 
we should never get the house built, and 
my own health was rapidly failing. The 
Heathen Priests boldly affirmed that 
their gods would kill me, and were now 



beginning their work. But I reooTewd, 
and the Chief redeemed his pioadse^ 

and ordered the house to be commenced. 

i>oaner were we somewhat settled^ 
than we became the subjects of daily 
insult and robbery. Instead of being 
satisfied with hanging pieces of humaa 
flesh within two or wree yards of our 
fence, as they did at first, some of tho 
people proceeded to fix it upon reed;*, 
and place it withia a yard or two of our 
doors and windows. 

AU was lost but faith. 

A promise was then applied with 
Divine fbrce to comfort mo. Being 
exceedingly dejected, I Opened mj 
Bible one day, and was greatly encou- 
raged with a promise on which faiih laid 
firm hold. This stirred me up to con- 
stant helieTing prayer. 

Just after this, a leUer was received 
frnm King George of Tonga, urging the 
Chief to embrace Christianity. Tho 
f'hief arknowledged the receipt of this 
communicaiion witiiout referring to 
Georgeli tcqnest. 

THB ETBITTVUI. BAY. 

On ifao 37th of April, I had a long 
interview with Thakombau in private, 

during which he resolv^'d to renounce 
Heathenism. The following Saturday 
was the great day of ptepavation. Seve- 
rn! ton'^ nf iiro were brmu'lit for the 
Sunday's consumption. Bales of native 
calieo were distributed amongst those 
who wished to elotho thnnsclves. 
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FfifiJ££.— -BAIT. 



On Sunday, April 30th, tho Iwa greftt 
drum? of Peejee— known to the natives 
by the nanae of "Hm pubUtber of war," 
which had never been uted bat to con- 
gregate warriors and cannibals — were 
beaten to assemble (hose who wished to 
enrol themselves uuder the Ptince of 
Peaee. The King, with «boa( three 
hiinrircJ Chiefs and attendants, then 
entered a large dwelling, (120 feet by 
90,) ftnd enraaffed thenueWee for the 
•erYi<k». Tiie Priest of his household 
ffoAs, and all hi" wives, — about fifty, — 
fbllowad him. Tiie Rer. James Calvert, 
of the edjotning Cirenit, kindly complied 
with ntir invitation, and conducted the 
morning service. The change in the 
people, with clean faeee, and wdl dotheil, 
was very striking. 

The following Sabbath three hundred 
siore embraced Christianity. 

On the 8th of Hay Ao templea began 
(0 be spoiled of their ornaments. One 
of their deities, the god of rain and fair 
weather, was broaght in triumph to me. 
The Heathens from the large land pre* 
dieted n7 death*

9th. — An attack was made upon a 
sasred forest in our vicinity. The car- 
penter* were conveyed by water to tlie 
spot, flolemoly bowing befbre the great 
Treator, one of the Teachers prayed 
aloud, and besought him to prevent any 
evil Rom eoning to them while they 
attacked Satan's forest.'* They then 
iVlled some of the monster iron-wood 
trees, which have been considered sacred 
for ages. Some of the poor earpenters 
trembled v^ry much, lest an evil spirit 
should kill them. They are taught by 
tradition that thdr forefhthere felled tome 
of these trees on one occasion, and then 
retired to rest for the night. The next 
day, on repairing to the spot iu order to 



iquare tho k^, tbof wave surprised t(t 
And that the trees were again in their 
proper position, and still growing. 
Messengers were now sent to teferal 

islands, directing the inhabitants to 

renovince idolatry. Kvery Sabbath 
bruu^lit an addition to our uumbeis at 
Bau. 

Evening and momiug, some four or 
Ave of us r^ttlarly conduct family 
prayer in the Tatioos dwelling!^, going 
"CnHB house to house." The spirit of 
grace and of supplications" seems to be 

Soured upon some houses. Frequently 
nring pablie worMhip do wo behold the 
h raving breast and the starting tear. 
Hut we desire to have a copious pente- 
costal shower: then shall sinners be 
converted to our God. 

Ban is converted from Heathenism to 
CliristiaaUy ; we now labour for Bau's 
conversion from sin unto boUncaa. 

Our congregations arc vtry orderly 
and attentive. The Chief repeated 
nearly the whole of one sermon the day 
after he heard it. The trutlis of revela- 
tion seem to interest these intelligent 
people. Upwards of one thousand have 
become Chrisriaiw. 

ladies' WORK. 

I take this opportunity of tendering 
our thanks to Mrs. Etehdla, of Droyl<4- 
den, who kindly sent us a few children's 
print frocks, in remembrance of raj late 
father. No presents eould be more 
acceptable or useful, as it somewhat 
relieves our wives, who are very fully 
occupied from morning to night. Some 
hundrecis of mothers already look to 
3Irs. ^^ator^1•'«° alone for help in cut- 
ting out and sewing garments for them- 
advei and their families. Fkom want iMf 
time, we are obliged to leave ntlicb un« 
done which we wish to do.

Turn pleasing exeitement produeed 

by the vibit of your honoured rcpre- 
jteutative, the Kev. Robert Voung, was 
hoon exchanged for the blood-chilling 
hofrom of cannibal Feejee, I shall not 
soon forget the 28th of December last. 
Hia^ of their enemies were captured by 
tho Bau people, four of whom were 
brought here to be eaten ; whilst a young 
manand woman (the only female amongst 
the number) were bound and brought 
alive. The poor creature was abused 
shamefully whilst in the hands of her 
^rHeIea|>tors, On the^r arrival her »?«otjr 



drese was taken off, and sbo was leni 

ashore in a state of perfect inulity. In 
the presence of a large mixed company 
of eager spectators she was clubbed, and 
then cut up, and ptepaxed for the oven 
befiire pulMtion ceased.

The same fate awaited the youth 
(about eighteen years of age) so 
soon as the King h>ad obtained all the 
information from him which it was sup- 
posed he could give. Providentially 
this ^av« me (Im^ to make some efqrts

towards the saviii:; of his life. With 
heaving botorn I rendered along the 
lanes of this guilty city oa that inauspi- 
cious day. No maa said, " God speed 
thee.*' The blackest looks were directed 
towards me. I requested a Tongucse 
Chief to tid ne ; but h« m{4, " I pray 
thee have me excused." He, however, 
seat one of hig men to protect me. Away 
we went; frequently compelled to turu 
■side* and conceal from our sight the 
operations of these himian butchers. At 
length I entered the presence of the 
guilty mdiiRvel), whoie beating teemed 
to say, Hast thou found me, O my 
enemy?" I spoke; but he interrupted 
me. With a hellish look, which I cuuld 
not mielnterpret, he exclaimed, **The 
man caxnot l!ve ! " 1 made no reply, 
but prayed in silence unto Uim who can 
•ofkeo the hardest beart The mytteri- 
ous power of the Eternal Being touched 
the stony heart of this prince of canni- 
bals ; and he seemed to reletit. Again 
did I, in meeknees, plead the cause of 
my captive fellow>man, and the Chief 
listened rather more respectfully. He 
eventually promised to spare the young 
man. The youth was then informed 
by the Chief of the pleading chan^q^e 
in his circumstance^ and ordered to go 
and batbe. During his sAsence^ a Fee- 

jcean approached the King very re- 
spectfully, and begged His Majesty 
to give him the young man to kill and 
e»t that very day. With diabolical 
eloquence did ho urge his suit, notwith- 
standing my presence. But the King 
adhered to his promise to me. The 
King had never yielded in siich a ca.^e 
hffore ; and I was encouraged to labour 
more incessantly. One of tiic bodies 
was left within three yardf of my door 
for several hours. I was compelled to 
retire to Vewa for a few days, until they 
•bonid have digested their princely food* 
On the 4th of March, Bau was burnt 
by accident. Our honse had a nr.rrow 
escape. On the Iflch we were vi!>itcd by 
a hurricane, which destroyed vegetation 
«nd blew down many boufes. But the 



OoJ of the tlc^iunti a^'alii preserved us. 
Oar house nearly gava way; and if it 
had actually been blown down, the 
wttlvct would hftve •oneidtrtd that all 
our property was now tbeiii> and th«y 
would have taken it. 

In April pleeet of human fieth were 
hung on our gates and in front of the 
windows ;\Tvi doors. SoiUe of th« com- 
ui Hi p;^uplc thrcattiued to kill aud eat 
me if I again expostulated with them on 
the subject of c mnibalisin. 

But a brighter day was dawning, and 
darkness was about to be succeeded by 
the light of GoHpel inflttonot. On the 
1st of June I wrote you an account of 
the public renunciation of Heathenism 
by the Chief.

Oar congrairation increases wedtty. 
Upwards of thWtesn hundred have now 
embraced Chrittiantty, and I need not 
say their influence will be felt. Tbo 
Hii^h Priest has b?cn inspired since he 
became a Christian ; but the Kia^ 
whipped him publicly, and the dsTU 
has not annoyed him since. 

We beg to tender you our most grate- 
ful acknowledgments for tha appoint- 
ments of Messrs. Pordham and Wilson. 
Wo consider tlieir airival quite pro- 
vidential, and you shall not regret your 
liberality. In the name of the Lord we 
toolc possession of Ban, and now we re- 
occupy Rewa. You will see hy th« 
" Minutes,** that every man is at worU, 
and we expect to make a great imf res* 
slon on Fi'cj.^c this yetr. Just ai Aus- 
tralia is houuuring the Lord by provid- 
ing increased pecuniary aid towards 
these iMissions, the Lord is honouring 
Australia by directinj^ two of her own 
Missionaries to occupy the two most 
trying Stations in all the Feefees. 

O that I could src ire the pr.iycrs of 
the British churches in behalf of poor 
Feejce ! Then shall the word of the 
Lord run, and have free eoarseiOad b« 
g1oriAed| as It is with yon. 



The sj8tem of levealcd religion is dibtiuguislied by iU tenderness to 
widows, who» both in the Old Testament «nd the New, are repre- 
sented M peeuliarlj under the protection of God, nnd entitled to tho 
sympathizing regards of His people. But Heathenism knows no pitj; 
the most distressed and helpless find no sliadow under the idol-altar. 
Witness the wide-spread practice of infanticide, and tlie long-con- 
tinued suttee system, both now lmj)pily suppressed by the strong arm 
of British power in India ; and the scarcely less cruel custom of 
stranglincr nf widows in Fecjee. Numerous notices of this^ inhuman 
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practice have appeared witliin the lust lew years, and they are all 
valuable as exhibiting the indirect benefits of Missionary labour, and 
illustrating by contrast the blessings of Christianity. The persevering 
and costly efforts of the Missionaries to pFevent this horrid waste of 
life are grsatly to their honour ; and Mr. Malvern's narrative will, we 
doubt not, awaken, not merely admiration, but gratitude and prayer 
tbr his eontinued sueeess.

A CHANGE OF STATION. 

T BEo fo acknowledge the receipt of 
a kind letter, by the " VV'eslejr'ti" last 
vitle, from the Aev. George Oeboro, 
confrrntulating u8 oa the State of the 
work of God in the Lakemba Circuit. 
That 6ne field of labour I have left fbr 
one of a very different character. That 
is the garden of the Lord, this is the 
wildeme<is of the devil. The little 
ehnreh in this part of Feejee is an oaab 
in a great desert of cannibal Ilcathenlsin. 
The Frioce of the power of the airruleth 
in the hearts of the maa-eaUng nativeaof 
this gloomy island ; they are led captive 
by him at his will : the^r commit the 
most horrible crimes, and apparently 
without lemorw. They delight in 
fighting, and wage war upoti the slightesit 
provocation; their feet are verily *^ swift 
(o ehed blood.** They still continue 
to cook and eat those whom they cap- 
ture, dead and alive; and, to complete 
the tragedy, the friends of the siaugb- 
tend and devoured. Out of pretended 
kindness to tlir d r'^ased husband and 
bereaved widow, they strangle her, that 
they may both meet and enjoy each 
other** eompany again in bulu (hade*). 
These arc the foul spirits by whain we 
are closely surrounded. Were it not tor 
oonfldeDce In His protection who hat all 
)io*fT in heaven and in earth, we Rhould 
be constantly terrided by the thought, 
that they would some day break in upon 
us and dwttojr at Seven or eight 
bodies, we stiKpeft, Imve been eaten in 
our neighbourhood during the last week. 
One we know hat. Another we have 
heard of, being sent to a town about 
three miles off^ for the same purpose; 
and all have no donht chared the same 
fate. We thould be glad to indulge the 
thought, that the lives of their wives are 

red ; but we do not hesitate to say, 
they have had to eubmit to the fat«l 
cord. Sorartimc^ the women arc iiit r- 
ceded for and saved by the Heathen 
themselves; but this seems to be quite 
the exception ratlier than the rule. And 
they not only strangle the wives of those 



who are captured and kitted in war> but 

tno&t of those whose husbands die a 
natuml death rtre desfroyed in the same 
way, and lor tiie reason staled, that hug* 
band and wife may again meet and 
dwell together in the world to which 
they go. One of the grtat objections of 
the men to Christianity is, that, when 
they die, they would not be able to take 
their wives with them. 

STaANOLINO OF A WIDOW 

PREVENTEn. 

During the few months we have been in 
Nandy, we have had opportunities too fre- 
quent of witnessing the diabolical practice 
of strangling widows. A few days after 
our arrival, oa my return froai preacb- 
in|^ from a near town, on the Sabbath, 
one of our Local Preachers cnm? to me, 
and told me that the Ueatbea at V«- 
nsra, a village four mflet away, were 
preparing to strangle a wo man. I trem- 
bled when I heard this, for it was work 
to which 1 had not been accustomed ; 
but at the same time I resolved to do 
what could be done to save her. I and 
my coUeaguCi Mr. Samuel WaictUouae, 
collected the most influential natives we 
COUldy and made nil possible haste to the 
pUcc. After a hard and oppressive 
walk, for we had a very long and steep 
hill to climb, as well as a biasing sun 
over our heads, we reached the house in 
which were the dead husband and the 
fated wife. We crawled in through tho 
low door-way, when the first object 
which caught our attention was the dead 
man, lud out in full dress, being wrap- 
ped, from hie breast downwards, with a 
large quantity of native cloth ; his face 
and arms were bare, and made tho- 
roughly black, altogether presenting a 
hotribly grotesque and fiendish appear- 
ance. We inquired for the poor wo- 
man. We found her sitting in a dark 
comer alone, painted firom head to foot 
with turnisric, and respectably dressed. 
They were both thm ornaTtrn tally 
attired for enirdhce into A^aicu^oto^o, 
their imsginary place of departed spirits. 
We pretested a couple of large whale's 
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teeth a« an offering that the woman 
might live. To oar great joy the offer* 
ing was nccepted. and she might escape 
death if she would. But she would not 
he Mved. We reasoned with her, and 
earnestly besought her not to be so fool- 
ish ; but she persisted in declaring that 
she would be strangled. We taw that 
there w'ae no altematire bat 10 drag her 
away, nnd presuming that our offering 
had closed the mouths and hands of the 
savage?, we determined to try how the 
use of force would eoeceed. We took 
hold of her and began to pull her awny ; 
•he hung back with all her strength. 
In tbo Btruggle several of at loon got 
well daubed with the turmeric with 
vhich she wns rovort(^- This was 
dreaded by all of U!*, as u was extremely 
difficult to get lid of, and we could not 
help laughing at each other. Finding 
that dragging was of no use, we pre- 
vailed upon some of the stronger Chile- 
lian natives to cany her off the ground. 
This they nobly and literally performed, 
for t,hc would not put her legs down to 
walk; her daoghter, ohnott a joang 

v.nni nn, rrTtng piteously, not knowing 
our motive, and she, the mother, crying 
JneeeMotly after fae? hvsband. The 
Heathen said not a word. They were 
absorbed in the whale's teeth, or perhaps 
understood what we were about. Ucr 
erying and great delerminalion not to be 
taken away strongly influenced the 
Chriatians to relax their eSbrts. We 
arged them on, however, persuading 
them to take her to their own town, tell- 
ing them that ;:he would be all right in 
a day or two. We suspected that a 
good deal of the fteling she manlfeated 
was feigned, being well aware that her 
friends would be much ashamed and 
angry if she were domo buia, (desirous to 
live,) and this very likely would have 
cost her her life. If she did play the 
iiypocnte, she performed the part well; 
for, to make it appew that ahe really 
wUhed to die, she strove several times to 
take hold of the chief lady's head, the 
punishment of which in Feejee is death. 
The lady was aware of her intentioti, 
but, being a Chnsiian, nobly endured it. 
When wc had succeeded in getting her 
to the top of the bin overlooking ber 
dteary bomcatead, as we halted to rest, 
the »at down and cried amain for her 
husband, calling him by name. To this 
our baid and stubbora bearta paid no 
rt^ard, but to c^cnpe far off witli her 
as soon as post»ible. As we proceedtd 
onward, and had got a good distance 
from the sight and beaiiDg of ber 
ftiendsy the b^an to impiovf ; ber crjr* 



ing became less vehement, and bhe 
Btndgbtened ber legs. Bern had got 
half way to the 31 ission- Station, her 
crying ceased, and she walked well ; nm\ 
by the time we reached the prccmcts uf 
Naiavn, tbo Cbribiian town, tho walked 

filone, and appeared ns little sorrowful, 
and to desire strangling as much as any 
of OS ; nor coald she eonoeal ber tbank* 
fulness for her great deliverance. We 
lodged her in the Chief's house, and 
thanked Ood lor having enabled ud to 
pluek thit brand from the buining. 
But next day we Imd another baiHc to 
fight for her. A greater Chief than we 
bad 99toed (made an offering) too, the 
day before, came and demanded her, 
that the might po and be strarglcfK 
We presented a splendid American axe, 
&c., and pleaded hard. By the help of 
the Lord we succecdtd, pnc! there and 
then the pitiable creature's salvation was 
sealed. It is with great pleasure that 
we can add, that she has embraced 
Christianity; she is also learninf^ to 
read, and we indulge a strong hope that 
that religion which saved ber ilf^, will 
save her immortal soul. She has many 
times expressed her thankfulness for our 
preventing her being strangled; and 
whenever she shakes hands, she does it 
very heartily, and give-^ one a hard 
squeeze, to let us know the gratitude she 
fodi. 

UNSUCCESSFUL EFFCllTS. 

In many instances we are not so suc- 
cessfuL 

August 31 St. — This afternoon we were 
called upon by some of the Christian peo- 
ple to go and prevent the strangling of a 
woman at Nandyra, a Heathen hamlet 
about a mile and a half from the Mis- 
sion-premises. M'e took the boat and 
got tfacro as soon as we could ; but wo 
were too late. The demon-like beings 
had dispatched their victim with all 
speed, lest we should be in time to 
snatch it from them. "\Ve entered the 
house where the awful deed bad been 
perpetrated. There, stretched before us, 
was tbo strangled widow ; she lay with> 
out a feature distorted, with a Fmilc on 
her countenance, and as though she was 
asleep. We fi^t ber pulse, hoping 
against hope ; hat it had ceased to beat. 
Our hearts warmed within us. We 
looked at the Pagan group arouud ua 
with indignation and pity. We severely 
reprimanded them for the murder they 
had committed, and told them ihey 
would be eallcd by Ood to give an 
accoont of what they had done, in the 
day of Judgmcot* At this they hui^ 
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down thfu L«;iiilB. Auiong those wc 
»pok< to was a y< -j-.ig man, tbo Bttanglcd 
woman's s(>n. lie had bcc;) r^*'' isiin^j in 
drawing the cord to take away luii 
inocbcr*a lir«i H« had lately nubneed 
Chrisitanit}', but had turned back agnin 
to Ileailu-nixm. ^Vc f^ave Lim a very 
ftlmrp rcbuk'.-, and luld him not to tur- 
get» for he would not be long wilhont 
his reward. A few weeks after, lie went 
to a fight, and was very soon brought 
tack lif^leat, with a good deal of hit 
•Cftip torn ofi' by a munket-ball. Many 
Fe^jecpnm took notice of this, and «Rid it 
was a judgment ot' God upon him lor 
killing hia mother. 

A tVCCEBsrUt CAIE. 

On tht afterooon of November 6th, 

the sad tidings reached our earb, tliat ;i 
n:nn had died at Solevu, a Heuthcn set* 
licuicnt three miles away, and that his 
wife was to be strangled on the following 
mcrnhig. Knowing that wc nhoult! 
hAve Uhiefs to deal with, and thinking 
that our task would probably be o diffi- 
«ult one, we hiatened to the Christian 
Ch'ef, being a nnan of considerable 
inilucncei to iiear from him what bad 
beat be done* He teemed quite at a 
loss to know what to say. lie declined 

Suing himself ; but advised that we, the 
fittionarict, ^bou1d go, with tome auit- 
•ble pertont to accompany us. He 
said, niorpover, that he tImuKht our 
going would be useless ; that there was 
jio possibility of preveoting it We tct 
off, not" ithstaiuMnv'- puttin^j our trust in 
tlie Lord, and soon arrived at the place 
of cootctt betweeti ourselves and our 
Jkloaterf end the Heathen and their mas- 
ter. We approached the door-way of 
the large houiM wherein the strangling 
wat to take plaoe. We looked iuide, 
and s;»w that it vas filled with femalef, 
who were all sitting and crying aloud, 
except one, a tall and graceful-looking 
WOBMUI, who was standing, but not cry- 
ing, and occasionally walked to bikI 
fro, from one end of the room to the 
other. She wee dectntly and well 
dressed, wearing a white cloth round her 
waist, a handsome gauzy white head- 
dresn, falling half* waydownhcr back, and 
• natfow native eomb, eighteen inches 
long, ftfiru''ing out from hvr foTchrnr'. 
This wMi the personage upon whom liie 
titf le deed of tirangling wat to be per- 
formed next morning. Her female 
ffleiids had a'^Brtubied around her, to 
weep over iier, tu tundole with her, to 
eneeorage her to die nobly, tad to bid 
her good hyc. JSlon of the eryinj^ rom- 
paoy appeared sincere. ^me wept 
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bitterly. Wiiile mourning for their 
friend, they perhaps thought of them- 
sclvefi, knowing that, ere lon^', they 
would almost certainly bt> in the same 
condition. Our hearta adied at wo 
gaxed upon this tall figure, this victim 
of hellish infatuation and Heathen 
cruelty ; atul wc at once bestirred our- 
telvec to gee what could be done to lave 
htr, ami disappoint the devil of hia 
prey. >V'« inquired for the Chiefs, but 
none were tt hind. Wc tent after 
them, but not one could be found. 
Nii^ht drew near, end there was no 
ahi ruative but to leave the poor woman 
at an awful riak, or to stay with her 
iiniil her case was decided. Wc con- 
cluded that 31 r. Waterhouse^ who was a 
much younger recruit in the tervioe than 
myself, should return home to our fan:i. 
lies; and that I, with the Tescher of the 
place, (fur we have a leacher here, 
aUhough bat one or two have embraced 
Ciiristianity,) should remain and ^v:.it 
for the Chiefs, At suni^et the company 
of women catt off^ their crying, and com* 
meoccd chanting merry tonga, connected 
with loud clapping, after their Heathen 
fii«»hion. The object of this was to 
cheer and fortify her heort, which might 
be inclined to sadness at the thought of 
losing her life, and bidding farewell to 
the world early next day. Their ting* 
ing «nd clapping ia in itself pleasing; 
but with the pre<;ent associaiionn, its 
rtoiantic notes changed into tones of 
gloom, which filled one with horror. 
After a whi'c the women were either 
joined by, or exchanged (or, a company 
of young men, who kept on the dismal 
chanting, with short intervals, during 
the whole of the niKht. That night I 
shall not easily forget. I could not 
sleep for the noit^ end from fear lest 
they should strangle she woman before 
daylight; we dreaded the idea, ton, of 
having to intertere with them while it 
was daik, thinking they might be en- 
raged and club us. Honr after hour 
passed slowly away, but nothing wat 
done. About twoo*dock Aeir merry- 
making was broken by the loud hoarse 
err of the widow calling for her hus- 
brt(ul. bhonly aflcrward^4 her children and 
relatives came to her to bid her good bye ; 
their mutual cries were distinctly heard. 
These doleful wailings were intermin- 
gled with, and partially drowned by, tfao 
demoniacal chanting and dapping of 
(hoH€ wlio h:id been (luii^ht by Satan to 
rejoice over such wonstiuus duings. At 
deybndt Uie tinging ceoted. One 
amotip 111* observrd, "They are closing 
the house : it is time fox us to be stir* 
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ring." I ja-nitdialcly di.s}>a(chcd Solo- 
mon, the Teuchcr, in fctardi of the rul- 
ing Chief. AJeaoiitue I stepped across 
t9 tbe plftct of exeeutiooy to see what 
wai going on. T saw the pitiHblc 
woman sitting dovii, embracing her 
nephew, and Ukfiig ber fiuewtll of bint* 
She looked at tne, but did not speak, 
(gJad enough, J believe, to find the 
itli&ttioDary at hand). A few females 
were spreading large new mats, on 
wli'!cli ihs was to stand to be strangled, 
and afterwards laid out. These prepa* 
raiicNit vert going forward while she 
waaaitting in the room. Judging that 
they would not strangle her just yet, I 
went away a »hort dietance. I was 
qniekly ealled back by the cry, They 
i.~e ^biitt-ng the doors, tliey are going to 
fctrangie the womaju** 1 ran and entered 
the bouse, when to tny surprise a large 
CORipftny of men bad asseiuhleJ, for the 
purpose of executing the drtm.iul deed. 
The widow, eo near her iate, was stand- 
ing erect on the mate which had been 
spread. She was fantastically }>;i!ritefl 
from head to foot, attired in a new and 
lumdsorae dreM,and her bead adorned 
with a* fine plane of various eolentfl. 
As soon OB I waa aecn by those con- 
cerned in the woman*fe death, the contest 
b^n. Ber (Ucnda presented awhale*s 
tomb that she might die. I (her 
enemy) at once presented a noble tooth 
that she might live. Another large 
tooth waa pveaCBtcd that she might die. 
This I met with a noble Auiericnn sxe, 
which preponderated and turned the 
icale. The Chief e»«Id not withstand 
the tcnjptation. When his eye caught 
i*ight of if, without further hehitation he 
said to the pitiable woman, standing on 
the very brink of her doom, "Sit 
down," the meoniiig of which was, that 
our ofiering was accepted^ and she was 
saved. At this moment there was con- 
siderable demurring among th* Heathen, 
some approving, and others warmly on 
the opposite side, when Mr. Forbes, 
an Anierican residing in Nandy, to 
iTinl the matter doubly "'ire. iirp?ented 
aouther axe. This^ with a lew conci- 
IhUory words, silenced all objectors, and 
we had the great happiness to behold, 
after many fears and modi anxiety, a 
£ellow-creature, yea, a sister, and one for 
whom Christ shed his blood, taken out 
of the very teeth of him " who p^oetli 
about as a roaring lion, seeking whom 
be may devour.** When she for whom 
we had pleaded, and prevailed, was told 
by her Chief that shf must live, she tore 
off her plume and iiead-dre&s piecemeal,

dying was prevented. This, I am satis- 
fied, wn9 pretence, knowing well that 
her lieatiun friends would be greatly 
ashamed and mortified, for her to 
appear to w ]^]] to live. Before wc left 
the memorabie scene of cpcflict aud ric* 
tory, I went to the widow to bid bet 
farewell, and |D oopgratuUtc her on her 
deliverance. I quite believe that she 
truly reciprocated, but she did not dare 
to manifest her feelings. We relnnifd 
home vith light hearts, praising the 
Lord for the htlu be had afi'orded ; and 
by which, we mt ready and glad to 
acknowledge, tbe achievement wt bad 
witnesied bad bMn wrought. 

AKOTHSB VVaUCCSffrVL CAtl. 

About a month Bincc, hearing that 
Bagei, a man of blood, and on thin 
account a man of impottaoce, was smit- 
ten wish cousumptiDHf and waa near 
unto death, we made every effort to save 
his wife from being Btr<mgled. She was 
a fine young woman, not more than 
twenty. five years of age, I, with a 
Christian Chief, and some other influen- 
tial Christians, went to Naudylau, the 
town where the sick man lay. We pre« 
sented two whale's teeth for the woroan*s 
life. They were accepted conditionally! 
that if the Chiefs of Solevu could be 
prevailed with, she should be spared. 
Next day 1 went to Solevu. I presented 
a handsome tooth, which was readily and 
dbecrfoHy accepted, and a respectable 
messenger dr«patchcd to fny ihnt 
the woman was to live. All appealed 
straightforward, and we rejoiced in tbe 
hope that '■lie %viii:l(l certaii:1y be frvcd. 
In a day or two after the man died ; and, 
to our painful disappointntent, we heard 
that the woman was atranglcd. From 
what we are told, it wn?! brought about 
by the wi&h of one man, a irieod of tbe 
young widow, to wbora it was said she 
went and besought him to baive her life 
taken. She sufiered a hard and cruel 
death. They tried once to strangle her, 
but could not extinguish the vital sparii ; 
they then tried another plan, with knots 
in the cord, and after a hard puU 
managed to dioVe her to deadi. 

I could f^ivc vnu several more accounts 
of strangling, some of which we have 
been successful in preventing ; but 
these will be sufficient to show yon tbe 
?tntp ot the people among whom we 
dwell. Feejee is very fat from being 
saved yet. Her dark plaeee are full of 
the habitations of cruelty. Hut although 
the atrocious crimes of strangling and 
cannibalism ere practised, so fbr aa w« 
InoW} by the wmm ^e population in 
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the leeward islands, and every other 
ppccles of iniquity indulged In, It tnuit 
not be thought that the fros;u-1 here hns 
had but little effect. We see that it has 
difftised iit Infloenee to a great extent. 
Many of the Heathen proft^s a liking to 
Christianity, and a desire that Heather^- 
ism was abandoned. Persons of im- 
portance, we hear, reftite to eat human 
flc.^h. It is prefy clear thrtt tlie folly 
of strangling their woisen is seen and is 
disliked ; and a pleasing feature is, that 
they will listen atteniively while we 
rondemn their sins, and preach to them 
tht wtnds of Divine truth. 

APPEAL rou HEl.r. 

We pray that our Christian I'ricnds at 
home will not cease to remember and 
pity poor Feejec. We hear that our 
wotthy Committee is under the necessity 
of curtailing our meani* My dear fiiendsi

if we have noi tiie means you supply us 
with, we eanoot carry on hia work. We 
cannot traverse these seas, we cannot 
go from place to place and preach tho 
Gospel to th«M hoidea or tava^s; 
they must continue to fight and kill 
one another ; " the gloom of hellish 
night must rest upon them ; the eannl* 
hall moat eontlnoe to quaflT each other'a 
blood, nnJ the helpless widow trmst 
be at the n-.^rcy of, and be strangled 
by, the stronger sex ; in a word they 
must fill up the measure of their iniquity, 
heap vp wrath against the day of wrnth, 
and ultimately plunge into the burning 
and eternal lake* 

I am happy to inform you that we are 
in tolerable health, and at present free 
from peril; but bow long we are likely 
so to continue I cannot say, for we know 
not, especially bete^ what a day may 
bring forth. 



FRIExNDLY ISLANDS. 

Extract qf a Letter /ro»n Mr. JUchard Amotf dated NeiaJUf I'avau, 

Oel9ber\1th,\m, 



ASniVAt or TKB <<VB8tBT.** 

Voii will have heard already that the 
"John Wesley" came to anchor off 
Nukualoft on Sunday the 21st of May 
last. b»lic had on board the Rer. 
Messrs. Vercoe, Wilson, and Fordham, 
with their estimable wives, and Mrs. 
Davis, who had heen to the colonies to 
seek health. 

King Oc( rijp wished to detain Messrs. 
Fordham and Wilson for the Friendly 
Islands, complaining that Missionaries 
were always passing through his domi- 
nions on their way to Feejee ; but none 
remained in Tonga, although seven 
have left since the last came. The 
brethren said that Feejee was ?till Hea- 
then, and they must go and make war 
upon the enemy; whereas Tonga was 
Christianised. "Yes," said the King, 

but the Heathens of Feejee will not 
hear you, whilst onr Mission-houses are 
standing empty; and we have yet 10 
learn that it is good policy to leave a 
conquered country unprotected, in order 
to make war upon the regions beyond. 
Do you send all the 3!inigtcrs out of 
JbSngland as Missionaries to Heathrn 
lands ?** He was reminded that England 
supports its own Ministers, to which he 
replied, "And so will Tonga; I told 
iMr. VouHg so; we want u complement 
of seven Missionaiies in this District," 
(exclusive of Native JMiniaters,) «*and 



we wUl make oil to support them." He 
was assured by us that the British pub- 
lic would net let him want Missionaries 
when they knc^v the crippled state of 
tliis Mission; but at present the bouses 
must stand empty until we get men. 
The interview wfis altogether a pleasing 
one, and highly gratified the friends. 

VISIT TO NO.MUKA. 

We sailed on Friday, and anchored at 
Nomuka, where we were detained three 
days by contrary windf. On the Sab- 
hath Mr. Davis preached at Nomuka, 
and I remained on hoard to conduct the 
English service. We were snchored 
between the larger and smaller islands of 
Nomuka, with the lofty cone of Kao and 
the smoking volcano of Tofua in the 
distanee. It was a beautiful morning; 
the sea was calm and bright, r,nd cur 
service was held on dedc The beauties 
of nature aided devotion. It was m 
peaceful scene. Nomuka was visited by 
both Tasman and Cook, who mention 
many particulars of interest which occur- 
red during didr visit to this island. 
The narrse is generally spelt "Anna- 
mooca," and the volcano of Tofua, 
"Attofoa," which arises . from usiou 
English orthography, and uniting the 
prefix with the noun. M'hile we were 
at anchor here, our party visited the cir- 
cular lake on the larger island, the water 
of whldi is much iwlter ihtm the oceoHi 
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and contains the ava, a Ash never found 
in the sea. ThJs lake perfcrtly round ; 
and is, I think, a volcanic crater of 
ytrf •neient date* It was tbimght 
to have no inlet from ihe pea; but 
Captain Rylc and TTiysclf discovered 
proof that ic ii^duenced by the tides, 
80 that there must be subterranean oooi- 
munication. The Cliief of the country, 
Late Taufavaivai, sent out some canoes 
upon the lake to Hah for eva, and on 
our return to supper we ate 6sh with a 
peculiar relish. The Chief sent suffici- 
ent not only to supply the cuddy table, 
httt alao to feast the sailors for n whole 
daj. 

THE HAABAt «HOOP, 

In sailing to Lifuka on Tuesday, we 
were qnite enchanted with the gems of 
islets that arose to view, one after the 
other, until we were right in the midst of 

the Hnnbniart ^rrbipelago, ant^ completely 
surrounded by green isles, fringed with 
pretty sand y beaches, and decked with At 
gorgeous pi umes of the graceful eoeoi^nnt 
paliTfi. The islands are not so beHntiful an 
they appear to be from the deck ot the 
vessel i bnt with the enchantment which 
distance lends to them as they 'itud these 
glittering seas, so skilfully grouped, one 
might imagine them the abodes of spirits 
blest, nnd the bards of old could have 
no more doubted of the true locality of 
the long«80ught Hesperides. It rained 
beairlly on our srrifsl at LIfbka, and 
we left that place under similar circum- 
stRncejt, havinp t?iken Mr, West onboard 
to proceed to Vavau. 

As we neared Vavau, the Toleano of 
Late appeared in sight. An crtiption 
had taken place on this isle at the begin- 
ning of the year, and a large lake is 
formed on the side of the monntain. It 
is forty miles from Vavau, and no land 
intervening. During the eruption, the 
son could not he seen at Vavau until 
noon, and the showers of ashes smother- 
ed every thing on that island, spoiling 
the Missionaries* dinner upon the uble, 
and destrogping the vegetation. There 
are four volcanoes in King Georgc*s 
dominions — Tofua, Late, Fonualei, and 
Nina-ftMu ; three of which hare broken 
out within the last seven years, and wc 
expect an eruption soon at Tofua, as 
new craters are indicated. If the "visions 
of philosophers *' brighten into realities, 
and the upheaving theory of the geolo- 
gist be ronect, who can say that the 
descendants of onr good King George 
may not reign over a continental em- 
pire, when these isles shall become 
mountain peaks, and the vast plains 



built by the mason-Insect shall eme^e 

from out the azure main? At any rate, 
the volcanic agency is ou the spot to do 
it^ and it only waits the fiat of Omnipo* 
tence. We landed at Varan on Satur- 
day night, find weie t;lad fo meet again 
with our dear friends Mr. and Airs. 
Dnntel, after a ytat's absence. Since 
we were here a yearapn, i1!r. T>Htiie! lias 
built a beautiful villa that would dis- 
grace no Britbh colony on the globe. I 
was delighted with a quiei, domestle 
scene which we heard of incidentally ; 
that IS, the Missionary's wife reading to 
him Mrs. H. B. Stowe*s flunons book, 
while he glazed the windows for their 
new house. Such is life in ihe South 
Seas. 

It is decided that I remove to Vavau, 
in compliance with the request of the 
Chiefs, and on account of the bealth of 
my wifb and flmllyy who are unwell. 

VISIT TO THE OUT'ISLAMDS. 

By appointment of the Rev. William 
B. Boyce, our new General Superintend- 
ent, I set sail in the "John Wesley" 
to visit the out-itilands. I vent on 
board Ae 7th of June, and wra away 

ten dnys. Mr. Boyce directs that I 
forward you a journal of my visit. 

We glided down the harbour on 
the Wednesday nfteiBOon with a gentle 
breeze, and feasted our eye<( with the 
varied beauties of this lovely island. 
Thenumeions bays and jutting head- 
lands, and ever>changing scenery, im- 
press the mind with a sense of the calm 
and the beautiful as you tioat down the 
quiet waters of Port Refuge, when, on a 
sudden, you round a point, and, passing 
the sea gates, tind yourself upon the 
heaving waves of the mighty ocean, with 
the rugged and romantic coast of Vavau 
on the one hand, and the towering peak 
of Late on the other, from which ascend 
eontlnually dense volumes of smoke. A 

mo(.n1ight ni^ht Vept nie on deck until 
late, answering a host of inquiries made 
by Heaeklah about his new sphere of la- 
bour at Ninatobutabu. Hesekiah resid« 
cd three years at the Institution, and is 
now going to take charge of Niua, in 
place of tfie Tcndicr I am g<Hing to bring 
awaj. 

KIlTATOBVTABtr. 

We anchored at Niuatobutabu on the 
Friday morninr', and I went ashora, 
but was allowed only one day. Niuato- 
butabu is abont four miles long and two 

broad. It is gpncr.nlly flat, but has 
some high hills in the centre, and is 
much exposed to hurrlcaocs, and, of 
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course, Anniiir. It it dirided at the 

west end by an inlet, or strait, foroniing 
two islands, with an immense sandy flat 
to the northward, over which we had to 
walk bu«fiM»t. Th« rand b qvltc white. 
To the nnrfh also, nbout seTCii miles 
distant is another inland with a small 
village on it. Tbit it a lofty cooe, 
cvidentlj a volcano, and can be teen at 
8fR from a distance of fifty iniles. The 
native name ot it is Taiisthi ; but it is 
the Botcaveii*t Itlaad of navigatori, aa 

jN'innfobutabu is Keppd'to bhuid. The 
tiat is between them. 

When I landed, the Teacher in charge, 
Ebalahaioe, conducted me to the palace 
of Maatu, the King, whose baptized 
name la Zephaniah. After a short inter- 
view with royalty, the dram wit ttrnrlc, 
and T preached to tlie whole of the in- 
habitants, about four hundred, and after- 
wards met the £ing, who is a Local 
Preacher, and the Teachen* A etraoge 
JiutiMl! of heterogeneous matters con- 
nected with church and state was 
hrovghc before my attention ; and to have 
adjusted them to the satisfaction of every 
one, voiild have pii77.1ed the keenest 
diplomaiiiit. I scarcely knev what to 
do on some points ; but tried to do what 
wns Tif^'Tit, which, TTO doubt, was the 
safest way. After political queries were 
attended to, we exemhied we ttate of 
the Society, and found it far from aatts- 
factory. I introduced the new Tracher, 
Hecekiab,andappointedaLocai Preacher 
to take elMTfe of Bewawen^e Ittand. A 
quantity of rams were presrnted to me, 
which 1 wished to give for tlie use of the 
veeael ; b«t Ifae aochoiBge waa to bad 
we could not wait to take them on board. 
In the evening we held a love-feast, and 
the King spoke with great feeling. Uav- 
ing tenaliied ontil a late hour with the 
Society, I lay down en :i n nt until mid- 
night, when the King acd his people 
came with me to the east end of the 
iihbd ^npoaite, wheie the « John H^ea* 

I<fy " lay at anr^^or. 

On the way iiaatu was praising the 
exeencnee of the land, and weodeKed 

why pco))lc (lid not like to live in Niua. 
lie said his land was great ; but his peo- 
ple were frw. The full moon shed a 
lone and lovely light upon every leaf 
and tree ; and in this latitude a walk by 
moonlight through the island of Miuato- 
hwtelm, wee wore pkeaiog thiw I can 
dcfcribe. 

The Kin^ has a daughter insane; 
Imt he is doatingly fond oi her, and 
eempels the people to hnmour all her 
whim*. At dayli^'lit the hmi came 
ashore, and I got on board the v easel 



by eight o'dock, to the great joy of 
Captain Kyle, who feared the veFsel 
would part fiom her cable before he 
could get away. We made sail imme- 
diately for oar Best Station. 

xiVA-roov. 

We sighted Nioa*foott the followiof 

morning. The land is elevated, and the 
breakers da^li over the black rocks which 
bound the coast, and the white foam 
thrown up into the air can be seen at a 
great disfencc. As we iirarrd the ibland 
we could tee the volcanic craters formed 
of red and black cinders ; and flv miies 
the coast was black and blasted hj the 
running of the lava into the sea. A 
more dreary scene could not be imagined. 
PUdna of biarfc laTa,TdieTed ooly by the 
red cinder forujiijfT the cr,itci«, exttru'Ltd 
for six miles. Evtry thing is burnt up 
within that space ; and where trees stood, 
there stand hollow piUan of lava wiih 
the form of the trees destroyed. Tlic 
water of the ocean was black aU round 
that part of the island. 

Niua-foou has sometimes been con- 
founded with Boscawen's Island, the 
native name of which is, oa already 
ttated, Tafahi, and lies to the north* 
of!?t of Krppers Island, which are called, 
on some mape, Covt lalea. Niua-foou 
eettahily belengt to tone of tbeae ialanda 
mentioned as discovered by early navi* 
gators, and that cannot now be identi. 
hed ; but which of them, neitiiei the 
latitude nor the longitude of any one of 
them will determine. It is decidedly 
not Jioscawen's, which it tituated two 
degveee to the eattward, and to the tame 
latitude as Niua-foou. Opposite the 
village of Futu n boat was lowered, and 
we pulled in shore ; but the brig stood 
off to eruiee about, aa the Captain refua* 
cd to anchor In $o exposed a eiiuation* 
There is anchorage at both the Niuas, 
where retsels can ride in fair weather $ 
but the risk is grea^ and St it better to 
keep under sail. 

The whole of the villagera were col* 
ieetcd upon the loekt $ and tbdor li|^t- 
brown skins, contrasted with the jet- 
black rocks and the verdant foliage, 
with here aiid there a wliite bhirt, pre- 
aented a tcene at onee novel and pic- 
turesque. JWy old pupil, I^lHslta Tubon, 
was among the foremost to help me out 
of the boat oa lo the landing-rock ; but 
so eager was he to rub noses, that, before 
I could repain the centre of gravity after 
jumping out of tlie boat, iie weii-uigh 
rubbed no off the rock into the tea. 
'J'hp news spread over the island from 
village te viih^e^ and al the drumt in 
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the land were beAtcii to sound notet of 
welcome to the " John Wesley." I was 
three miles i'rem Agaha, tli« ca}utal of 
Nlttft.lboa, and intended lo walk tbat 

distance; but the good-natured fellows 
would pcTirit no such tltin^ ; and the)' 
soon had me un a iSiuun scdan-chauj in 
wbidi I was carried over hill and dale to 
the residence of FotofiH, who is called 
<• Kiog ** hj wa^ of courtes/. although 
both Ifaatu md FotofiU acsnowltdgt 
Tubou Tuikanokubolu as their liegcw 
After an audience with His Xiuan I^Ia- 
jesty, I held some convernation with our 
Assistant MissionarjT) Jone Latu, and 
ifith ilie Trainin;,' IM:.stcr, IClisha Tubou, 
mj old scholar. The work of God ap- 
peared to be in a good state, and reflects 
credit upon John ; and Elisha had got so 
far a-hfad as to set up a Norma) Tnsti?u- 
tion with fourteen {.tudcutii, and had 
hired an EngliiAnMn) who touched at 

the island in a wlml; r, to serve as sub- 
teacher. Uis seal iu this work is com- 
mendable ; but Jone has had some diffi- 
coldca with him to preserre the equili- 
brium. I am highly delighted with 
these aft'ectionate people, and was very 
eheerfvl and happy with them at once, 
which I could not be .it Niua-tobufabu. 
As our calvacade wound round the hil]<!, 
tbe vivacious creatures made their vuicis 
echo from hill to hill, and the proapect 
from these eminencfs quite exbilnrstpd 
my spirits, and 1 felt buoyant and glad. 
If 7 health has been but indifi^ent of 
lute, and the flat, dull scenery of Tonga- 
tabu is depre«i«in^ to the synrits ; but 
this voyage, and, the rouidutic scenery of 
tills isle, tend to re-aoimate oo^ and I 
have no doubt but it was the need of a 
change of residence which made mj 
health bad and my spirits low. The 
magnificent lake \^ hich forms the centre 
of this i>land lias been well described by 
preceding visiters. Its tides are preci- 
pitous and coTcred with entangled brush- 
wood from the f;umir»it to the water's 
edge. Three thickly-wooded islets add 
to its beauty ; and when it burst unex- 
pectedly upon my view as we rose to the 
top of the steep, I was struck with ad- 
miration. Nothing has plessed me so 
mneh since I stood on Ben Lomond's 
height, and p;a7ed upon the incomparable 
Loch to which that mountain is married. 
But it bears little resemblance to that 
moat lovdjr lake. Its waters are sut 
pbuteous; no canoe ever glides upon its 
suiftce; no fish can live in it. It has 
more of the character of the Dead Sea 
than Lrech liomond. J think the island 
of Niua-fcon \if one liuge volcsTin ^ipon 
the feuuiinit of an oceanic mountain, and 



that (his lake was its original eratcr. A 

fourth i.^!;.i or lailur peninsula, was 
thrown up Iroiu the bottom of the lake 
by an eruption thirty-five years ago. It 
has on it a crater, extinct, and hundreds 
of tnns of lava ; but the island consists 
01 .«>aiid and suipiiur. A few cypress 
trees have sprung up on it, which unite 
with the funereal black of tlic ctp.kt t<j 
cast a shade of melancholy over its 
wateii. This baa hcfH a land of fim. 
As we passed roimd the island, most of 
our way led over field* of lava, now 
partly overgrown by vegtiationj and 
where the streams or lava are of recent 
dale, the cypresB has sprung up between 
the crevices, and makes its low moan 
whenever the winds rusde its fringy 
boughs. 

Tu the aftcrrcon I preached to a thou* 
sand people, who had collected from 
every part of the land, and was Ustenod 

to with grcnt f tt rfim. The whole of 
the population numbers about twelve 
hundred. They have built the best 
chapel I have seen in these seas, and the 
work is very neat. In the evening,' we 
held a lovefea^t, and great numbers of 
people spoke, until the lateness of the 
evening compelled us to conclude. The 
Teachers received their salaries next day, 
and I brought some mats away for the 
Mission. 

After the mcctirrj: of the Leaders and 
Local FreaclKrs was concluded, we met 
the Regent and Chieft, and some «f ^e 
people, to consult about their removal 
from Niiia-foou to ToniJn or Vavau. 
The King is in bis dotage and docs uut 
interfere; but Paul, a daring man, ad • 
niitiisttrs the govcrnnient. The people 
are terror-stricken, and wish to leave; but 
the pride of the Chieft makes them pre* 
fer to risk the chance of being blown 
into the sea, or swallowed up by the 
earth at the next outbreak, rather than 
abandon, their lather-land to be strangers 
aufl iiiulerlings in a forriprn ^aiid. The 
people are divided, and some wish to 
leave, whilst othcis wish to stay ; but 
the Chiefs refuse to let any one stir off 
the island. A year ago an eruption took 
place, and the inhabitants of a whole 
vUlogo were burnt up or swallowed by 
the earth opcniDg and cngulphing them 
in its gorge of hre. A tew weeks ago 
the side of a hill opened, and flames Isstt* 
ed Antb, which burnt up all Ao tiees 
around. An earthquake orrurs every 
week, sometimes oscillating, and at other 
times upheaving. At the time we were 

speaking npon thf snbject Kmoke was 
ascending in coluroits from fifty fissures 
of U)« fields of Ura. Nearly all their 
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Talaftble yam groiwdi ]i« hwAtA fwcntj 
feet beneath the bitutninoiis lava. We 
thought it cruel to eompel a residence 
under such appaUiog drcurostaRccB. It 
WM dcdded thst eveijr one nratt go or 
May 88 he felt so dipposcd. To tin's the 
ChM agree ; but I think few will ven- 
tvie to remove. 

Dnring the jeer die people had been 
celled to take up arms under the foUow- 
tng ciicumstancet. A jroung Chief from 
Feejee bed enivcd with a letter fmn the 

Lakfmha Priegfs to the Regent, ordering 
(bat he protect the young man and erect 
a Romish place of worship ; and author- 
Isiag the youth to gOTern (!) the people 
who should become Papists. Paul 
tieaced the letter with contempt; but 
not eo the young Chieft The anrogtnt 
boy set up the mass, and commenced to 
build a fort at a disttint town. Some 
criminals, as usuiii, joined him to escape 
the pnnishineat of the law. Messagce 
were first sent to say, tbnt no fort ntust 
be erected} nor any Popish worship per- 
Ibraied, antil they had eentulted the mind 
of King George Tubou. This message 
being unheeded, the ruling Chief levied 
warriors and men against the petty vil- 
lage. The demon stratkm wae enongh, 
and the fort and l*opcry nrr abAndnned 
together. Popery stands no chance in 
thcee leaa. 

VOLCANIC ERltPTIOX. 

Having hnisbed my work in the capi* 
tal, I retoTiied In the early tnofoiDg to a 

villaf^'c railed Falc:ika, near the site of 
the late fearful eruption. I waited until 
daylight; and, after breakfasting on a 
baked pig, prepared by the Chief of the 
village that was cngulphed, and who lost 
his whole family, wt set off to visit the 
craters. There is no crater where the 
village was swallowed up, but one a short 
distance from it. There are upwards of 
thirty craters. I scrambled up the prin- 
cipal one ; but the cinders of which the 
rone is formed were so hot that I could 
not stay up a moment, nor could J bear 



the cinder in my hand for any length of 
tfme. The cinders are of the nature of 
coke and of burnt clay, and the lava is 
more like bitumen tiian scoria. 1 saw 
no metallie eobetance whatever on the 
crate or ffreams of lava. From the 
principal crater to the outermost one it i« 
six miles, with cialcn at eertdn dia* 
taaees. The tide of fire flowed on to the 
ffHy and the main stream is three milee 
wide from the lake to the ocean. The 
beet part of their fanning land is de- 
stroyed. The eruption tock plarc in the 
night ; and sU who fli:d to the mountain 
were saved, but those who ran along the 
plidD wece consumed. The man who 
prepared my breakfast ran for the hills 
and escaped ; but his wife ran through 
the linage, and waa dcetroyed in the 
plain. The destruction of " the cities of* 
the plain'* bears an analogy with this 
catastrophe in some points; and, after 
seeing the pillars of bitumen whldi en* 
closed in their embrace the cocoa-nnt 
trees, and burnt them in their fiery 
grasp, I have a more fivid perception of 
Lot's wife turned into a pillar of salt on 
the plain of Sodom than I ever had pre- 
viously. A Hule child ran up the hill 
in terror, and fell down the precipice to 
the lake; but the brushwood caught it, 
and afterwards it was found entangled 
among dlmbers, and thus its life was 
saved. The lake boiled like a cauldron, 
and when the principal crntcr was burn- 
ing fiercely, all the others were so ; aud 
when its fire slackened, the others did so 
slmultfincottsly ; an evident proof that 
the whoic island is one vast fire, with a 
thin crust of earth upon the top. All 
the Tongan Teachers wished to leave ; 
but I could only bring two with their 
families, wtio came on board at the same 
time as myself; and the John Wes* 
ley " headed for Vavau, where wo cast 
anchor on Saturday morning, June 17th. 

I cannot say any thing at present 
about our school operations InVaTan, 
but wQl write to yon at some Aituie 
day.

•OKXBSST WXOT SCHOOXm 

After a journey of thirty-one miles, I 
arrived at Somerset West on Monday 
morning, the Uth instant, about nine 
o*eloe1[, A.K., just as the children were 
assembling together at the sound of the* 
scbooI-beUL We therefore proceeded 
at once to the exerdsea of the day. 
The number of children present was 
nne hundred and forty>six, chiefly 
black and coloured ; and many of them 
the ehttdien of emmeipated ebree. 
A more happy, cheerful, or intelligent 
group of smiling faces, I have seldom 
seen. Although my expectations were 
high, they were fully realized. Tweniy- 
tvr> read the Scriptures in E^^lish nnri 
Dutch with considerable fluency, ^ix- 
teen prodoeed eopy«booka, wbleb ez« 
hibited fair specimens of writing; whilst 
a few more were exercising on slates. 
F(fty>(ive were cyphering, a few of 
whom were learning the hlgber rules of 
iiritlmiptir, nnd proceeded to v/orlc the 
sums which were given to them in a 
very eatiefaetory manner. The tinging 
was remarkably good ; and the exercises 
in the Conference Catechisms, in Eng. 
lixh and Dutch, and on various branches 
of secttloruid religioua knowledge, rt' 
fleeted great credit on the Rev. R. 
Ridgill, on whom has lately devolved 
mttch of iho Ubouf of thit eebool, in 
coiMcqaenet of • dtaogo of Teadieri.

The aeoond ebaptar 
of St. Luke*s Gospel, as well as nume- 
rous portions of catechism and hymn.s, 
wort repeated t and altogether tbe ezer- 
eises were very satisfactory. I was 
glad to see a considerable number of 
the parents and friends present at the 
examination. In the afternoon I re- 
turned home, a distance of twenty-eigiit 
miles, much gratified with my hasty 
tonr* 

DIET-RIVER SCHOOL. 

This school is situated about ten 
miles from Cape- Town, amid a con- 
siderable population of cnloured people, 
who have no other means of religlou& 
instruction tban tbose wblt^ are alioided 
at this important out-Station of the 
Wynberg Circuit. In company with 
the Rev. B. Ridiidalc, I inspected this 
institution on the 19th instant, and was 
much pleased with the nmrl-cd progress 
of the children since my last visit. The 
number present was fifky.two ; twelve of 
whom read the Scriptures in Dutch and 
English, and thirteen were writing and 
cyphering. A considerable portion of 
ScripittTe, catechisms, and hymns had 
been committed to memory ; and the 
whole of the exercises bore testimony to 
the seal and diligence of Mr, M<Leod, 
tbe Teacher.

On Wednesday, 
the 90tb, I attended the examination, in 
company with the Rev. I^fessrs. God- 
maa and Thomas, aad was glad to find 
one httndred and thirty schoTan present, 
with a considerable number of pjirents 
and friends. Twenty read the Scriptures 
with considerable fluency, and thirty 
were writing and cyphering. The ex- 
ercises in various briinches of learning 
continued with unabated interest ior 
more than two hours, to the evident 
delight of all present. We were fa- 
voured, on this occasion, with the pre- 
sence of Dr. Inne^, the Government 
8aperinicndent*General of Education, 
whom I inviied to take a part in the 
examination^ and who afterwards tes- 
tified hit approval by tending a doten 
beautiful gilt>edge Bibles as rewards for 
the most dc-erving scholars.

On some 
occasions I was thaukful to learn that a 
few of the elder scholars gave erideneet 
of seriousness, and promised fair to 
become useful members of the church of 
Christ, At one Station I expressed my 
disappointment at finding to few boys in 
the hifjher classes, as compared with the 
number of girls, when I was informed 
that tfat hoys had gone with their fathers 
to worlc at the harvest, — a circumstance 
which affoTiicd evidence of industrious 
habits in conuexiuu with instruction. 
At the close of the exercises in all the 
schools, I distributed hnoks and other 
rewards for the encouragement of the 
children. TMt I wat enabled to do by 
the Icindness of dear friends in London, 
Newport, (Isle of Wight,) lIornHcn,

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THE ISLAND OF BOTUMAH. 

If our readers will look at the map published in Mr. La wry 's Journal, 

at the left-hand comer near the top margin, they will find (he island of 
Kotuniah. It is distant from Bau, the capital of Feejce, about four 
hundred miles ; hut has no dependence on Feejee, and is under the care 
of native Teachers only. 

That indefatigable Misrionary, the Rer. Jolm Waterhonae, visited 
Kotumah in 184L He took with him Isaiah, a Christian Chief, who 
had for many years enjoyed the advantages of religious fellowship at Vavou, 
in the Friendly Islands ; and >vho >vas left at Rotumah, his native 
country, as a Teacher. They were kindly received by Tokaiiiua, one of 
the Chiefs, a fine, tall, intelligent man, about twenty-six years of age, who 
can talk a little English. Ue had also Tutted Tonga, and had embraced 
Christianity. Mr* Waterhouse inclined to reckon the whole population of 
the island at three or four thousand; though the Chiefr reported the 
population to be ten thousand. There were several EuropenTis rosi(liTifr 
on the island, and the English language was much in use among the 
people. Mr. Waterhouse very urgently seconded the request of the 
Chief Tokaniua, that au English Missionary might be sent to reside 
among this remote people, many of whom were aenrous of erabraciqg 
Christianity. 

It is most affecting to consider that for fifteen years Tokaniua and his 
people have been desiring a Missionary. When the Chief came on hoard 
the " John Wesley" at her recent visit, his first inquiry was for a Missionary ; 
and when he parted with Mr. Williams, he renewed his entreaties for 
a Missionary ; and, as he returned to shore In his little canoe, responded 
to my last good bye, * A Missionary ! A Missionary ! A Missionary !' * 
Eight hundred and forty of the natives have emoraced the profession 
of Christian if y, and are anxious to have a European Teacher. Why has 
not a Missionary heen sent to theni ? The answer to this question is a 
painful one. The Committee have already employed as mauy Mission- 
aries as they can support ; they cannot send a Missionary to Botumah 
until thejr ha?6 the means of doinff so without going into dehi. This it 
not a solitary case. There are a nundred places to which Missionaries 
ought to be sent; and it is a question each one should ask himself, 
whether "he has done what he could," in giving to the Missions, and in 
collectiiipr for the Missions. Have we, as ])rofessing Christians, done our 
duty, until we have supplied the means of grace to those who are perish- 
ing for want of them, and who have earnestly deaired to have them f 
Does not the Lord of the harvest expect that labourers should he sent 
into his harvest, now that the church possesses the means and the oppor- 
tunity ? Let every contributor to the Funds of the Society increase his 
conthbutions, and Kotumah will not long he without a Missionary, 

YZStT OF THE RBV. TBOHAS WILLIAHB TO BOTDXAH, JULY, 1853. 

It is now about time weeks ei&ee the Next mandng I heard with pkasure 

Feejee District-Meeting appointed me to orders from Captain Ryle to set the lower 

visit the island of Kotumah: it is seven studding-sails; these, again, were fol« 

days since I landed on dkat island, and lowed by orders to set the upper ones ; and 

fbur since I left it. thus with widened wings ^e Wesley ** 

Having', on the morning of July 14th, caught the fHvouring winds, and hurried 

lauded the Chairman at Lakcmba, we us to our desunatinn. We cast anchor off" 

commenced our voyage with a smart Kotumah, aflter quick sailing during three 

breeze, nnd running through the Lakcmba nati:rn1 r!;iys, less two hour<!. 

passage were clear of the group by sunset. lietore the anchor was down, I found 
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my situation favourable for comparing ex> 
pericnce with expectation, and found my 
idt^s, in more instances than one, at vari- 
ance with the tcalicy. I had been led to 
expect that, so soon as we were well in 
sight, a fleet of little canoes would make 
its appearance^ their ovnen coniending 
for the [ ( St nf jjilot; instead of which, but 
one was seen, and that one not until wc 
were near the a&chongeu From It a wdl* 
uade native, with a white felt hat on, 
sprung over the " NVesley's bulwarks, 
took bis stand on the quarter-deck, and, 
with full confidence, and in good £nglish, 
©rdered the way of tlie ship. "Steady ! " 
** Port ! " and other nautical commands 
were given by him widi the air of a Chan- 
nel pilot, 

Having Mtlafied himself about the 
coune of die diip, he inquired her name, 
and the name of the Captain. Finding 
he was on board the Wcsleyan Mission- 
ary hrig, he proceeded to make rapid 
inquiries after Captain Buck, Mr. Water* 
house, !Mr. Lawry, and, lastly, but most 
emphatically, for the jyiissiooary to be 
placed at Retumah. He put the hut 
inquiry to me, as though confident that I 
was tiie man, and it pained my heart to 
witness bis disappointment on finding out 
hie miatake. with an anxious counte- 
nance and eatrfr tone, he asked, ** Why 
no Missionary white man come ? Why 
you no etay ? Me say plenty times for 
n;.-in to come ; plenty Rotumah man 3Iis- 
sionary (used for Christian) now ; but 
no Englishman eome to teadi liim. Why 
you not stay with nw ? I want von ttt^ 
now." 

On inquiring of a native who had for. 
meily lived at Rotnmah, I found our 
interestinf? visitor was the Chief of the 
Oinatha district, his name Tokaniua, and 
tliat for aeveral years past he had lived a 
profess! r of rhristinnity. In answer to 
my inquiries, he reported a cotisiderable 
inereaae of Rotomah ChrisUana, and 
a^n fell to lamenting that no Missionary 
was sent to instruct him and his people. 

Granville or Rotumah Island, or, as it 
it often called by the natives themselves, 
Rotuam, is in 12" 31' south latitude, 177* 
Id' east longitude. It is a larger island 
than verbal descriptions of it led me to 
expect : it is in lcn;^-th about twelve miles, 
rather rugged, and nearly covered with 
grovea of cocoa-nut trees, whieh give to 
the island a beauty and freshness not 
often surpassed even in the autumn- 
len^ tropics. About the main land are 
five or six isleti, the larger of which lie 
off its south-west extremity. 

Kotumah is inhabited by a race of 
long-haired, light-hearted, langhter-loving 
rrc;iti;rps, wlio, judging from the popula- 
tion on that paxt of the island traversed by 



myself, may number from four to five 
thousand. Many of these, I feared, 
would crowd around me, and evince their 
frequent intercourse with sailors by pro- 
fane lang^uage and a rude familiarity. 
This, happily, was not the case, i found 
die nativee diatant, rather Aan intnirfve; 

Whilst the Tc.icliors ^vere being col- 
lected ixom their several Stations, I em- 
ployed Ae kisore thna allowed me in 
looking over the village, and observing 
the habits of its inhabitants. In ha'.h, 
2caturcs of interest, and different t'roui 
what I have hitherto seen, presented them- 
selves. Their !ii)n«;e^ fire smaller, and 
slighter in their construction, than houses 
in Peejee generally are, and more in* 
debtcd to the sod than to spars and thatch. 
The doorways were low to back-brenking. 
Some of them might be pronounced com- 
forteble, but for the annoying use made of 
turmericpowder ; of this, mixed with oil, 
the natives form an orange-coloured 
nngncnt, with which they anoint them, 
selves so iin<?p;iringly, that their clothes, 
their mats, and all about their homes, 
become deeply dyed with yellow. Even 
the trct's by the way-side do not escape ; 
for after a walk I found my shoulders 
atained from contact with the yellowed 
leaves. The Chief justly remarked, 
"Rotumah fashion this, foolish fa^^bion; 
by and by all gone away.** A few of the 
bouses had been WMtber^bonded by 
white men. 

The Rotumahans are a smaller, lighter- 
coloured race than the Feejeeans ; they do 
not, like their neighbours, commonly wear 
beards. A still more pleasing departure 
from Feejeean custuuis, was the absence of 
aima. Of the many men I mc^ I did not 
see one with either club, spear, or musket 
in his hand. There is amongst them a 
fidr proportion of good faces; but the 
teeth of most of the wnmrn were discolour- 
ed by chewing the yany-gona root ; and 
the eyea of many of Ae ncii twoUcQ and 
inflamed from an exccattve nao -of that 
dirty drink. 

In their sepulture of tlte dead, this people 
show m uch care. I obeerved atonee around 
their graves that were not got there with- 
out great exertion. They are not only 
Rotumahans who sleep in these graves. 
"That," said the Chief, "is wbom 1 bury

place; he too much drink rum, drink 
plenty rum one night, next day they biii^ 
him shore and bury him.** 

1 observed steps cut in the nut-trees to 
draw awfiy the sap for the purpose of dis- 
tillmg ardent spirits. Pointing to them, 
niy eompanion aaid, ** White man do 
that.** 

The Rotumahans have been spokm of 
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M a Tttde people, and their daily inter- 
COUTM^ withoat forms of deference. J udg* 
iag from the etitjuette observed at the 
breakfast tray of a Chief, I should think 

lliis an incorrect impression. 

Soon an 1 could 1 commenced our little 
Di»tri.ct Meeting. The joy of the Toot{sn 
Teachers on secinr,' me was great; lor a 
Miuiooary had not visited them since the 
middle of 18411. From theit statements I 
learned their trials, and also that tliey had 
experienced much of the goodness of a 
laithi'ul add cuuipas:iioiutti God. They 
had had trouble from the evil of their own 
hearts, trom war, and from Popery ; but 
the Lord had been their helper. They 
conduct public worship in eight cbapeU 
aiul four other preach mg-places. Thirty- 
two pen»ons met in cUss. Several hun- 
dreds have lately renouneed Heathenism ; 
the numbers of professing Christians given 
in by the Teachers on tlieir slates, made a 
lulal of ciglit huudrtd and torty. The 
Teachers report a perceptible change in 
the habits of many. He who stole, is 
learning tu steal no more; and he that 
swore, to fear an oath. They sorrow 
nio-t for want of lielp anil w^mt of books. 

On the Suuilay i preaciied^ through an 
inier])reier, to good congregations in three 
several villages; also, 1 married eleven 
couples and baptized forty-five persons, 
the greater jiroporuon infants. The even- 
ing 1 pussed with the Teachers, praying 
with, advising, and encouragirj them. 

i:^arly ou iSlonday morning I returned 
to the Mission brig ; and here the Chief 
renewed his entreaties tor a Alissionary ; 
and, as he returned to shore in his little 
canoe, responded to my last good-bye — 
A Missionary ! A Missionary I A 
Missionary ! " 

Dear lathers and brethren, you iiave 
loog been used to appeals and entreaties 
for help. Some of these have been based 
on the nmnbers of those in behalf of whom 
the petitioners pleaded; others have been 
biised on the foul degradation of those in 
whose behalf they sought your sympathy ; 
others have been enforced by ties of con- 
sanguimty : and claims thus founded have 
bc-en urged by able and eloquent men, men 
wiiu plied you with living tikou^hls, ex- 
pressed in burning words, tmtil you con^ 
fessed the irrcsistibleness of tlieir plea, by 
granting their request. Happy would it 
be tor tbe Rotum^ans had they one such 
man to plead tlicir ca&e; but they have 
not. Neither can they approach you on any 
of the above-named grounds ; they have no 
claims from relationship, exoq>t the broad* 
est. Blany Heathen tribes surpass the n 
in depravity ; and, comparatively, their

numbers are few. They must be left to 
plead their own cause with you and the 
Christian public, on its own merits. O, 
do let diem have your attention ! Incline 
your ears unto them ; let the cries of eight 
hundred Rotumahans touch your hearts. 
They look to you with strain^ eyes, tiiey 
listen to catch tones of compassion from 
your lips, their hearts sre tender to receive 
tbe insiTUCtiona of your messengers. I 
pray you listen to their call for help ; do 
not reject it. They ask for ii/e, intellec- 
tual life, spiritual life, eternal life, through 
your instrumentxdity. Do not, for the sal-ie 
of a crucified S:\viour, do not neglect them. 
Send them help, and that right early. A 
Miesiooary and a SdMMbnasier rafght al 
this moment find, among this pcnplc. more 
than fuU employment. And die men sent 
to this field might count themselves hiqipy. 
They would not, after wasting their 
energies on a rock, have to lie down and 
die, lamenting, " Who hath believed our 
report?"* Weeping sowers might east, 
with both hands, the seed of life into a 
generous virgin soil, and in due time 
reap a lidi harvest. 

The Rotumahans do not love war. 
Eighty of thou have just fiUlen in war. 
But even amongst the victors I taw no 
boasting ; tliey have but one voice on the 
subject — "War is an evil." This mild 
people long lu be taught. Short as was 
my stay with them, 1 could, did space 
allow, record pleasing instances of this, 
such as came under my own observation. 
Not a few, many wish to be taught. A 
Missionary to Rotumah, could he land 
there this day, would have access im- 
mediately, to the persons, minds, hearts, 
and affections of eight hundred of the 
people, and the Heathen also would hear 
him with gladness. Unusual faciluies 
awidt the first Mlseioiiary to due isUnd. 
Although coining to a people of a strange 
tongue, be would be able to impart ele> 
mentary instruction to a goodly number 
directly he lauded. The great tirst difiiculty, 
arising trom ignorance of a people's lan- 
guage is, in part, removed by so many of 
the natives spoiking broken English. 
From the same source great help would 
be derived in acquiring the native tongue. 
And, O, how welcome vrould the bamff 
of glad tidings be, who announced them 
to tiic Kotumaban in his own language^ 
correctly spoken ! The Tongan Tcadhere 
cannot master some of the consonantal 
sounds which obtain in the language; 
these to an English or ndonial Missionary 
would present no obstacle. 

Twelve white men live on the island ; I 
saw only one. He begged a Bible of me.

Seta in the United Statea of America. 
Those who are ignorant of the actual 
statistics of the religions denominations 
in that country would very naturally 
suppose that the adherents of the Church 
of EngUuJ, which was planted in the 
provinces about the year IQiO, in the 
reign of Jamea I., mast have ramified 
throughout the luid, and become the 
most numerous bo'ly of Christians in the 
United States ; but it is not so. Or it 
might be auppoied that the Cengiega- 
tlonalUts, the descendants of those true- 
hearted, strong-willed men whom the 
" Mayflower*' bore acron the Atlanile 
to eeek In the Aur ^Feit that liberty of 
conscience which was denied them in 
their native land, would by this time 
greatly outnauber the follower* of John 
Wesley ; but it is not so. Well, then, 
it might be said, the Roman Catholic 
religion must be the prevailing religion, 
when we consider what immense swarma 
of Roman CathsUcs have emigrated from 
the continent of £urupe, particularly 
from Oermaoy, and when we recollect 
the swarms who, for the last twenty 
years, have j^one yenr after year from 
Ireland. Under tiiese circumstances it 
might be suppoiOd that tho Roman 
Catholics would muster twice as many 
as your own body; but statistics deny 
that to be a fact. The last eeeleeiastleal 
census for the United States I had the 
opportunity of seeing is dated in 1853; 
and it gives the numbers of chapels be- 
longing to all denomlnaiiono, and of the 
sittings they contain. Now the sitters, 
of course, are not equal in number to the 
sittings ; but you can very easily draw 
youT eoodoiions of the number of sitters 
from the number of sittings. The Me- 
thodists of all sections — and you are 
aware there are aeveral aeetieM of them 
in America — number 4^200,000 sittings. 
Next to tbem rnnk the Baptist*, to 
whom are allotted 3,100,000 sittings. 
Then follow the Presbyterians, who 
have 1,040,000 sittings. N-xt, at a 
long distance, come the Congregalional- 
iiti, who only nnmber 795,000 eittingt. 
After them comes the Church of Eng- 
land, with fi25,O0O sittings; and, last of

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620,000 sitdogt. It miut b« femem. 
bered, however, that the siuins« in the 
CMe it the Roman CAth«Uct do not bear 
Ih* MOM preportiM to tbf auMben of 

that rellgif}!! in tlie case of the other 
denomiaationi, for thid reaaon, — that 
there are various service* on the same 
day in the Roraan Ctitliolic chapels, and 
that the people are in the hahit of stand- 
ing aboaty both within and witbeut the 
plaeea df wonhip, without betag mmou 
niodated wiih sittings. The best and 
juost accurate return gives the number 
of souls connected witii the Roman Co- 
tholic persuasion at 2,200,000, which is 
more than a good mUlion below that of 
the Methodists i and wbUit your deno- 
winatioo iocTesMcs ct cry dor, tho Catho- 
lics lose to all their aeigbbours. That 
they admit themselves, snd with grief 
and sorrow. There must be a reason for 
this result. I reoMinber onee oakinf an 

infelHpent American what religious opi- 
fiionn were making the mest way in his 
Ooantry. «Wc!l, Sir," said he, "the 
Methodist is a very favourite religion." 
«« Why is that I aited. " WeU, Sir, 
it convenes with our people's uotionS|*' 
woo the reply. This did not convey any 
very definite it!e^ to my niiuf? of the 
reason for the preference given by his 
eottotrymcn to Methodism ; but it iccm* 
od to be the only answer my friend had 
ready, and so T wm obliged to bp mnfent 
with it. I then a&i^ed him, "How does 
the Roman Catholic religion progreet?** 
"Why," said lie, "that does not much 
go a>head. It does not suit the genius 
of our free and enlightened constitution.'* 
(Hoar, hear.) No w tbii waa very intel- 
ligible to me; for I siinpose Rn English- 
man may be excused for acquiescing in 
the answer, wtt hr •» regaids our own 
constitution. I suppose, if my friend 
had, at the tin^t*, given more congidfra- 
tioQ to his answer, he would have iauad 
t1>at the differCBCO between the progreic 
of the two creeds arose from the fnrt thst 
your Preacbert do not give way to traos> 
ccttdontaliam, and tbc splitting of hairo 
in religious matters, but that .they hold 
fast to the great doctrin»s of juifificstion 
by faith, and sauciificaiion by the Holy 
Spirit — peace-speaking doctrines to those 
who Isbour anti nrc hetvy Iftden, and 
who are seeking rest. (Hear, hear.) Vou 
owe vour ineccct alto to yoor practical 
macUlMry, which seems to work so well, 
more especially from the division cf your 
member! into "classes,** allotting to 
every claie a Leader^-a cyitem which, 
to my thinking, seems to the li*"? nnc! 
soul of Methodism. (Applaui.e.) There- 
by you give |Mi iaUfcK f v«ryooc in

the spiritual concerns of hit neighbours 

aud incitr them to bear one another'^ 
burdens^ and to help each other onwards 
towards Zioo. But, my friends, I am 
not acquainted with the state of your 
^Missions in America from personal expe- 
rience; and we will therefore, if you 
please, pass onwards to the Cape of Oood 
Hope, where I hrtve reside'! for a dozen 
years, where you are au influential bedy, 
and where yon have many Mteaione. 
As you will naturally suppose, the Dutch 
Reformed Ohorch embraces by far the 
largest body of Christians in that colony ; 
but next to it eomee your own denomina- 
tion, the last cennus /jiv'n-j itJ4 numbers 
at 18,000, while the Church of l::aglaod 
numbered 12,000 aooJe. In the year 
1820 Uieia was a large iaMigratioa u 
the Cape of Ooid Hop* from this coun- 
try ; the greater part ot the settlers were 
Weaieyana, active, enterpfleinf mett, 
fervent in every !;in1 of bii>!n?s^ ; and, 
although very attentive to their own 
personal concerns, by no means forgetful 
of the spiritual wantt of the natives 
aroonf^ them. In eonie<juenee, there* 
lore, and aided by your bounty at homo^ 
the Weelcyaii Missionary Sutdooe are 
thickly dotted not only am mi^; the n itives 
within the colony, but all around the 
boundary, and far beyond, among the 
native tribes to the northward, in the 
habitat of the camel-leopard ^nd the 
rhinocwoe. For the most part their 
Mieaione are in a very iourlehing condi- 
tion; and it need not be any mutter of 
astonish'.nen* that both your own J^lis- 
sionaricD, and the very numerous Mission- 
aries belonging to other evangelical com- 
munities there, make great way ; for the 
South Afiican mind is a good soil in 
whidi to aow the seed of the Ooepel. 
The South Africans are aheaest-hearted, 
simple psople ; and though Imnst admit 
that they are deeply sunk in sensual and 
groaa viccBf and almoat ignore the dUAr. 
ence between m#um and fuum, they are 
etill a bold, independent people, who 
love the tratb. If you once convince 
the natives of that country that the Great 
Almighty desires a pure heart and a sin- 
cere worship, thev are perfectly capable 
of worshipping £n atnoerlty and truth. 
Their minds are not given to forms, and 
therefore evangelical doctrine* prove 
much more attractive to them Aan the 
pomps and ceicmoBiei of the Cfanrch of 
Rome. They can worship, seated on the 
green hiU-side, like the Covenanters of 
old, with nought bat the bine vault of 
heaven between them ari l their 3Iaker, 
as reverently as beneath tlie most elabo- 
rately fretted f^ij io most |^or|j;eowf

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efttiwdrtL (ffetr, hear.) When tbey 

once get hold of the trntli that Jcsua 
Christ ii their only Redeemer, — that that 
Redeemer ii God, — and that God alone 
]■ the hearer of prayer, it is verj difficult 
to make tlicni undtrstand the neceaaity 
or the expediency of offering their «or- 
abip to the Vhf^nt or of praying to tho 
•ainti — deceased mortals like themsihes 
— to make interest in their behalf with 
the Queen of Heaven. Hence Popish 
and temi-Popish doctrines make no way 
amon;z thpm. TtKlecd, I do not know 
that the supporters of such doctrines 
have attetupted to inculcate them $ tbt the 
South Africans seem to agree vith the 
old Latin poet, who eaye

(Hear.) If, howerer, we leave the dry, 
thirsty land of the Cape, and exchange 
it for the ^reen spicy isle of the Eastern 
oeean, we shall find the dimate and the 
face of mture as diffetent as thr minds 
of men in these two portions of the 
world. The land there it ehadj with 
palms ; the cocoa nut and the areca nut 
ar? interMpersi^'d with the bread*fru!t, the 
tamarind, and other trees yielding fruit 
for man, beneath whose leafjr biim^ha 
hprdn of cattle ferd on verdant pastures. 
There an eternal spring reigns, and as 
the Christian poet sings— 

" Ever/ prospwt plMS«t, 
And only man Is vile.* 

But who are the denizens of this sunnj, 
flowery, smiling land? Besides a 

han Ifn' of our own countrymen, and a 
still larger number of Indo- Britons, the 
Inhabitants are some 1,600,000 or 
1,700,009 Asiatics of various races, — 
Singhalese, Tamuls, and others, who 
were semi-ctvilixed at a remote petiod, 
when our ancestors in this country were 
naked painted Hivages, nnd who '.re 
semi-civilised still,— men whose minds 
seem incapable of making progress by anjr 
cnergx inhetent in themselves, and who 
borrow any advancement they do make 
from their conquerors. Yet thtj are 
not inferior In intellect to Europeans; 
nnd in courtesy nnd r]^i*ntl?manlike de- 
meanour thej are far superior to those of 
the same rsnk of life with themselres in 
this country. (Hear.) Indeed, to place 
them on a l<»vel with ourselves, all that 
is needed is a continuance of British 



mle, and of morsl and religlona train- 
ing. T ai)i l appy to say yon are mak- 
ing progress in that island to which I 
refer, the island of Ceylon. The travel- 
ler In that island comes upon neat com* 
modioun edifices, with the inscription, 
Wesleyaa Chapel,** ovei the door, 
vhldi hare been reared in the villages 
through wh.ich lie journc-ys sine? he last 
passed the same way, and to the erection 
of which all the Christian population 
have loit their aid in money, in labour, 
and in maferial?. (Applause.) I my- 
self was present at the opening of at 
leaat six or seren of snch chapels, in the 
immediate neighbourhood of Colombo, 
during my residence there. Still you 
must let me tell >ou ihe plain truth. 
Ton have many difficulties to meet and 
to rontrnd ngaiDst. Your religion and 
my religion is too spiritual — it is not 
snSdenuf ritual, or, at I tnay say, sen- 
suous— for the tastes of the people. 
They will tell you so themselvfs. 
Kites and ceremonies are practised by 
them in the meet ttiriel oceurreneee of 
life; and it serms to them strange and 
unacceptable that such rites should be 
wanting in religious services. The 
Roman CathoUet, who can become ** all 
things to all men," adapt themsflvrs to 
their tastes; and accordingly sbo»5, 
and pomps, and ceremonies are permit* 
ted in Ceylon of so extreme and even 
grotesque a character, as would scandal- 
ise the votaries of the Romish religion 
in these weetem countries. I appeal to 
grntlcmrn on this platform, who are 
acquainted with the island, whether I 
am overstating the feet, (Hear.) Now, 
in my opinion, what is wanted in Cey. 
Ion, besides the preaching of the Gospel, 
is Occidentalism — (if there be such a 
word, and if not, I may be allowed to 
coin one for the occasion) — in language, 
in habits, and in literature { and I am 
happy to sty, that this Occidentalism is 
making great way, m^nly through the 
instrumentality ff your Missionaries, 
not only by tlie preacliin^ of the word, 
but through the means of the numerous 
B-hools which are established under 
their superintendence, and in which, I 
can state of my own knowledge, the pro- 
gress made by the pupils is most satis- 
factory and encouraging. (Hear.) But, 
my friends, it is not alone among the 
natives that your effiwts are bleesed* 
There are innny of v^ur own country- 
men, there are many Indo- Britons, who 
attend upon the ministrations of your 
Missionaries, which, la their case, nave 
been attended with the most blessed 
results. There is one of these classes to 
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wbich I may particularly allude^ ft dass 
Ititherto little eawd for, but upon vhldl 
rII eyes are now fixed : I mean our 
Boldieri. In the little forta scat- 
tered thiovghont Ae ialand, wliererer 
tbere is a detachment of soldierS) on a 
Sunday afiertioon a fair sprinkling of 
red-c<Mta may be teen wending their 
wuf down the narrow elifeti to the little 
chapel at the bottom, to hear what thn 
old man in the plain black coat may 
have to lay to them ; and be apeeki well 
to them, as I can teitffy$ nor are his 
efforts unblesRccl I saw one instance of 
their good effects soon afur I reached 
the colony, and I am niro It wm not ar 
sin^Milar one. When I left the Cape of 
Good Hope for the island of Ceylon, 
understanding that there was « teardty 
of boraea in the island, I took wltb mo o 
numbfr, more than mj own groom 
couki oferlaok. It chanced, however) 
that tbeie waa a paeienger in the Tceiel, 
a soldier, who, fcy suine accident, had 
baen left behind his regiment at the 
Cape, and who was on his way to rejoin 
it in Ceylon. He Tolnntecred hia aeiu 

■vices ; (her were accepted ; an^ 5n wa 
became acquainted. After I had been 
in the island some two or tbree montba, I 
beard thia man waa aick in the hospital, 
and was not likely to live, and T went 
down to see him. 1 saw tiiat tlic roan 
waa ainkingy and, after a little prelimi- 
nary conversation, I faid, calling liim 
by hia name, " I hope you will endea- 
tcnir to look to Jeius now.** He tamed 
his face upwards, and a fiunt smile 
ing on his wasted countenance, he re- 
plied, " I have found him. Sir.** 
**Bow and when waa that?** said I. 

*' Why, down in the littk chapel, at the 
comer of 11 ospital- street, where 1 have 
seen you. Sir, many times, though per« 
baps you did not notice me among the 
reat of the soldiers.** (Hear, hear.) 
Bia end was peace ; in a few days he 
departed. Now, my firicnda, Uiia is not 
a solitary instance of the kind. There 
ape hundreds and thousands who have 
to bless the day they went to yaur little 
chapels. Believe me — and let it stimu- 
Intr you in this pood cause — that when 
the last bugle sounds to which none can 
lend ft deaf ear, and the dread master- 
roll is called from whldb m> man can be 
absent, there is many a poor soldier, 
when he anawers to hia name, who will 
Step to Ibe front with joy and find it 
enrolled in the Lamb's Book of Life, 
and who will be passed to the right, and 
told off* with the company of believers, 
and receive his billet for the good cen- 
taiion*a bench; and aU owing to the 



words that bo bad beard in the litUe 
chapel. (Loud applause.)

AIton*8 servicei had been lent tn • 
limited periof^, to the Bible Societr. 

The i>iis8ion8 in Asia were next ad- 
verted to. In the Souih mtd N&rth 
Ceyion Districts, cliolera, small pox, 
fever, dearth, with militarj remoralH, 
had tedneed tbo Societies, but they were 
reviving. In the Madrat District, tbon 
have been some Rdditinni. In relteotICO 
to education it was observed^ 

Tbo past year will bo marked in iho 
annals of India as the commencement of 
a new era, when its Govfwior^ resolved 
to toko measures to biiiig liuropwn 
knowledge within the reach of all claiaeo 
of the people, and with that view both to 
foster and encourage aU such existing 
inoiitntioni as may bo adopted to the 
object, and create such additional organ- 
isations as may be necessary. In the 
document in which this excellent design 
is promulgated, the Directors make men. 
tion of Missionary hihours as "the noble 
exertions of Societies of Christians to 
bring the natives of India into the way 
of religious truth." They also specify 
certain Missionary Colleges and Institu- 
tions as "worthy of occupying the bigh- 
t»i place in tbo scale of genorml Insmie- 
tion," and mark with satisfaction the 
success of Missionary educational efforts 
Muong tbo Tamul population in the 
Madras Presidency. These indtcttions 
of an improved state of feeling towards 
Christian Missions in high quarters, the 
Committee acknowledge with gratitude 
as the result, iirulfr God's blessing, of 
the sealous and patient labours of their 
Christian brethren, prosecuted amidst 
manj discouragements, through half a 
century. And they are still more con- 
cerned that this favourable opportunity 
fnay be improved afighi Minionary 
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schools may now be multiplied almost 
indefinitely. The •ecrilM knowledge 
they impart will generally be equal to 
that of other institvtions, and with their 
religious tcarhing no interference at all 
will be attempted. Only let them be 
opened and placed under the superin- 
tendence of snitable men, and there is no 
fear but they will be fiilet! and supported. 
A "great door ami efiiectuai" is thus 
opened hefbre the Mends of religion in 
India. They may take advantage of the 
new sfatc of things to an extent which » 
few years back would iiave appeared im- 
possible ; and they may rest assured that 
if they neglect tf.e opportunity othtrs 
will not. Strenuous efibrts wHl be made 
to bring Heathen sdiools up to the re- 
quired standard of proficiency in secular 
knowledge, and thus to keep at least one 
generation more in the trammels of that 
vain and debasing system which thej 
hnrr " reeslTed bj tiadltioB from their 
fathers." 

Under the head Myiore District, 
special reference was made to the eduea* 

\\on^\ operations of the Society in Ban- 
gaiorgf including a Sunday-school, a 
boya* school, (120 pupils,) and the Edti- 
cational Institution. The last is divided 
into three departments; namely, the 
normal dass for training Teachers, a 
second deputment for the study of Bible 
lessons, history, geography, natural phi- 
losophy, mathematics, £*nglisb grammar 
and eompoiitimi, tbo Conference Cate- 
chisms, the evidences of Christianity, 
and lessons on moral condiirt. The 
third department has been added to the 
Institation during the last year, and now 
contains two hundred and twenfy-fnur 
boys, who are iiutructed in Scripture 
history and doetfine, geography and 
grammar, arithmetic, and other useful 
knowledge, through the medium of their 
own language. It is in contemplatjoa 
to enlarge this department into a aeparato 
Institution m Roon as practicable. The 
issues of the printing-press during the 
year have comprised three million fire 
hundred thousand pages; among which 
are portions of the New- Testament 
Scriptures, various school-books, and 
religious tficts, scientific treatises, and 
Christian lyrics. A History of India, a 
portion of Paley's Honn PanlintSf a 
Canarese Almanac, an i/Cclcsiastical 
History, may also be observed in tbo 
list, together with an Address delivered 
at the opening of the Normal Institution 
at Wcitminstcr, by the Her. John Scott. 
Many of these publications are excellent 
specimens of Canarese typography ; but 
tbe el&Mtaey of the printing MtabUsh* 
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ment vrtU no doabt b« much advanced 

by the new founts cf ('finarese type 
which Mr. Saaderson took wiih him, on 
hto reemt departote ftom this amntrj. 
Two years ago, it was stated Mr. Hartley 
had brought to England a petition for 
the establishment of a school in the city 
of Mysore, ligned in nine langnages, and 
by three thousand three hundred people; 
that, to meet the wishes of these nume- 
yoiM peddtnim for tlia cttablithncnt of 
• good English school, £400 were re> 
quired ; and th»t if nne-half of this sum 
was raised in Jbiiglaod, the remainder 
wonld be raised in Mysore. The special 
subscription originntf^d at Tyfrdj, in 
1863^ soon reached the needed sum of 
£200. Mr. Haidey had the satlafaetion 
of taking with him on his return other 
presents adapted to ashist in the extab- 
iishment of the school. He then pro- 
ceeded to take the meant to raise the 
sum which he had pledged him^rlf to 
obtain in Mysore ; and the record oi the 
meeting held for that purpose, with • 
brief report of the ipeechee delWeted, 
forms a document so truly renrarkable at 
to deserre preservation in the Report, 
It la probable that a aimilar tpectaelo 
was never before witnc«<^cd. The union of 
Hindoos and Mohammedans with Chris- 
tians in the endearour to ettablish m 
Christian school in which the word of 
God should be in daily use, and enter 
into the stated course of haatructioo, is a 
sign of the timca of moat encomaging 
import — «the Lord*8 doings ud mar- 
vellous in our eyes." 

The very liberal response made to the 
proposal of a special fund for China 
has rmboldfned the Committee to double 
the number of its agents in Canton. 
Tbey have considered the impottaace of 
being in readiness to take advantage of 
tho6e favourable circumstances which 
may be expected shortly to occur, and 
tbe length of tine which must clapae in 
every cnse before the language is master- 
ed, and resolved to comply with the 
earnest loUdtationa of the brethren a]« 
ready there. Accordini^jy Mcaara. Hut- 
ton, Preston, and Smith were ayipoin'rd 
at the last Conference to Canton ; and, 
after haviDg been ademtilf ordained to 
the work in the City-road chapel, they 
embarked in ^'ebruary last. Prior co 
their departnre they received such pre- 
liminary instruction in the langvage as 
could he obtained in this country, snd 
which may, it is hoped, much facilitate 
their entrance on their dutiea when they 

arrive at their destination Of the 

operation? of the brethren at Canton 
there is as yet iDut iittlt to report. Mr. 



Pierejr continue! to bold public rerviees 
three times a ncek, at which there h an 
average attendance of more than forty 
pereoni. Meian. Beacb and Cox are 
diligently labouring to acquire the lan- 
guage of the people, so aa to be able to 
converse freely with them. A useful set 
of tracts has been obtained, and the dig- 
fribution nf the million Teftaments has 
been commenced. More than twenty 
•treets bafo been vlilted, and a copy left 
at ereiy accessible dwelling or shop* 
The very unsettled state of public affairs, 
however, interferea much with the pro- 
great of the work ; ond onr brethren have 
great rred of our praycri that in the 
midat of perils their lives may be pre- 
•erved, and their minda auatained. 

Wiui reapect to the J^^i^rtions in 
SofiTRriRK Africa: — Mr. Moisttr 
informs the Committee that a series of 
ipeeial aervicet, held in Copo Toteis 
during the summer, had been followed 
by very cheering results in the conver- 
aion of sinners, and the recovery of seve- 
ral who had wandered from the right 
way. The ptiblir and private means of 
grace were well attended, and there were 
prospeeta of good in the future. Mr. 
Samuel Hardi y, who was stated in the 
last Report to have been detained at the 
Mauritius by the state of his health, 
arrived at Cape-Town in the summer, 
and, by the blessing of God, greatly re» 
cruited hia atreogtb during his sejoam 
there, so aa to be able to render iraluable 
assistance to the brethren of the Circuit. 
He embarked for his new Station in 
Weetern Australia on the 10th of Janu- 
ary last* 

The congrrffi lions at Grnhnm's- TotOfly 

in the Albany .and KArraAKiA Dis- 
trict, have been ateadily on tbe increaae 

lor some time past, and there has been 

most £»Tatifying attention to the adminis- 
tration of the word. The more private 
meant of grace have often been marked 
by a solemn and delightful feeling ; and, 
making due allowances for the changes 
that are continually taking place In auch 
a community, the work of God has made 
a steady projjres". The Kaffir congrega- 
tion and bociety have decreased in num- 
ber in conieqoence of the removal of the 
people to the new Border Settlements. 
The Dutch congregation continues good. 
At Smkm a conaiderable Improvement 
has taken place in the colonial congrega- 
tion, which is said to comprise all the 
families residing in the }>lacc, with 
acaicely an exception. At Bathurtt the 

ehapcl has been Tcpjiired nnd ennsider- 
ably improved, and a good feeling exists 
in the minda of the people. The F§rh 
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Bwtrf^ori Circuit was at the beginning of 
the jrcar much reduced in number bj tha 
iorinatioD of the fiogoe Settlement, 
•bout tlx milci cUttant i but % gradoai 

revival lias, in part, made np the loss 
vhiih was thus occasionetl. At the ucvv 
aetiicnient of Ueald'Ttvm a large and 
•abttaatiil chapel, capable of CMttaining 
from six to aeren lumdrcd persons, ii in 
a state of great forwarrineoe. The new 
•ettlen, who ore noatly 
continue to posiess the entire confidence 
of the Governi^ent and the colanisti in 
the ioamcdiaie neighbourhood ; and 
Ibou^ it hu been found aeeenaiy to 
put away several who have become im- 
nioTal in their conduct, those who remain 
fam l^vcii oftttio of dcYoat gmtitiido* 
Tho loUMth congregation, fCMrally 
amounting to four hundred pFr!i«nR, in- 
eluding the Sundaj'Schoo), is atteotiye; 
and thtre art foorteeii jooof monlcd 

persons uudei instn^ctionj y.-ith n vir-w to 
their employment iu some useful capacity 
in connexion with the Mission. The 
latest information ia that the newly- 
appointed OoTcmor has recently visited 
and inspected the settlement, and the 
Canmittee hope Ibr nrach bantfit from 
his intelligent and philanthropic attention 
to the concerns of the native races under 
his authority. The D' Urban Circuit 
haa been blessed with a gracious outpaur- 
in^ of the Ilnly S])irit, as the result nf 

wilich, sevanty-six adults have been ad- 
mitted to baptism ; and altbavgh vacan- 
cies have been created by the removal of 

some, and the excl«<<ion of others, who 
•*did run well," but have been "hinder- 
ed,** there lemains a net incream of fifty* 
our member';. The English congrrgn- 
ti<m increases, and great attention ia paid 
to Ae word pieacbed. 

Mr. Gladwin arrived in safety at 
A/oftnt Coke, {British Ka/Traria,} and 
has found much encoaragemcnt m resum- 
iag hii laboiim He atatea that the 
chaptl ir, too small for the regular con- 
gregations, that the devotional meetings 
of the people are well attended and fer- 
vent, aqd, with one or two exeeptiona 
during tne yeas, thHr converwifion has 
been as becometh the Gospel ot Cbriat.** 
The Wataen Inatiiotion havitif been en- 
larged, And Iwo trriTiT-d masters having 
been sent out from the I^ormal Training 
Institution at Westminster during the 
last year, it is hr pcd that that important 
establishment will in fufiire be conducted 
with still greater eiticiency, and that o 
)af|{cr lupply of Native TeMbeia and 
Preachers may be provided. The print* 
ing establishment, which is also located 
at JMouat Coka| has been condaeted dnr^ 



ing the year with ]itda> If any, intetnip» 

lion. Its chief occupation bns been a 
n€w auU revised edition of two thousand 
eoplea of the Kaffir New Teatamcnt. 
/Tin^ yVi'Ham^s-Tou n has suffered from 
various causes; bui the worlc of God ad- 
vances notwithsunding. The Society's 
venerable Missionary, Mr. SbqMtOnc, 
has. forwRrded ?.n interesting: statement 
respsctiag his biation at Kamatione, ia 
the eeviBO of wbieh be saya t.— " The 
circumstances of this Circuit throughout 
the year have been of a very satisfactory 
nature. The services of God's house 
have been well and regularly attended. 
A marked attention has been paid to the 
preaching of the Gospel ; and while 
there haa been a poweifiil inflaenct 
checking moral depravity, aa also ooon- 
teracting Heathen ci^stoms, in conse- 
quence of tlie voluntary interposiuon of 
aorao of the anberdinate CMeftaina, there 

lias been nt thr ^nme time a stronger in- 
Huence operating wilhin naxrowex limits^ 
which givse ua mu^ aaciafaction. We 
have added to the chnidi by bapliant 

during the year fwsnty-one adults ; seve- 
ral children belonging to the membeis of 
Soelety have alao been baptised. Wo 

havefou/ con^rcgjitiofjs during the week ; 
but it is only within the last few months 
that we have been able to complete our 
arrangcmenta Ibt all ^eM» aince Ooveia- 
ment has been mnlcing some changes in 
the location of these people, by which 
they are brooffat move witUn the range 
of our influence. By our prcaent arrange- 
mcnts, we have from six to seven hun- 
dred aitendants on Divine worship, 
weekly." 

The Clarn-ehvry Station, {Kn^raria 
Proper,) situated on the iwrder, be* 
tween the Tembn and Oealekn nlbe^ 
now la n etate of mutual bootOityy ban 
been preaervei from injurv, even when 
ita immediate neighboujhood has been 
the aeene of coniiett end atiU mofe, 

under 5uch trying cirmmstances our 
people have continued steadfast in their 
piofeasion* The Station at Morleff 
ia reported to have suffered in variono 
ways ; but at BimHngviiU the c ongrega- 
tiws are very large, so that many have 
to remain ontaide tlw chapel. 

In reference to the btations in the 
Ttechvfrna Cmm&v, the Committee have 
Ixad many ^uliciiudeH, arisiug out of the 

alteied political circumstanoea ef tlit 

country. But they are happy te know 
that hitherto their feara have bera dia- 
appoiirted; and though, shortly after 
tho liat Anniversary the annouBoenent 

waa made that British protectjen had 
been entirely withdrawn, the authoritiea 
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of tbe Omigt I^m Slate h»w9 not onlf 

not ir, f ►Tfered witVi t^io Mfs'-innary, but 
h*Te aB«ured him that he maj prosMiite 
bis work of evanf«lisAtion in peace. 
The Missionarj hao biCB itmovcd from 
Jtlo0m Fontem^ in eonsoqnence of the 
rtmoTal of a large portion of the £Df- 
lieb inhaUtiBlf on the aboDdonmcat 
of the ftortreigntj bj the British Go- 
vernment. The Binall Society in Tnuftng^i 
Triht still keep together untier the 
car* of the Native Teacher, wbe con* 
tinuei to hold public serTices with the 
people in the absence of a Mitaionarj, 
•nd maintwni hli Cbrittin ebaMCtc? 
and seal for the Gospel. At CoMity, 
n nnfive congregation i« r»l!crtingt and 
the Eiigluh coBf TcgRtion, though n 
doM not toereaae^ ia makisf a praite- 
■worthy and Kucceesful effirt to pay crff 
the ch^l debt. The itats of the work 
at Plamtbtrg is ^tiy encouraging. 

In the Port Natal and AnmmUm lNi> 
ttict, the Z>*(7r6«n Circuit has be?n pros- 
perous. The English ooogregatioa 
•nd Soeiety in di« town no larger than 
at any fnrtncr period; the chapel has 
been enlarged by the erection of a 
scbooloroom which <^ns into it, and the 
expenso of tbt adargement defrayed. 
At Ber(ra r\ teinporaTy chapel has been 
erected without debt, and a small So- 
ciety formed. The Report ^ ibo 
P%et«r'Mauritz-heT(j Circuit bears the 
fame eneouraging charr.rtfr. The Ktcan- 
gutcni Circuit has nut prosprrcd this 
year, principally, it is believed, for tho 
lack of a resident Missionary, whom, 
however, the Committee have not had 
tbe means of ssndiag. To Mr. Jcnkifw, 
al Palmgrlon, the past year has been one 
of great labnur and auictj, bttt not of 
nnicii visible success. 

From the Reports of tbo ■evtral CIf* 
cults in WrsTHny Afttica, it waa 
apparent that the same blessing which 
bas so remarkably attended the ^Miety^s 
UbouvB is atill voucbsafied ; and were the 
mcan^ fit the dinpo«nl of the Committee 
more abundant, a stiU greater extension 
of tbe work •i Ood mig bt bo confldentfjr 
anticipated ; hut iinder presrrt circum- 
stances no additional expenditure can be 
prudently undertaken. The following

At iVew Town tbe chisel is 
slways ffllod, and **tfio prayer-ascetiags 
are delightful.^' At Lumley the Sunday 
services nre well attended. At //attings 
the cbaprl i> generally crowded, and ou 
tbo Lord's-day mnay are obligod to lit 
outside. No lew t);nn tixfy persons pro- 
fess to h«ve obtained peace with God 
doriog the year. AtJUm To«:% after 
a period of deadneec, the last six months 
have exhibited a wonderful improvement. 
The diapel will no longer contain 
the ooagregatioM.

The 
isunday and day schools are largely 
attended ; though, in oome inslancesy 
the want of suitable Teachers, and in 
others the spirit of prostlrti^m, interferes 
with their progress, yet the returns 
oxMblt a total of newly »,000 cbUdNn 
under daily instiucti n). The Native 
Training Institui^ has sent out two 
Teachers during tft ^ear, and bas nine 
•till under instinttlaii. Mr. Rmj states 
that "their progress has far exceeded 
his expectations." The Committee paj 
• brief trlbnto to tbo nomory of a dis* 
tingttished fellow-labourer. Eminently 
qualified by hi« general philoV>|!?ic^ 
learning, and by hiH actjuaiiuance with 
the languages of Africa, for the bishoprls 
of Sierra-Leone, the late Dr. Vidal pos- 
sessed also these higher ouaiiiiMtioos of 
bvniblonesc, gentlsncst m aiad, »oak« 
ness, and catholic love, which, ** in the 
sight of God, are of great price." His 
loss is deplored not only by members 
of the Episcopal csnMinnion, bit by all 
who had tbo bsfipjnfis of bii at^xaiBl- 
ance. 

The MlsaioiM on tbe Gambia, tbe 
GcU Com/, Athanti, 4^., presented a 
mi?red rp^n't; but tbrre was a decided 
proniinence of encouragement. Among 
tbo memomble of cnfa of tho pnat year, la 

the holding of a Missionary Meeting at 
Abbeokuta and at Iiagos* At the for* 
mer place the contribntiMM were com* 
pnied to amount to about £i6 { at tho 
latter, tbe HTiti?h Consnl ormpied the 
obair, and nearly all the meechantf of 
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the town, and itome native Headmen^ 
also, attended the Meeting. The AIeet> 
ing was addressed by the King of LagoS) 
who expressed his gratification at th« 
introdaction of Christianity among his 
people, and his good wishes for its 
succesii, which he testified not only in 
word, but in deed<~subscTibing £5 to 
the Society's funds. The collection at 
the Meeting reached the noble sum of 
£65, and further contributions wer« 
expected. Last year it was stated that 
there was an opening for the commence- 
ment of a Mission in the territories of 
the King of Dahomi. By the great 
goodness of God, operations have actu- 
ally been commenced. Mr. Freeman, 
in company with Mr. Wharton, Tisited 
the King last year, and obtained his 
consent as to the establishment of a Sta- 
tion at JVhydah, with equal rights for 
the Missionary to those of the Portu- 
guese and other residents in the town, 
and unrestricted liberty to tha people t^ 
attend the services. 

After adverting to the Stations in the 
West Indiii, reference was made to 
the British Provinces in North An^exicSi, 
as follows : — The Districts of Nova Sco> 
tia and New Brunswick and Newfound- 
land are about t« be formed into a dis- 
tinct Connexion, with a Conference 
affiliated to our own. And it affords 
the Committee much pleasure to be able 
to announce, that at their request the 
Kev. Dr. Beecham has kindly under- 
taken to visit these important Missions, 
with a view to make the necessary 
arrangements involved in this change of 
their relation to the parent community. 
Thej anticipate very valuable results 
from the undertaking ; and they trust 
that all the friends of the Society will 
unite their supplications for its success) 
as well as for the preservation and safa 
return of their excellent Secretary. 

The Missions which have relation tO 
other Confereaces, and are carried on 
under their immediate direction, were 
then briefly alluded to. The accounts 
of the Irisk Mission were gratifying, 
particularly with respect to the schools. 

A delightful Report had been 

furnished by the President of the 
Frkmch Conference) of which the fol- 
lowing is a summary : — The past year 
has been one of some embarrassment, 
arising from the adverse action of th« 
local authorities, and of considerable 
prosperity arising from the visitations of 
Divine grace, which have increased our 
numbers and infused new spiritual life 
into our Societies. We have entered 
with eneotwaging proip««(i oM t mw 



field of labour in one of the central pro- 
vinces of France, among a very ignorant 
Roman Catholic population. We have 
sent an agent intoa principal town in Brit- 
tany, where we have been often invited, 
and for the occupation of which, one of 
our friends has made a donation of £40. 
We are happy to add that the proper 
authorisation for public worship has 
been obtained from the Prefect without 
difficulty. We have likewise extended 
our labours in the South. A new feature 
in the Upper Alps is found in the 
remarkable openings among the Roman 
Catholic populations, in valleys where all 
the Protestant population had been 
exterminated with fire and sword, in the 
reign of Louis XIV %..The Com- 
mittee had the satisfaction of announc- 
ing that the first Session of the Aus- 
rRALASTAN Conference was held Ja- 
nuary 18th, under the Presidency of their 
most able and faithful brother, who had 
been so worthily designated to the office 
by the British Conference, the Rev. W. 
B. Boyce. Full Reports and Minutes 
of its proceedings have not yet reached 
this country ; but all that has beta 
communicated is of a satisfactory cha- 
racter, and goes to encourage the hope 
of favourable results which has been 
cherished from the beginning of the 
movement. 

On the review of th< year, the Com- 
mittee feel that the circumstance which 
first calls for remark is the very encourag- 
ing state of the Society's finances. 
Remembering that the past year has 
been a year of war, and that the usual 
effects of war have been felt in increased 
taxation, diminished trade, and high 
prices, it would not have been surpri&ing 
if the home receipts had been considera- 
bly diminished. But, instead of such 
diminution, they are favoured to report 
«n increase, both in Great Britairi and 
Ireland, — in fact, the largest domestic 
income which haa been received for 
aeveral years past. 

The prosperity of the past year is the 
more remarkable when viewed in relation 
to that afflictive event which was announc- 
ed at the last Anniversary Meeting. The 
last year is the first since its formation 
in which the Society has not had the 
advantage of the labours of that great 
man, whose gifts and endowments were 
so unreservedly placed at its service, and 
who probably pleaded its cause more 
frequently, and with greater pecuniary 
success, than any of his contemporaries. 
Prudent in c" •••Lwarm in atiection, 
unwearied »• ^<>werful in persua- 

sion, D» gtJjr regarded •# 
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9am of A« piUan «f the Soeietf, and 

most appropriately finished his ]nng 
course of public service by prettdiojg at 
ft M iaaioiury Meeting. 

AlmcMt aa aoon as the last AnniTatMrj 
was coneliidetl, the Committee sent a 
deputatioa to attend his remains to theii 
last TCating'place, wbeie thttf were dcpo- 
•itcd on May 4th, 1854. On May 3d, 
1814, just forty years before, the waves 
closed over all that was mortal of 
another distinguished advocate and 
friend of Christian Missions, tho Kcv. 
Dr. Coke. Diaimilar in almost eveiy 
respect, thete graak men retembled each 
other in this, that the personal agency 
of each was, in h(« day, among the most 
important means of sustaining and ez- 
tencling Miaaieaary operationi. The 
forty years which elapsed between the 
demise of one and the other, affords a 
period sufficiently long to mark the pro- 
gnii, end test the eaccei^s, of that work 
to which each wa% so ardently attached. 
At the beginning of that period, the 
Miaeloiiiry enterprise wee not merely 
scorned by the world, but misunderstood 
and doubted of by many of the churches. 
Now, its principlei* arc every where 
admitted — the jad|>ment and the eon* 
science of Christendom are on our side. 
Then (to speak mere particularly of 
onraeWes) the Cmftrenee eould hardly 
be persuaded to eomenl to Br. Coke's 
proposition j and he had to entreat, wiih 
tears, permission to depart for India. 
Now it sees, with joy, the aelf-eonsecra- 
tioo of Ministers to thin work, and has 
cheerfully placed at its service some of 
iti most honeuired membera. Then the 
•applies were obtained principally by aa 
annual collection, nnd by the indefatig^a- 
bie diligence of Ur. Coke, who, accom- 
penied by a friend, wea acenstomed to 
beg from to-.?n te town and door to 
door the small sum annually ex. 
pended. Now an organisation exists 
throughout the kingdom, adapted to all 
localitieR, and capable of being worked 
even more beneficially and extensively 
than It ie. Then the pioeeede of long 
and tiresome begging joined to the regu- 
lar annual collection, were not a thou- 
aand pounds in excess of the sum now 
raiaed by the ehildren and youth of our 
congregations. In IfiU, the whole of 
the foreign work was comprised in 
Brilieh North Ameifea and the Weet 
Indies, Oibraltar and Sierra-Leone. The 
lang;u«ge of the British Islands alone 
was used, unless by the Missionaries to 
the Ficndi prlaonera. In the interral 
more than sixteen larc^na^ps have be- 
come i\eces8ary, and are now in coQ«taot 
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of progress we may enumerate; but who 
shall register the souls born from above 
in forty years, or by what numeration 
■hall wo express the amount of «iJoy» 
ment created and diffused by attempts to 
do good upon tlie largcat scale, and (in 
the beat eenao of IhoiO noeh-obiwed 
words) to confer the greatMt happlncM 
upon the greatest number ? The com- 
parieon need be carried no further; but 
it convincingly ahowa how graeioos have 
been the dealings of Ood with the 
Society, how Uc has cared for His own 
work, and carried it en, trtn while He 
has removed thoiO who seemed voit 
aervicable if not neeeasarjr to its progress. 

The PRESIDENT OF THE CON- 
FKRENCB, havinir beenealled upon by 
the ChairmaDi moTcd tho AUowiflg Be- 
aolutioa . 

"That th0 R§porfy «• abtiraci qf

details as these t Is the circumstance 
that Chid has thus honoured oa in pro- 
moting his great work, one which should 
excita boasting and self.gratulation ?

^Viien David had collected top^ether the 
things of gold and silver for the erection 
of a temple which his eyes were never to 
aee, he said to God, What am I, and 
what is my people, that we should be 
able to offer, so willingiy, after this 
sort? All things oone of Thee, and of 
Thine own have we given Thee.'* And 
I fed, Mr. Chairman, (hat it is with 
siroiliir feelings, — with deep self-abase- 
ment before Ood, mingled with holy joy 
and thanksgiving^, — that we ou^ht to 
contemplate that great and glorious work 
whidi Ood has honoured oa to carry on 
in the world. (Hear.) I need not remind 
my Christian friends around me, that all 
our labours and sacrmccK in tlils great 
work are utterly valueless without the 
blc'i^ing of the Holy Ghost.

which render their iovitation, more eape- 
c'ially at this time, »easeuabl« aud n^^s- 
aary ; and they pivc^ed (o atate thokc 
drcumataneaa. They x^r to tha pacu- 
liar find convuUed state of the continental 
natiuna of Europe previous to the rise of 
the preaent war ; to the present moutuAil 
war itaalf ; to tha circumatancec of our 
beloved country, — to the Romish apos- 
tasy) to Tractarianiaai, the piengec of 
Eoai% and to tha dillteant fonaa of 
■ubtle and insidious error which are 
waking \inquestionable progress through- 
out, tiiiii laud ; th«y refer to the peculiar 
state of our colonial poaaaaaionB, and 
eapecially to China ; and expreas their 
opinion that that country demanda at the 
pvaicat tliat peoiiUar ngard and aapa- 
lata notica ia oar prayers. Their ap]»eal 
C<Hitains other points ; but their proposal 
ia simply thia, — tliat, commencing to- 
morrow, an Cbriatiaaa ahall tagage that 
thev viil iJpciid some part of each day of 
the next year, from May 1st, 12156, to 
May let, 1856, in private prayer,»^n 
aaraaaty importunate aappUcation to God 
for our country, fur our i^miliea, for the 
churchy and for the world. (Hear.) I 
aaaaot bow atop to go iato tba dataila 
which hi : laid before us in this \.uni- 
phlet; but I hope it have a very 
extensive circulation ; and X entreat my 
Christian frienda around me to unite 
with these e?nincnt ^Ministers and others 
in thus sapplicaiing the God of all grace. 
If yoa oan ba penaadad to adopt Ala 
plan, T am sura we shall have a ysar of 
abundatit surcfss. (Htar, and appltTusB.) 
Uur fTsat want, as I have said bctore, is 
not now so much moaay aa powar from 

God. We »ra bahituelly njaiing aj)- 
peals to our fellow-Chriauaus, addressing 
them and expoetalating with them ; bat 
wa aaad to mako our appeals to Ood. 
We »fe gaining power with men ; we 
want power with God. We are getting 
moaay « bot wa waat that wltbont which 
hoards of Tr«ney would be perfectly 
valueless. And if we ran be induced to 
lift up our hearts and our voices to the 
God of all gtaoa, and to plead with him 
far the descent of the llely Spirit, he 
will make no tarry lag. When we say, 
CoBw, Lord Jesus, coma quickly,** aa 
will respond, "Behold, I come quickly, 
to five to every man according as hia 
work shall be." The Kesolution refara 
to aoeosM ; and I am vary glad that Mr.

Thtn b oat quettioa 
connected with our success, to uViich, 
with your permU»ioa, Sir, 1 will lor a 
moment or two direct the ■tttntiAa of 
th* audience. Has the fueecM wa have 
achieved abvoftd been at the exp^'n-s of 
the home work ? (Hear, hear.) i lUiuk 
it b very important §n Gbiitlbiw now- 
a>days to look carefully at this que<tion. 
There Rre many very good and gxcelleut 
men who think that the home interest 
hu been a Utda damaged by the energy 
put forth to extend thi^ Gospel abroad. 
There are who s*j that our Ministert 
Witt idMmted ftoni their pulpits, and 
froai their pastoral duties, and are om« 
ployed in public work ; thwt there ar® 
many hands employed lu cuilectiug fu£ 
fortign Mbwooa t and tbat all thb b to 
much abstracted frocu our operations at 
home: but this arises rather from the 
defbct of MbiiMiary leal^ tliia from the 
•aaess of it. If then veva a larger 
annount of lilissionary t^;t1, we should 
not be necessitated to report to the me- 
diodt wa art now obliged to adopt in 
ordtr to secure our fiiiaiues. ^Ve should 
not need such an array of kpeakers as wo 
have upon our I^Iissionary platforms. 
The palpit would do ita own work. We 
should not be obliged to resort to those 
ii]genious»may I be pardoned if I 
Bif eometiinet questionable ?—inediode 
wMcdi aro adopteil to obtain money. 
Arc r iiii^ to the admirable statements 
wade iu the Report, every man would 
oome nndar another influence. Our 
gpnrrnvity would be sublimated and 
refioed, and each would give as God had 
prospered him. (Haw.) I*havabtclj> 
in connexion with many of my minis* 
tcrial brethren, been occupied in looking 
very carefully into the home work of 
Methodism $ and I confess I ftel mueh 

btrtter prepared to arldr^ss this eongrega- 
tion on the subjt-ct of the home work 
than I do npoa uie subject of the foreign 
votk* AEy own conviction b, that then 
b a vast amount of generosity among 
Ottf peopb in the austentation of the 
work of Ood at home ; but, at the nma 
time, I have a 6rm persuasion that there 
are many who need to be r'^Miiindcd of 
that almost-forgotten adage, " C.iiarity 
begine at home." There are many who 
almost need to be told that there is d:nh- 

mmh dtM« M)4 de«p, ben^tb tb(|h»4i»w 
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by o\ir chupfil.s and convcuticlefs. 'J'here 
are people who need to be reminded that 
there is darkness in St. Giles's as dense 
as there is in Hew Zealand, — (hear, 
hear,) — that the very population of tliia 
large metropolie, with all our meane, 
keepe ahead of vet theve le a far 
larger number of unconverted people in 
the metropolis of thi?« country than there 
ever wan; and I pray ihdL God may 
five us the spirit of grace and suppUea* 
tinn to plead specially for the inteiests 
of tiie work in our own country. Bat 
the cosaolidation and eolargi^meat of the 
work at home is not in antagonism, bat 
in immediate and neceisnrv juxta-pnai- 
tioo, and in the cioaeat harmouy with 
the work abroad. The hblory of paet 
years proves that our work at home And 
abroad is one. (Hear.) A soul won for 
Christ in New-Zeebndf b a tool wen for 
Christ in England, and is so mueh 
kcliieved for ths Saviour all the world 
over. It may appear rather paradoxical ; 
bat I thfaik that one of the most itteeese« 

ful modca of prornntini? the spread of 
real vital godlinesa in this country is, to 
send the Gospel abroad ; and that, if all 
the money expended, and the efforts 
made, durinj the past fifty years for that 
purpose, had been employed at home 
exdntlvdy, oar ehorehee wonld not have 
reaped greater spiritual benefit than they 
have realisetl. Ood ha«» more than 
repaid : he has returned us a hundred 
fbld into our own boeom. We all know 
the reflex benefits that result from exert- 
ing ourselves to extend Cbrtsiianity to 
the eode of the earth. ReaaM»le eitoeeia 
is always encouraging. I need scarcely 
Rwk «ny in^rcantile geraleman what the 
ctFcct on the funds would be, n intelU- 
gence were to arrive ftem Bdakbva to- 
night, that S!iha"?tnpnl hr.d fallen. 
Would not the funds have an immense 
rite to-morrow nomiag ? There wae a 
time, Mr. Chairman, as you will re- 
member, in the history of anricnt Rr»n)p, 
when her enemies were thundering at 
her very gates, and threalodng her 
destruction, What wns the policy 
which she then adoptsd ? Did she 
withdraw her forces from foreign coun« 
tries, and eeneolidate her energlee to 
crush her etumies ? No: at the very 
time of her apparent bebieness alie 
eimek ont into ttie career of univenal 
conquest, and her triumphs abroad 
cheered lier people at home. (Cheers.) 
We Methodists, I think, have adopted a 
very similar priaeipb. Sometimei, in 
our histnrr, h?.vf> had great ]y-ril4

abroad? Did our good people through- 
out this country stop the lupplies ? 
(Applauw.) Um (here not been, from 
tbftt fCff tune, an a jgrneatatioii of our 
tfTorts to tpread the Goipel to th« cndg 
of the earth ? (Hear.) Thert has ; 
nd I believe, by the bleitliif of Ood, 
•ur present position of comparative pros- 
perity, and the prospfctg that lie before 
us, are the results ot the efiurts put 
forth to Mtttnd Um Gospel obrood. 

OotI forbiJ, then, that we ihould aisume 
that what is done for ths cause of God 
abroad is so much »betn«ted ftom the 
Muee of Ood at home. (Hear.) Thcfo 
is another point to which I would beg 
for a moment to advert. There is a 
great amottnt of our tneeeia diet we 
cannot chronicle. Wp itc f(cttin^' too 
much into ths way of thinking that 
there ife nothing dont} if we cannot 
eount converts, if w eennot point to 

people baptized, if we cannot number 
chapels built, if we cannot tabulate our 
work in columns, widi o tide at theiv 
head. But the fact Is, that a vast 
amount of the ^ood we fffVrt never can 
be thiu tabulated. It is too iutnngibla 
to be laid hold oft it la like diose im- 
]iorKlerablr substances in nttt:rc, V\^ht 
and heat. Who can gra«p them ? 
Who can throw diem into the eeale and 
eadmate and weigh them ? There are 
many Missionary successes which wc 
cannot chronicle. No man, however 
lematkable hie talenta, could do ft. 

Can any one of tis tell the amount of 
light which has been difiused, year after 
year, among the minds of the Heathen, 
turning the gloom of midnight into 
the dawn of morning* (Hear.) Can 
any one express on paper the amount of 
eiifiooity whleh haa been excited in die 
Heathen mind, leading thousanda ami 
ten* of thousands to seek after God, if 
Imply they might find him ? Can any 
one clifonicle the changes which have 

taken pl;tce in the morals of Hfcathrn 
aociety as the result of the spread of the 
Goapd? ov the amount of Information 
diffused among young proj i!*-, which is 
gradually releasing them from ths tram- 
mels of superstition, and will by and by 
set them at complete liberty ? (Hear.) 
No one can do this. Even Sfr. Ostjorn-^ 
and we must all admit his ability in draw- 
ing up our Reports— cannot tell ua the 
degree of softening influence which ths 
minds of the Feejeeani have undergone 
from contact with our Missionaries. 
They may not have been conTerted; 
but haa not aomo food beea accom- 



plished f Who #ao marlt on any ther- 
mometer die number of degreee that tho 

cold nchv and apathy of the Hindu has 
given way ? Do not let us assume, 
then, because we cannot put down in 
columns and in tabke all that we have 
done, that ws ara not effecting a great 
and good work. No Keport can tell as the 
one>half« Wehave veasoo to^ay to tbaidc 
Ood and to take courage. We have had 
triumphs which mi^^ht to cheer erery heart, 
and i trust our emotions will be those of 
Anrent gmtltnde to dial Ood who ^vee 
lis all things richly to snjoy. (Applause.) 

C. COWAN, Es»., M.P. for Jfidin- 
borgh, said,^I certainly had no ex* 
pectation of taking any part In the 
proceedings of this day, althouj^h I have 
had for several years the honour and ad- 
vantage of being preeent at your Anni- 
versaries. Having been prrssed into 
the service, not very unwillingly, I 
admit, (a laugh, and applause,) on for- 
mer occasions, I hoped for a diadiaffe 
to day ; but I cannot sufflrirntly express 
the pleasure I fecial being present again 
an an occasion ao peeoUarlf interesting, 
and at hearing, from the Report which 
has been read, such evident proofs that 
the blenatng of (iod still resu upou the 
labours of thia great Association. We 
have heard a great deal lately about what 
is called the entmts cordiaU, The citi- 
aeoa of tbla mighty metiopoUa have had 
prooft affbvded diem repeat^Uy, and in 
various ways and circumstances, how 
cordially that alliance prevails. If it is 
|o be the means-uaad I wish we were 
more sure of the result— of promoting 
the cause of civil and religioiu liberty, 
and of delivering from opprenlon and 
barbarism those natkma on the continent 
of Europe which are under the ruthless 
sway of the oppressor, we may rejoice at 
being able to anticipate each a reenlc. 

But ala.H, how i^rent is our sadness ! 
how painful is the contemplation of the 
agonies, the desolation, and the woe, 
and the horrors which have alreadf 
attended the war in which we are involv- 
ed ! And how refreshing must it be for 
aO here present to find ^emielTea in an 
assembly like this, in an assembly mar- 
shalled under the banners of Him who 
is the Prince of Peace, whose advent 
WAS hailed at first by that solemn anthem, 
" Peace on earth ami ^ond vriU towards 
the children of meo^" and who left that 
most pvedoua legacy to Hla disciples, 
the peace which He alone can give, and 
which none csn take away, and the 
asiiuranco that He will be with His 
people, even to the end of the world ! 
(Hear, heat.) Wo maj bo far iadocd 
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from contempUting even the f^iat ttre«ki 
erf the horisoD whiA Is to niber in the 
day when wan and rumours of wars 
•hall nomore be heardamnn^ the nations. 
But if it has been a pleasurable and pro- 
fiiaUe thing in the peacefal yesrs that 
are past, to h.^vc met together on occa- 
sions of this kind, the dutj becomes 
peeulitttly incumbait upon Che offiee* 
bearers and members of the church of 
Christ, however various their denoniina- 
tioas and designations may be, to meet 
together ler the parpose of forwardini;, 
so far they ran, and with huinble 
dependence on the blessing of Ood^ the 
progreta of diat kingdom which tiiftU 
nltimateij be exalted abovm all the king^ 
dnmR of the earth. (Applause.) I am 
quite aware that in this Society jou have 
bad jom liiaia and have liad yonr coo* 
troTcrdies. I sympathize with you. 
(Hear.) At the same tiim^ we are 
•tsnred in Scripture, that we are not to 
expect to pass through this worid with* 
out trials of that kind, in order to ejier- 
cise the faith and the patience of the foU 
lowett of the Lomh. Those triila have, 
in former days, been overruled for goot^, 
and 1 trust thai thej may be the means 
of calling upon nc to watch o«r hearts 
and our lips» and wMIe we cultivate 

suavity and courtesy, we -^hall also brar 
in uiind, that charity which thinketh no 
crii is the nest distingaished chafae* 
teristic of the Thristian. (Hear.) I 
will now turn fur a moment to a 
somewhat more pleasing subject. I 
have heard with great delight to-daj 
that, notwithstanding the privations and 
the burdens to which your people are 
DOW exposed hyinetetsed taxation and 
by diminished trade, your resources are 
greater than they have been before; 
and 1 am glad to be enabled to tell 
this Meeting, notwithstanding we have 
been Bubjected to the <«ame di8conra<:;e- 
ments and disadvantages, to which I 
have referred, tliat tlie Sustentatioii 
Fund which exists for the support of the 
31inister8 of the Free Church of Scot- 
land is, according to the last return I 
have seen, between £5,000 and £S,000 
more than it was during the correspond- 
ing period of the previous year. (Ap- 
plause.) Sir, I trvst that that will go 
on ; for great as the produce of that 
Fund has been, I feel convinced that 
the people of Scctland, many, matiy 
thousands of them, have never yet had a 
perception of and have never realised 
what, I think, is their most imperative 
duty, to provide for the due support of 
the Ministry. I wish that we had the 
means that you have so long and suc-

cessfully employed for reaching the hearts 
of the people. But I think that we msf 

continue to follow, however humbly, in 
vour wake. In contludinf^, permit me to 
say, that I shall not cta.«ic to tiiy dying 
day to regard with gratitude the kind* 
ness with which I hi-id :hc linnouf of 
being leceived here, immediately before 
the disruption of the Ghnrdi of Scotland, 
by many reverend Ministers of your 
Buiy, and by Others whom I now see 
arimnd me. The feeling which induces 
me again to present myself here to- 
day is, not mrrelr to express my satis- 
faction with the progr«»s which your 
great aesoclatlon la making at hoBie and 
nbroad, but le express my thanka once 
more for the kindness which has animat- 
ed you towards myself and the Church 
in which I am an hnmUe eflico-bearcr. 

(Applause.) 

The K£V. GEaVASE SMITH, of 
Hoddeiafieldi — I rise. Sir, to ofl%r a 
feeble support to this first Rejtoluiion, 
though not without much trepidation. 
If, however, there be a theme within the 
wide range of thought Aat should raise 
its ailv(>cit>: ;ibnve his fear*, it is the or.e 
which we are met to celebrate; and any 
man may well consider it an honour to 
take part in the proceedings of a Society 
which seeks to bless the world. It may 
aUo well excite the contideoce of a 
youthful speaker, that he hai no new 
principles to riiJvncate on an occasion 
like this, but has rather to enfor^ and 
vindicate the truths wtiich have l>eea 
committed to us l>y our fathers. We 
not only need nothing new, but we brand 
every ianovaiion upon iieaven*s own 
metihod of saving men. The Oosp^ 
which saved our fathers, jind hi^ saved 
ourselves, can save a world. There is 
in it the principle of universal adapta- 
tion, while, in all human systems, there 
is the prinrtple of decay. (Hear.) 
Look, for insunce, at Paganism, which 
is said 10 be tlie rellgltm of abwt five* 
eighths of the whole hnman race. Per- 
haps I may be justitied in saying, that, 
in one point of view, the foundation of 
Paganiani i» good onongh: it is the 
superstructure reared upon this founda- 
tion which it one of cottuptioa and 
death. In one aenae, Ita foondation 
may be said to be simply this, that man 
is a sinner; and throughout the whole 
Pagan ceremonial this is kept in view. 
Its penances, and pilgrimages, and hoatt 
of external services, tell irs tale of woe, 
and are its voice of wailing. One of its 
leading (tsatures is polytheism, the natn« 
ral religion of fallen man ; for when 
once he loses all regaid for the true 
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God, he places his affVctionA upon the 
fidae, and his defiiet will multiply m 

OCcaMon may require. TI.e histnry nf 
all Heathen nattODS exhibits a pluruiity 
of god», Greece alone bad 90,000 dei« 
lien, and her briKhtest intellects prosti- 
tuted thtir f»eniii9 and their pen in 
claiming divine homage for them. The 
Paganiam of the pv eaent day is no Im* 
provement upon th;it of the pr.^t. In- 
deed, it IS rather the reverse ; of neces- 
sity it mast grow worse instead of bet- 
ter. Like a diseased limb in which the 
procens of mortification has commenced, 
every moment but brings nearer the cri- 
•ia. And eo with Paganism { internal 
causes are f redpitatin;T its dt siruction. 
But, in addition to internal causes 
of decay, there are also external forces 
carrying on the Work of destruction. 
Its foundations arp already under- 
mined. The small pieces of truth that 
'have held it together are fast falling 

off. Its last universal totteilnjj; lias 
begun; and soon, as the world looks 
upon its formless heaps, it will be num- 
bered with the things that were. So 
with regard to that great imposture, 
Muhaimuedanism. Its immorality is 
the surest guarantee for Its destruction. 
In addition to that, il is marked by 
excessive cruelty; and Mohammedan- 
ism cannot live, because man has made 
It. So with Popery, and all i*a super- 
stitions and tmmorsdities : it cannot live, 
it cannot do the world good, becauKe it 
Is of man's making. Ao with the Ifeo- 
lo^y of the Herman school, invading 
cvi-ry sound principle of biblical inter- 
pretation, and, like a vampire, sucking 
the life-blood of Christianity «way« 
Neology cannot live, for man has 
made it. So with regard to Socialittm 
and Secularism, with ita two-fold seep- 
ticil dogma, that "nature is the only 
subject of Icnowlcdge,** and that sci- 
ence is the providence of man:** nei- 
ther Socialism nor Secularism can live, 
because man has made them. (Ap- 
plaude.) But what a contrast does the 
Gospel of our Lord present to all these 
things ! That winch is pre-eminently a 
spiritual thing must have the principle 
of adaptation in it« It can move in 
every direetioa. It can fill every space. 
It can meet and satisfy every order of 
mind. It can live in every atmosphere^ 
and bloom under every sky. But thhl 

cannot be predicated of any of the syt* 
terns to which 1 have adverted. Pagan- 
ism, for instance : it may be considered 
as adapted to one particular order of 
mind in the world, while it is in direct 
antagonism to another order of mind. 



Moiiammedanism could not live at all 
in Greenland^ and would soon die out ia 

Nrw Zeal md. It mus' hnive its OWnpeCU* 
liarity of climate, and its own mind. But 
the Ooapel haa in ft the principle of nni- 
versal adaptation. For instance. It goeb 
to a native of our own cotmtry, and «n 
Englishman, you know, has two grand 
points alMMit him. First, he ia resolved 
to get as much money as he can : ;uid, 
secondly, he is resolved to keep it as 
long as he can. Well, the Ooapel goes to 
htm, and so far meets his ruling 
passion,** as to tell him that hp ts not to 
be ''slothful in business,** but at the 
same time it exhorts him to he fervent 
inspirit, serving the Lord." It goes to 
the Frenchman, devoted to pleasure, and 
ofiVrs him a happiness such as the world 
knows nothing of. It goes to the lite- 
rary mind of G"rm%njj and opens up to 
it stores of knowledge; but always with 
the signiflcaat intimation, that <Mfi 
Cliri'^t are hid all the treasures of wlsdim 
and knowledge.'* It carries its glad ti- 
dings to the East, and the poor Hindu, who 
Is bound to his neighbour by the iron 
handi of caate, and glories in his ancient 
religion, has all his difficuiiies met in 
the Gospel, which tells of a religion as 
eld as the world itself, and discourses of 
a universal brotherhood with more than 
the eloquence of an angel. (Applau»e.) 
It allures the poor Jew by its magnifi* 
cent prophecies, and then shows how 
Divinely and minutely those prophecies 
have been fitlAlled. To the miserable 
cap;ivcs of the West it preaches 
"liberty, and the opening of the prison- 
doors to them that are bound." The 
Act is, Chat this Gospel never compro- 
misos rtnv of its principles, never gives 
up any of its claims, never suffers any 
deterloMihm by admixture with im- 
purity, and never allows any dalliance 
with sin ; and yet there is no country in 
the world whicii u does not seek to 
bless; no human being out of hell that 
it cannot save. (Applause.) And 
what, Sir, has been accomplished by 
this and other kindred institntions in the 
spread of this Gospel? The rising 
ministry of Methodism has been tno 
well taught by the nuble men who arc at 
its head to disregard any of the evl* 
dences of Christianity; but there is one 
kind of evidence to which especial atten- 
tion has always been directed, an evi- 
dence most gloriously manii^ted in 
ynxiT !M:«sion-Station8 as well as among 
the churches at home ; I mean the evi- 
dence of vonmnuneit,

An a Missionary SocicJy, we, with kin- 
dred iaatitutinnd, have beea endeavour- 
■Inip to proddm this Oonpel «noiif the 
nations of the earth, antl the man in not 
a good Methodist who does not rejoice 
in what God in doin^ by means of other 
So ieties. (Hear, hear.) When the 
celebrate*! Mr. Braf!hum w«« apnoinfed 
to the Waktheld Circuit, the Vicar of 
Wakefield aad Mone <tf hia friendi met 

him ; and, after a few word-! of frifndly 
greeting, the Vicar, without the Kliithtest 
ill-t'eet<n|7, and rather facetiounly, I dare 
aav, midy " Mr. Bcadbara, why putiest 
.thou thy sickle into my atuidini; corn ?" 
•* Sir," was the reply* ** the reason 
i« this * The harveet truly is plenreeue, 
but the labour ts are few.**' (Ap- 
plause.) By the blessing of Orul. the 
great Saeiety wUb which this Minsion- 
ary itutitation to idcotlSed, has been at 
worV more than a century. It fund 
the inhabitants of our own country 
divided into two larfre efanee*, one nnder 
the influence of religious InilifTcrencf, 
and the other in a state of immorality 
equalled only by that of their Heathen 
ancestors. It began to proclaim the 
trnrh, and the weaver of Spitalfields, 
and the miner of Newcastle hnd Corn- 
wall, lieteaed, wept, and relbrmed. It 
has since carried the Gospel to every 
part of the empire, making the cottager 
e^Dtemed, and the rich man humble. 
It has crossed the border, and theeraajr 
Sc.u<'hin?^n ha^ listenef? to itR mesKni^e, 
and carried off to his Highland glen a 
feeling to which his heart had previ- 
ously hePD a strinj^cr. It haa swept 
over the Channel, and (he cabins of Ire- 
land have been made to resound with 
the prAisea of Ood. It has gone to the 
Ciintineni, where its .Missionaries have 
tracked the fooiHteps of the martyred 
Waldcnset, and the vaUeyi of Piedmont 
have echoed to iheir voice. Germ hp y 
has heard their testimony to the truth in 
oppontion to that Neology which is dis- 
gffiidng the birth-place of the Reform. 
Btion. It lia^ sent thp Goopcl to the 
eastern parts ot the world, and the poor 
flindtt, nnder Its graciont inflnenee^ 
now sits calmly at the feet of /eiut. 
No lon^^er does it regard China as 
beyond the reach of it<« call, ami its six 
noble men ate now preparing for a 
vigorous nttark up«>n that land of idr»l. 
atry and death. The large auriferous 

li 



fields of Australia are weloomiiig Ua 
neMengers, and they now meume an 

intlcpcndt nt though 61ial position. Thia 
work ot God in the Sauihern hemi«phere 
has been p >urtrayed by the noble man 
behind me, (alluding to the Rev. Robert 
Youri^',) who has stood upon every 
contntnt, and braved the winds of 
well-nigh every cea. It fimnd the inha- 
bitants (if [he S niilicrii Ocean in a state 
of perfect barbarism ; but now the moral 
aspect of those islands affords a fair 
rejirocntation of " Paradise Regained,** 
and Tonga antl the Friendly group are 
now full of addiuonsl interest by the 
attraeiive peneiUinga of a lmdy% hand. 

(Applau'f.) !r has done for Southern 
Airica that which no human government 
ever did or ever could effect. Albany, 
and Kuffraria, and the Bechuana Coun- 
try, all tell of its more than tal^manic 
influence upon their tribes. I can never 
think of tlie names of our Stationa In 

South Afrin without feeling; ^'ratcTul to 
God. i cannot remember them all, but 
Wesley ville, Farnerfteld, Slount Coke, 
Buntingville, Newton-l) de, ('Urkebury^ 
S!iawbuTy, Btitterwnnb, Ilaslope-Hill, 
IJeecham- Wood, Morley, and other 
Stations, suffieiM^y indicate the ageneir 
which ham lon^ brcn working therf. It 
baa gone to the Uushman in the depth 
of his misery, and translated him to 
lieavcn. It has proved to the world and 
to the Hottentot himself, that the latter 
has a soul of priceless worth. It 
has made the Kaffir just to his neigli. 
hour, loyal to his Sovcreiq^n, and realous 
for bis God. lo Western Africa it haa 
preaehed the troth to the emancipated 
alaves of Freetown. In the West-liidia 
islands it has all the presti^'e of age, 
and the affection of a timt'born ; and the 
oonversion of hundrede of thousands to 
do it honour. In the mit^hty struggle, 
which took place, some year<i ago, upon 
the subject Negro slavery, it occupied 
no secondary peeition, but was foremost 
in wa.^'inif war atjainst that horrible 
in^iuution which Dr. Citrke used to say 
was ** blasted at both ends, and cursed 
in the middle." It has gone fo the 
wildi of North America, and taught the 
Red Indians to pray to the Great Spirit 
above. The two Canadas hear towards 
it all the affection of sisterhndd, whilst 
in the adjoining btatea the once affiliated 
branches have outgrown the parait 
stem, and both are growing upwards and 
outwards and downward)*, forming a 
Disjestic tree, the leavee and the fruit of 
whieh are to be for the healing and 
sustenance of the nationn. And after a 
hundred years of toil at hotue, and in 
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tfie my niMtt of oar nwralneti, ue wo 

now to be told that our work is done? 
I knoir but Utile about metropolican 
JVIcthodism, but I can say that there are 
tens of thouaands of noblo faeaftt In

Some of our stand ard* bearers arc faint* 
ing; but it i» a glorious truth, that the 
olandiirdK do not go down with them. 
Some of our siHiidard -bearers are fall- 
ing t but the standards— never. Just 
another thought, and I alt down. It ia, 
that we connect with our great enter- 
prisf, always and everywhere, the name 
and sacrifice of the Lard Jesus Christ. O, 
let at noTor Ibrget this, that oar system 
lives, and that our i\fissionary operations 
prosper, only so long as the Saviour is at 
the head of them. (Hear.) Let it not be 
forgotten, that, as the world*B sacrifice, 
he is the wor!d''s Hi^h Priest, holding 
in one hand tiie censer pertaining to hia 
oaevBd oflke, wUUt with the other he 
gathers up the smaller censers nf pra5*se 
which are presented from the diiierent

Mr. HOOLE :— The next Resolu- 
tion is to be moved by Mr. Laurence 
Oliphant, the son of our Chairman ; and 
who is further distinguished throughout 
the civilited world as the author of a 
Visit to Nepaul, and the descnber of 
the Rotsian shoree of the Blaek Sea. 

Mr, oliphant then prr^euted 
himself, and said, — Ladies and gentle- 
men, the Resolution which I have to 
move is as follows

thank/uineM to God, wh&se are the silver 
and ih0 gold, the report ^th^ Reeeipie 
fr<)m the various channels nf Income for 
Hie past pear ; and indtilges the hope 
that the Society will receive such further 
support from its friends, at home and 
abroad, as trill speedily free it from the 
difficidty arising from past obligatiomsf 
tmd pkie0 Uinm pontmn io go fonomrd 
with renewed energy in U$ WOrk of

I should have hesitated to compi j with 
the request with which I have been 
honoured to address so large and influ- 
ential a Meeting aa that which I now 
tee befi»e me, more partieulorly when 
there are so many present who are much 
more competent to do so thnn myself, 
did I not feel that, having only recently 
retunied from Canada, where I wae to 
some extent officially connected with vour 
Missions, I might give you perhaps the 
lateet intelligenee of the work in that 
colony, while it is due to those who are 
labouring in the back woods that an 
opporluaity such the present e>hould 
not be omitted of recognising their 
efforts. With reference to the Resolu- 
tion just put into my hands, I am sure 
that at the Report a single glance will 
be sufllcient to enable you to concur 
with me in the feelinsj of thankfulness 
which it em bodies and expresses. Oti 
looking at the list of Ctmtribtttions in the 
Rcpurr, I have been much struck with 
the amount of the foreign contributions ; 
more especially I am happy to observe 
that Canada figures so prominently in 
the list. The amount contributed by 
Canada is more than £7,500, being 
double that ofooy odiet eoloiiyi and ono* 
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third of tlie total amount receiYed from 
the Foreign Auxiliaries. (Applause.) 
Nov, wbcn peoplft abfoad we to wady 

to come forward in support of the work 
of AlissioDB, surely we ought to be 
equally ready to yespooA to audi iMble 
effiwtt on tlieir part, and I tvust beforo 
gittins; down that I shall He able to 8how 
what strong claims Uanada has upou 
j0Wt gtncmky and bovaty 9 an4 If I do 

not succeed in this, ynu will attribute 
my failure sot to the cause^ but to my 
imfiikBey. in die coerae of way dutki 
M SoperiBtendent-General of faidiaa 
Affairs, I visited most of your Statinnn 
Among the different tiibes of Canada; 
end it le with gieot MtbflMtioii tbet I 
bear testimony to the value of the ^cj- 
Tices of the Methodist Missionariea 
there, to the cause of leligion and of eivil- 
iiation. There are, peAepiy hm fields 
of labour mere diKcouraging than that 
occupied by these men* The indolence 
and apathy whieh eheneteilae the Red 

Men of the West render them difficult 
subjects to work upon. JNever entering 
into viokot or open opposition to Chris* 
tiantty, thej adopt its tenets only so fit 
M convenient; and having for the most 
part sufficient funds in the form of 
annuitlee arising e«t of the pveeeedt of 
the sale of their lamis to white settlers, 
they are not stimulated into exertion by 
necessity, and love to spend their days in 
fishing, llieoting, or frequenting the vil« 
lage tavemn, where they learn the ricea of 
the white population, without acquiring 
thoie haWie ef Indnttry and enterprise 
which distinguish the Anglo-Saxon 
race; and I tbtnk imivernnl experience 
will bear me out in sajiuK, that there is 
no daas of men in whom it is more difi* 
cult to excite an interest for &.? cnncrrns 
of the world to come, than tiiose who 
manifeet aa iodiftrenee tethe ceneerae 
of the world they ate in. But while I am 
thtis frankly ptating the nature of the 
work in wliieli your Alissionaries are 
engaged, I do not for a moment mean ta 

imply tliat it is otae unwnrthy of your 
sympathy er aa»i&tance, «r unimportant 
in ite cliaiictev. On the eontraiy, if it 
calls {or an unflinching faittr and an 
unwavering seal, it is a 6eld of labour 
in whiich the exercise of these qualities 
may be attended with the moat glorioas 
reiults. There is probably no hndy of 
Missionaries, in any part of the world, 
vpon whom more depends than npoM 
those who are engaged in propagating 
the doctrines of ('hristianity an'ong the 
Red Indians, i-oi it is upon them that 
the czittRiee or extinction of the Indian 
taes depends. Thereassnof thisitdsar. 



As the tide of European emigration 
pours in like a flood upon the fertile dis* 
triets of Upper Canada,---as aere aHet 
acre h absorhtd by the insatiate settler, 
— ^the lands of the Indian become pro- 
pertienahlj diminished, thdv hunting- 
grnmda are no longer the resort of 
game, the report of the Indian rifle is 
exchanged for the sharp dink of the 
woodmen's axe, vatil, i»efore long, iRelda 

of yellow corn wnve over ronntry once 
ck)ihed by magniiieeitt timber, and the 
lotting stumps done mnaln the perish- 
able tombstones of forest giants. The 
Tmlian f^ren the village in which ke waa 
born converted into a thriving, bustling 
tovfu There is a neat station where the 
lodge ofhis fathers once stood, where he 
watches the locomotive arrive and dart 
away again over the thickly* peopled coun- 
try, through which they once wandered, in 
all the rich's nf savage proprietorship, 
or paddling along the margin of once 
siloit lakes, he sees wdl-stosksd Anna 

and thrivjTii:; homesteads, with grecm 
fidds stretching to the water*s edge, and 
Steamers puffing and< btastling along, 
winding their way between lovelp 
wooded isletjs, ar.d now and then stop- 
ping for a few moments to disgorge a 
mob of rapedous emigrants, and then on 

again with their living freiL'h'.s nf these 
invaders of the soil ot his fathers, until 
our poor Indian leans back in his little 
baric caooe in vttei despair at the hope* 
lessness of ever being able to compete 
with a race whose restless energies Hnd 
sneh derdepemenf, and who are ftsl 
driving before them the orij^inal owners 
of the soil. But if this Indian can only 
be induced to believit it, all is not yet 
lost. There is no reason why he should 
not be able to hold his own with the 
strangers. With, great natural iotdli- 
genee and strong imitative powers, the 
Indian mind only requires cultivation to 
enable it successfully to compete with 
the uneducated crowds of Scotch and 
Irish, who only have their sinewy arms^ 
and their capacity for hard work, to 
tmst to for success. But who are the 
men to qualify him for those labonrs en 
which the existence of bis nation de. 
pends ? Who are to prepare him for tbo 
race with the white man. oa which he is 
about to enter f To whom is he to look 
for inFtructinn, advice, and assistance? 
To the Missionaries. (Applause.) 
Therefore, I think, I sm |usUied in 
saying, that they have a noble work in 
hand. The late Governor-General, 
Ijord Elgin, was veiy anxious to im« 
proTe the condition of the native popula* 
non, and to haee them taught those 
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industrial arts which »}i< uM mable them 
nucceKsi'uUy (o compete with white*. 
Be, thcrefbie, caoied two indnttrial 
Bchools to be eatablistied ; and whom did 
he ehoose fur the kuperintrndcnce of 
those tchoolii %* the fiite^t peritons to 
CftTry out this laudable design ? Me- 
thodist MiKsionarie!*. (Applause.) I 
viitited one of these schools at a place 
called Alnwidr, atftyed • day with yomr 
missionary there, IVlr, Mus^^rove, who 
hospitabiy entertained me, and examined 
the boja, with whose progress I was 
iBtteh pkMCd. My only re<;ret was that 
there were not more. That is to be 
attributed entirely to the indifference of 
their p«renct» who eumot be msJe to 
perceive the importance of education. 
It was my chief object, during my visit 
to the different tribes^ to impress upon 
them the necessity of Rending their chil- 
dren to flcVinn!. The chief ohjprT of my 
tour and visit to tiie ditietent biations 
wm to itnpteso upon parents the great 
iinportaiice of getting their children 
taught the arts of agriculture. There 
are certain lands which are appropriated 
exclusivelf to the Indiana, whieh ito 
called " Rcserve«,*' and upon these 
lands no white is allowed to settle. 
Oeeaaioaally, however, and contrary to 
the law, whites do settle upon them, and 
thus the Indians become deprived of 
their grounds, in spite of all the efforts of 
Ooternment to prevent it. I used to 
tell them that their preat mother, the 
Queen across the big lake, had, in their 
eountry, two elasaca of tuhjeets to deal 
with, — her Red Children and her While 
Children. The one class had plenty of 
land of their own, but would not culti- 
vate it, — those she taught. The other 
had no land of their own, but took that 
which belonged to other people, and cul* 
tivated it,^ho«e the punished $ but in 
ppire of all hrr teaching and all her 
puniHhing, the Indians in the end would 
be deprived of their land, which is still 
Tcaerved to them exclusively, if they did 
not cultivate it. You w ill sep frnm tl is 

bow much depends upun yuur aMimmoh- 
ariea in Canada, and you will encourage 

them in the work of education of the 
Indians, both in temporal and spiritual 
matters, and, above all, exhort them to 
forget all sectarian diffeiencea whilst 
engaged in this labour of love. The 
Indian department haa many diiiiculiies 
to contend with. It it a thouiiand pitiet 

when they are increa^^d from any ^uch 
cause as this ; for not only are the most 
ardent zeal and devoted energy para- 
lysed, but when that harmonious woiking 
between the Qovaamciit and the Mia- 



sionarien, ro very desirable, is impeded, 
the work is much retarded. I do not 
now pariienlarly aMtide to the JUethod* 

iisfs ; but diffV rcTices of this nature are 
not uucuiumon among the Missionary 
bodies tn Canada; and 1 am sure yoa 
will agree with me in thinking that they 
are always deeply to be deplored. 
Having made these few remarks with 
retpcct to the Indian Mittiooa fn Ca* 

n:ula, 1 will, if you uill allow me, before 
sitting down, briefiy allude to what fell 
from your Chairman with reference to 
the proporiion which the Methodista 
bear to the other religious denominations 
in the United btatea. He has told yoa 
bow great that propottion ia, and I wmj 

just remark that in the course of my 
travels through the States, 1 was much 
struck by the difference in the religioua 
tone of the New-England States, where 
that proportion is large!*', from that in 
the other parts of the Union. Here it 
waa that the Temperance movement 

commenced, which 1 regard as one of 
the most extraordinary and successful 
effbru ever made to arrest a vice which 
threatened to shake the ionndatioiiB 9t 
society, and from which we, more parti- 
cularly in Scotland, now so grievously 
mfier. Here th« Sabbath ia etiil ob- 
served a^ the pilgrim fathers used to 
observe it, and men have not yet 
attempted legally to demolish an ordi- 
nance ao aacred and ao Tolnable ; and if 
ever they should attempt it, depend 
upon it that men would rise up there, aa 
they have here, to deftnd OodVi law and 
man*t rights ; and all I can say is, that 
I hope for their sakes, when that day 
comes, they, too, may have their Mr. 
Arthur, a worthy champion of so noble 
a cause. In Canada, where JMethodiwts 
ate numerous, 1 am happy to say, that 
the recent meaaure for the aeeulaTisation 
of the Clergy Rewtrves has placed all 
religious denominations on the same 
footing. I have no doubt that this 
equality of religious rights will do much 
to Mrenf/thcn the allegiance of the colo- 
ni.HtK to the mother country. That 
spirit which, when arushcd by England, 
for)ncrly drove to rebellion, will, as 
developed under a more enlightened 
policy, cement the alliance; iur tiure 
are no men so lojal aa tboae who are 
under the influence of strong religious 
feelings. 1 have seen that spirit sup« 
porting the Missionary in hit laboara on 
the parched pl^iiiK oi India, and amid the 
snow.cloihtd foTe*t8 of Cana^'a r it is 
animating many a brave htrart at this 
moment beneath the batteriea at Sebaa* 
topol ; and of thia X am aur% that, wh*> 
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ther engaged in overconi!n«» die lie- 
pravity of human uuuire ui a ssavage 
breast, or fighting a country** batiles 
upon the plaius uf the Crinjea, it is the 
only 0D« to truttt to. It God be f'oi 
who can be against ua ?** (Prolonged 
^hferiiig. ) 

TheKEV. W.CH ALGIERS, (Minis- 
tcrof Marylebooe Presbyicrian Ciiurch,) 
—Sir, and ladies and gentlemen,.! 
have veryfj^rtat pleasure iu giving any 
humble bupporr in my power to tbit 
Rem^udoD, and ^ iierally to the pro- 
ceedings of your great and important 
Society. 1 feel that, in this matter, we 
are engaged in the buuie great work. 
It i» the frame Bible which we eesd 
through foreign lands. It is the same 
Cross which we preach. It is the same 
•akatiofi which we pteu upon the 
acceptance of our fellow-men ; and I cor- 
dially respond to the spniiinpiit which 
was exprctsstd by a luniier t-pcaker, that 
no man is a good Methodist who does not 
rrjniro in the furtherance of the Oospel, 
by whomsoever the Gospel i« furthered^ 
and I say thet no man !• a good Pre«- 
byterian who does not do the same thing. 
We are not like those who write over 
their houses the wonlb, No conuexion 
with the shop over the way." We are 
*' one concern.'* (Cheer?.) Therefore we 
xejoice most cordially in one anocber*e 
auceesi. « The field it the world/* and 
the world belongs to none of us. It 
belongs to us all in common. We know 
that when a Heathen in the theatre gave 
utterance to the •enliment, " I am a man ; 
and where the interests of men are con- 
cerned, I am concerned,'* the whole 
audience applauded the lentiment to the 
echo. We use the sentiment Christian- 
ized, as it fell from the lips of the i^reat 
Apojitle, — W'Yio IS weak, anil 1 am jiot 
weak? Who is offended and I burn 
not?" M'herc! h the suffering Heathen 
with whom 1 do not sympathiie ? 
Where ia the couTetted HeMhen for 
whom I do not thank God, whoever 
may be the instrument hy whom that 
Heathen has been blessed ur tliat soul 
has been saved ? It was pleasant to 
listen to that admirable Repjrt which 
hatt been read to-day. It really gives 
one a capital ezerdse in geography. 
One's geography requires to be pretty 
■well up to follow that Reporf, in the 
statements which it gives ot your labours 
in all parts of the world. I listened to 
it with sometliing of the interest with 
which now-a-days we snatch up and 
glance our ejea OTcr the pages of the 

Times." We all of us long to hear 
efefjr day intelligence from the seat of 



war. We want to know whit progre»s 
is being made by our ccufiu> 'i> arms, as 
they are arrayed before the foe. Your 
Report is in-dlii;ence from the seat of 
war* W e long for peace in our conflicl( 
with the great northern power; but we 
desire no peace in that war, of whose pro- 
gress your Report brings us news; for 
we know that all the intelligence you 
give will be intelligence of the triumphs 
of the Prince of Pracr, of fliin wlio will 
yet cause the sword to be turned into 
a ploughshare atid the spear into a i^run* 
ing-hook, just &» the battle-drum of the 
Ferjee IsUmrlers has been turned in o 
a cnurch-beii to summon the people lu 
the worship of the Lord. (Applause.) In 
the anxitry which our coun.ry at thi» 
moment exhibits to know daily what 
goes 4MI at a distance of .%000 miles, who 
does not feel startled to be told, that 
within the last few dayo, from the spot 
on which we stand, there starts a curd 
whose end is in the Crimea, so that a 
man can with one hand send a message 
from the trenches to this meiropoUs, and 
with the other discharge a gun into 
Sebantepol itself. (Hear.) If such be 
the anxiety which we, as patriots, feel 
fur intelligeuce aij to how ourcuuntry's 
honour and our country's arms are main* 
tained, (), surely our hearts bhould be 
yet more excited to learn how Meshiaii's 
honour and the SaviourV cause have 
advanced in all the different Stations 
where (to I ha^; called upon us to work. 
I coiigtaiulaie you heartily upon the 
success which you have achieved. I 
have listcneft with niuch interest lo the 
remarks made by Mr. Farrar upon the 
various kinds of tucccM which attend 
Missionary labour ; remarks which show 
how difficult it often is to understand, to 
appreciate, to make palpable, to put 
down upon paper the resulte of thoM 
labours which God permi t yon to carry 
on. Sir, we must not be impatient of 
tangible sueeese. We must not su ppose 
that moral forces can be estimated like 
niHterial ones. We know that success 
may be very great, aud yet the immedi- 
ate results Iw very difficult to present 
before the eye. If your success had 
been immediate, as Mr. Furrar has said, 
if it bad come in upon you like a floo^ 
broad and breast high, then you woida 
all have been able to mark its progress 
ami hail us aiivance. ilut it comes in 
rather with the silent and progressive^ 
yet, nevi rthclcs=, resistless, energy of the 
tide. And the tide is, day by day, 
slowly, but surely, advancing upon the 
shore. You cannot mark each inch 
along which it cree*^; but every suov 
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ce«ding year shows that it is making 
progresK, a tide which will yet bear 
upon its bosom the «alvati'^n of the 
church, and the glorjr of its God. It ia 
DO amall mfttCer to tw able to miaibcr, a« 
jbu are able to number, 90 many who 
have been converted from Heathenium, 
and been brought into tiie ioid ot the 
Christian church. Every one of those 
Heathens in yet destined 10 wield, with- 
in hia own spiiercj (ome amount of 
Chriitiait intoenee. Every chiM which 
God may give to such a Heathen fmther 
er Heathen mother will yet be brought 
up in the faith and in the service which 
that Heathen lias cmbmoed. And of 
those children, npnin, some may become 
Preachers of the cross; Mid though they 
mtj ht few In BUinbcr, Ood may yet 
pout dowA Hia Spirit apon the labour 
•nd prayers of those future native 
Preachers of the Compel, and the little 
one may beeome • tnooaand, and vaat 

nurTj!iers yrt hf enrolled, throu^;h their 
agency, under the banners of MesHiah. 
It ii not in » year or a day that great 
mora] revolutions are effected. They 
•re generally the result of a great variety 
of pre-dieposiug causes that have been 
long eecretly and aUently at worir. It 

Was not l/uther that creatcr! nr gave 
birth to the iieformation. He, under 
Ood, let fan the spark on the soil which 
Ood had been for centurfct preparing % 
and jiTst sn it is with tho*e great moral 
changcH which shall usher in the glory 
of the latter day. They ere to be com- 
pared in gome measure to the pro^'ress of 
tome mighty river before it dashes down 
in the foam and thander of a cataract. 
That riTer, if you trace it backwards to 
its source, has insignvficant h^p^innings, 
in some upland waste or mountain glen, 
and tliere, In dropplnge frdtti the roeke, 

in little rill«; formed by the melting 
enow 8, perhaps tbousanda of miles 
away, or in Hny breaks^ wYAch a few 
slender rilk have conspired to form, but 
all unitingto*^erbf»rnnd rt ccivin^rnumer- 
ous tributaries as they How, until they 
ere awollen Into w mighty tomnt, beat^ 
in^' all before it.- Tims it ih with our 
kbours, our prayers, our Bibles, and 
our JMitsionary exertions. They are 
•II conspiring to form that mighty 
stream which khall yet make glad the 
whole earth. We may not live to see 
the roaring cetaraet. We may not gaze 
upon the shining river. But what we 
do doea not die. What we do is not 
lost. Ood acknowledges it as done by 
us and done for Him ; snd we shall 
yet rejoice in the Tesuk of those labours, 
of which at |>xescnt, perhapt, we msy 
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see comparatively little fruit. (Applause.) 
It is impoasible for us to consider whet 
the stale of the Heathen world was 
before Missionary exertions were brought 
to bear upon it, end what it ia now, 
without feeling that a great denl haa 
been done an<1 i«< doin<j Htill. It is im« 
posMble 10 read the Report of your So* 
ciety without lieing grateful to Ood that 
so much has >;peti accomplihhed, and 
that so nuich i«» still going on. And 
yoon it bat one Sodety of many whidi 
can tell of the peaceful triumphs of the 
cross. No doubt the preat systems of 
idolatrous worship stiil litand in the face 
of day. M> have our system of Mo- 
hammedanisTD. We have our ttystem of 
Budbisro, We have o\ir system of 
ConfuetanlHB, end Htodoiem, end ell 
the other foime of Paganism. They all 
stand before us still; but is it 91 they 
stood one hundred and fifty years ago ? 
X^oca not every Blissionary teH yen that 
they arc !o^uil^ t^p^^ hold on the human 
heart, that they have been deprived of 
their vitality, and that the only living 
power in the world kt CMstienityF 
And what, though these sv«tems may 
stand for some time longer ? if there is 
this process of looiening, end decay, end 
dii^olutinn f^i-oing on, the time, we may 
expect, will ere long arrive when they 
shall be hurled to the dust. I remem- 
ber teediog some time ago a very inter- 
esting story which I thought might be 
applied to illustrate the present state of 
Heethenlsm. When aome Monka et 
Ai\- la Chapelle opened the tomb in 
which the great Charlemagne bad been 
buried some seven hundred years before, 
^ey found the Emperor seated in a 
gilded chair, 11 pan his knees, held 
open by his skeieton hand, were the 
Oospels written in iettett of gold* Be- 
fore him, his ncepire and golden buckler. 
By hiM Hide, his favourite sword Joy- 
euse,*' and over his head, surmounted 
by e erown, kept in its proper position 
by a pfolden chain, a winding sheet 
which covered what had been hia face 
They started back when they found the 
monarch possessed, as it seemed, of 
vitality and power. Thev almost ex- 
pected him to stand up and advance 
towards them. He eat motioolets. They 
touched the phantom. It rrumbled into 
dusti And when God's Spirit touches 
dieae colossal idoletriea, it will be found 
that our Missionary eieertion<( have been 
spi^ading through thtm, thro!)ph the 
secret canker of decay and disj^uiution, 
end they will vanish from the earth, 
while upon their ruins will ari?^r that 
glorious structure in which Ood abaU be 
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glorified and tinners saved. (Cheers.) 
The success which God has been pleu* 

ed to vourhiafp to Christian 3^^8ionR) 
unquestioniibly enhances our responai- 
bilitj. (Hear, hear.) I repeat, enhanect 
our responsibility. It had been our 
duty to puTMie this sacred cause with all 
diligence and seal, even though God 
bad not troaeliMfed to us so large a 

ineaRure of stircess. But w c have found, 
that God ha.<t put into our hand» weapona 
tliat ate mighty, through His Spirit, in 
pulling down the strong-holds of Satan. 
We find that (im\ has j>\M into our 
hands that which is a universal remedy 
for misery and sin tinder which onr 

race are burdened and "Toan ; and while 
men are beginning to lose their faith in 
the power ef govewmneBte and adninie- 
Irationa, and literamte and education, to 
improve the masses of mankind, our 
faith in the efficacy of the Gospel is 
growing etronger day by day, and we 
fi 1 1 that God has put into our hands 
a lever by which we can success- 
fully Hfk up the human family. You 
remember that a great mathematician 
Paid, if you would only give him a point 
upon which to rest his lever, he would 
lift the world. That great philosopher 

knew ri^'lit wtll, that that point must be 
outside the world itself. And so it is 
with u% We have got a point out of 
the world Iteelf. Christianity is a thing 
not of roan, but of God ; and fhroiigh 
it we can lift the world. I think that 
Ood Hhneelf is, by His Providenee, at 
the present moment, signally urging on 
ua the great duty of increased Slission- 
ary exertion. We cannot but fetl how 
vaet are the facilities which we im>w 
pos«»e«s, compared with those which we 
formerly enjoyed ; facilities in extend- 
ing the Gospel, and bringing man to the 
knowledge of the Saviour. Our facilities 
here somewhat resemble our facilities in 
travelling. We no more go along in the 
old rumbling stage>coach; but we travel 
by horises who^e bones and whose sinews 
are of iron and of brass, whose muscles 
never tire. Now no more are oar hearts 
made to bleed by witnessing the foaming 
mouths, and the throbbing flanks, and 
the swullen, turgid vt:iu8 of generous 
steeds. So with regard to our labeiirs 
in the cnnse of Christ. Wp c^n accom- 
plish them with comparative ease. Many 
run to and fto^ and knowledge Is Increas- 
ed. Through the rapid communication 
of thought nrid feeling now being estab- 
lished in all directions, the world will, 
eve long, be like a powder mine. One 
itp.irV w ill suffice to tcindle a conflagra- 
tion. (Cheers.) A little child can now 



do more fr^r the salvation of a soul than 
conld be done in ancient limes by n 
monarrli. \Vc find our Itttle children 
at Chrtnttiias can do more than Dr. 
Coke conM do in a tweWemooth, fifty 
years ago. (Hear, hear.) In a pam> 
phlet, which has been put into my hand, 
there is a very impressive reference to 
the (itate of the world at large, and par* 
tictil.-irlv tn two portions of the plnbe, 
where God is calling upon us to put 
forth our effhrts, and where we may 
expect His purposes, great and glori- 
ous, are destined to be accomplished. 
(Cheers.) I think it waa Tertullian 
who said, that eventa and facts are Ood*s 
argumert!'. And when wc find th?it 
God has thrown open to us China, wi«h 
its 360,000,000 of the human family, 
some years ago impenetrably barred 
against u« : that its wall has bren imptc- 
ed ; and that we now have access to 
that nation, not only adequate access^ 

but &ccf<;s so great, and demands for 
labour so large, that we are unable to 
meet those demands or to enter in by all 
the doors that are open ; when we think, 
too, of what God is doinj,- in that distant 
germ of a great empire — 1 mean the 
eonntry of Australia, or rather Anstral* 
asia ; — whcu we think of what Ood is 
doing on the western coast of America, 
upon the coasts of the Paeific, — He 
would seem to be letting ua that we are 
on the eve of a great crisis ; He would 
seem to be urging us to engage in the 
work with greater ardour and with greater 
energy; and if wc wctc to trigage in it 
as it becomes us to do, if our intellects 
were sanctified in the work, if our sub- 
stance were consecrated to it, if out 
literature received the stamp of our 
religion, if men lived for Christ, if men 
eountcd themsdves debtors to the Jew 
and to the Greek, then the results would 
speedily be vast and glorious, — (loud 
cheers,) — nations would be born in a 
day, the earth would roll from long 
midnight darkness into glorious ligh», 
creation's groans would be silenced, and 
all the tnd» of the earth would see the 
salvation of our God. (Renewed cheer- 
ing.) O that the Spirit of God would 
answer tlioite supplications which have 
been urged upon us by Mr. Farrar to- 
day, and on the fithjrct of which so 
striking an appeal is made in the pam- 
phlet of which I have spoken. If the 
Spirit of God were poured out to accom- 
pany those labours, providence and 
grace conspiring, what blessed results 
might we not Uro to see! (Cheers.) 
Who would not go seven times to the 
top of ths highest mountain, even 
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aUboagh b« %td to tvCurn «idi tioM 

will) the nies>a;^c, *' Thure is nothing,'* 
if oaljr at the iMt he could hul the 
i^pcwance of the little cloud out of tbo 
MO, like A iBan'a hand, the ptdode and 
presage of that plenteous rain which 
aimll tetre«h the vearj inheritance, make 
the vlldoiwiM aa fid«o, and the deaett 
as the garden of the Jjord ? (Cheering.) 

The Rev. W. GILL, from Karo- 
tooga, a AJisaionarv of the London Mhk 
•iooarjr Society, woo was greeted with 
much cheerio^, next at? d reused the 
Electing. Ue aaid, — i h*ve the hunuur 
tn atond befflto you to-doy aa o munod 
31is^ionary, not, indeed, connecrtd with 
your own Society, but with an alljr, tiie 
Xiondon Missionary Society. Seventeen 
yean ago, it was my pcivUefe to leavo 
thi» our beloved country to go to the far 
distant islands of the South Sea. Afler 
a aix maiitlit* voyage aeroat the m% wo 
touched at Sydney, and I shall noi easily 
forget the sweet inttrcourse that i and my 
Inretbrenhad there with the brethren oi your 
and of other denominations. There were 
at that time two or three devotrd Mis- 
sionaries of the Wesleyau Society, who, 
with their wivea, wtie about to aul hum 

Sydney to attack the great citadel of the 
enemy in the 1 eejee ^roup of islands, of 
which you have heard to-day ; and X 
thall never fetgtt the intere»tinf,.and 
•oleinn, and re»poniihIe circumatances 
aader which we, with them, left Syd- 
ney* Tho lUmda con n ected with on? 
Cengregatiitnal deaomination, and the 
brethren connected with your denomina- 
tion, hired a ateamcr. The little 
fcfaooner that was to convey your sol- 
diect of the Croisii to the Ftcjee !«<lands, 
the LsBiuia,*' had sailed duwu the 
river to the Heads } and our ship, the 
rauden," had also sailed there. Our 
good f I fends in Sydney, the Wesley ans 
and CotigregadonaUati, had engaged the 
ste<uner to take down the allied armies 
(if J may use the term) of the two Sncic- 
lies to the Heads. Leaving the steamer, 
we were put on iKuurd our reepcctivt 
vessels. The stramer then steamed 
rouiMl our two ships, and our frienda on 
bourd aung tlkat beautiful hymn . 

«' Blest b« dte dear onitinc Iots, 
Tliat will uot Ut ua part ;

I shall never forget the occasion. Your 
wesael, with your hcnoutod bnthren, left 

tlie Heads, and sailed to those barbarous 
and difttant region?", the Feejee Islands. 
M'e look a Diorc eastern route, and 
■ailed away 10 ilie distant Sahuid d 



Barataa^u. There were two of your 

brtihrrri proceeding tO fhOiB IsIjUMIiW 

One of theui was that honoured tnan 
whose name haa been mentioned in 
your presence to»day, Ur. Calvert. 
The otlicr himoured man some time 
ago fell on the high pUins of the 
field}-*! mean your Miaaionary, Mr. 
Hunt. He has long since gone to his 
reward ; and nothing would have given 
me greater pleasure tO'day than to hava 
met the aurrtvor, Mr. Calvert, and hera 
to have recounted the various difficulties 
and trials that we iiave iodividuaiiy 
oodergoae in our difvrent fic^ of coo* 

flict; (hear, hear;) and here, also, to 
have recounted the triuuipha that have 
been won amongst the barbaroiu tribea 
of those islands by the simple, truthful, 
and fttifhful prearViinf^ of the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ, ((cheers.) Well, 1 havo 
been labouring oat in tbcae ialandt for 
about sixteen years, and it occurs to mo 
that we have in the islands of the South 
Seas, — and I think I aludl be borne out 
by your excellent Missionary who rw* 
turned ihenre !k«!t year, .Mr. Young, (hear, 
bear,) 1 think we have found in those 
lalanda Heatbena of a more degraded, 
debased, and ab jmindble character than 
can be fuund in any other part of the 
world. If you go to Tndia, you hare 
something like civilization there ; but 
the islander* of the South Seaa, from the 
extreme east to the eaireme west, are 
•unk to tttch a atate of degradation Mid 
df pravity, that they cannot be faithfully 
described in an assembly like this. 
(Hear.) M'^ben speaking of the South 
Sea ialandt, I like to direct the attention 
of my audience to the freogrsphy of 
those islands. Very few people in this 
country aufficiently rcalite their number 
and extent. Tliere are about fifteen or 
sixteen large and small groups of islands 
beatudding the South Pacific, and these 
groups contain from five hundred to sis 
lutndrtd large and small islands. They 
arc scattered over an area ot sume five 
million square miles, and you would 
have to travel from the extreme eai>t of 
these islands some four thousand or five 
thousand miles in a straight line before 
you could reach the westernmost island. 
The Society with which I have the 
honour to be connected has iUiH&ions 
established in the Tahiiian group, the 
7\u8tralian group, the Hervey group, 
the Fenryhn group, the Samoan group, 
and the New Hebrides. There are at 
present somc thirty-four or thirtr-six 
islands now under the guidance of the 
agents of the London Missionary Soci* 
ety. (Cheers,) But jour Sodu^ hua 
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til* ptiTtlege and th« luMMrar to occupy, 
mad to occupy moht tfBciently, three of 

the moft populous >rroup« of i>landH in 
the buuth UtaM, You have >ie«r-Zea- 
land, the PticiHlly gruup of itilandu, and 
the Fefjee group cf isltimis; and I 
thiuk, according to the calculatioo made 
by Captain WiUiea, of the Anerietn 
Expedition, whovikited thoHe lands nome 
five or Kix yearH ago, that they comprise 
about one hundred and ht'ty or two hun- 
dted large and amaU UimiBf and the 
population ia alto very largp. The 
isltinda are indeed lovely apoii in nature. 
fioiM of them m my Miisll, not mm* 
than fifteen milca in circumference. 
Others of them are two hundred or two 
hundred and nixiy oailea in citcumfer- 
floce. Some of them are very low, mere 
coral reefs, about Hfteen or tweiUy miles 
in dicumference, having a iagoon 
aide. The people liviDg on thcM teelk 
are, in aome casea, not more than twenty 
or fitty feft above the level of the sea, 
and feub»ist entirely on cocua-nut« and 
fiah. The voteaaie Wanda, on the con- 
trary, are beautifully j,'rand. They rise 
aome two thouaand, three thousand, four 
thoueand feet above the level of th* aea* 
Every thing ia lovely there. The sky 
is more beautifully blue than you ever 
see it in thia country, and so ia the sea | 
wid nothing can equal the gieea foUage 
oovering the tip<top of the mountaimi, 
and extendiiig down to the margin of 
the beach. ODine petsoiis say, tiiat it 
needs only the light of nature to edu- 
cate, bless, and sanctify men. If the 
lit(ht of nature, indepeodently of the 
revelation of God, is sufficient to do 
thi*<, the inhabitants nf the itlands of the 
bouih Seas ought to have been angels of 
God rather than demona. When I left 
this country, 1 departed with a sincere 
love towards those tnbes. That, I Kup- 
poae, you will not call iii question. 
(Hear.) I left my home, and country, 
am! frit iidH, w!;o!ii I had loved as much 
as any young man could love. But not 
until I aitived amenget the people, and 
saw the Heathen as they reaily are, did 
T realize the great work which had to be 
dune lor iliem. I had heard much 
about the romance of Missionary work. 
I bad htard much about the beauty of 
the iblands. I had heard the speeches 
deliTered by that ezedlcnt and now 
martyred man, Mr. Williams, when he 
\»n<! in this cnunfrv. But, alas ! when 
1 came to the Heathen people, and sasr 
tbem as they ate, all mj loee and nil 

my affVctinn >pf*nird (-ntircly to flv away. 
And, more than that, my feelings of love 
and aActiaai md Intmit NMwd in b« 



ndmnged Hmr lonthinf. (Hmt.) We 
cast anchor in a beautiful bay, and wo 

saw the Heathen coming off to m from 
the island of Samoa. We ioolied at 
dicai with all the eafmeia and dedet of 
yotmg ]Miv>iotiaries ; there they came, 
naked, aavage, cannibal men, nearly the 
wbirie of th«n hh n perfect etato of 
nudity. Some of them, indeed, had 
plaited leaves and plaited bark round 
their waists; but they were few in num- 
ber. Their bodies were daubed over 
with oil and turmeric. Their faces were ' 
painted black on one par^ white on ano* 
iher, and red on anothefi ^nd their hair 
hung dandling some two feet and a half 
or three feet over their shoulders, or else 
was tied up in a ktu)t behind, and with 
n apear ill one hand and a ehib in iho 
other. O, my brethren • all the romance 
of iMissioDtfy lite at once fled, (hear^ 
hear,) and we fdt that nnlcia God 
should give us ten, yea, a hundred times 
more faith and love and patience than 
we had before we left home, we should 
never be able to live among such de> 
graded people. (Hear.) My brethren, 
when you read Miaaienary details, try 
and realine a aeeae Ulw tbii t and if you 
cannot see it exactly as a missionary 
baa seen it, if you cannot feel it exactly 
as a Missionary feels it, try to realise 
iOtnething of the abominable aoanea of 
degradation with which the Missionsrift 
sometimes have to come into contact. 
When thejr fint* witaeaa iham, they 
stand aghast at the tight ; and but for 
the triumphs that have been won by the 
Gospel over such men, we should be 
inclined to say, " O Lord, who is suffi- 
cient for these things ?" That devoted 
man, Mr. Hunt, had the priviiege,i-» 
ahall I eall it a privilege ? — yes, ho bad 
the privilege of occupying the post of 
honour. I went to the group of Raro* 
tooga, where the Miasionaries had been 
labouring for nine Or tea yean ptevioaa, 
anrf 1 found the people Nomewhat ele- 
vated and improved. Hat Mr. Hunt 
went, as I aald, to Feejee, and not only 
landed in the midst of these Heathen 
people, but was compelled to witness all 
sorts of degradation and cannibalism. 
When letters are read from Mission* 
aries, you. Christian ladies, should en- 
deavour to realise them. There was a 
Christian MisaiDnary and hie deeoled 
wife at one of the {Stations at Feejee, 
occupying a native hut, and doing all in 
their power to enlighten the minds of 
diaae dcgiaded people $ and their lives, 
humanly speaking, hung upon the will 
ot the Chief of the place. One day, the 
Chief felanud ftooa cka aoMt af wa^ 
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brlnglvf villi Mn Um bodira of ten 

victims whom he had ulain. Tbene ttn 
bodies were heaped up ju»t outside the 
hut ot your devoted MitKionarieii. The 
poor Missionary** wife, ia order to shut 
cnt the fight and the stench ocra^ioTscd 
by the cooking of these bodies^ placed a 
boad, not msSbwt t]i« window, fiMr tbcM 
were no windows in that hut, but 
sgaimt a hole that admitted the iight« 
The Chief tain came and smashed down 
the bond, oxdaiming, " Dare noc to 
insult me again. Let the donr of your 
bat be kept open, Jf you attempt to 
insole me In tbot way aRain, you aball 
be the next victim." These are tlie 
scenes with which your Missionaries 
come in contact in yonder Feejee 
I»ianda. (Hear.) One of yon? MIt* 
aionsries recently aftcmpted to prevent 
n Chief from stiangiing some widows, 
whoM bodicfl won to m bnmed nlong 
with those of their departed husbands. 
I think it was Mr. Calvert, lie did all 
he could. He offered his property, he 
offered some of his Anaitare to the 
Chief. He was, however, unable to 
prevni]. He at last tried another expe- 
dient, sod olRred to allow tbem to ewl 
iff one of his ^fingers, — a practice which 
in cnrried on amongst themHelves to a 
^reat extent, — if so be by that means he 
could save the women devoted to death. 
But his offer was of no effect. Now, I 
trust joa will endeavour to realise the 
■pirit of your Miailonnilee nbroad, tbe 
difficulties they have to contend with, 
the depths of degradation to which they 
have to dive, in order to raise up the 
netives to any thing like the digni^ of 
msnhood, whilst they ]\vp, and to pre- 
pare them foi the heaven which God has 
pMvlded for them, when they dtew And 
then realize this fact, that in the islandii, 
thirty or forty years ago, tbe people had 
no written language, none whatever. 
In every lalaad to which your Mission- 
aries have gotie, they have had to reduce 
the language to a written form, gather- 
ing the touadt as they lamed from the 
mouths of the people. These are some 
of our difficulties. And now, how shall 
we tell you of our triumphs in those 
re^OM f The Church Missionary So- 
ciety has lent its agents to Ncw-Zph- 
land. Vott, for many, many years^ 
have been tending your agenie to tbe 
Friendly Islands, and also to the Feejee 
Islands. We have united to send Mis- 
sionaries to those groups. And what 
shall we now tell you of the results ? 
Christian brethren and Chrigtiaa friendly 
1 believe that the triumphs won by the 
QmfA in th« iilMidt of tbe South 8cm 



have never been outdone in tbe pacT 

history of the rhuirl:. (C'heerf.) There 
have been triumphs more extended ; 
but there have not been triumphs more 
complelru There have bees no tri- 
umphs more coniplete in any past his- 
tory of tbe church, than these which 
have been gained by the Mlaelonarlea of 
Chrlfitians of every dennininations in 
those lands. (Cheerw.) i sometimes 
think~-and I thought so whilst Mr. 
Fanarwas speak ing^-dnt if ue could 
pflther fofrethcr in one assembly all the 
Heathen that have died in Christ since 
tbia Society was Inetltnted, tbe efl^ 

would be moRt astnumlin^'. But 
although we cannot gather them toge« 
ther, there they are ; the fact is still the 
wmmi hundreds and hundreda of men 
who were hnrn F-Jtathens, and were idol- 
ators and cannibal savage:*, liave been 
converted by tbe Spirit and teaching of 
Ood, and are now enthroned in heaven. 
But could you gather all the witnesses 
now living from the Heathen world, 
connected with our variooa denomina* 
tions f <^), what a glorious array should 
we haveot the black men,and theredmen, 
and the men of every abade of eolonr, 
now living, I say, in India, and China, 
and Africa, and the 8outh Sea island!*, 
who but a few years ago were Hea- 
then savage men ! Then, again, tho 
Script urrs have been translated into 
nearly all the languagea of these islanda. 
Jnat bdbre I left Rarotooga, I bad the 
pleasure of receiving a copy of the New 

Testarccnt from your brethren T was 

goin^: to say, our brethren, — and I do 
not know why I should not,— {ebeevi,) 
— I had the pleasure of receiving- a com- 
plete copy of the New Testament trans- 
lated into die language of the Friendly 
Islands, the printing having been done 
by the islanders in the Friendly proup, 
superintended by the Missionaries. 
Not noie than tbifty or fbrty years ago, 
these people were in the conrfiticn I 
have attempted to describe; and now I 
find, in one of yonr Reports, a Mission- 
ary stating, — *^ We are beginning to feel 
that we are not now Missionaries to the 
Heathen, the wnoie of the population of 
the group are Chricttanc now, and tbey» 
by thdr native agents and contributions, 
are sending tbe Gospel to the Heathen." 
I find that at one of your Statiooa, laat 
year, three tons of cocoa>nut oil were 
given as a subscription. In reference to 
the London Missionary Society, I may 
State, that one-fifth of the annual income 
comfs from the nntivps in Heath en 
countries ; and you are just getting tbe 
tane evidence nom Ood thnt bo hm 
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blcMcd your work, and that ehnrches 
have been raised up which ate scir-Mup- 
porting and telf-sustaining ; yea, fvom 
ther, carrying the Gospel to the Ilrathen 
bejood them* X will meatioQ on« dr- 
cvmstloe^ which oceomd jvat before I 
left Rarotooga, as a spedmea of the 
feeling which exists in tliat island. 
Tbirtj-one yeara ago, the tirHt Mittsion- 
mrf landed on the island of Rarotooga. 
Twenty-nine years ago, th e first European 
Aliisioiiary landed on the group of islands 
from which I cone. In the year 1884, the 
first Christian church was formed, six in 
number. Since then, in that stnall 
isiandf^and Rarotonga is one of the 
aoialleet gvoupa in the South Seas, — one 
thousand members have died in Chris- 
tian communioni concerning whom we 
have aa much hope aa your Hiniitera 
can hare of you when you die. 
(('heers.) Last year, before I left Ra- 
rotonga, we ihougtit we should Ukc to 
have a united communion aerriee^ We 

gathered toji^cther the communicants 
from the dilAerent villages, and altoge- 
ther about fifteen hundred or aizteen 
hundred persons assembled. Nearly 
one thousand of them got into the cha- 
pel, which in one hundred feet long, 
sixty wide, and twenty.four feet high, 
neatly pewed and seated, — the work 
having all been done by natives, who, 
thirty years ago, did not know the use 
of either a saw, a plane, or a chisel. 
About seven hundred and fifty commu- 
nicaiUb were seated in the body of the 
chapel, the spectators sitting at the side. 
O, it was a hallowed day I We com- 
menced our service about nine in the 
morning, and eoneluded It between three 
and four in the afternoon. After the 
elements had been distributed, the peo- 
ple gut up and spoke, for we have there 
what you call "experience meetings.*' 
(Cheers.) I sometimes tell parties con- 
nected with our own denomination, that 
I wish I could see a modificatloa of 
those meetings amongst them in this 
country. (Cheers.) The people got up 
and spoke. Some old men rose, and I 
shall never forget them. Theii faees 
were wrinkled with age, Bome of them 
had passed thdr sixtieth year. They 
told us that they had been Heathens, 
and savages, and cannibals, and we 
could see what they now were. And 
then the young people got up, they are 
called the "OospeUborn generation," 
having been bom since the Gospel was 
introduced into the islands; and they 
dedsred that they would malnttin thie 
profession their fathers had made, and 
many of ihem said^ ** Here are we> send 



us among the Heathen.** (Cheern.) 
Last of all a man, amidst a noble band 
of Deacons, got up. He was the first 
native Christian who landed on Rnro.> 
tonga, tlitrty years ago, to tell the Hea- 
then that Jehovah is the true Ood, and 
JesttS Christ the trud Saviour. He rose 
up, and he pointed to an old man, and 
said, O, I remember the day I landed 
thirty years ago, when yon tore my shirt 
from my bnck, and wanted to tear my 
flesh from my bones. O, what have I 
llTcd lo seel Then you were naked, 
savage, cannibal men; but now ye are 
clothed, and in your right mind.*' 
(Cheera.) He then pointed to a man at 
bis side, a fine, tall, athletle ftllow, 
some fifty year^ of age, and he said, 
" Kei I O brother Rei 1 do not you 
remember when yon stood en yonder 
reef, and poised your spear at me when 
I landed ? You meant to thrust it into 
me, and you did not then know why 
you did not. But here we are.** He 
then tool^^ up a Bible which had just 
come from England, and which had 
been printed by the British and Poriign 
Bible Society, a complete Bible from 
Genesis to Revelation, faithfully trani- 
l%ied into the language of the island. 
He held it up in his hand, teats ran 
dom-n his cheeks. He could nnt ppe.ik 
ibr a minute or two, but at length be 
said, « O, when I look at this book, I 
feel as good old Simeon felt, when he 
said, * Lord, now lettcst thou thy xer- 
vani depart in peace, for mine eyes have 
seen thy salvation.'** (Chcers.) Afy 
friend^, I could travel over many ot^Tpr 
groups, over the Jfeejee group, and over 
the very island where poor VTiHiaoie 
was murdered, and I should see the 
same glorious work pjoing on. Breth- 
ren, go on in this work. We are with 
yon, and you are with us. Continue your 

Sjrnipathy and your prayer*. I rejoice 
that your good friends io Australia have 
given you so ranch encouragement to 
hope that they are prepared to take 
those distant islands under their own 
care. (Cheers.) It is but natural they 
should do sOb But do not cast them off 
prematurely. If sny bli;,ht should 
come over Ausualia, — and who can 
tell P—lbr every summer haa Its winter 
in the history of nations as well as in 
nature, — if any thihg should occur in 
the Australian colonies to prevent their 
accomplishing what yon hope^ and whet 
they desire, — I say, in the name of your 
brethren there, do not prematurely cast 
them oC (Hear.) There Is, I know, 
in the minds of some people in the 
country, a disposition to think thai they 
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CftQ do but little more for those inlands. 
They tliliilc of IimIIo, and thty tbink of 

Ch'na, snd we a'r qiiitp -willins^ fo 
accord to India and to China the lar{(ett 
smmiat nf ibmm^ Bat mnemlicr Itt 
yonder Ulanda you Bade the fimt 
attenipft at Mlimlonaty worV, — •hfte 
you have rraped Pome of your richetit 
•nd yoor ooblcKt trlomphik Still g» on 

nnd >'n'<TaiTi them. Rut wp want men. 
I think I heard from jour Report, that 
irtx have jost been appointed to go lo 
China. Come, young mf^n, come to the 
help of the Lnrd, to the help of the 
Lord againit the mighty. (Cheer*.) 
My own conviction that it is easier 
to raise £T,(\00 far .'\tadi£^?isc^r tVian to 
raine seven MisMonaries for that iRl«nd. 
My own convietloo is, that ft is easier to 
raise £20,000 for the Chinese nation 
thsn fo find forty Missionaries for it. 
We want men, young devoted Chris* 
(Ian men. Paaiota and Teachers, 
pour out yoiiT prayers to God, that 
such men may be thrust out from 
MDonfse yon to do tbte great work, 
having faitb In tht Ooaptt. It haa been 
tried, and wherever it has heen tried It 
haa proved perfectly and Divinely 
adapted to do for man what nothing else 
cnn do. Treat all these "istriH" nf 
which you have heard to-day as they 
ought to be treated t take the Biblo and 
go forth, preaching faithfully and affec- 
tionately, " Jesus Christ and him crMci. 
fied ; ' and 6od will contmue to bleas 
you as he his hitherto blessed you, and 
a hundred fold more, f Loud cheering.) 

Me. farmer, (who had taken the 
Clndr in tbo temporary abaenoe of Sir 
A* Ollphant,) then put the Reaoh\tion, 
which was agreed to.

Coke, and have had the happinesa eo bo 

cmmected with the Bible Socirty in pTO» 
moting the translation of the Scripturesi 



and in rendering assistance, not only to 
oar own Society, but to other Societiea 

in r.irrvint^ nn their ^'nod work. (('}i?pt?.) 
In reference to the appeal made to us ia 
behalf of thoie who, apparently, aro 
separated from us, in order that they 
may conduct their own affairs, I say 
that, if ever their necessity should be 
ancb aa to need aesi stance, and we pos- 
sess the means to help them, I would 
pledge myeelf in your name to the 
repreeentatlTe of other parties, that to 
the extent of our power we will give 
them of our nil that their lamps go not 
out. (lj>ud cheern.) 

The Kev. Dr. SPENCER, Minlator 
of St. Mtttthew*]), Padilington, said,>«» 
Three years ago I came up tn share with 
you, in tome measure, in 6ghtinir the 
battle of the Lord of ho&ts, and to ex- 
press my warm sympathy in the move- 
ments of this Society, at a time when, 
perhaps, sympsthy was more needed 
than, i!inr V fJod, it seems to h? at pip- 
sent. (Cheerf. ) 1 feel at this late stage 
of tho proeeedings to labour nnder dooblo 
disadvantage of coming after thore who 
have well-nigh exh^u)*ted the subject, 
and feel my nerves niuch shattered from 
the eflircts of a late severe domeatie afllie- 
tinn. Rut, whf'n rnlled upon hy yotir 
beloved ^cretary, whose prai>e is in the 
CNwpel throogb ali tbe ebncebes, I fdt I 
could not resist the appeal to unite once 
more with thoi^e wiih whom I feel a 
brotherhood which, I trust, will be as 
lasting as life itself. (Cbecra.) The 
Resolution which I have to pvopoae fbr 
your acceptance is this : —

It hfm been said by an eminently pious 
man, thit prayer is " the breath ut God 
prooeeding from the moadi of moa to Ha 

prraf Oritrtn ^l ; " and I belirvr thrit this 
sentiment will be acceded to, and acqui. 
cseed In, by all who fed the troth ot iho 
Scripture declaration respecting the dc* 
privity of man. The most high God 
has commanded prayer as ox»e of the 
caoaea be la obliged to blcaa in tbo pour* 
Ing out of his Spirit upon all flesh, by 
which alone a lost world can be brought 
back to him. And when I heard you, 
In the beginning, speak of tbe manner in 
which WfHleyanism had extended its 
inducnoe on the right hand and on tbo 
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left « when I heard you speak of iu in- 
fluenoe in America,— Jbow It had out* 

stripped its competitors there; and when 
I hear of its etfeets in the South Sea 
islands, where it has changed the savage 
to the saint; and when I beanl jroil 
speak of the proximitc causes, there 
were one or two to which I heard no 
Tefereoce made, but to which, with jronv 
permission, I will call (he attention of 
this Meeting. The lust was this — the 
spirit of love which animates those who 
believe its doctrines. The Wetleyaa 
Missionaries went forth hoMi'ng out no 
esoteric and no exoteric doctrines. They 
bad none for the Initta^d alone; thej 
had none for the uninitiated. They had 
not some for the iniriated, and others fnr 
the uninitiated. They did not believe 
that Jesus Chriat died for this man, and 
not for ih It man. They beli( Yt d rhat 
he, by the grace of Ood, had tasted 
death fbr erery man ; and therefore thef 
felt they were not more loTing than God 
had mani/pHted himself in Jesii^, when 
they Would desire the salvation of every 
man ; and they ftlt tliat they could pray 
for men in ihe spirit of the H!i?i'«inn:iry 
Church to which I belong, when we 
pray that Ood win mdte Ma vraye known 
upon earthy hie taving health amongst all 
nations. (Cheers.) I believe it waa 
these doctrines which made Wrsleyan* 
i*m great; I beliere it waa tbaeedoe> 
trinr's which Ood specially honoured, aa 
one of the proximate causes which led to 
ita advancement, and to ita itriking lit 
1001* into the ground, so tbat we ai« 
pnmpclled to say, in the laogoaga of an 

ancient poet,— - 

Qmr rt-glo in Urrk ncstri non pl^na lahorif f 

But there was another cause ; and that 
waa, that they were the first Missionaries 
to put their sickle into the standing com. 
They might well say truly the harvest 
waa plenteous. When I look at this 
eountry and elsewhere, I wmM aay, wo 
owe it unto the man of God, whose 
record is on high, and the fruits of 
whose labours *e now see before us, and 
to the firtt Wcaleyan Miieionaries. 
They were men of prayer and men of 
toil. I could mention families in which 
piety haa been handed from Ibther to 
son, and who were converted to Ood by 
hearing over their hendi* ]Vh>^ionarics 
getting up night after night, and devot- 
ing it to prayer. (Cheers.) The Reso- 
lution which I hold in my hand con- 
nects the war in which we are unhappily 
engaged with the duty of prayer, that 
Ood would overrule it for good ; and it 
briof^ before as a fiut which we an 



•low to reoogniae, and that ia the nni- 
venal biotbethood of the fHnlly of nan. 

(Applause.) We have been too much 

in the liabif of pleft"«mjjf our continental 
neighbours with xhowing them how the 
neana of deatnietion can be carried on a 
preat scale; !ihna-in^ how the work of 
death can be deult out most effectually. 
Ood haa taught ue aleaaon wbleh has been 
brought home to every heart, that will 
not soon be forgotten, — and may it ntvt 
soon be forgotten 1 He has made ua 
feel that this la not what beeonea Bngb 
land as a nation, which he ha«( raided in 
a pinnacle of greatness, causing them 
to be the depoaltorles of the Bible. Wt 
have been made sensible of this by b i- 
ter experience. The land is full of 
mourning and sotrow for the dying and 
the dead. Why, the very high and iho 
very In-^' hive felt th\n; and the n Hdle 
classes feel it too. How much has this 
war cost ne now f How many MUsfon* 
tries would it have sent abroad f How 
many schools supported t How much 
for the cause of (iod might be done, if 
this money, which Is so much cest Into 
the nea, or worse, had been spent in the 
evaogeliBstioo of the world f There is 
a canae for these things; and Ck>d it 
bringing the fact of sin home to th« 
hfarts of those who are slow to believe it. 
But do we not require ttill further chas- 
tleement as a nation t Do we not aa t 
nation need to be taught some further 
lesson ? We are too much, 1 am 
tfnid, in the habit of continentalising 
tflis nation. (Hear.) We have forgot« 
ten that the religion of Jesus Christ is 
intimately associated with the obsexv* 
•nee of the liOid^ day. One more 
word before T sit down. T believe the 
more we dare for Ood, the more God 
will honour ut. Whilst we are seeking 
Ood In pvayei^ let ns not forget thai 
God connects prnyer with active agency 
on our own parts. It has been often 
said, "Paul may plant, and Allien 

inav water; but it !>; Ond whn i^ivfs the 
increase." True, God does give the 
increase ; bat incrstse, Sir, is the ruTe, 
and the want It the esception. 
When the farmer sows his seed, he 
expects **the increaae.** Why should 
not wie, aa Baturally, If we fnfy labonv 
to prove that we are sincere by pivinjj 
largely of our means ? About two years 
ago-^nd I mention this nerely to point 
to a parallel — I made a purchase of an 
old deserted chapel of the Wesleyans, 
who, having a better chapel elsewhere, 
wen anxious to dispose of Af s. I had 
not then one penny ; the chnpcl Tpquircd 
to be puUed down in order to its being 
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enlwged and rebulU. Bat I began la 

faiih aud in praya | and I have been 

enabled to raise, by personal solicitation, 
almoat jL2,100 to provide a moral ma- 
ehlneiy for training the young ** in the 
way in which they should go.'* (Hear, 
bear.) Many per»oait thought I was 
mad m andenaking it ; but I fcoeir tbaC 
it wa» dependence upon Him who could 
not promise and then disappoint. And 
I am &ure that if our prayers are offered 
as tbef eogbt to be effbved, and If we give 
some proof of sincerity by active zeal, 
God will honour and blese us, and we 
•hall see great thinge done. I will 
mention tbie cirenmeiMiee to show what 
a ^!\Tff^ benevolence can do: — Some 
short time ago I received a letter from a 
penon alraoet anknown, wbo was then a 
nuise. It pleased God to bless the 
preaching of the Gospel to her soul. 
Her letter was to this effect t — ^''Rev. 
Sir, — it has pleased God to bless me ; 
and I am still doubly blesed. in that I 
trust i feel the value ot luy immortal 
ioalt and I am determined, therefore, 
in token of acknowledgment to God, 
who has done so much for me, to give 
£100 toward* the debt incuncd by the 
erection of those aeboola.** (Cheers.) 
She ft-lt that !«he was only giving back 
to God that which He had tirst given to 
ber. I would merely eay, in order to ttf- 
mulate your z il, " Ho and do like- 
wise.'* I have much pleasure in pro- 
posing this Resolution. (Hear.) 

The Rev. Da. HANNAH, (who 
was received with loud and continued 
cheering,) said : — I think. Sir, that, after 
all we have beard to. day, I may now 
respectfully propound the inquiry to 
this Meeting, — Shall we not continue 
and enlarge our Missionary exertions ? 
la it time to retire, or is it time to 
advance?'' Sijccesa, by the blessinfr 
of God, has attended our endeavours 
more than erer. fiiblei are eircolated, 
minitsterial labours maintained, schools 
established and extended ; and, above 
all, tidings are reaching us year after 
year of the eonvereion of sinners to the 
faith and love of our Lord Je»u8 Christ. 
The testimonies which we have heard 
tbie day prore to oa, diat weare favoured 
with success in every form, and in a very 
eminent degree. 1 know that if we had 
not success, our duty would be the sane ; 
our doty tepoeei, not on visible success, 
but on the command of our Lord. But 
when, in obedience to His command, we 
go forth to our engagements, and enjoy 
success, T think that we ought to regard 
this as a powerful motive to enlarged and 
persevering effort. — New organiutious 



alio are formed t and I cannot bntadvert 

to this with grateful satisfaction. The 
principle of this is by no means new. 
Since the days of our venerable father 
Wesley, tbe aSliaied Conference of 
Ireland has existed, and a noble Con- 
ference it is 1 But now almost ere we 
are awan of it, other affiliated Confer- 
ences are springing up in different parts 
of the earth, — the Western Canada 
Conference, of which we heard at out 
last Conference, with its doings and 

blessings ; the French Conference, of 
which we expect soon to have a very 
oheeiing report ; the AustraUao Confer> 
cnce^ of whuk Mr. Young could even 
BOW pive us most delightful informa- 
tion. (Cheers.) And now, (God speed 
the labours of onr dear friend, Dr. 
Beecham !) the Missinnary Committee 
is contemplating this i^astem-Provioees 
Conference, in addition to all the rest. 
I cannot but regard these OVganisa^ 
tion^, Sir, as designed, in the course of 
time, to relieve us, in some measure, 
Arom great peenniery effiwt in behalf 

of tliosf- parts of the world ; in some 
raea!«ure, I say, and in the course of 
time, yet not that we are ever to 
abandon the affiliated Conferences. No, 
never. (Bear.) I trust the principle 
will Htill be maintained, that Methodism, 
like Chrietianlty itself, is one; and that, 

amidst the different organizations which 
may be formed for the extension of the 
work, we nhall maintain the same doc* 
trine, the same spirit, the same ministry, 
and shall be brought to assist each other 
as occasion may require* But, unquea* 
tionably, the formation of these new 
Conferences will call forth new local 
efforts, will contribute to the raising of 
new agents, and will serve, in many 
Ways that we cannot enumerate, to carry 
on The cause of Christ in the different 
parts of the earth. I am deii^hted to 
find that, to-day, we are eentemplating 
these manifold Conferences, springing 
up in kindl V and continuing relation to the 
parent (jotiterence ; that while some few 
yMTsago mention was made of our Mis* 
sionary work failing, we look arourid u% 
to-day, and thankfully say, What 
hath God wrought f '* We have nothing 
to return to our unkindly friends, who 
predicted the failure of our Misdonary 
efforts, but love. (Hear.) W e wish to 
return nothing to tbem but love; but, 
in love, we are very ghal that they an 
disappointed. We are veiy glad thai 
tbelr progneatieations baTonot beoomo 
realities; and we must attribute tho 
whole to the c.ire and blrgsin^ of Al- 
mighty God. It IS nut of us; 11 is of 
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RiiD* His servants have eDdeavoured, 
in tiiBplicitj and taitb, to munuia Uu 
tmith, and catry out His work; wd 
He, in Hig condescending^ grace, hat not 

left u8 desolate. We rejoice in the suc- 
cess of whicii we have heard to>day, 
and of those provbionf and anangementa 
which villj wr trust, issue in a yet 
Wger, a l»r larger, measure of success. 
I know it eomeg with some surprise 
upon not a few of lu, ctpecEalljr thoM of 
us resident in the country, who are not 
ao familiar with mattera as they arise as 
oiur friends in London, that the peeuni- 
ar7 contributions have kept up so 
admirably. If, during this year of 
expensive war, and, to a certain exttut, 
of failing oommetct, theie had been some 
diminution in our oidinary proceeds, it 
would not have been very strange ; but 
instead of thia we find that, on a fair 
comparison, we can rejoice in increased 
pecuniary means for carryin<> on this 
great and good work. And from the 
tone and spirit of this Meeting, I be* 
lieve there is no disposition here to sound 
a retreat, (Hear.) 1 believe we are 
all prepared to buckle on oof armonr 
afresh, and go forth to that glorious, 
bloodless fight which issues In the vic- 
tory of peace. We feel that it is the time 
to advanee more than we have yet ad- 
vanced, and to seek the accomplishment 
of that sure word which cannot fail, 
because it is the word of the living God. 
I was thinking, some time ago, how 
desirable it would be to nnaintain n 
perpetuation of our devoted Gimstian 
agents in connexion with the Missionary 
cause. I was thinking how mfiny of 
our predecessors have passed away in 
peace* I think of those who formerly 
occufded this very platform, some of 
whom occupied It until vrry l;:tp1v ; 
who filled up life with honourable and 
most blessed labour, and who found the 
benediction of peace in death. I think 
of many that were with us, but are now 
with Christ ; and I have sometimes 
been ready to ask, Will the spirit of 
Elijah rest on Klislia? Shall the ex- 
pansive views, and warm feelings, and 
devoted energy of ont predecessors re* 
ni iin? Shall the flame be caught by 
one from another, and never expire ? I 
trust, indeed, that it will be so; fur I 
cannot but remark how many of our 

younf^ friends r.rr rising up, breathing 
the spirit, and entering into the plans, and 
ptirsulng the labours, of our venerated 
f.itlicrs, (Hear.) God's blessing be upon 
them ! Instead of the fatlicra, may the 
cliildren, iu many, many more instances 
arisen and, with them, may others, gathe r- 
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ed froni all lanks and classes of society, 
be still a seed to serve the Lord, a 
generation to dedare His truth i Here, 
too^ we have ground of encouragement. 
The work, I trust, will not fail fur the 
want of diligent and devoted Bup)>orters« 
But there is another thought whidi has 
pressed on niy own mind of late, and 
that i^f what fthuil we do fur a compe- 
tent number uf wcll-qualilicd labourers ? 
I have sometimes Iieard the sentiment 
expressed, that God will take care of 
his own labourers; and that when one 
eminent man Is taken away, another 
will assuredly be raised in his place, so 
that he shall scarcely be missed. I con- 
fess I am not prepared, without some 
examination, to subscribe to that senti- 
ment. I think, in some instances, it 
pleases God to remove honoured men 
whose places are not supplied,— that we 
ought to regard devoted Missionaries 
as specially His gift; that we ought 
to pray to Him as we are taught to 
do, that He would send forth labour* 
ers into His harvest; and that we 
should not forget to carry out what bos 
been said to«-daj, in reference to this 
particular Sttbjed* I am not speaking 
at all in any way uf despondency ; not 
at all. (Cheers.) I trust the spirit of a 
living Christianity is amongst us. I 
have liad the gratifi^a'.ion of witnessing 
the signs and tokens of it, to an encou- 
raging degree of late. And wherever 
there is the living spirit of Christianity, 
suitable labourers will be raised up. I 
have no doubt that there are young 
Christians amongst us, perhaps as yet 
partly concealed, who have it in their 
heart, and may soon have it on their 
tongues, — " Here are we, send us.** If 
it please the I^ord to increase the life 
and power of Christianity in the Pro- 
testant churches at home, I have no 
doubt that, in harmony with this, He 
will raite up holy, ilous, and devoted 
iVlissiouaries as our wants may require. 
Now this appears to me to be a point to 
whidi our friends should direct their 
devout attentiftTi ; :md, in the prayers 
which they daily oiler up, let them ask 
that the Lord would raise up quslified, 
proper, and suitable agents, who shuli 
engage in the different departments of 
the work, depending entirely upon him. 
I ought, perhaps, for a moment, to 
advert to another topie,— ought to do it, 
because it occupies so pre* eminent a 
place in the Resolution whic^ I have 
the honour to second ; bnt I am happy 
that this great topic lias been so well 
anticipated. May I express my own 
personal thanks to my desr and houour- 

k July, 1865. I 
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ad friend, the President, for the remarkt 
which he ruiJs in hii addres* on thU 
•ubject, — the subject, I inMn, uf the 
Mtpourinf of the Holy Spirit of Gad 
upo'i the church and the vrorld? Arid 
may 1 also express thanks (and I am 
■ure I apeak for othtn aa wdl fot 
myself) to our other brethren who hsfi 
dwelt so powerfully on this one great 
topic ? Doabtleas, a richer measure of 
the Spirit*e fnBaenee U the great went of 
Ae church and of the world. I have no 
doubt that if, in answer to prayer, we 
get such a communication from on high, 
«e ehull see things, whteh are already 
in course of prepantion, rise up into 
maturity, and shall iiave to rejoice, in a 
far larger degree, over the coavertioa of 
multitudes to Chris*. Ue who, by H'n 
agency at this season of iht year, te.ani- 
maiea all nature around us, who causes 
the dfeariaeas and desolation of winter 
to pass away in the jjlow anH ^l:yTv of 
spring. He also can send forth s iiigher 
and better agency,^he reviving; a^'«ncy 
of His own Spirit, which, when it passes 
over deserts the most Hesoltte and drt^ary, 
shall cause tbem to liuurl»h aad rejoice 

aa a firaitflil field. Let us untie and 

persevere in our supplications to the 
throne of the heaTenljr grace, that ihe 
Lord would grant the great pvomieed 
Penteeost to universal maa — would pour 
out Hii Spirit upon all flesh. And th?n, 
how shaii we rcjoiee, who have been 
IhUow-workera with Him, when we thus 
perceive that ws hare not receiTed and 
used the grace of Qed in rain ! And, 
now, X abovU oomo to a point hum 
which I fathar shrink. (Hear.) I think 
I have a right, perhaps, to read ivhat I 
find written down upon the Resolution, 
or else I ehonld not preenme to put two 

auch things in juxtapntition wi'h each 
other on such an occasion aa this ; but 
I read here on my Rwolntiaii— " The 
Rev. Dr. Hannah and the collection." 
T cannot forget other days, and the 
remembrance of these makes me ihrink.

If our venerated friend. Dr. Newton, 
eoqid pace from the realme of bliss, and 
once more admtcate this great Missionarj 
cause, do you think that he would uic 
feebler arguments, or leas earnest and 
ledoitaappeale* May I be permitted, 
instead of niy unworthy name, still to 
place, in some sort of connexion, the 
name of the Rev. Dr. Newton with the 
collection ? (Hear.) Let me ask oat 
dear friends to recall htm to their grate- 
ful memories this day, and to remember 
that the cause which he advocated re- 
mains the same, that the cause of Christ 
does not dspeiid on the continuation 
even of so devoted a servant as he, but 
that we are all eidlcd upon to advoeato 
the cause of our Lnrd Jesus Christ, 
according to our oppertunitiea and means.

The Rev. WILLIAM RE ILLY 
(from Ireland) said: — Mr, Chairman 
and friends, my Resolution reads 
thus : —

perously accomplished. And having 
further learned that the Rev. Dr, 
Beeeham It stbout, at the request of the 
Committee, to visit those Provinces, in 
furtherance of this otjeet, the Meeting 
n pr eu e t U* maef mtM tvitAet finr hk 
preservation in health and safety during 
his voyages and journeys, and for hie 
success in the undertaking.''* 
Unaccustomed as I am to address assem- 
blies of this kind, so large and so im- 
posinf in aapect, and having already 
heard to much of the enhvged Tiewi 
l^ven us upon the general subject, and 
upon the many duties connected with 
it, I feel that my emotious are too much 
fn mj reeolution and power of thought. 
However, the subject presents to tis n 
matter of great interest on many accoimts 
>-great interett, on aeeoaut of the pro- 
viaeet to which oar atteniion is here 
directed ; j^Tcat interest on account ©f the 
great work that baa been carried on in

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thoie proWneet by meam of yonr Mtt« 

sionaries and Ministers ; and, to me, 

great interest, because so many of my 
own beloved countrymen have found 
their way to Upper Gmada, and to the 
far West. And if is not nil deprived 
of any of its interett by the fact that Dr. 
Beeeham haa contented to rater upon 
that negotiation, and we hope that the 
prayer of this Resolution will be answer- 
ed with regard to him in his voyages, 
his jonmeyt, and hts aoceets in the 
imdertaking. However, the general 
work of the Society itself has wondoN 
fill atiiaetioBi in it. Great attraetione 
are avound the Alissionary cannoi because 
the cros^ of our Lnrd Jesus Christ is the 
grand subject of promulgation through- 
out the nations of tfie earth ; great 
intrroKf, bd-ause the spirit that we have 
heard so much of to-day, and «o well, from 
onr excellent President, wit a gave such 
a devotional tone to our Meeting, that 
that Divine and sacred Spirit accompa- 
nies the word wherever that word goes, 
and that « the word of the Lord will not 
return un*^n Him void, hut will accomplish 
that which He pleases, and prosper in 
the thing whereto He has sent it." Be- 
sides the various circumstances that 
arise in the fields that have been won, 
the triumphs that have been achieved, 
and the thousands, tens of thousands, 
hundreds of thousands of souls that have 
been converted to the faith throughout the 
various parts of the world, all this gives 
great attraction to the subject of Mis- 
!^ions, and to those especially in which 
we are engaged. But 1 may allude to 
one Iket, haTing the privilege of standing 
here to-day, — that I am not a returned 
Missionary ; I am a native Mission- 
ary ; I am a Missionary from Ireland. 
(Cheers.) Forty yeavs ago I commenc- 
ed my Mi^siomry career, a humble 
companion of that devout man, Gideon 
Ottseley. He called me his stripling 
at that time, and by others, too, I was 
called his son. I was on the Irish 
Mission ft>r many years, and therefore I 
can refer to that at a subject of deep 
and thrilling interest, with regard Co 
myself. And I am indebted, I suppose^ 
to that fan the position which I hold 
here to-day, — enjoying the privilege that 
T have enjoyed whilst on this platform. 
But, Sir, our responsibilities are very 
great sometimes, in proportion to our 
irl vantrif^'fs ; nnd if I have an advantage 
in this respect, I still have a responsi- 
bility to discharge that is by no means 
an easy task. I have to speak of the 
country of mv birth. I can sec her hills 
and vallofs riKing to my view, ay, and

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the murmuHnf^ nf her rivers still lingrr<^ 
on the ear ; and ever/ thing connected 
with Izelmd intenttt ine. At the 
MOW time it is impossible for me to 
speak upon that subject without referrinpj 
to the ijmpathy which she has received 
Itom th« MiMionary Committer and 
from the Conference of the people called 
Jklethodiats in this country. The 
sjmpatby which they have shown ftwn 
die filtt hae been a subject of deep 
interest to me. to all our Irish Ministers, 
Md to all our Irish people* I am very 
gled to aee oo the platfomi my ezeeUent 
friend Alderman JM'Arlhur, froii the 
city of Derry, and if I were to say any 
thing redacting upon my country, I 
ihoald not like to look round to Mr. 
Arthur and Mr, M'Arthur. I; crxnnot 
utter a word to depreciate the country 
whieh gave me Urtb, and in which I 
have laboured the greater part of my 
life. But to spenk of onr Irish Mis- 
sions. Some few Circuits have required 
the ezendae of continual paatoral atten- 
tion, from which there is no travelling 
in or out; but the greater part of our 
Iileh Circuit Preacheft to ealted, ate 
nothing leas or more than Missionaries 
to the Irish people. Tt was in the year 
1748 that Mr. Wesley tlrst visited our 
shoiee, and first unfurled the etandard 
of the cross. He went from one place 
to another, and did a great work in 
Ireland. Bat it was in the year 1799 
that what we may properly call the Irish 
Mission was first established ; just aftfr 
the rebellion, when the whole nation wo* 
exhaneted, and, under the blight of the 
results of th;it Trbeliion, ready to hear 
the Gospel from the lips of any one who 
would preach it. ■ It wis stated by the 
Irish Conference M a. thing greatly to be 
desired ; the venerated Dr. Coke wai 
greatly in its favour, and the correspond- 
enee which took place efideneed the 
great anxiety existing for the establish- 
ment of a Mission at that particular 
period. The venerable Gideon Ouseley 
and Clutrles Graham, two men " whose 
pr ii^c is in :^11 the churchcs," went forth. 
They were very different in their con- 
stitution of mind. Mr. Ousdey was a 
man of powerful and enlightened intel- 
lect, and of considerable learning. Mr. 
Graham had no pretension to learning 
at all; and yet he was such a Preacher 
in Irish as I hardly ever heard ; and 
often did I stand by his side in places, 
where the blood of the rebels or of 
loyalists had stained the walls. The 
Mission has exbted ever since; and 
though, in latter years^ it may not be 
inppoacd to have been so eflicient in 



gaining conyerts from the Roman 
Catholic population, yet it has been 
SttceessAiL I remember the time, wheo 
not less than eight hundred could be 
counted as converts from the Roman 
Catholic communion, and some of our 
most efficient Irish Missionaries were 
rncorcrtd from Popery by the means of 
Charles Uraliam and Gideon Ouseley. 
X was reminded by Br. Spencer of an 
observation made with regard to one 
of them, that whenever he came to a 
place where he had to stop for the night, 
h&was called the 'Spraying Preacher,** 
" This is the Preacher who retires to 
his room, and whose voice we heard,** 
though he did not intend that it 
should be heard. And if it were 
not for John Feely's delicacy of health, 
I should like to have had him here 
to-day. He has been a fitithfhl Mis- 
sionary ; he is an able Irish scholar, and 
is capable of conducting such a work 
with efficiency. There are many others 
I might name. I remember another 
circumstance of which Dr. Spencer 
reminded me. At one place, which a 
Preacher used to visit ftom time to 
time, and which none of those who were 
in the Popish communion dared to 
a])proach when he preached, there was a 
crevice in the partition, whieh divided 
the room from a Ir.rgc loft, and that was 
rendered more open by the master of the 
house, and nnmheis of them wonld go 
there to hear the Gospel from the lips of 
the Irish Missionary. God blessed the 
work, so that from this beginning it 
becanse a place worthy of the labours of 
the Church !\Iissionary Society. Some 
years ago, it is well known, our country 
was in the deepest distress from famine 
and pestilence. I happened to be at Cork, 
the very focus of disease and starvaiioo, 
at a time when 20,000 persons from the 
provinces flocked into that city for the 
purpose of seeking relief, thus increas- 
ing their disasters. The btatc of things 
was not so bad in the north of Ire- 
land; there we had something to faU 
back upon. But in the south all was 
starvation, disease, and death. VVhen 
those calamities came upon ns, the 
sympathies of England reached us; 
they soothed our sorTows, and poured 
balm into the bosoms of niauy suO'crers. 
This produced a favourable effect, ren- 
dering them more nccrssible to the truth 
than they had been before. The Church 
Missionary Society established their 
Mission at that juncture, with beneficial 
rsjsuhs, and the truth of God is taught 
in the schools to tbouiiands of the young 
and rising generation. The. Prvsby

My obseivatioTT';, allow me to say, are 
net compliment; they are the dictates 
of troth and gcanine feeling. (Cheers.) 

The Rkt. WILLIAM ARTHUR 
(who was rorcivrd wiili much applause) 
said, — ^Bctore proceeding to second the 
Resolution, I may read a short note 
which has been put into my hands since 
the Collection was made: — "My deax 
Mr. Aithur,— Please to add for poor 
India the aame at last year, and I will 
call and tee you at the Mission-IIouiee 
in a day or two, and honour it." This 
note it siffned 84., 3., 1813>.^S(». I 
beg to f^ive my sincere thank s t o ihat 
friend for this further remembrance of 
poor India, and I trust many others will 
*'go and do likewise.'* And now, Sir, 
permit me to say to the ^^leeting, that 
you were pleased to lay upon mc, at the 
b^miDg, a certain responsibility, 
namely, to say, that should you prove an 
ineflicient or an unacceptable Chairman, 
you would take none of the blame, but 
transfer it all to me. You had told me 
so in private Vt fnrc, and my reply wn?, 
that 1 would take no blame whatever; 
I wenld leave all the blame in yonr 
hands, and take as much credit as our 
friends chose to give me. And that 
position I am now moht perfectly pre- 
pared to sustain* (Hear, hear.) I ean* 
not express how great has been my per- 
sonal graiiireation at seeing you here to- 
day, i^ir, and thai gratifieation bat been 
extremely heightened hy my having the 
opportunity of seeing connected with 
you ;our son, who, though he looks 
now really a gentleman of tome stand- 
ing, and nlthnngli his nnme is now fami- 
lial iq aU iiiurope) though 1 am young 



myself, I reiuenibei when he was only a 
youth in hie teena, I bdteve, liitening 

with great eamestncis to ths preaching 
of the Gospel, it has been a great 
pleasore to bear Mm mdie Me irat 
speech at a Meeting where you were the 
Chairman, of which the objects were the 
promotion of Christian Missions 
throughout the world. May Ood blesi 
him and bless you ! 1 am sure that neifht r 
he nor you will regret the proceedings 
of tbie day ; and I earnesdy hope, that, 
having returned from yonr labours and 
services to your country in foreign 
lands, now to rcpotic in your own, tliat 
this may be the beginning of such eetu 
vices to the Christian public here, as 
you have rendered to Alissiouaries and 
their bumble lloekt in far-off climes; 
and that to your Mm this may b« the 
beginning of a connexion with the pub- 
lic religious interests of the country, 
whidi absll be equally honourable to 
him, acceptable ts God, .ind serviceable 
to the church. I have been instructed 
to propose to the Meeting for Ite accept* 
ance the Resolution which Mr. Jackson 
hnn submitted to us, and I have now the 
honour of calling upon this Meeting to 
accept that Reeolutlon by boldiog up 
their finnd^.

this morning, 1 shall pxpresa my- 
self rather on the general subject of 
Miniom, and on the great eommaiid 
that is given to the Christian cliurch 
to " preach the Gospel to e?ef j crea- 
ture," and to send the glad tidings of 
salvation unto tha endt of the earth. 
If we look at the aapect of the Chrif!' 
tian church noar, I think theie are two 
great dittliMlioM ordifiilmw io whidi 
it may be viewed ; first, that division 
wliich lies within what I may r«ll the 
geographical limits of Christetidum, 
vhcTe the nana of Qod is known, I am 
sorry to say, more than it is honourcfl ; 
and next, that which may be deacnbed 
as the MiMien field, which liee heycnd 
these precincti, stretching out from the 
Arctic to the Antattic circle, sprea^inp 
over Aftia and the Christian classie 
ground ef the aadent ^ar<!^ ; rising 
even at the heart nrtd head ef Mohnm- 
tuedanism, which, if it be net already 
fallen, ie ihat fiiUitig into rain, and ex* 
tcading again through the hitherto un- 
explored lands of Africa ; we find it on 
the stormy shores ot the southern pro* 
BMmtotlee of Africa aod AoMriee, 
spreading away in the ftr eatt to Chin*, 
where 1 beUcve ita opera tiona are, this 
nomiof, aiott ifCiiaUj to eene under 
your conaiderotioa, aad then again ts« 
tending over those most interestirg por- 
tionsot the wofld|— the British empire ia 



the Beat ladies. Thia subject, I say, ia 
Rolemidy Mid awfully fiMid. We mmf 

look at the machinery, we may consider 
the duty, but when we conaider the 
object, Che eolTatioft of milliooe of rho 

souls of our fcUow-creatur** undei the 
very darkness of ignorance, and la the 
bondage of spiritual death, there ia 
enou^ to Mil up every beast, and to 

ener^ire every exertion thnt can be made 
in a Cbri^iian church te send forth the 
OTerlasting Gospel. And we «c Mt 
left without encouragement. If, in the 
apostolic days, it could be vaid that 
there were some who " Umd guae out 
into all lands, and their words oato the 
ends of the earth," surely in the 
present daj it ie haid to put the 
linger on the spot in tho mnf wheto 
the effect ef the #oepel la net in 
come manner felt. In this r(«pect we 
may consider that there is a spintuai 
power at work, doing gint thtege yet 
unseen, beyond the direct influence of 
JMisaionaiy opwatiena. la the piayct 
that haa hoen tffmd np thia day, oiw 
minds have been diiccted, before Al- 
mighty God, to thofff events which are 
siiaking the world areuud us. We see 
kiogdomt toM«ing^ chmcheo ihoMnfe 
divisions VftXf where, and we are 
called to prayer, and te obeetvatien 
of tho very solemn events of the 
tlnoi in whioh wo aio living; Wo aio 

an opening made every where, whatever 

nen'a iotenuoae ar«| ler earrjring ih€ 
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Gospel to those who have hitherto been 
kept from itt lound. Throughoat the 

worlt!, we see this wonderful, this mys- 
terious power of Ood. In the hitherto 
darkened regione of South ancl Weeloni 
Africa, there are Christiail asen getting 
up to do battle against the deadly influ- 
ences of idolatry, Mohammedanism, and 
Popery. In CUn*, in India, in Bvr- 
m«h, whereTcr we turn, there Is a( work 
the MissioDMjf spirit, which is now to 
rtmarkaUe a autnttmnie of tko day in 
which we live. In that very learned 
and inistructive worV, Mora /ipovahjp-' 
ticcBf from which m aiucti inbtiuctiun 
may kadtiivod, even though every Chria- 

tian may not be required to nubscTibc fo 
all the views that it lays down* still, 
taking instruction ft«ni that, I tUnk it 
is very conclusive and very appropriate, 
where Mr. £lliott designates ihcue tlnyg, 
as 'Hhe Missionary peiiod of the world ; " 
where be shows us, if his own Tiewt bo 
right, and if the views of many other 
inq[uiriog Christians be correct, that they 
wiU merge inta die blaaoid time whl^ 
is the object of every Christianas hope ; 
" w}i?n He, who shall come, will oome, 
and will not tarry,'* and when He will 
fnlfil to the world the thrlce-repeatcd 

promiie in the last chapter of that book 
which is the charter of our salvation^ 
Behold I cwne quickly.'* The Mis- 
sionary effort, therefore, throughout the 
world, and that mysterious but blessed 
influence, working, as ii were, in the 
htearto of Oad'k oreatmcs, going faster 
(if I mav so express it) than mnn's 
agency can overtake it-— ^1 these things 
show ns the approadi of a time, in which 
it may lie, that we shall not enjoy the 

opportunities which we now have, to 
work out this great work of preaching 
tl)« Gospel to every c featnre under hea- 
ven, locking to thf help, and the guid- 
ance, and the presence of Him who has 
promised to be with His church, ^* even 
to the end.** In the Missionary 6eld 

we rfquire an expansiveness nf mind, 
and a largeness of action ; we require 
the fttUest freedom of that liberty 
wherewith Christ hath made his people 
free;*' and in addressing the fathers of 
a church, as I do at this mtmient, I 
speak hnmhly, ffom some obseivatien 
and eitp^rience, and certainly from a 
most hearty desire to proht by much of 
the inlofmatlon that has eome belbfe me 
from otlier quartern, and much that I 
have seen of parts of the greatest work 
ever undertaken by man, the Missionary 
canse throughoat the world. There is 
no capacity wherewith Ocd has endowed 
man which msg not| under His blsssing. 



be brought profitably to work in this 
vast undertaking t and with fsArence to 

that, I would venture very respectfully 
to suggest, that we should be careful 
not to tis np the agency toe doscly in 
diose channels in wJiich our preconceived 
ideas may run, and on which our early 
affections have been fixed ; but consider 
that we must expand it according to the 
wond erf nl exigencies of the lime. (Hear, ) 
£very where the human mind is burst- 
ing forth, every where tbcte Is an aetiT* 
ity unprecedented in the world, and the 
snciejit limiis of the church are often 
found tuo i»niall for the enlarged opera- 
tions which are now required. What 
was hilliCT'o a safeguard and a buttress, 
may now, if we aie too rigidly adhe»ive 
to it, become a cramp r.pon our energiesw 
(Hear.) I say there :s no capacity with 
which Sod has endowed Christians that 
may not be bruugh . iniu exercise in the 
Missionary cause. Yon have not tmly 
to go forth with th; Gospel, to preach it 
in its truest form, not only to proclaim 
tosimiers justiienlion by faith in Jssnt 
Christ, not only contrast it with sys* 
terns of idolatry ; hut you must brin^ in 
every ancillary means, you must brmg 
in the help of sanctified science, and yan 
must bring in Christian education ; not 
intoxicating men's minds by exciting 
draughts, nor, ai I h^eve is tee fiitally 
done in many instances in ottz Govern* 
ment establiMbnientH, raising men up 
with a superficial inteilectuaiiiy, and nut 
laying the sere fonndatioa of a Christian 
cducatinr. (Cheer?.) Ccd has been 
wonderfully pleased, particularly with 
re^Brcnce to India of late^ te rcmora 
obetradioniy in a way that gives a much 
freer scope and a wider field for Mis- 
sionary exertions. (Hear.) In a recent 
dbpatch sent ent by the Hmsonmble 
Court of Directors to the Oovcrrior-Ge- 
neral of India, a principle is laid down, 
far more admirably adapted to that 
emphre than pcthape it would be In 
this country : and God, in His pro- 
vidence, seems to have overruled thia 
political measnre fat the glory ef His 
name. Every school which gives sound 
instruction, is now entitled to receive the 
aid of Government in pecuniary support. 
Now, my friends, latmdi hnt e e mp a sn * 
lively secondary impcrtnnce fo the mere 
getting some money from the state; 
while f would not dcs|dse any menne 
which God gives us of cairying on the 
great work. I recognise in this a prin* 
ciple which is of paramount importance | 
ier it would be, I think, wrong tndlo* 
guise the simple truth, that one of the 
Strongholds ot idolatry, and ens ef tiif 
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great pMfiiiofcit of Poperj in tbt £Mt, 
bftt been dm oppMltiMiy tk« 4tcki«d, 

mnrkefl, optn, and avowed opposition, of 
the GoTBrnment to the word of Ood, 
audi tbt direct lapport tbet it hae hltheito 

givfii to the pctmanenrc of idolntr^' sad 
MohummedaDitmi &s well as to tht 
spread of Popcrjr. (Cheers.) Happily 
a change has now eooie at er and tht 
sound and wholesonie prffisur? of public 
opinion in this country is working legiti- 
matdy ent a good cfoet to the very enda 
of the parth. (Htar.) But never let 
your exertions flag. Simple and honour- 
able as that despatch is, when it went to 
the East thete were adherents to 
the old system, rnemies to Chri^tinn- 
ity in high places ; and, evan now, 
apptali to thoae ft^art-.wbleh, I hope, 
have pansed away from those to whom 
the government of that country is com- 
mitted — are being made, warning them 
that they are departing from their neu- 
trality, and that if tht Indian empire is 
4v endangered, and tht loyalty of its 
tahabitanta to be abaken, it It by the 
recognition of that Ood who has given it 
into our hands. I unhcsitatinf^ly assert 
that the fear is as fallacious as it m dig' 
henoorfiig to onr religion, and disgrace- 
ful to those who pntcrtain it. (Chrrrs.) 
I believe^ tliat if, in our Alissionary 
SodeUee, when men offkr thtmitlm to 
the service, whose hearts are first girtn 
to God, who have neither the talent for 
teaching the young, nor necessary quaii- 
flcationa for preaching the Ooepel, and 
who may not have that con'^trtTction of 
mind which tenders facile the learning 
of Ofiental and difficult languages, we 
may yet bring a molt useful element 
into our !\Ii!;s5onaTy operation", if we 
can send abroad men of God who shall 
go fordi M phytldaiii, ae ardtaw) ae 
instructors in arts and science, in co- 
operation with our Missionaries, dwell- 
ing amongst the people, and sanctifying 
to them the very wanti of life which 
thf y will administer to them, and supply. 
Instaoces have occurred of tliis ; and J 
have teen tome inttancet in whldh hnm- 
ble-mindcd men have gone forth, trusting 
confidently that <Uhe Lord will pro- 
vide ; " and I have known them — by the 
influence of their character, by the good 
which they were able to fOVrt, hy being 
the living epistles which they were, so 
that men eoold read what CbrictJanfty 
i5 — ctrirKiitly to promote God's glory 
and the Christian cause. The prests is 
another instrument ; and liere i would 
eadcnTour to render a tribute of justice 
to a member cf this church, the Rev. 
|lr« Garrett. A faithful preacher Of the 



Gospel he ii ; a man of high intelligoDCt 
and of bnmble tpiriti a nun of eoltiwat* 

ed intellect, a man, in every respect, 
such as should go forth to proclaim the 
apoeloHe religion vhidi wo detire to 
pTomote. If" I were to refer to any pn.r- 
ticular work in which Air. Garrett has 
been eminoitly blessed, I ahoidd say it 
has betti hli peculiar privilege, by means 
of the press at BnnpHlorf, to spread 
abroad more sound intoimaiion tu show 
the people what tme Chrittlanity is, and. 
what are the abominations and the fullics 
of idolatry, than perhaps any Missionary 
now labouring in Southern India has, 
by the tame means, had the opportunity 
of doing. (Cheers.) But then, whilst it 
is our doty to form Societies, and whilst 
it it our duty to tend forth M ittioaariety 
and to relieve llicrn as much as possible 
from those temporal cares which must 
necessarily press upon every body, yet 
there have been instances of godly men 
going forth, as I said before, trusting 
tliat the Lord would provide for them. 
I would not diteoorage ludi effinrtt, nor 
would J, if I had the power, greatly 
encourage ihcm, because no man can 
stand alone. God has so contiuuted 
us, that we require each othet*a aym- 
pathy, each other's assistance, each 
other's support; and even those men 
who, in the singieneit of their mindt and 
the integrity of their hearts, with a 
simple eye to God's glory, have thus 
gone forward, mu»i at last come on 
their Cliriadan brethren for eupport; 
they must have their hands strength- 
ened; they are men with the same 
wante, the came rcqnirementc, at all 
others ; and it may be a question whether 
thfir position is so useful in an isolated 
state as in connexion with a Society lilie 
thia. If I am right, it thowa how mudi 

it i«; the duty of Societies to rnhirgc their 
hearts and hands so as to embrace, aa far 
as possibly the capabilities of all men, 
and bring in everything to aid this great 
work, so long ns God gives us the great 
privilege of working by means, and 
bononrt ut by making ut the meant of 

working. There are some remarkable 
instances in which I may ])erhaps with- 
out presumption vtntuie to warn tlie 
ebttieb, that, if we n^lcct onr duty, God 
can work without uSj-^He can cast UC 
aside as He would a broken bow. He 
can now work at He did more ditn 
eighteen hundred years ngOf when, at the 
foot of the cross, some weeping women 
and tome famt discipies veenied to the 
eyes of men the whole sum and ttrengdi 
of Christianity. (Hear.) God tavc 
the word, and great was the company of 
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the Preachers.'* Look at Thina; look 
at that woadarful man, Tae-Fing-W&ng. 
Conttder wdl what he it doing ; coniider, 
»o far as we hate any iafbrmation, what 
God has made, and what He may yet 
make, that maa; what out of a day of 
•mall b^iiningt majr eome to pau. A 
man, providentially brnught within Mis- 
•ionary influence, receives some instruc- 
tUn, departs with a few tracts, and in a 
few yean we lee him assuming a very 
remarkable name borrowed from the 
Scripturea of truth, that of " the Prince 
of peace ; ** and having, according to the 
laat authentic account I heard of him, 
four huTidred men in hia camp, printing' 
and disinbuting the word of God as (smt 
a« he can obtain it. And now, I hear 
that he has oVitained it fully. Mission- 
aries he has none, because hitherto no 
Mlnioittiy eaa reach him for the purpose 
of pnaching the Gospel. But there are 
the captains of his army, and the officers 
of his hosts, enforcing the observance of 
the Sabbath. The rules of hit camp are 

the Ten rnmn-,anfhT.rn(s of Oiir God ; 
and the Sabbath-day is Itonoured in a 
maimer which puts us in a Chrii»tian 
coontqr to riiame. And whether they 
know raucli, or whether they know little, 
officers and men foUow Tae-Ping- Wang's 
example of obedlcnee to those Commend- 
men;^. This is a remarkable »i^n of 
the times. In connexion with this, I 
would mention another circumstance. 
A particular friend of mine, who was 
engaged in the Burmese war — s man of 
a Missionary spirit — who entered the 
aniif when a boj, full of that Gospel 
which had been instilled into him by his 
parents, who, amid the carelessness and 
sometimes the scorn of hifl companions, 
made a noble confession * >f the truth, and 

n»vrr tiirned aside to the right hand or 
to the left, and who is now a distinguished 
officer !n a high confldential post in 
India, — made an excursion towards the 
Eastern frontier in the neighbourhood of 
the Assam couiury, and there he found a 
population of some 14,000 or 15,000 
pe^p^? of thf Bnr;lcr tribes, *ho, Rome- 
tim« about the year 1827y I believe, had 
picked up a few traete, and the slight 
knowledge to be derived from them of 
the truth. Tlirv wfte profcssinj* what 
they knew ; and were anxiouily waiting 
for a day when God, in Hie proridence, 

.should open \\\) a w;ty foi" f f:-.clirri' fr-iii 
the We&t to come and proclaim to them 
the full Gospel of Christ. (Hear.) I 
mention these two instances, in order 
that you may see how the Christian 
church should be stirred up to its duties, 
amidat tho dittmctfoni aronnd nsy— 



amidst the many claims that there are 
upon us, — amidst the growing infidelity 
of Europe. There is a paramount daim 
upon us, and a demand to preas Ibrward 

and to preach the Gospel to every crea- 
ture under heaven. And, as au en- 
eouragmnent, Ood is opening oat a 
woniUTful way. Never, I believe, at 
any period of the world, or at any time 
since the apostolic days, did there seem 
•uch a dispoeition as there is now in men 
— and this very much occasioned by the 
shakings of their own systems~to receive 
the truth, and to find something on which 
their minds can rest, something with 
which their conscienops m»y be satisfied, 
— some better foundation for time, some 
brighter hope Ibr eternity, — as there is 
at this moment very generally through- 
out the world. (Cheers.) I can remem- 
ber, when I first we&t to India, some 
thirtf>five years ago, that the Missionary 
rsusp wi-^ little known; and whrre it 
was known, it was more despifted than 
honoured. I remember the first time I 
ever heard of a Missionary, or knew 
that there was such a thing, was through 
a caricature, in a book of ribald rhyme, 
of a Missionary Preacher by the road- 
side, and some grotesqiir figures pointing 
at him. I asked wliat was a Mii^sion- 
ary f and I really eonld get no informa* 
tion. The sulij^Tt passrd away from 
my mind for many years; and I remem- 
ber afterwards asking a Clergy nian, and 
he said, with some hesitation,—" Why, 
fi M is«!ion?irv — they are ordained you 
know; aril we always patronise them.** 
(A la LI g Si.) I mention this to show the 
feeling then. I am gltid to observe that 
there are changes in society in India, 
and that God has raised up men who, at 
one time, would have been officially 
bound to oppose Christianity, but who 
now are amongst its most earnest ad- 
Toeates. (l^ear.) Let me point to Bf a}or 
Edwardes, a young man, a hero in the 
iicld, find, I trust, a Christian every- 
where, and now holding a high political 
situation. I nmcmber being very much 
interested in a letter of hi^i, in which he 
wrote, "Send me your i^Iiiisionaries ; 
my house shall he thdr home, — my 
purse their treasury.** (Cheers.) Nu- 
merous instAncei might he mentioned. 
It would be invulious to particularize 
Bsmes; but go where you will — and I 
rnn appeal to my friend Mr. Arthur and 
others^l-tfaere the Missionary has a 
heartf wdcome. (Cheers.) He is sure 
of hearts that will respond to his ; that 
■will fivmpathixc with hira in lii^ suffer- 
ings and join him in his prayers fur the 
ontpottring of the H0I7 Spirit, so that 
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the plory of Ood may cov r that land u 
ihe waters do the mighty Jeep. While 
we contemplate all the wonderful prepar- 
■tidiit Ood is making for our exertions 
if we will but Arail ourspWfi of them ; 
while we »ee the Brahmia, with hi« 
tncwliil fMrMt tn4 •dS«bDeit«-Uuit moit 
mbominable, heart-debating sjttem of 
error which ha« pressed (inwn an intel- 
ligent population for centuries; while we 
IM ilie httimto IndMBlttbto pride of the 

Mussulman f,'ivin^ way to thr ^nftcnin/:^ 
influences of the Hospel; while we see this, 
•ltd the tanetifying, the homenitliigy end 
the ennobling principles of Christianity 
spreading aguitist opposition, — and a 
more bitter opposition there has been 
even than there ia now,^et vs lemem- 
hcT that all this inculcates most strongly 
the dutiea of the Christian church wiibiu 
the limlie of Tibbie Cbrletendon, end 
molt especially within this particularly 
faroured land of England. If we act up 
to our privileges, we may be as a faun< 
taia Bending ebnmd the tlreetse of evefo 
lasting life to water every quarter of the 
globe« (Hear.) Ood has put this duty 
vpoD ue, and woe be to at if we refuse 
it ; woe be to us if we put it from us ! 
The hiitory of" the world confirms what 
Ood has daclared— that " by righteoua- 
imt ebell a nation be eKatted." If, 

therefore, we would be px^lted ; if we 
would keep the high place which God 
hath giren ae amongat the nations, we 
must cultivate righteousness here at 
home. The f'iitnfain must not be made 
to send forth sweet streams and bitter. 
We oaanot eoneltlently join In the eaneo 
which we this day appear to advocate, 
and aUo be the upholdM-s of a Popery 
Bpreading from England ever every 
country throughout the world; nor can 

faithftillr appeal in Gorl, while we srt 
daing so, to bless us in the preaching of 
Hfo Oospel. How wo avo to maintain 
Christian oonsisteney, yeu who are 
fathers in the church ; yn\) who ara 
citisens of this free state; you who aro 
ChriKtian naea under all your responii* 
bilitief — you mu5t know well, and how 
the aource is te be purified that the dear 
etTeaai may ran fteely. (Cheers.) BTory 
person who Iz-aves vour shores, whether 
he be in the army or in the navy ; whe- 
ther he be a merchant lawfully seeking 
hie gain t <he tntTtller going to and fro 
upon the earth; or whether he be the 
wild adventurer, going he knows not 
whlAer, and hardly knowi why, exeept 
it be in some way or ether to better his 
fortunes; goes foith with the name of 
Christ upon him, to honour or to die« 

hononr it, (Hoar.) H« It tlth«r % 



Missionary for good or for erH. And ft 
is a melancholy fact for which I appeal 
to your Miealoaarf publications, ani te 
your daily papers, whether the introduo- 
tion of sio-calied Christian Societies 
amongst barbarians and Pagans tends 
not to intfodneo vloo and InmoraUty. 
The corrective of this is Christianity in 
the hearts of individuals. For it is a 
very solemn thought that has often en- 
tered into my mind sinot I baVC fOtttm* 
ed from the East, that you nr^y take 
some portions of your English com- 
nnnity, and yon may eontraat them 
with portions of Heathen communities, 
and I will tell you, that the balance of 
morality will be against yuu. Why ii 
this ? It is not for want of the Oospel 
beir»g prerichrd. The truth is preichcd; 
but it goes above the heads of many, and 
leaehee not their heattt, and you require 
a greater Missionary character at home. 
Vou require more godliness in the houses 
of your people. You require that every 
Ikrally ebonid be, at It weio, a If teeion- 
ary centre, irradiating' rhris'i;^'.'.:ty 
around. You require that thus the 
hearta and mlndt of the people should 
be inflaenced; and, as they go forth, 
whether it be in the service of their 
country, or whether it be in the lawful 
pursuits of commerce, that they should 

carry an exhibitif^n of Christi.ui prim-i. 
pies, se that man shall recognise not 
only that they are English, but that 
they are the servants of the trno and 
living Ood. This subject ii so vast, 
that the very attempt to speak upon it 
OTorwhelmt m*. One aonl iaved ont- 
wetgha the value of a world, f), my 
friends, you have now to consider the 
salvation of millions. You have to con- 
alder, not only their spiritual interests, 
but their tempers ] uralfnre ; for if there 
is a truth palpable and patent in these 
days, it It that **godliasea le profitable 
unto all things, having promise of the 
life that now is, as well as of that which 
is to come." (Hear.) Christianity, 
thenfere, has its stronf daims upon the 

patriot ; it has its strong rlaiTTT? vpnn 
the man of scienee; it has its strong 
daims upon the man of liteiatnre ; It 
hM its strong claims upon every human 
being, — man, woman, and rhilH ; for it 
can employ their talents and services iu 
the great Af issionary work of evangdls* 
inf: finr^ hrinpinp^ in Attendant blessings 
upon the earth. Cbriatianity is the great 
misrion of Him who waa tent from hea- 
ven to proclaim salvation. He it was 
who directed yen to df rlnre that a Re- 
deemer is found, and that there is pardon 

•till in itme tw the ve»f endi «f th« 
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earth. Ere I sit down, T think I may 
appeal to persons of ail ag««. I knoir 
that there hai been a great deal of atlen- 

tion pnid to trainini; youn^» men and 
aending them forth in their early nian- 
bood to a dntf that lequlres the utmost 
experience of Christian age, and all the 
fullest powers of a well-maturetl juiTg- 
ment. That the heart of the young 
•honld be directed vnto God, and that 

they w>to are thus brought early to • 
knowledge of His truth should be set to 
devote themtelm to His service, should 
be taken up, and sent forth in this great 
work, fg wi*e ; and it is one of our great 
causes of adoring gratitude to God that, 
•t tbit day, we eontinually lee that even 
"out of the mouths of babes and suck* 
lings He ordains praise." It is a re- 
markable and a pleafcin^ ucident in that 
H(Tmirable Missionary work, the Life of 
^rei three!, t, that Mr. Bromwich, who 
attended a Missionary Meeting when he 
vaa only nine yean old, Teedved an im- 
pression which led him to resolve to 
devote hiimelf to th»t cause, in which, 
I believe, he i» at this moment a f»\ihful 
and hlfhljr honoured Missionary. O . 
let the youn^ n n nrglect thoie happy 
influences; those inspirations which will 
often wbiipcr to them, " Here is your 
way ; walk ye in it/' Let the more 
aged not withheld themsel vejj ; and I 
would particularly entreat the fathers of 
the ehoroh, and the Comadtteee, not to 
feject men of matured judgment, whose 
Mrrieoi may la any way be renfTcrcd 
practically useftil. I believe Christian 
cxpcrienee is ene of the most valuable 
elemcnti in the Missionary work ; and 
often we can only arrive at that in the 
progreii of years. Again, let ui not 
exalt one part of Miiiionary duty over 
another. (Hear, hear.) Let not the 
Preacher in other languages say, " This 
!• the only way." When we cast our 
eves ov»r the Missionary field, it is 
beautiful to observe a continuity and 
eoogrnity in the whole; to aee a Wea- 
Icyan prcachinp here ; to see the Church 
of England with its labourers there ; to 
iee the Scotch Missions taking up th« 
question of education; — ^to tee them all 
in their different ways enlarging, ex- 
panding,— each holding on; each In 
love pmnoting truth and strengthening 
others' hands. And in reference to the 
Memoir of Mr. Weiibrecht's Life, Ire- 
member his notice of tlie principle of 
love amongst Mieiionarici, and the good 
effjct of the absence of unholy jL\ilr>u8y 
ffom theii common object of gathering,' 
eottli, not merely for any particular 
btandi; but certeinlf eiveptiaUy 
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into the church catholic, which shall 
appear before the Most High in heaven, 
the communion of the ^p^rits of just men 
made perfect. He mentions the way In 
which he received a convert who had 
first been brought to a knowledge of the 
truth by a Scottish Free Church Mis- 
sionary, was further instructed by a 
Baptist, and baptised by an Episcopa- 
. diasension amongst 

Mlmionariet, it present! one of the great* 
est obstacles to the Bprcad of Chrlstlad 
truth. (Hear, hear.) They are alwavs 
surrounded by a quick-witted, intelli- 
genf, and observing population ; and one 
of (he objections frequently urged to 
Cnristians is — Why have you not unity 
emongst yonrielves ? Why do you not 
present to us Christianity under one 
head and under one aspect ? Tl\e 
answer, of course, is easily given. Dis- 
union among Missionaries affords aid to 
Popery ; and it requires a itrong ;hand 
to meet the inquiry of the Hindoo, and 
to shew ifl India that which I do not 
think is sufficiently marked in this 
country, that Poppry is not Christianity, 
«— that it is anti-Chri«tiauity, — that it is 
an usurpation. Where it exists, you 
have often first to show its falso pre- 
tensions; and if, after this diihcuky is 
set aside, there is dissension amongst 
Christians, if those who are really serv- 
ing the same Blaster, snd influenced by 
the same spirit in their ministrations« 
show a want of love, eerdialfty, and 
brotherly affrction, therp is aD Mlitr great 
obstacle to the Missionary eause.. It 
is a beautiftil, and no less necessary, 
feature of the Missionary work in India, 
that Chri^ttan^ of the different denomi- 
nations meet often, and monthly if they 
can, for prayer and eonferenee $ to seek 
for the promigpri wisdom which shall 
enable them to deal with the many diffi- 
cult subjects that come before them all ; 
— polygamy, caste, enduvanee of perse- 
cution, nnd many othfrs. The good 
father Sch warts found the trial of this in 
his day, and did not fully recognise that 
caste, while it constituted the civil and 
social distinctions of Hindoo society, wa8 
•Jso so Inextricably inteiwoven with their 
fatne religion, that that could not sin- 
cerely be given up while it was allowed 
to remain: if in these things there is 
incongruity In practice, there must in- 
evitably be weakness in efftci. The 
caste question was transmitted to our 
own times, and has only of late years 
been got over, so that converted Hindoos 
now undcrKtan l tliat the equality of all 
men in the sight of God is alone com- 
petiUe with good Older, aad lavolvei no 
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confusion of properly established locial 
ranks and diitinctions. When a man 
has been brought up in a rclitjion whicli 
reeogaizes poljgamj, and when he coaies 
to the pure doetrine of Cbritt, and 
tbat Ood has appointed that man and 
woman should bs one, how is the ques- 
tion to be dealt with ? If individual 
Missionaries toak it up on their own 
opinions, if they acted each on his own 
peculiar notion, they would find that they 
were iotroducin; difficultiee that would 
become insurmountable. Add It la a 
blessed thin^' where they can meet toge- 
ther in Christian unity, and there prayer- 
follfbel^ Ood talreconntel together, 
to see how all these difficulties arc to be 
overcome, and a better system introduced 
upon Christian principles. I might ad- 
duce many instances ; bat the great pri o- 
ciple is the inculcation upon every .'Mis- 
sionary who goes abroad to manifest a 
•pfrit of love toward* every other evan* 
gelical lSfission:iry whom he may meet 
with, — to put asidr all pettr jou.lousies, 
all attempts at deuommationul ^upre- 
in«ef,-«'fo meet on the hroad platform 
of a common Christianity, — rtuI looking 
upon their common faith as a Joseph's 
coat of many pieces, wear ft at a token 
of their Father** love, and fear lest any 
use it as an object of a biotber*s envj. 
(Cheers.) 

Tho Rbv. Dft. BEECHAM had 

very great pleasure in inlroducin<» to the 
MeeUog, as the mover of the first llesolu- 
tlon, an officer in Her Afajesty't •ervtce, 
who had long been closely identifted 
with the cause of Christian philanthropy, 
— Captain Fiahbouroe, of the Royal 
Navy. (Cheers.) He had taken a dii- 
tinguished part in tVif rc]c!,ratfi,l Ni^'er 
Kxpedition, an J^xpediiion which, not- 
withitanding the painful disasters that 
befel it, vaa, by the providence of God, 
nindc signally useful in awakening the 
native mind in Western and Central 
Afriea, and giving it a powerful impnlte 
in the rig' t <1irection. Captain Fish- 
bourne had latterly been more intimately 
connected with China, and it was to him 
that the Christian people uF tliis country 
were especially indebted for the first 
satisfactory intelligence relative to the 
leaden of that remarkable movement 
li-en referred to by the Chair- 
man, lie would only add, that the 
Committee felt greatly obliged to Cap- 
tain Fishbourne, whose time waa now su 
assiduously devoted to the prtmotion of 
the objects of the Patriotic Fund, for 
coming auch a dlitanee aa he had come 
that morning to attend the Meeting. 
(Hear, hear.^ 



CAPTAIN FlSHBOURNii said,^ 
The Reaolation, Sir, that I have the 

honour to move U the following : — 
" Thai this Meeting would record its 
of the goodn$u of God tn per^ 

tnxtting the Chinese Missionaries lu pro* 
seoute their labours ujitftout interrupt 
tion, lutwilhslanding the polilicui da- 
iurbanoes surrounding them, and erus- 
hlliui the Societi/ to send a re-inforce" 
ment equal to the number be/ore upoih 
thejmr 

Thefint proposition ia, that this Meet- 
ing records its deep sense of the good- 
ness of (iod. It needs no observations 
of mine to enforce thia; because you 
tnust all be sensible that it is owing to 
the goodness of God that our Missions 
have prospered, notwithstanding the 
interruption by which Satan has endea* 
voured to prevent the work for which 
are nationaily and individually re^pon- 
alblb Amongst tlie firat of theae inter- 
ruptions, I may allude to the traffic iu 
opium. That traffic yields an anouiil 
proUt to the Government of India of 
JC3,000,000 sterling. It ia from Ita de- 
moralizing effect injurious to fhi? >fi>- 
sionary work. The Missionary work is 
hoilQe to it ; and, of course^ thoae who 
are connected with it are endeavouring 
to prevenf the operations of tho Mission- 
ary. Terbaps, however, I had. better 
proceed to the latter part of the Reaola- 
tion ; .md that has reference to the poli- 
tical disturbances now going on in 
China. I have not the alightest hesita- 
tion in saying, that that movement is of 
God, notwithstanding the grave, and I 
might almost say, the growing, errors 
which ace amongat them. (Cheera.) 
Tt i'^ a remartahle fact, that thi^ inove- 
nicnt has been separated altogether froin 
any distinct and palpable coanexion 
with any Christian body, except in itt 
very ^nrli^st stn^^fs ; ns if God would 
take (he whole honour to hinuelf, and 
would declare, <* It ia not of man, but of 
my Spirit, saith th« Lord.** It is quite 
true that one of the rarlv Missionarii-H, 
I believe connected with tlie l^ondon 
Bf isHion, did circulate tracts, including 
R tolerable com]-'~r!rlinni of Christian doc. 
trine : and it is a singular circumstance, 
that the movement beara a ttrong re- 
semblance to the facts therein set ^rtli. 
Two dnvH ago I met a Chinest inter- 
preter, who was with me upon the occa- 
iiion of our visit to Nankin, who haa 
taken a deep interest in the whole move- 
ment, watched its progress, and read 
every work upon the subject. He had 
not given much attention, before bia 
vtait to Nankin, to the Miaaionary 
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work, and therefore he was a little tal^en 
by Burprific ; and not only by surprise, 
but, from not having studied theolot^iciil 
literature, he was unable to Mmpreheud 
the full bearings of the movempnr. He 
told me that he could diatincily traee 
■ome of the prevalent enon to the want 
of a full statemeat of the whole question 
of Christianity. There was another 
remarkable point about it, which would 
appear to show^ that there was a special 
ordering of God in it. Tae-ping-Wang 
and his followers commenced (heir 
movement $mmg the Miaootse, a peo* 
pie nearly allied in race to the Karens 
of Burmah. These people are dispersed 
over the high mountainous districts of 
Burmah, Siam, and the adjoining pro- 
vinces. 1 fully belkve that those peo- 
ple, amongst whom Tae>ping-Wang 
and bit followert had eneh immediate 

SUCcesH, are one and the name people as 
those in Burmah, where so great a work 
is going on. A brother oflacer of mine 
wu associated with them a considerable 
time. He says they ate a most estima- 
ble people. I may say further respect- 
ing tfaem, that diey have got all the 
main points of the Old Testament reve- 
lation amongst them, and not simply 
these, (because a great deal might have 
been learned ttom the Koran,) but they 
have alfwj amonpst them the promise of 
salvation through a baviour, which must 
haveeone from the Bible or Chiietlao 
teaching. The prohnbil ty is, that this 
is a remnant ot' the Nestorian Christian 
teaching, in the eixlh and seventh centn- 
ties. It ie a mmarkaUe fact, that these 
people are spread abroad in isolated posi- 
tions, which are likely to become centres 
of great importance. Tbef seem to be 

like wellH in a barren desert, ordained, 
like pools of Bethesda waiting for the 
descent of the Spirit, to be madeeflPectnal 
to the healing of the nation. It is true 
that they have not the whole fruih ; but 
they biive been separated altogether 
from idolatry. They have not yet re- 
ceived "the truth a«i it is in Jesus,*' in 
all its fiihiesS| and all its power. With 
respect to the eirors amongst them, I 
may mention that these are not at all to 
be wondered at, when you consider the 
almost utter impossibility of conveying 
religious impressions, theological know* 
ledge, and doctrinal truth?!, from our 
language into a language that hitherto, 
being pictorial, had no s«ch ideas what- 
ever. (Hear.) M''hen you take the 
word which is meant to designate Ood, 
and find it sesodated with nothing but 
IddatrjTi it is almost impossible not to 
import some of the old idolatrous ideate.

It is impossible to convey an adequate 
sense of the self-existent I AM, that 
Spirit from which all proceeds. The 
whole language is thoroughly demoral- 
i:^in<2: ; and if it could be altogether 
swept away, so much the better. An 
attempt is being made, and made with 
great success, by several Mis.sionaries, 
to introduce the Roman character, and 
thus to represent their language. I 
dare say you well know, as she ought 
to be known in all the churches, 
Miss Aldeiscy. (Hear.) She is a 
lady who has a school in Chins, snd E 
visited it, and had some conversation 
with one of her converts, who spoke 
English most accurately. (Hear.) I 
was inqidring into the relative value of 
their language in the Roman character 
over the Chinese character; and she 
atsvred me that it was their nirfvennl 

cxpcricnre, thai, with the use of the 
Roman character, the Chinese, who had 
never before seen it, learnt more in six 
months than they could by any possibi- 
lity learn in six years in their own cha- 
racter. There is a want ot detinueness, 
a cumbrousness atwut it that renders it 
in practicable. As regardd the fmiale 
portion of the population, education is 
completely shut out from them, bccattso 
they must absolutely devote to it sIk 
yeare of life ; arid this is utterly impos- 
sible for a population dependent upon 
their labour. Having their houseliold 
duties to attend to, and to live by their 
labour, they cannot be educated through 
the instrumentality of their language 
written in the native characters. 1 have 
said the suhjeet matter contained in the 
language is thoroughly debasing ; and, 
although they have an extensive litera- 
ture, yet it contains nothing worthy of 
being preserved. Now, take the word 
man.** There are muy tlnce hundred 
sounds in the language, and there are 
seventy thoosand or eighty thousand 
characters. Every one of these charac- 
ters is represented by a sound. Jin 
means ** man ; " but it means forty 
other things besides. The consequence 
is, that ttie Chinese themsdves, in a 
common conversation, are obliged to 
have recourse to making characters with 
their fingers on the palma oi' their hands, 
in order to make the conversation iniel- 
ligihlc to one another. I have heard it 
remarked by Englishmen, that the 
Cldness cenveised with esch other in 
broken English, because it was so diffi- 
cult to understand their own dialects. I 
may say, with respect to the errors that 
are now current amongst the insurgents, 
and which are dwelt upon with so nuch 
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pleasure by some, thftt I do not odmi^ 

ihe justncBs of the comparison which 
]bM been drawn between the new Chi- 
nese party ood the Mob«minedMit, vhca 

it has been attcmptct^ to show tbnt fhcy 
^e impostors. 1 would just wish to 
dwell upon the fmpoitant brotd disttne* 
tioD between them and all Impostors. 
All impostors have either m«He n !?!b1e 
for themselres, or they have ^hut ii up 
in A dead language, — or not done any 
thing at all. Now they (the followers 
of Tae>pii)g.iyang) circulate ihje Scrip- 
turn broadcast.' (Hear.) Tfaey take 
every opportunity of doing so ; and they 
far excel us by their industry in this 
respect. They not only do that, but 
they insist on tlie rigbt and true princi- 
ple, which is this, — that the Govern- 
knent, having found the truth, are bound 
to propagate the truth, in opposition te 
the dogma which has been spread 
abroad antnnp'^t ui«, that the Govern- 
ment has nottiing to do with it. (Hear, 
hear.) They not only do that, but 
they do not make any additions to if. 
They publish it as tbey get it, almost 
word for wovd, lest they might pervert 
some of its meaning. Now, you know, 
in many of the Psidms there is a pecu. 
liar diificulty in assigning the personal- 
ity. They have no means of doing tbit 
in Chinese, becrmse they hare no pro- 
nouns ; and hence you can quite un- 
deraund that a Chlneae might take te 

hiiiiSfir a Psnlm, as bcino; applied to 
himself personally, when it was applied 
io our Lord; and thus there would arise 
k eanae of enor. No doubt they were 
inore conversant with the Old Testa- 
ment at first than tbey were with the 
New. Now, we all knoir that Ood did 

condescend to n faniiliarity of intercourse 

fith man in the early ages ; but that he 
as not deemed it neeeisaiy since he 
•poke by his Prophets, and still more 
recently by bis own Son. And yon can 
quite understand that men, coming for 
the first time to receive the troUi, and 
BPeing wlu-if took in the Old-Testament 
Scriptures, would be U|telj to think that 
tiiat period had not pasaed away. It la a 
remarkable thing that they seem to draw 
the strongest possible analogy between 
their own case, and that of the Jews; 
and they consider ^mselves almost as 
especially God*s people as Israel was of 
old. Aifd that is also a ground of error. 
Bttt this only makea h the more incum- 
bent upon us to use every eflTort to send 
them instruction, (Hear.) Unless a man 
had a tongue of tire, it would be impos- 
sible to enlarge, to the fbll csten^ on 
the demai)da that aie made npon oa. 
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We cannot realise it when we talk of 

the nomber of the inhabitants of that 
country. Why, if you were to count 
one for every tick of ttie dock Ibr twelve 
years, nt^;ht and day, ym weald only 
then number the millions of China, 
When I consider the eapreaaion of the 
Prophet, called in to curse Iftrael,^^ 
" Who can count the duft of Jacob ? or 
number tiie fourth part of Israel r " — for 
I bdleve that was prophetic of what the 

number of this spiritual Israel was to 
be, — I can form some idea of what there 
la to be done t and Ant we see what an 

amount of work there is before us which 

is not done, because we do not ask suffi- 
ciently God*s Spirit to enable us to do 
it. This movement is interealing to 
us from the fact, that it is drawing special 
attention to the teaching of foreign- 
ete t beeanae they invariably say, ^ia 
movement has originated with foreimi- 
ers; this is what is taught by Christian 
Missionaries;" and they go and learn 
what the Christian Missionaries are 
doing and sayincr. Therefore there will 
be immense room and immense opportu- 
nities fbr the work of the Cbriatlan JMie- 
sionaries in China. Further, the cha- 
racter of the movement depem's, so to 
speak, on the work that is done by the 
Christian Missionary. If yon tho- 
roughly indoctrinate the Chinese who 
will readily join your church, they will 
go up and join the movement; die 

leaders of the tn overnent will receive 
them ; and they may thus po&sibly learn 
that which they would not receive from 
Europeans, because fbeve is atill n feel- 
ing hostile to the European. Perhaps I 
use a strong expression when i say it is 
*' hosdie.** It fa a ihneied anperiority in 

the Cbinese over other nation«>. This it 
is very difficult to remove. Therefore, I 
say, they will receive Impreasiona from 
their own people which I do .net think 
they would receive from Europeans. At 
Amoy, when it was taken, four hundred 
of the inanrgenta were saved by our peo- 
ple, and were received into a hospital, 
and were very much benefited by the 
iBinlttry of an eminent Scotch If iasion- 
nry, Kr. Burns. His preadilng pro- 
duced a decided impression. They 
were, of course, grateful for having had 
Aeir lives saved, and they were prepared 
to receive impressions : they did receive 
them: they were afterwards scattered 
•broad through the country ; and I have 
since seen Mr. Barns, who told me that, 
having gone into the country, he had 
met some of these people, and that he 
had formed a church. A remaifcahle 
fealute ia thii^ that he went into the 
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country, an4 remained six niontht 

the interior, (which, I believe, is wholly 
unparalleled,) in bis European costume. 
Afany iVlisitionaries have gone theit 
dressed a» Chinese. He never did vo. 
Ue always dressed as a Clergy niao ; and 
1 bdieve it has not hitherto been luiown 
that any other Clergyman, dretwd n an 
European, could go into the country and 
remain unmolested for tlie space of bix 
months. While he was here, he re- 
ceived some most interesting lettf rs from 
some of the converts : be read itome of 
them to me $ and they ezpreued thi^ 
feelings in a most delightful Christian 
spirit, showing that they bad not a mere 
head knowledge. I am perfectly Katis- 
fied, as far M any man can be satisfied 
fvho does not speak the langiuigc, tliat I 
have met C^iue^e whose reli^ioi^ ^aa 
n^aifi than an otttward conformity ; that 
it wa« a reality; and I could perceive 
that they were under influences more 
than ordinary. I have not the slightest 
jdonlit that this moymaent will overt|irow 
the present dynasty. Even that is a 
thiog to be thankful for; for I believe 
that Miadcmary labonr is vlterly impoa> 
pible m long as the present dynasty con* 
pnues ; so th<voughly hostile is it to 
any progress of the mind, or any know- 
ledg^ whatever. And even should they 
urest the progress of truth, which I do 
not think is possible, this wUl not cooti- 
boo; for »o knov that *'Qoi*9 woid 

shall not reMirn unto him void ; but will 
liccomplisb jtJ^at frhereuuto he sends it.*' 
Even the political resolt would be one of 
immense importance ; because it brings 
with it fiioh an enlHr£»ement of mind. 
CTiiere i8 another pomt; and that is, that 

t«r treaties have expiied, and we shall 
c making new ones. (Hear, hear.) 
The old treaties topk no hjeed of the 
Sf iationary, and did not leibr to him $ in 
fact, they quiu ignored his existence* 
They did not suppose that the mer- 
chanis req^uireii any thing hke Christian 
teaehets. Now, it behoves us to make 
an effort to see that there is introduced 
into any new treaties protection for the 
Missionary. (Cheers.) It does appear 
to me monstrous to suppose that the 
roost estimable of men — the men who 
nbove all others might bring down bless- 
i|mf on f nation — should be th« men 
who are excluded ; as if, because they 
became Missionaries, they had ceased 
to be Englishmen, and had with* 

held from them the protection which 
is afibtded to the most worthless Eng- 
Uthman. (Hear, hear.) We may 
derive a lesson from our neighbours, the 
French^ in tliat respect; for wherever 



^eir flag flies, they do especial hono<||r 

to their i^Iissionaries. In China, this in 
remarkably the case. They keep an Am. 
tassador there, and they keep ships there, 
for no oiher purpose than to protect and 
forward their Misssonaries. (Cheers.) 
I do not malign Sir John Bo wring, in 
sayinp, what he avows himself, that ho 
is a tT,iit:ir!ao ; and I h.ive had convrr- 
natious with him upon the subject^. 
Ho bat often told me, that he haa no 
sympathy with Protehtant Missionaries { 
ihat he has no belief that they have 
done anything In China; and that he 
has a most tht ro ugh belief that the Ro. 
roan C-fitholic .Missionaries have done a 
great deal. W hen 1 have asked him to 
point out what tbey bad done, he haa 
replkd, that there was a great deal done 
^hat was not to be seen, (a laugh.) that 
he was a privileged person, that he iiad 
been admitted to a degree of iniimacf 
to which all EnE'lithttien were not ad- 
mitted, thai, he was admitted to dieir 
confidimee, that he had gone to tbefar 

hou-^es, and ihey had taken him inta a 
back room and had shown him their 
dtare. I aaid, I thoaght diat very much 
like " a hole and corner** kind of reli- 
gion { that it was not the rhameteristic of 
Christianity, which required that we 
should take np the Umgnage of the 
Apostle who said, "1 am notasham. d 
of the Gospel of Christ.** (Hear, hear.) 
Upon one occnaion I was talking to «k 
John Bowring on the subject of what 
the Komao (- u holies had done in China; 
and eventualljr iie referred to the argu- 
ment of numbeni» which you would 
hardly suppose a man in the nineteenth 
century would do^ as if numbers oon- 
atitoted intellect, Intdligence, or infers 
matiotj. (Cheers.) We are taught hj 
the Scriptures that the church is always 
to be tile few,** and not the "many." 
I laid to him, ** Dr. Bowring, there are 
some subjects upon which one must say 
with /L*^hanaiiius, Athanfuiu^ eofUrn 
mundunL" The doctor was angry at 
this quotation from the Trinitarian con- 
troversy; and this is the kind of man 
who bat to make those treaties ( I 
believe, while meaning to do all bo can 
for this country, his feelings are alto- 
gether against Missionariea, and that ho 
is influenced by others who hove not the 

interest and honour of our coontr}-, or 
the interests of Christianity, at heart. 
(Cheers.) If we do not speak out 
uo iiiimously, and in time, we shall be 
outdone. The Catholics say, they have 
got 300,000 converts in China. No doubt 
they would make a very great display* 
The lad/ of one of the Ambasaadon^ 
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who, until reeeotif, had professed to bes 
PiolMUnt, went to Shanghai, where the 

Roman Cathnlie^ bad built a cathedral, 
and she u>ok occasion to read her rt carna- 
tion In that cmlhcdnL T1ter» wen 
10,000 or 20,000 people present. The 
deposition to interfere in aid of the 
IroperialiKts had ended in ft collision, In 
whtdi the French luve been beaten back 
twice or three times. I am given to 
understand that the oificers of the French 



aniy do not sjmpathlM wlA ditt move* 
ment. Christianitj, whnever it ie ii^ 

culcAted, breaks every yoke ; and 5i is 
the fact, that it is producing now in 
China • hatred of detpotitoi. Tbe 
Chinese dcBpotism is the worst that ever 
existed, because it not onljr afiecta 
polltieal liberty, bat it goei ftiTtfaer, it 
affectt moralitj, it affects religion, and 
thus every body ought to be interested 
in getting rid of it altogether. (Cheers.) 



ANNIVEBSABY OF TFTE LONDON DISTRICT AUXILIARY 

HISSIONABY SOCIETY. 

Turn Annual Meeting of ihis Auxiliaiy Societj was held at the 
Oitj-road Chapel on the erening of Monday, May 14th, when, after 
the usual devotional exercises, which were conducted by the Rev. 
Robert Young, the Chsur was taken Lj Edward Ball, Esq., M.P. 
for Cambridgeshire. The Report was read by the Rev. Thomas 
Llewellyn and Walter Griffith, Esq., and afterwards the Chairman 
addrtated the Meeting at length in a speech, replete with pious 
feeling, and evidencing a truty catholic Spirit. The first Besolntion 
was proposed by tbe Rev. William Toase, one of the oldest surviving 
Mission pries, lie having been employed to preach to the French pri- 
soners in the prison-ships in the Medway, more than forty years 
since. Mr. Toase dwelt in a rerj pointed and interesting manner on 
the ^eat importance of the work in France to which so large a nortion 
of his public labours has been devoted. He was followed by the 
Rev. Benjamin Hellier, who traced the indications of Divine agency 
in the commencement of the Missionary work with nradii ingenuity, 
and having conclusively shown, hy this nnd other arguments, thnt tha 
work was God's, argued that it ought, for this reason, to be ours also. 
At this state of the proceedings, the Chairman, being under the 
necessity of returning to his parliamentary duties, resigned his seat to 
the Rot. Dr. Bunting, who took it with the hearty welcome of the 
congregation. The proceedings were then continued by addresses 
from the Rev. Robert N. Young, the Rer. James Gillings, the Rev. 
Messrs. HooIp, Geden, nnd Arthur. We regret that the length to 
which these reports have already extended, is so much in excess of 
our usual limits, as to preclude the insertion of the very able and 
interesting addresses delivered on thiii occasion, which were listened 
to with dee^ attention, and were well adapted to promote the great 
work of Christian Miisiona.

WESI.EYAK CHAPEL, PIRIE-^STREET. 

On Sunday the exceedingly handsome 
and capacious galhries were occupied for 
the first time after their completion, and 
the chapel was filled to overtiowiug by 
tbo latgest congregationa ever aaaembled 
for public worship in Smuh Australia. 
The seimon in the morning was by the 
resident Minister, the Rev. Air. Wil- 
liams ; that in the afternoon by the Rev. 
Mt. Oardner, of the Chalmers Free 
Church of Scotland ; and in the evening 
the congregation was addresaed bf die 
Rev. Mr. Dare, Wesley an Minister. 
The disro\!rse?< were appropriate and 
powerful ; aaJ the succeHS of the appeals 
to Christian liberality may be inferred 
from the following report of the collec- 
tions: — Aloroini;, £40. I4s. 9^d,i after- 
noon, £17- Os. 2d. ; evening, £29. lit. 7d, 

The interior fittings of this admired 
edifice will not be completed until after 
tlie arrival ot a hne-Loned and powerful 
new organ, almost daily expected; but 
when that aid to the vocal choir shall 
have been erected, the appearance of the 
whole will bear testimony to the seat 
and iMtency of those united efforts which 
have accomplished the very spirited and 
truly praiseworthy designs of the iound- 
era. The aenrieea in eonnexion with 
the re^openins;, were brought to a close 
on Tuesday evening by a public Meet- 
ing in the chapel, presided over by His 
Honour Judge Bootby, and addressed 
by the Revs. Mes-^rs. Hotham, Cheet- 
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ham, Stonehouse, Gardner, Williams, 
and Dare; and Messrs. Hack, Owen, 
Forster, Peacock, M.L.C., and Rey- 
nolds, M.L.C. A tea>meeting had been 
held previously in the school-room at the 
rear of the chapel, at which a large con< 
course of persons of nearly all Christian 
denominations partook. The proceedn 
of the various services amounted to the 
handsome sum of £445, I5s. 6d. The 
dispel lias recently been closed fer the 
erection of galleries; which hnve been 
finished in beautiful keeping with other 
parts of the sacred edifice by Mr. Farr, 
the contractor, and l\Ir. Abbott, the archi- 
tect, and which will furnish accommodn- 
tion for seven hundred additional hearers. 
The chapd will now seat nearly two 
thousand pcrsonv. In the course of the 
Meeting, which was most numerously 
attended, a financial report was read, 
from which we gathered that, since ihe 
opening of the chapel in October, 1851, 
above £C,000 of debt had been paid off 
by the Society; the debt remaining 
before the rp-opening services being 
about £3,O0U, occa&ioned chieHy by the 
recent improrementa. It was also stated 
during the evening, that the Wesleyans 
in South Australia, nnmbering at pre- 
sent one thousand eight hundred church 
members, had raised since 183ti, when 
the first fliinister landed on these Kt ores, 
by voluntary contributions, for the sup- 
port of Ministers and the building of 
churches, the sum of £43,000, The 
fleeting was occasionally enlivened by 
the performance of selections of sacred 
music by the choir, which waa ably con* 
ducted by Mr. Allen. The services 
altogether were of the most gratifying 
ebanieter. 

T may ju^t add, that whilst the Pirie- 
strcct galleries were being built, our 
Mends in Adelaide built, in a distant 
part of the city, a substantial school- 
zoom, at a cost of (including land) £600. 
A hw weeks ago I opened a pretty stone 
chapd at Goodwood. For this building 
we are indebted| chicfiyi to the activity 
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MXkd liberality of Mr. S. Ov«rton, an £x- 
Lincolnshire fanner. I have been {n« 
vited to Peinics, to open a beautiful ni.ir- 
lile ch^pL-l; Captain Roddahas taken the 
lead in this noble step.

The Pagaus knew very well that the 
Christians would pay no attention to 

this proclamation, as the thing hn 1 been 
often done before, and the Christians' 
non* observance thereof had given no 
apparent offence to the Chief : this timt^, 
however, they had an nbjrrr, and tlierc- 
fore they opposed the tithing of the 
Christians on the Tuesday in questioik 
The Christians answered, that they had 
the authority of His Kxcellcncy the 
Governor for fishing on Tuesdays; and 
they would not, therefore, obey the 
P,i;'-in fjrnrla'r.ation, knnwing, as they 
that the object was not that of stop- 
ping them once, but on all other TaCB- 
days also. The Christians, therefore, 
prepared to fish on tlic Tuesday morn- 
ing ; and as they were about to put off 
their canoes through the snrf, the Pa- 
c^ans in a larg^; body, instead of carrying 
out the proclamation by imposin(^ the 
Bnc appointed, violently beat them, and 
t03k away their net:* from them. One 
of the Christians boing very fearfully 
beaten, the others, upwards of twenty 
men, immediately put him in a pa1an« 
quin> basket, and thus brought their 
wihup led brother on their heada to Cape» 
('Oa&t.

The year has been one full of trial to 
ihs faith of the members; but they 
hav^ been graciously protected and sus- 
tained. 

They have snfflned nnich persecution 

from the Paj^an Chiof, and lieadman, 
and people of the villag*^, arising ont of 
an attempt, on the part ul' the Pagans, 
to deprive them of the common ri;(ht of 
liberty nf ronsciencf*, by hindcrin;i; them 
from fishing — they being fishermen by 
trade— on Tuesday.H, which day of the 
week is the Fetish-day among the fisher- 
men of this part of the Coast, when no 
iUbing is douc by tliem. 

Under these circumstances, the Chris- 
tians h i ! rho fish-market on Tuesdays 
to themselves, and the Pagans even 
bouf ht fish mm the Chiistiani on that 
day, noU], fVom some canss, and I pre« 
some it was partly from cupidity, and 
putly from superstition, they all at once 
dccidod on stopping the Christians from 
fishing on Tuesdays. 

To effect this, the Chief sent his crier 
round the village to proclaim some 
Fetish observances, which were to extend 
OTor several days, during which time 
none of the people were to leave the viU 
lage on pain of a ibrflelt of fire strings of 
co*ie-shclls (fivepcncc currency). The 
days embraced by this proclamation 
were, I think, three, Sunday, jVIonday,

The one, however, was quite blind from 
serere blows In th« jfkee, and In cmildeiw 
able pain fr )Ti severe beatings in other 
parts of his person. Early in the day, 
we put the wounded man under medical 
treatntent, and the offenders were sum- 
moned to appear at the Castle, and 
answer for their violent proceedings. 

The qnettioii of fishing on Tuesdays 
being a state-matter, the affliir could not 
be finally settled in the absence of liis 
Excellency Governor Hill, who was at 
the time at Akrah, engaged in putting 
down the late rebellion there. The 
Pagans, however, were punished by a 
fine of £\2 emwtncy, for the mmuU on 



the Christians ; and finallv, ftftcr con- 
siderable obstinacy on the part of the 
Paf^anti, the GovemDMit asterted ite 
authority hf fining the Pagea Chief 
£40 currency, and binding^ htm over to 
keep the peace with the Chrivtiatis for 
two yeaie by a defMait of £100 eantmcf 
in rli^i (M'^tlo, the rhristian» beinc^ hippi- 
Ij re-instated in the eoijojment of Ubertjr 
of edBseienee. Pfeviout to the cmmf 
mencement of thie |ienee«tlea» the So- 
ciety had nearly covered-in the roof of 
the new chapel at Akrah ; but this 
untowaTd event eauted a delay of many 
weel\S in the pn;^n of that work. 
Now, however, (January, 1855,) they 
are resuming their labours ; and the 
ehapel will, we hope, be soon ready for 
opening. It will nefommndate about 
one hundred and twenty-five person s, 
beaidet the ichototi.

The proceedings of our lata Blsldel* 

l'^^e('t!n^' be^'iin, contInttSd| aiid endrd 
in perfect Imruiony and peace. The 
breUtien enjoyrd each other's society; 
and but for the Sacred and imperious 
claims of their several Circuits, would 
have separated f>'.i\i regret. The ser- 
vices eomeeted with the sitdogs of the 
District-Mceiing were well attended ; 
and were evidently seasons of refreshing 
to both Preachers and people. The 
Missionary Meetings were unusnsUy 
crowded. Our town-chapel was too 
small to accommodate the congregation 
wbldi assembled. Berfdes numbers 
which left on finding they could not 
obtain seats, more than one hundred 
persons stood outside, quietly availing 
themselves of the open doors and 
windows from first to last. Timothy 
Darling, Esq., presided, with even more 
than his nsual ■ ability. He ddivefed 
some plain, pointed, and spirit* stirring 
addressef. His last, to rhildren and 
young persons, was exquisitely tender 
and impressive. The biethren all spoke 

well, nnd the charnctcr nnd rlaims nf 
the Mission cause were clearly stated 
and vigorously sustained. Dr. Madine^ 
the worthy Minister of St. Andfsw*ls, 
had prearhffi \\n an excellent sermon in 
town on the Sundtiy^ and further evinced 
his sympathy with our cause by attend- 
inc: tlie >"M iss'" unary ^Meeting. At the 
i^ast w« were well and faithfully served 
in the Chair, by our long*tried and 
excellent friend, W. J. Weech, Esq. 
iiis Honour, the Chief Justice, and the 
Honourable H. N. Chipman, also afford- 
ed us valuable platfbim asristsnee at this 

Meeting. The pecuniary results are 
moat gratifying. There has been this 
jrasr a Isige Inenase of Mission money 
ineveiyCimilt. The aggregate for the

exceeds, by far, the largr st amount ever 
raised for Missions in a single year by 
this Auxiliary. The smoiint raised in 
New. Providence alone in 1854, is £188, 
which is more by £10 than was con- 
tributed in 1853, although the receipts 
for that year were consTdersbly in ad- 
vance of those of the year preceding. 
I had feared lest the extra exertions of 
our Societies in 1854, in largely increase 
ing every item of the regular Circuit 
income, and their great ^nd pmi'^ewor- 
thy liberality at the basaar, which was 
hdd only a week or two befbre the 
subscriptions for the Missions were soli- 
cited, miffht protUicp n flit^ht impression 
on our Mission tundb in tins Circuit. 
Bnt my apprehensions on this bead 
were ^nvMindlcss. Sevcr.il persons, 
members of other churches, and some of 
fhem In high offidal position, met the 
Collectors with douUe subscriptionn, 
accompanied with very gratifying re- 
marks as to their views of the utility 
and value of the Wesleyan Mission In 
thi s rolonv. The basasT came off to- 
wards the close of December. It was 
open for three days in the public build* 
ings, vUch had been kindly lent us for 
the purpose by permission of His Excel- 
lency the Governor, who also favoured 
QS with the sanction of his presence and 
patronage on the occasion. The rooms 
were crowded with persons of all deno- 
minations; but the greatest order and 
good feding prevailed thronghont. 
Every thing was sold. Preparations 
had been going on for eight months 
prsviomiy, under the difc«tion of aa 
active, intelligent, hard-working, and 
liberal Committee of ladies and gentle- 
men. The result was, a collection of 
artidet imported from Bnglaad anA 
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America, (ogeth^r v.'nh specimens of 
native taste, ingenmtjr, and induitiy, 
more evtcmive and varied than had ever 
been witnessed ]icre before. The pecu- 
niary proceeds exceeded our most san- 
guine expectations. The noble sum 
of £417 sterling was obtained, from 
AJiicii tlic deductions for cxpcn«ic?! will be 
comparatively trifling. We have thus 
lecttfed an object of gteat importance to 
our work here. A commodious stone- 
built house has been purrhaHed in Nas- 
sau, in a central situation^ which we are 
now putting into a state of thorough 
repair, an<i which, when finished, will 
be worth £000 sterling, and will be con- 
veyed to Trasteai rar the nio of th« 
Mission, entirely free from debt. Be- 
sides this, furniture has been lately pro- 
vided for the new Mission-house, and 
alio for the residence o^ the second 
Preacher, by special contributions of our 
friends, with some assistance from the 
CIreait>fundS| which has cost nearly 
£115 sterling. In fact, during 1864, the 
niembprs of our Societies and congrega- 
tions in New-Providence alone have 
contributed for religious purposes, con* 

ncctrd with our own rhurcli, and with 
some lielp from the public at the bazaar, 
not less than £1,100 sterling. This 
could only be accomplished by an 
enlarged liberality generally, and by no 
slight sacrifices in some particular cases; 
and that it could be done at all in times 
like these, whicli arc hy no means pros- 
perous, evinces the strong attachment of 
our friends to our institutions, and 
fhovt that their viewa are jutt and 



scriptural as to their pecuniary obliga- 
tions to (iod and his church. Where 
all were so aealona and liberal, it would 

seem Invidious to mention any one in 
particular; and jet I cannot forbear 
recording my gratitude to Thomas K. 
l^Ioorc^ la»q.j for his valuable services ai 
Chairman of the Bazaar Committcp. 
His zeal and exertions were indetatiga- 
ble, and contributed not a little to the 
completeness of our success. 

Wc are now engaged in finishing the 
chapel at Green-Turtle Cay, in the 
Abaco Circuit. Thla is a largo stone 
building, which was commenced pcveral 
years ago, but, for want of funds, was 
never llntohed. The walla and roof 
were complete, and externally it ap- 
peared a strong?: and handsome structure, 
but witbin it was very unsightly, mnt 
ceiling, »an$ plaiteiing, $ani galleries, 
and almost san$ every thing, with doors 
and windows rapidly hastening to decay* 
But long strides have been twao lately 
towards its restoration and completion. 
The Abnco friends have become zealous 
and liberal, and their contribution's iiavc 
been supplemented recently by a legis- 
lative grant of £100, This sum was 
voted witli the best possible feeling, and 
at a time, too, when, for the want of 
means, nearly every other petition for 
money was chasseed. Under the entire 
supervision of Mr. Canneli, the building 
will now be put into evcelltnt conditioui 
and be made avaihible, to some exten^ 
towards the support of the resident Alia- 
sionary.

Bv the mail which leaves this, via 



Halifax, I embrace the opportunity of 
writing for the purpose of advising you 

as to matters concerning the present 
state of this District. Since I last wrote 
you, death has been permitted to enter 
one of our 3Iis^ion families. The 
beloved wife of Air. Allen, the Superin- 
tendent of the VVoodstock Circuit, de- 
parted this life a few weeks since, leav- 
ing our esteemed brnther with a farnilv 
of four smaU children. Mrs. Alien left 
this world not only peacefully, but tei- 
umphantly; and her bereaved husband, 
sustained by the pfiace of God, yields 
10 the paintul stroke with sanctified 
•tibiDlwIon, The mt of our dear bre- 



thren, togetlier with their families, are 
well, with the exception of Mr. Desbri- 
say, wlioxc house is still the scene df 
severe affliction, in thepenooa of hia wife 
and youngest son. 

As to the splritoal atate of this Dis- 
trict, I have the happiness to be able to 
report favourably. In my own Circuit, 
the Society is in a very encouraging 
state. We are not only blessed with 
prace and unity, but with daily acces- 
sions to our number. The congrega- 
tions were never before so large, and all 
our means of grace are seasons of edii« 
cation and comfort. At the sacrament 
on Sabbath last, the Lord* did indeed 
maniftft himself to iti while we weie 
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" breaking tlie bread." Jn the St. 
John, ISouth, Circuit, iliere is good 
beiag done. Several Honlt have been 
lately blessed with the grace of pardon, 
•od the atteudance on the means is 
overiloving. In Portland, the •djaoent 
Circuit, seventeen souls have Ix^en able 
to believe unto justifira'inn, within the 
last fortnight, and m ali iut!>e Circuits 
t hfl ft is the f^peamiee of greater good. 
I received a letter yest. i day, from the 
young Preacher in the Woodstock Cir* 
colt, tnm whidi I give the foUowlng 
ex tract. iPht letter it deled March 6th, 
Victoria Corner. Tie ««ay», " I am 
happy to intorm you, that the pleasure 
of die Iioffd ie prospering In owr hendt, 
in this part of the Circuit. "We have 
been holding some special servioesj 
vhich God owns noost graciously. Ijast 
evening two souls obteined pcece. In 
tbe Afternoon we had a number present- 
ing tliemaelves fen- special prayer. I 
luve besB in BieetiBf fbnr houn to-def 
already, an l have to preach this evening 
1^ seven, and conduct the prayer* meeting 
after «r«id« Last night we had a large 
■ssenUjf end could not dismiss the 
people until nearly ten o*clock. T lie re 
is every eppearaace of an extensive 
Wdiu In the tiUege of Woodstock we 
Me doing well. The classes are increas- 
ing in number, and in spirituality of 
mind. The active members of the 
Society seen to enter folly into the 
work." 

In the Ricbibucto Circuit, the Jbord is 
greatly blessing the labours of our 

young brother. From the latest ac- 
counts ftomc twenty souls had been made 
the subjects of Clod's converting grace. 



On the Granville section of the Bridge- 
Town Circuit, the labours of Mr. 
Pickles have been greatly blessed- 
Tliis })lace derives additional interest 
irom the consideration of its being the 
spot where our beloved Methodism, in 
that Circuit, was tirst planted, and has 
been the hinh-p]acc, spiritually, of many 
a soul, liui tor t>ame years there h<u> 
been e barrenness, such as to cause 
depression of mind both of the Preacher 
and the Society. Many a fervent prayer

— I preached in the morning 
from Psalm cxviii. 25; visited the 
Sunday-school in the afternooo ; preach* 
cd agaLoi at night to the laigest congre- 
gation I have seen here from Dent, 
xxxii. 29, and afterwards htld a prayer- 
uieeting. The attention to the word v^as 
marked and aeiiotts ; and many sought 
the Lord at the |Mrajer>mctllog toiw 
rowing. 

20th.— 1 held a prayer^meeting ; the 
room and adjoining porch were litctali|r 
packed, and the feeling earaeat aak 
good. 

22d— I preached hom Psdm cxMt.^ 

and held a prayer-meeting, when the 
luMuber of penitents at the ooosmnnioit* 
rail was iucreafied. 

23d.^I oollected some of the peni- 
tents together, with some of our church- 
uicmbers in the forenoon, and held a 
prayer-meeting, vUeh was flmnd to be 
encouraging, and a gracious prelude to 
!^reater good to come dnTin<» the day ; 
met a class in the evening, at whidi 
several were present for iht firet time, 
and seemed to be under a pleasing peni- 
tential feeling; afterwards attended a 
special meetiog of the Poor Kelief Com- 
mittee; from whence I was summoned to 

marry a conplp, and while performing 
the ccrenjuny was scat tor to go to » 
meeting wbieh had been got up by eome 
of the penitents at the residence of one 
of our Leaders (I\lr. James Brown). 
Ou etiicring the room such a scene pre- 
sosted itself as I had never beAre wit. 
ncsscd. About sixteen persons had 
obtained a stnse of the Divine favour, 
and were giving a lively expression to 
their joyous feelings in a variety of 
ways. Some were telling what God had 
done for their souls, others were singing 
for gladness t while others were ex- 
changing mutual congratulations on 
account of their happy experience of 
saving grace* When th^ saw me 
entering the zoom, there was a general 
rush towards me ; both my hands and 
arms were seised and heartily shaken in 
• traneport of joy and grateful afTeciioa, 
while each was eager to tell me of their 
deliverance from guilt and sorrow* 
There were some, however, whose leula 
bad not been set at liber tTt «aA vera in 
great distress. These J endeavoured to 
comfort ; and then counHcUed those who 
had been blessed, sang and prayed witk 
them, and dlMulHsed them to their 
hon)rs. One of the persons who had 
bccu set at liberty, a young female, had 
been at iMenid/ deiitowi #f obtahking 
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Riilvation thai she was iinprlled (o kneel 
down on the road on her way to the 
meeting, and implore the Lord to UcM 
ber. 

?lt1i I held a prayer-mecting ; the 

attendance was large ; the feeling good, 
•nd eevetel wept fyt thdr tini. Another 
mrrting was held at (he Ranic fiiiic at 
another part of the settlement, and 
three persont veve enabled to rejoice 
in God. 

2Cth T went to Bird Island Cove, 

and preached in the morning from 
Pealm exxx. $ in the afternoon tnm 

Dcut. xxxiU 20, and baptized two cliild- 
ren. There was a good feeling during the 
services, and I hope for good here also. 
I returned home and preached ftom Jer« 

iii. 4, and after wards held n prriyer- 
mecting, when several new penitents 
came f<»wftfd to the eomnmnion-place 
to be prayed Ibr, and one was let at 

liberty. 

27th — I held a prayer-mcLting; far 
more people attended than could get into 
the house, and about half the number 
wetit to a neighbouring hotue and held 
a meeting there. After eontinuing the 
meeting for some time, I dismissed the 
company, and then held a meeting for 
penitents, when some new ones came 
forward to be prayed with. 

29th. — I visited several families, and 
preached in the evening from Psalm 
xxtIL fl^ and held a prayer-meeting, when 
several manifested great concern for 
their souls. One woman went home in 
a state of great sorrow, and sought and 
found tlie pardoning love of Ood in her 
chamber, 

December 2d.-->I had an interesting 
and profitable time at the meeting of the 
male Bible-class, one of the membettof 
which had, during the day, found peace 
with Ood. 

8d.— I preached in the morning ftom 
Acts ix. 11. A very gracious iij flu nice 
pervaded the congregation. Some wept 
for gratitude, and others were melted 
into tears of penitence. I met two 
classes for tickets in the afternoon, and 
felt particularly interested in the experi- 
ence of one of the Leaders— an old man, 
Joseph Abbott, full of years and infirm- 
ities, and very poor; but perfectly re- 
signed and contented, very grateful for 
Divine aupport, and strong in faith, 
giving glory to (lod. I preached again at 
night to a large congr^ation, from Heb. 
ii. 3, and afterwwds held a prayer* 
meeting, when fresh penitents came for- 
ward to be prayed for. At the close of 
the meeting, as many seemed anxious to 
1^ blenedi I lo^uetted the peaitonte and 



believers to remain, and held a fellow- 
ship-meeting, when many were quicken- 
id end encouraged by the gmtefbl and 
joyous teetimoniei of tome of the young 

convert*. 

4th I attended an overflowing 

prayer^meoUng, at which, among othere, 

nnr ynnng msn v,'ho, but a short time 
ago, was very profane, cried for mercy 
with many tears. 

0th. — I pleached from Luke xl. 13, 
and held a prayer-meeting, when many 
were powerfully affected, especially a son 
of one of our Leadera, wlio roared in 
;it,'ony of soul. 

8th. — I married a couple, baptized an 
infant, and held a prayer-meeting. The 
night was very dark and lalny, and the 
TOfid leading' to the house whcrc the 
meeting was held was very bad ; yet the 
attendance wae very encouraging. I had 
but little help in conducting the meet- 
ing ; but was prompted and encouraged 
to plead with Ood several times myself 
by the joint eameotncM of a praying 
mothrr and a penitent ton, the latter of 
whom, at the close of the meeting, was 
enabled to rejoice with joy untptaiable ; 
while many surrounding faces were be* 
dewed with tears of penitence md joy. 

9th. — I met the mole Bibie-cians, 
which is greatly Increased, and is, I 
trust, beconiitrs; incrca^inf^ly profitable. 
At its dose one of its members went to a 
house where a prayer>meeting was held 
during the evening, and though the 
melting had just been closed, he went 
in, knelt down, and began to cry for 
mercj. Some of our praying pe<^« then 
detennlned to rcmaiTi and intercede for 
him; prayer prevailed, and he was 
brought into glorious liberty. I was 
much gratified to learn, daring the day, 
that one of the young converts, whose 
mind had formerly been much injured 
by improper reading, had dirown his 
worthless books into the fire. 

10th. — I rode over to Catalina, and 
preached in the morning from Acta 
!x. 11, when a blessed ISNHing waa 
excited throughout the congregation, 
and many tears were shed, some of 
penitence, and some of gratitude. One 
man, who, according to his own acknow- 
ledgment, had never shed a tear under a 
sermon, wept all the while. I preached 
again in the afternoon from Heb. ii. 3, 
bapti7ed two children, and buried a boy. 
I prcaciied sg^n at night from Deut. 
xxxil. 29, and hdd a prayer-meeting. 
There seems to be a gracious movement 
in the minds of many. 

lith.<i~I visited, talked, and prayed 

with two femllioi, and fevciil or tbeiv 
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ndghboun, vho were present. I te* 

turned hnmr, nnd brld a prayer-meet- 
ing) at which the young man who was 
convefted on the preceding Saturday 
cvtning prajed with mneh reeling and 
power. The dumb nre made to speak. 

12tb.-«I attended a funeral at Bird- 
Jtluid Cove, and preaebcd to a fidl eon* 
grogation from ficb. ii. 3. Afterwardi 
I held a prayer-meeting, when many 
were in good earnest for salvation. I 
was glad to leani from one of our 
Lradpr?, tliat several penitents had 
found mercj during the few previous 
dayt. I Tetnnwd home, and met the 
female Bible-class, at which a very 
solemn and earnest feelinp^ prevaHod. 
At its close i wa;« sent for to go to a 
prayer-meeliog in the neighbowrlraod, in 
oidct to contrd and Mng it to a close, 



the exdienent being very great On 

entering the room, wfiirli was intcn^dv 
crowded, 1 found the people under the 
influence of very powerful etnotioos. 
Some had found pardon, and were 
rejoicing and praising God, and pxhnrt- 
ing their friend^ and neighbours to come 
to Chirlat, while- otbera wete weeping In 
bitterness of soul, and crying aloud for 
mercy. It was with great difficulty 
that I brought the meeting to a close, 
and ladnced the people to go to tfadt 
homes. 

13ib.— I preached from Luke xviii. 
18. The congregatitm wae equal to a 

Fabbath-night congregation, and neatly 
all the people stayed at the prayer- 
meeting held at the close of the service* 
The coromnniott'iail wai aonoanded

ACCOUNT OF ALNWICK .MISSION, 
By Ihe Rev, William Case, 



MISSAUOA <*0mi6IJrSS SACBA'* 

Tus first attempt ever made fbr the 

conversion of the 3Ilssauga Indians was 
in the winter of ]tf2d-4>, when Peter 
Jones accompanied me firam the River 
Credit to Belleville^ for the purpose of 
introducing the Gospel to the Indiana of 
the bay of Quinte Bands. 

Ou onr arrlTal at Bencrille, their 
gcnern! rcsorr. thr Indians bein^ about 
on their hunting-ground, a issauga 
was despatched to eall the men down. 
About the third day a depntatlon of 
them arrived, to whom were communi- 
cated what the Great Good Spirit had 
done for the Indiana of Grand River and 
(he River Credit, — that they had em- 
braced the Gospel of the Saviour, had 
renounced the use of ardent EpiritR, and 
had beeooie a praying people, and were 
now very liappy ; and, besides, schools 
were instituted, wheie their children 



were instructed to read and write like 
the white people ; and now what we 
had to propose was, the enjoyment of 
the f^nnir ble»tDg by the Indiana of 
Belleville. 

We spoke to them of the evil of sin, 
of the merey of the Great Good Spirit 
to sinners, and urged them to repent- 
ance and faith In the Saviour Jd«us 
Christ. The Indiana seemed attentive 

to the whole account, but were Tcyervcd, 
said they could decide nothing, but 
would report all to their people in the 
woods. They wonld, however, consent 
for several young men, if they wished, 
to go up to the school at the Credit 
fiflsslon. 

In the spring sea'(on of \?r2r>, ?\fr. 
Jones and several others from the Cre- 
dit, made another visit to Belleville, 
when the Gospel was more definitely 
explained and enforced, when •several 
of the older Indians were awakened; 
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Among ihciii Mere "William Beaver, 
John SuudajTy JMob Sbij^pegMi| and 
oibcia. 

The method w« n»v adopted woo to 

teach them to commit to memory the 
Ten ComumDiloientt, as foUowtt A 
••nttnee wot wonomiMd in IndUn, 
when the whole company repeated it 
with one voice. Those exerciaes con- 
tinuedy together with tbat of singing, 
for ■emol doyo. The fint of ZioB*i 

long! that were nung vr^n the transla- 
tion of the four first verses ol our firat 
liynD, **0 Ibr • tlioiiMttd toognao to 

Fnm tUt Hum tbo work of oonvoi- 

sion commenced, and went on jiinducinf; 
a marked change in their whole deport- 
ment : they ceased to be Intoxicated, a 
•in to which they had always been ad* 
dieted, leading lives of daily prayer ; 
and in a short time thej became joyful in 
the aaiiifanM of pard«i and Um Spiilt of 
adoption. ^V;Kti tliey had been trained 
by a course of instruction for 6ome time, 
and the sacrament of baptism explained, 
they wore admitted to that holy ordi- 
nance : the number was twenty-two, I 
well remember the impressive answer, 
the oameat and firm determination they 
showed when they responded to the re- 
^nircmcnts, **Do%t thou xenoanoe the 



devil and all his works?" &c. And then 
I proceeded to explain the evil nature 
and designs of Satan } and this became 
moat important from the fact, that the 
iTidianJi, in their Pagtm fitntp, had, as a 
part of their religious worship, paid 
their homage to JfnatontMiotoo, (Great 
Spirit,) enitoallQg Um to do them 

harm. 

ilaving explained on uur pact that, tlic 
Great Good 8|ririt was the only object 
of religious worship, and the deaigna of 
Satan to interrupt their obedieneo to the 
Gospel, whldi they worn to fftiet^ wo 
again repeated, Dost thou renounec 
the devil and all his works ? *^ ftc They 
then all repeated with lull voice, 
At^f aft tho tame time lilUng ihdr 

fcrt, they brought them down on the 
floor with a force that made the timbeu 
of the old chapel to tremble again. 

Aa ftr as I teeolkct, not one of those 
converts has ever departed from the 
faith and piety of the Gospel. Several 
of them have died in joyfol hope, and 

others are yet followlnji;; in tlie obedi- 
ence of the Gospel; among whom are 
John Sunday and William Beaver. 
This ceremony took place on the 3Ist 
of iMay, 1 <''2f), when they were formrd 
into a Society, of two classes, with 
William Boater and Joho Sondax ao 
Leaden*

occupy it for Divine service : and a few 
souls have beew added there. Also, 
in Derby, our bretiiren, with their 
limited means in that new lettlcment, 
have completed a small, but convcnir nt, 
churcb, in wMeh they aaaemble every 
Sabbath for the worship of God ; and a 
few straggling souls have been gathered 
into the fohh Ofhcr domestir ^lisstomi 
in the District appear in a prosperous 
condition.

Tho next day the warrior with 
his two sons came with the interpreter 
to the Blis&iou-house, and presented to 
me their gods; and at the aame time 
gave a most intcreetiiig account of hi* 
past life, and present oeterminntion to 
serve the true God. He also gave up 
the iMKlgoho wore, ibr defence in battloi 
which is composed of the hair of a can* 
boo, dyed a bright vcrmiHon, and pre- 
•enta a most gaudy appi;«raacc. togetht:r

and emmtcd from hit nMwtb, to vatkm 

him invulnerable to powder anil ball, 
the whole of which be knew to be a 
deception.

SIttce the eloM ef navIgBtion, we hart 
hud no intercourse with Uie rem^e Mift- 
fcioiis in tlits District, except, occasion- 
ally, by kueiti biuugiu iiown tbc uotth 
•haw, to PenetanguitkeB^ ooaveyed by 
flogs, kept for that purpose. Our in- 
defati^ahie Mitsionary at GMdan Kivar 
informa that the tchool and UteiM 
there continue in a healthj tmd pratfer* 
ous conditiDn. T know of no Mission, 
among the Indiaus in Canada, where 
BMia has been doaa, in tibe tame length 

of time, to tamr and ChristiaoiM tht 
Ueatben, than at Garden KiTer» 

LAKE SUFERIOR. 

Since we left the Pic I^iver on the 
north fthore of Lake Superior, where we 
catablbhedjiMW Hittion latt tanuiicr, 
we have received letters from Mr. Blakcr, 
the Missionary, infonuing us, that with 
hit own bandt he had finished aMittian- 



houiie, in which he and his faniily would 
be eraiinrtabk during the long and 
dreary winter in that cold region ; and 
that, on account of the vast number of 
iadians from I/ong Lake, and other 
parlt af lha inUtiar, who visit the fort 
or trading- post nt the montli of the 
river, there is prescnttU a great opeu- 
ing for ntefnlnest in that pavt of the 
«)untry. 

In a letter dated 12th of October last, 
iiv writes as follows The Inumn who 
^lowad us where to build the Mission- 
hnu'^r, :\ric! the sicl: man we visited when 
you were here, both art trying to terve 
the tr«e God. liSmy day they adtod 
nie about religion, and what they must 
do to have their hearts changed. 1 
pointed them to the tinners* Friend, and 
ifaey tried to pray t all thty eoiild say 
wae, * liord, save us poor sinners/ One 
tai^ * O Jetuty give ote tby blessing ! 
Poor lodJaa tfaiaer, what shall I do?' 
and then cried out fire or six timta, 
* Lord, bless poor Indian sinner.'" IMr. 
Blaker adds, " StTtral other iaaii]ie« are 
inquiring Ibr the right way to s«f« the 
true God; some of uJiom are preparing 
to build houses, and will remain with 
thdi fiuniliet at the Fic'*

I preach in Chippewa. At eleven a.m. 
we have service in English, at which 
time the people of the Fort attend. At 
three r. ?r, wc h.avi? another Indian ser- 
vice, at which I read a chapter in Cree 
out of the Gospel according to St. John, 
and make comments on the whole. Tbia 
latter service I think profitable for our 
people. At this hour we uniformly have 
the largest and moat attentive congre- 
gations ; and numbers of our people 
have expxttttd thtmBdvcs to ibe effect, 



that this service gave them clearer and 
more comprelu nsive views of the plrin tif 
salvation, than any otiier part ot our 
teachings. At five p.m. J meet my 
elatt ; and we close the labottrs of the day 
with a prayer-meeting in the evening, 
condaeted by an old and fidthfnl trother, 
Amos Pewinaubao. 

Our Sabbath-school numbeT<5 eighty 
scholars, thirty-iiine ot whom read in the 
New Testament, and the majority of 
them recite ycrsts of Scripture which 
they have learned. This department 
of our work pvetentt a very encouraging 
aspect. Our day*tcbool averages about 
fifty at thia season of tlic year. During 
the summer and fall, the average was 
seventy ; thit number gives full employ* 
ment to two Teachers. 

It is a matter of much encouragement 
to ut to see the interest manifetted by 
the parents to keep their children at 
school. According to their ability, they 
will compare favourably with any people 
in the effiirts and sacrificet they make 
to afford their children the advantages 
of an educatioo* Humbert of our peo-

UlE OP THE StfOLieB LAVetTAOK. 

So many of our young people being 
able to read ami ^ing in English, I hare 
thought it best to give to some of the 
more adTaaoed onee among them Blblee 
and Ilynm-Books, to enable them to 
join with us in our service at eleven 
A.M. Formerly there was no English 
service here; my predecessor, being 
Chaplain at the Hen. HudsonVBay 
Company Fort, preached here everj 
Mbath morning and evening, and at 
tlie Fort at eleven The service is 

now very interesting, « large portion of 
our young people joining in the singing, 
and tttvning to the leeioiiB Ibr the day. 
I have an appointnirnt far preachin^^ at 
the Fort, which 1 attend every Thursday 
evening. I reraarlc, in passing, that 
all our singing, praying, and teaching, 
both in thr wcek.daj and SabbaUi 
Bchoolsi is in English. 

In regard to the extenelon of onr work 
through this rcj^ion, the proj^pcrt is en- 
couraging, especially among the Mu8« 
kegoos and Crees. The Chippewas, 
Black feet, Cfaipevayans, and Aeelne- 
boinee aleo aie aeoet^Ue. 



I take it for granted that we mast 

evangelize the Indians in their own 
country ; and I am persuaded i( is iro- 
poseible for them to live hy agricnliove 
alone in the present state of things. 
The utmost that can he done is to form 
summer residences, and prepare for the 
famlUee in the winter, while tlie men aie 
away on their btintinp cccursions. There 
are, however, but few places that do not 
afford means for forming a summer resi- 
dence, and meane procured for some of 
the families to remain during winter, 
and perhaps in the course of years for 
mere and more to form mote permanent 
residences. 

December 25th You will be pleased 

to hear an uccount of the neighbours we 
have in the gentlemen of thia eeUblieh* 

Dient. Mr. Barnston, the gentleman in 
charge, is one among the most intelli- 
gent, agreeable men I have ever met: 
and withal he is a man of prayer, a 
consistent, worthy member of the Church 
of England. His clerk, Mr. 31'Ken£ie, 
alio ie a man of prayer. I preach for 
thrm every Thurhday evening, and they 
also attend our eleven o'clock service on 
Sabbadi; bnt it doce my heart good 
whenever I visit them, and receive tlie 
cordial greeting that they always give 
me. Mr. Barnston is very kind to us. 
I have not leeB the remotest indication 
of a disposition to put any obstacle in 
our way. We have but little to wish 
for in this department, indeed no* 
thing.

PRELIMINARY DIFFICULTIES. 

This Mission is beautifully situated, 
Ikbout twenty miles from the Oxford- 
House establishment, by water, but not 
quite so far by the winter road, which is 
now open. We found the shell of a small 
Missiou-hoase, and also of a chtircb, 
but both of them were in a delapidated 
state ; indeed, but little had been done 
to cither, and I at once saw that a hard 
winter*e work was before me, and that 
no time was to be lost in order to make 
our bouse habitable for the winter. I 
had no time, however, to do any thing 
just then, but prepare for an immediate 
start for York Factory, to obtain our 
winter supplies. We were not here more 
than twenty honrs before the boats esUed 
for us, and I was cbligccl to leave my 
family here almost alone, while a month^s 



joumey lay before me. I had hoped 

to have obtained the services of a joiner 
from York Factory, but was quite 
disappoixiled to find tliat none could 
be obtained. William M'Tavish, Esq., 
the gentleman in charge, did every 
thing he possibly could to assist me; 
bat nothing better could be done than 
to. let me have the services of quite 
a young man, a boat-builder, who had 
just arrived in the shin, for a few weeks, 
to assist in the roognest of the work ; 
but he has now left us, as he can 
be spared no longer from Oxford House, 
where he is to winter. I returned from 
York Factory in the middle of Septem- 
ber, and have been hard at work about 
the house ever since. In the first place 
we had to remove an immense clay 
chimney which stood in the middle of 
the house, which was of no use what* 
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ever, but was h§i dllkfiig, and carrying 
down both the floors with it. Wc then 
erected a dwarf chimney in the roof to 
receive the two pi pee from the ttoret by 
which the house is heated* This 
arrangement has given u8 a nice pass- 
age through the house, and where 
the cbimnef elood ve have now a 
convenient cellar, a thing indispensably 
necessary in this climate^ where every 
thing containing the least moieture 
freezes as hard as stone. We bttve 
divided the house into two bed-rooms, a 
ttCMre-doset, an ordiuary living-room, 
' and ft small •tttlng-room $ and all the 

rooms but the last are now ' so far 
. hnished as to be eoui for table ; and I am 
now working hard to finish that. I 
have alio bad to make several articles of 
furniture, namply, two beds, a chest of 
drawers, aiid have erected a large lish- 
house about eigbtecii by twdire feet, and 
have had to get out sdl the timber for 
it. Wv have now to pet out the timber 
for, and erect, a building about tweaty- 
four by twelve, for an ice house, and 
dairy, and for enlarging the !\Iission- 
house, and logs to be sawed into clap* 
boarding for the whole of the ptemlaee, 
including the church. A great deal of 
work, therefore, still lies before us. It 
will take us quite two years before we 
get thtaiga into any thing like otdet. 

OPENING PROSPECTS. 

Already we have about twenty limii« 
lies who make the Mission their home, 
and our congregation during the fall 
would averaga over one hundred yei- 
■one. We have already liz houses 
erected on the Mission, two of which 
have been raised Hince wc came. Seve- 
ral others aie designing to build next 
summer; so that in the course of a 
hhoTt time we shall have quite a pretty 
hcuicment. The climate of this place 
is altogether unsuitable for agrienltural 
operations ; and the most we can do for 
the Indians here is, to get them to raise 
potatoes, turnips, and other vegetables, 
during the very few months of summer, 
when they cannot hunt; to inculcate 
habits of industry and economy, in 
whicli tliey are now greatly dcildent; 
and, above all, to instruct them in the 
great principles of our holy religion. I 
oui thankiul that uur labours, already, 
are not without success; a spirit of 
inquiry is awakened, mu! many arc 
deeply convinced of sin, and are inquir- 
ing their way to ZIon with th^ faeca 
tidiherward. Wo have formed a dass, 



in which about twenty meet t we have 

also a prayer-meeting nn ^Vcdnc^^1ay 
evenings, when the men are at home ; and 
Mrs. Brooking has established one on 
the afternoon of the same day, especially 
for tlie females, which most of those on 
the i\iis&ioa regularly attend. J have 
administeitd the ordinanoe of 1>aptlsm to 
thiity-three persons, seventeen of whom 
axe adults. Thus the Lord is blessing 
us in our fe^ls endeavours to promote 
his glory, ^nt ours is an isolated posi. 
tion ; we are here quite alone, and have 
no ijiteliigent society to cheer us; yet, 
blessed be Ood, we are not alone^ his 
presence is with us, and a throne of 
grace is always accessible ; and I think 
we never felt it so precious as now. 
Wc are quite happy in Our work, amid 
all the privations and tlisconrairempntfi 
to which we are exposed. Mrs. Brook- 
ing is quite contented, and happy, and I 
am tlianl^.ful that her health has greatly 
ini] roved. Our little daughter is also 
4UUC healthy. 

DEFICIENCY OF FOOD. 

The Indians in these parts, and 
indeed the Europesns as welt, greatly 
depend on the fall<fishing for their win- 
ter's supply of food : but, by some 
means not to be accounted for, the iisli- 
ery this season has almost entirely 
failed. Wt should have had for the 
Mission alone at least ten thousand 
white fish, whereas all we caught was 
about fourteen hundred. At the Oxford- 
House Station they are even worse off, 
as they caught only seventeen hundred, 
whereas they should have had at least 
twenty tliousand. The Indians, also, 
have been equally unsuccessful. It is 
to be feared, therefore, that there will be 
a great deal of suffering, especially 
among the Indians, unless Providence 
should send the reindeer in from the 
north, or provide other supplies for 
them. The same cause will also in- 
crease our expenses considerably on the 
Alission during the present year. 

Nothing cheers us more in our Iso- 
lated position than the belief that we are 
remembeied at the throne of grace by 
the righteous, whose ftrvcnt efPectual 
prayer, Sr. James tells us, '^availeth 
much." I hope, therefore, my dear Sir, 
you will use the influence ut the position 
which God has called you to occupy, in 
urging upon our church the general use 
of the montlily Missionary prayer>ueet.

You, doubtless, are looking for some 
account of this Mi»Bion, as the second 
quarter U pMt; and we bave, with 
much gratitade to our hravenly Father, 
to inform you^ we bave peace in our 
borders. The •tteodance upon die 
means of grace ig veij Mtiafactory ; and 
we humbly trust thejr are, by the bless, 
ing of God, rendered seasons of edifica- 
tion as wen aa awakeniofr. A rather 
remarlcable conversion of a Pagan occur- 
red of late* He professed his belief in 
future rewards and punishments, but 
found not how to believe in a crucified 
Saviour: he was affectetl ; hts trouble 
increased. What man could not do, the 
Spirit eoald. He dreamed, and beheld 
a man nailed to a cross, and was permit- 
ted to witness his agony and fiowing 
blood. This dream so aifected him as 
to assist him to believe in Jeint cnici* 
fied ; and he has iMen happj erei 
since. 

Our holy dajt bave been highly 
delightful, and, we trust, profitable. 
On Christmas-day we had a full attend- 
ance, three discourses, and a repast for 
the people, consisting of three hundred 
buns and three bushels of fruit. Would 
that you could have witnessed the smil- 
ing, happy fiiees I A public conectlon 
covered all expenses. Our quarterly 
meeting was on the Sabbnth following, 
including a watch-night, two sermons, 
gacrament, lotre-fowt, and prayer for 
penitents; and the altar was well filled.

We arc somewhat annoyed by the 
lumbermen and sailors introducing the 
fire-water amongst us ; but only on?, so 
far as I know, of our members has been 
induced to drink, and he was on trial ;

dm^ still interprets for me, and gives 
general satisfaction, I think he is the 
best trant^Uior ot the Scripture-lessons I 
ever knew. I^nce the close of the first 
quarter-^during which my daughter 
taught — we have had no school, princi- 
pally owing to sickness and absence. 
Our school-house is oceupied by a con* 
nexion of the Chief's, who has built an 
addition to it, and appears resolved not 
to give it op. He is a Papist, and 
receives the Priest. We have the offer 
of another house, requiring considerable 
repairs. Can you send us a good 
Teacher? Kahbeechc, of \vhom I made 
mention in my l is^, is here. He occupies 
the Teacher's bouse. He has been sick 
stoee our eattp-meetlng. He is unwill- 
ing to teach the school, but is anxious to 
be <'mp1f>yed, should he recover his 
health, iu the Mission-work ; but says,

Our readers will be gratified to learn, tbat, while this Coyer is 
passing through the press, intelligence has been received from our 
Talued friend. He axriyed safely at Halifax, NoTa-Scotia, on the 
28th of May; and, after attending the Distriet-Meetings^ proceeded to 
Boston, United States, on his way to the Canada Conference, which is 
to be held this year at London, Canada West. An accident happened 
to a coach in which he was traTelling in NoTa-Scotia; but he was 
mercifully preserred from any serious ham, and, up to the date of the 
5th of June, was in good health. 
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WILLLAM KAMA, A KAFFIR CHIEF. 

The name of Kama lias Leeii familiar for more than thirty years lo 
those who have watched the history and progress of the Wesleyan 
Missions in South- En«tern Africa. lie was the youngest of tlie tliree 
hrothers, Congo, Pato, and Kama, Chiefs of the Gonokwahie or 
Amagqunukqwebi tribe of Kaflbrs, irho recdred tlie Rev. William Shaw 
and his devoted wife in 1823, on that great and memorahlc day, when 
they crosaed the boundary of the colony, and penetrated into Kaffir- 
laud, to carry tlie Gospel of the Lord Jeeus Christ to^ the dark and 
wretched Heathen. 

Kama was then a Heathen. He is now an eminent Christian, a 
consistent patriot, ;md a Preacher of the Gospel. He was baptized 
hy the Rev. William Shaw, October llth, 1929, at WeslejTille^ the 
first^formed Wesleyan Mittion-Station in KafiOnria, and leoeived the 
name of William. 

As Kama received the saving knowlodf^o of the tnith enrly in tlie his- 
tory of the Mission, so ho has remained faithful under circumstances of 
very great trial. He has Lten persecuted by other Kaffir Chiefi> for bis 
adherence to the morality of the Gospel ; — ^for many years he suffered 
neglect from the Colonial Goremnient, inatead of being distinguished 
and rewarded as its faithful friend and ally ; while other Chiefs, notori- 
ous for their turbulence and had faith, were regarded as worthy of 
notice ; — and in the late Kaflir war be bad to hold a position which 
exposed him to the power of a large hostile tribe, whose haughty 
Chiefs menaced him with destruction. 

Kama now sees that even in this life there is a reward for the 
righteons." He holds a high place amon/^ the Chiefs of Kaifirland 
the Colonial Government justly confides m bis lojolty and brarerj;— « 
and }ic is made the honoured instrument of inttodttcing the salvation 
of tiio f! o>'pol, and the comforts of civilized life, among Targe bodies of 
his comiurymen. Two prosperous Blission-Btations hear his name ; 
namely, Kamastone^ which was formed into a Station for him and his 
people when he migrated from the neighbourhood of bis persecutors 
six years ago ; and Kavta't Tribe, oti the Kehkamma rir^r, where he 
now worships God in pence aiiiong bis own people. 

The Rev. William Sfiepatone, who has been a Missionary among the 
Kaffirs during the hist thirty years, has jTosputed to the Committee 
the portridt of Kama Avhich is engraved lor Uiis Paper, and has 
supphed the following account. 

ACCOtMT OF XAMASTONEi 

It seems to me now desirable, for 
several reasons, that I should give tlie 
C'ommittee some account of Kamnstone ; 
thf circumstances of the last war having 
made some considerable ebang«» in its 
relative posidoa with regatd to R«ina 
and his tribe, witli wl)om and fbf whom 
it was ori|;inally established. 

Kanuwtone was, as the Committee are 
aware, established six yean ago for 
Kama and his people, who had removed 
from the coast conntry, to atoid the perse- 
cution raised against Kama by the Chiefs 
of Kaflirland, becnnsp lie r* fused !<» yiild 
hit Cimstian princi^leS| and to become a 



polygonnst ; to avoid whose importnnity, 
oti the one hand, and the almost certainty 
of a war on the ot!ier, he had the moral 
courage to migrate from that part to 
this ; by which he lost a large number 
of liis ])eo])li', ns many as twenty-seven 
kraals rciusing to accompany him. This 
was a great trial to Kama at a K«fRr 
Chief ; but his Christian principles en- 
abled him to bear it 

TtIS WITTE BEBOEW. 

Til is yiTt of the country wa^ not the 
point ill which he aimed wlien he left 
the tea-coast, the Witte Bergen having 
1)rcn his intended de-itination. rireuni- 
stancet, however, so occurred, through 
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the war of 1840, that these parts became 
his fixed residence. The facts are tliese, 
and tm Kami** tAt they •hmld he 

told :— 

When that war hioke out, he was in 
this nctghkw i r l iart I and m Oris ptflvc 

wa> on the very boTtlcr of the war-paTfy, 
lie refused to leare, lest it shoold be 
oonsffiwd Into tti wit t/i iMftcfioit 
toward the EnfHitl Oofetnment, al- 
though he was on the eve of moving 
forward to me, who was prepared to 
reeeive him at the VTitte Ber^^en, to 
which place he had already sent forward 
much of hia stock* I state this as an ex- 
einiile o^ Kiinsi*i consiiieiiejr of condvct 
towards our Oorernment, which for the last 
twenty years, to my personal knowledge, 
lias been one undeviating act of faithful 
edberenoe* 

Ill Ae w«r of 1860 Kama was move 

completely surrounded by tlio bcllii^crent 
Kaffirs than in tiie previous war : for in 
th4t of 1846 only a small portion of the 
Tembookies were engaged io hostilities 
against the Goyemment ; whcrrns in the 
war of 1850 the great majority were 
amongst the most daring and violent. 
Thns dreamstancedy Kam r ^ m r nhns 
ting on the lands of the enetnr, and 
the kiwds being orer sgalnsf earh otihw 
in the same valleys, Kama was con- 
stantly Tceeiving haughty nnd menacing 
messages from the Chiefs whose hearts 
were set on war, and was placed in a posi- 
tion peculiarly Iryin^^ to a Chief alone. 
If our own condition at the time, and the 
general flight of the Boers ftwn the 
neighbourhoo<l, and the utter inability of 
Oovemment at the outset to render any 
assistance, be taken into consideralion, 
with many more untoward circumstances, 
they were sutlitiently numerous and 
annoying to test the taitlifulucss of any 
man. If these and a thoosand ineidenta 
during the first .six months of tlie war of 
1850 were enough to develope the pro* 
fession of principle, then Kamaeaimot 
be said to be an untried Christian Chief. 

YHX XXISKAHIU* 

The late war has told ita tale, and 

borne ample testimony to the Chief's 
fidelity; and so fullj satisfied was the 
late Sir Oeorge Cathcart of the fae^ that 

he determined to remove Kama and his 
people to the lower country, nearly one 
hundred miles nearer t]ic coa^u As 
there had always been a great reluctance 
amongst many of his influential cdd men 
to leave a country which early associa- 
tions had endeared to them, their return 
to it was liailcd by thini with delight; 
and, accordingly, Kama and his people 



left Kamaslone in April, 1853. fiy his 
removal this place lost tl>irty-threc mem- 
bert and ten catechumens. These form 
the nacleiis of Knm?.'s new Station on 
the Keiskaiuma ; where they are now 
wdl eared fbr, and their nnmbem are 
pleasingly increasing, under the ; tr m- 
ttve and judicious management of Mr. 
^I'gesnt. Kama*s removal has been 
represented by some as a reward for 
faithful services ; and there is no fear 
that Sir George Cathcart would ever 
have given Mm a bad ooontry. It must, 
however, be clearly stated, onre for a1], 
that Kama is not indebted to Uovern- 
ment for a eotmay, he having never 
forfeited Ids origintd country by any 
overt acts. That in which he now re- 
sides he holds instead of f!io one which 
Oovemment received from him ; and the 
real cause of the removal is to be looked 
for in the fact, that Sir George Cathcart 
wanted that part of the coast to be occa* 
pied by a faithful Chief On whom he 
could rely. 

Having thus briefly accounted for 
Kama's removal from Kunaaton^ it now 
remains for me to give some account of 
Kanuistonc since that rcaioval. 

rjELESENT STATK OF KAMASTOKE 

AS A riiraoB missidit-statiok. 

Afissioo-Stations on the borders of 

Kaffirland are the situations to which a 
large portion of the Fingoe fainih'es 
(always found at service in the colony) 
look forward a.s their future homes when 
their services with the farmer*! are ended, 
and when (which is not unfretjuently tl»e 
case) by industry they have acquired so 
much stock as (o have become burden- 
some to their employers. Then it is 
they turn their eyes towards tlie iMis.Hion> 
Station with confidence. It is this whiet* 
gave the Fin'^np ronfMcncc whilst yenr 
by year he toUl Jus increase. Xt was this 
which was the spur to his industry in 
his wanderings. In the edhmy the 
Fingoe learns eitough of our laws to 
discover the seeurity of property we 
enjoy ; and this at once decides him in 
his choice between the old rvf/hne of 
Kaffir laws aud a iMission-8talion. 
Destroy these Stations, and the great 

link which connects the large mass of 
Fingoes with the colony will be b/oken. 
It is these which keep up the union; 
and by these must the unity bo iiur used 
and l}e perpetuatetl. One great point of 
importance connected with our btjrder- 
Statiana is thts^their influence on the 
two races which every Missionary hold«« 
while he fills any of these Stations ; of 
which he cannot be too sensible, and for 
the due aud proper exercise of which lie 
cannot hftve too much prudence and di;»- 
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etction. For it raugt be through Alis- 
Bion-StatioDH and judiciotu Missionaries, 
•i!>( r nil. that confidmrc will be eftUlb- 
liftlicU amongst our buirdcr-tribes. 

LARGE VEW CJIAI'Kr.. 

When this Station was ehUbhshed, 
some Fingoci were already on the 

ground ; and from that time to the pre- 
sent they have been increa»ing in num- 
bers, so that up to the time of Kama's 
leaving they had equalled in numbers 
that Chiefs ]K oplc. These Fingoes refus- 
ed to remove with the tribe to the lower 
country, saying that in joining us Irom 
lime to time it was a IMission-Station 
which they had sought, and not a Chief. 
Government tberefbtebas appointed them 
lands on and around the Mission-Station 
for their location; the tract of country 
usiii^ncil them, and the lands assigned to 
the i\I ission-viUage, being about ten miles 
hy fnur iir cvtf^nt. The import imity 
of (bis people could not have btcu resist- 
ed by uit and we have been guUtleta. 
At their earnest request I was allowpil to 
remain with them ; and as a proof of 
their sincerity I may adduce the faet, 
that those on and immediately around 
the Station have subscribed, and paid in, 
£120 towards tiie completion of our 
chapd, a nea^ Ootbic stone building, 
with a gallery at one end for tlie child- 
ren ; which gives us accommodation for 
nearly four hundred persons, and which, 
I am hapj»y to say, is well filled on Sun- 
days. Our church>members and num- 
bers on trial are about what they were 
before Kama*s people left us. Thus out 
of the persecution against Kama in the 
Hrst iast4mce, and his faithfulntMr) tu our 
Government in the second, have grown 
the three Stations the Witte Bergen^ 



Kamastone, and the Kelsltamma, none of 
which could be avoided without such a 
rcspon^ihility fis the Disfrirt could not 
rctonnncnd, nor tlic Cumnmiee sanction. 

The Reports of these Stations ore 
already before the public: from thrm 
something of the success with which 
Ood has been pleased to crown the la- 
bours of his servants may be gathere;! ; 
but the influence which these Stations 
have exerted during the late war, as well 
as their influence in time of peace, is 
ftinofif^'st some of the good j)ro{luce(l. 
To our own minds, however, the greatest 
consolation arises ftom the number of 
thuKe who have been soundly converted 
to Ood, and especially for those safely 
escaped to glory. 

From our locality and from our future 
prospects, as well as from what (iod has 
already wrought, we have every reason 
to thank Ood and take courage. 

We have, besides our services on the 
Station, tour out.Statious where we have 
good wedtly congregations. To these we 
are enabled to attend, with the valuable 
help of our native Local Preachers and 
Exhortera, who roost willingly and 
heartily engage in their work. 

Thus, then, Kamastone ha? access to a 
population of from four to live thou.sanil 
souls, who will have lands secured to 
them by law ; that is, if good Sir (>eorge 
Catbcart^s plans are carried intoetfect: 
and certainly, from what we have already 
learnt of Sir George fSrey, we have no 
reason to hope for anything less, but 
much more, if it were desirable. We 
beg an interest in your prayers on our 
African .Missions, wiiidi are yet designed 
to demand a larger share of attention 
than the church has hitherto bestowed 
upon them.

The Missionary Report for 1855 contains the foUoYring notice of 
Kama's new Station 



The Mission established at the new 
location of fCama^s Trihe, on the Krh-- 
knmmay is proceeding satisfactorily. A 
temporary chapel has been provided, 
which is crowded every Sabbath ; and 
the preaching of the word is attended 
with saving energy. Fifteen adulta have 
been ndnuffcd to 1 npli»m, and sixteen 
have joined tlie catecliumen class. At 
four or five placea tn the nrighbouiliood, 
religious !icrvices are conducted on the 
Sabbath by native Local Preachers with 
good effect: the total of the year's 
Ubours, in a numerical point of view. 



is an increase of tbirty«eight menibm. 

Still better things may reasonably be ex- 
pected, when the Missionary shall have 
completed the preliminary hd»ours which 
arc inseparable from the establishment of 
a new undertaking. Meanwhile tboae 
labours are of advantage to the commu- 
nity in whirh he is placed ; and in place 
of the rude Kafiir hut, there are to Ite 
seen rising up along the banks of the 
beautiful Keiskamma, cottages bttilt in 
imitation of tliose of the Missionary and 
the Lliristian Chief, and containing two 
or tbvee rooma each.

We feel aaaured that this nana* 
tive will secure a deeper interest from many in that worl^ and will 
lead to prayer that it iiiciy be more and more favoured by the good 
hand of Godi which caa open doors, and prosper the seed aown. 



I RAVZ just accompUaM my int 

direct WissJoti-lnlKnirs ; nnd as they 
have been in connexion witli tbe noble 
movement for supplying a millioa ooplci 
of New Testament to China, yon inil 
no doubt be interested with !«oir)e account 
of them. I am sure you would, if you 
could ondentaDd the grateful joy with 
which a Chinese IMIssionary luakes a 
step beyond studying the language. 

I have before told you of the glad- 
ness cauacd by the announcement 
of the Rev. John A. James's pro- 
posal. AH the £nglii>h iUissionaTles m 
Canton (but, with shame be U spoken, 
these are only four) gave diemselves 
heartily to this enterprise. We secured 
copies of the New Temament; and I 
remember starting at four o*ekiek A.K., 
in the month of May, 1854, on one of our 
first excursions for country^distribution. 
Then came our confusion, from the out- 
bursts of rebellion ; and our operations 
were confined to Canton, and, indeed, 
almost to our preaching-places. In 
March last «• leoeivcd the ofier ef^liO 
ftom the British nnd Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, to defray the expenses of colport* 
age, &c, and urging as Immeoiate, 
wlde-8|NPend, and judicious a distribu- 
tion as is practicable." The mbber-bandi; 
were retreating just then ; and we re- 
solved to re-eommenee onr work of acat- 
tering abroad thr word of life. 

This resolution found me plodding on 
in a daily study of Chinese classics ; and 
thong h I vlalied quietly to continue this 
heavy flnty for another year, the loud 
call for vigorous and prompt action in so 
excellent an undcrtaMng conUI not be 
resisted. My books were laid aside; 
and I sought the blessing of God on a 
month or more to be spent in dispersing 



eopiee of that holy book. A imaU mms« 

pau was hired, and for two weeks we 
were carrying New Testaments to vil- 
lages within a day's journey of Canton. 
The sam^pan ii ^ email covered boat, 
propelled by <Mie Or more ohts in front, 
and by a scull behind. They are occu- 
pied by GUaese families, hamg ao an* 
merou8 on the river at Canton as to con« 
tuin two or three hundreds of thousands 
of individually. The buar weliired, only 
about fourteen feet by four, contained a 
ftiinily of eight or nine souls ; and the 
boat and chUdren ue quite patterns of 
tidiness and erderyi^ot * very frequent 
case, unfortunately. Dr. Hobson, of the 
T/ondon Missionary Society, two colpor- 
tcursj and myself engaged in these short 
trips, and were generally well received 
by the villagers. Mr. Beach rejoined 
me from Macao; and as our colporteurs 
caleiad xealoBily into our plans, we pro- 
ceeded to carry out some pvcjectcd ex* 
cantont into the country. 

MBJtVB or COJfVSTAKCK. 

The internal intercourso in this part 
of China is by water-conveyance. We 
hsve nothing uoirirring to your coaehca, 
gfga, carte, Ac The roads are few, 
narrow, and roughly laid with large 
slabs of stone. The work of draught- 
hortec in England ia perlbrmcd by men 

here; buffaloes draw tlu- plough; and 
only Mandarins and the Kmperor^s post- 
man ride on horseback. The hortea are 
very small, not often higher than twelve 
or thirteen hands. These deficiencies of 
land-transit, however, are abundantly 
made up by the nomenmi navigable 
streams that are found everywhere. Of 
course, by constant exercise, the river- 
populatiun make skilful builders and 
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maiiRg^^^ of boats. We can secure boats 
a(1i[iicil fitr snv service; an<l by sail, and 
oar, and tide, tliey are Itna tedious modeti 
of eonvciratieft than Um fkvtntfcd Bnglirfi 

traveller ni;ty stippo-^e. 

On Friday, April 14tb, w« bired a 
kind <^boiiie-boat, manned bjiburmen, 
atid affording &leepiDg*room fof two MtR- 
Hionaries and two eolporteuwi. We 
hoisted sail at about ckven a.m., and 
sltmd westward, haTing tbe tide with 
Hi, ai.il a strong; favourab'c wind. Our 
provikiuns and books were to last a four 
or five days* trip. The t»KMff fiiimig^ 
wMdi W« rapidly passed wai alton pic- 
tnwqoe: higb hills, trees, and fertile 
plains, greened over with the spring 
rice-eropa, were divenlHed with numer- 
ous vHlageg, rtow sheltered by hills, and 
others embosomed in shading trees. 
But we could only peep ont on ihe snr* 
iMMding scenery ; for prudence diMated 
that we shonld avoid observHtion. By 
night we had travelled as tar as our boat 
Mvld fo tsp tint atfaain; and w« «Mt 

m^cbor beside fi briilgr, b:ivin{j a mili- 
tary station on our left, and a large vil. 
lage, which, during tht retiwt diituib« 
aneen, bad been find, and was almoat a 
heap of niin?, on our right. We had 
dined just betore coming to andior; and 
allot ttoidnf widi on? oblportonra to read 
a portion of Ood'f^ word, and ^'ive tbnnks 
for so prosperous a passage, we com- 
pleted our sleeping* arrangements, and 
were soon aa comfortably settled as hard 
boaidt and mnqnlto-bitca wonld pennit. 

mVDBBAXCE TO TRAVKLLIKO IX

Saturday.— A breakfast (for we had 
brought our cook) and morning pray era 
over, we w«ta icndf Ibr our work. Wish* 

ful to convey our prprinuR treasure as far 
as possible, we hired a small boat to 
cany os to villages lying fbrtber up the 
stream. ^Ve ])as*,cd underneath the 
bridg«| when some voice hailed our boat- 
man to say he '*waa doing wrong to carry 
foreigners up there.*' Our boat was 
stopped, the roan refused to proceed. 
We sent one of the colporteurs to reason 
wtth the tndWidnal, but hi vain.

sequence of acting against his protest^ 
and refused to tslce »«. But we sent our 
Te>tauiettts and colporteurs, whiUt we 
ourselves retniMd to the other boaC 

Diirin^' the absence of our n!^;<istants we 
took some books to the soldiers on our 
left, and Iband a market-place. Many 
crowded round us, and we endeavoured 
to explain our business and the nature oF 
our books. The latter were sought with

T^-ns sttddtnh' stopped hy the arrival of :i 
messenger, who aniiounced that the rob- 
ben had TCfained, and after gaining aooio 
victory, had ^llaged and homed a phwe 
Rt six or seven mile«* distance. Of course 
there wa^ a great excitement, and the 
milltia-men took to their arms; the Mia« 
sionarie^ rttired to their boat, when manf 
followed for books, ttius affording an ex- 
cellent opportunity for preacMng Christ 
oonvertationaUpf^Jtk method which I 
tru.st will be approved and blesi»ed of 
God ; for it muiit be my chief instm- 
iMntaiity Ibr aone tieae to coom. Yow 
can present truth intelligibly in cnnversa- 
tion, which, if attempted in a set public 
attmOB, might na w —t Co ia mieh 
CMmjaigMi.

Tax IirTBSIOE. 

Our colporteurs returned towards dusk, 
having giv«t out all their books, and had 
asme gw>d opportnnitisB of rtoommand- 
ing their contents. Our boat imped 
dovn near to the next TUImc^ Mid Wt 
settled tur another night. 

Sunday — We ttarted at day-brtak, 
and visited three small villages before 
breakfast ; but though they thanked us 
fiv boolDa, we were loolced upon with some 
anspicion, and at each place the niUtia 
were tuminp^ out to attack the robbers. 

After breakfast we visited three vil- 
lages lower down the sHeami thoTil* 
lagers very eager to secure a " foreigner*!! 
book.** We did not venture out in the 
middle of tbe day, as the son was too 
powerful. The European cannot stand 
these hot davs. In the evening we were 
favoured with a most cordial reception at 
a vsspeetnhle WUagei and tirat ended 

our Sabbath's ■R ork. 

You must imagine two native col- 
porteurs and two JMissionartes leav- 
ing a boat with eight or tea Now Tea- 
tamentf under their arm^, and one of 
the boatmen behind with a large bun- 
dle of them. Wo fbUew • bsntea ridge, 
(for this all they can spare as pathway 
between their rice-tields,) until we reach 
a village. People are soon around us. 

Wt fifv oat • tim m twof and fan Mb 
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\rhen advanced to the 8hop8, or, if no 
shops, to some central place, Uw colpot- 
teur annouDon our errand, and wo go 

from shop to shop with a New Testa- 
ment. We atl ])jive a word of recom« 
meiitiauou to give lor our iiible. To 
the people abmit us we offer tracts, and 
thus make our way through ihc whole 
village and come back to our boat, iic- 
• aidee a crowd of men, we always have a 
host of village youngsters at our heels. 

Mr. Beiich ruid T read ri sermon toge- 
ther ; w e had our Chinese prayers, and 
with thankful, cheerAil hearta, doaed 
another Sabbatli day ; not without 
thoughts and prayers respecting the con- 
gregations, tchoola, and honnea where 
once Ood blessed us with such holy 
plfasnre< a< i»erhfips the MfsRionary may 
not enjoy a^uin until he comes to heaven. 

OrPOSlTIOK. 

^Monday. — Out early, but suspiciously 
received at one village, and raniaed ad* 
mictance to another. After visiting two 
other places, wc had only books for ano- 
ther distribution. Our next a very large 
Tillage. We gave out all oor Taata- 
ments, and were coniinj,' td our boats, 
when an individual, boiling with rage, 
furiously demanded of our colporteurs, 
*' Why they had brought foreigners 
(foreign devils) to that place ? China 
has her holy men, her holy books, and 
her Celestial Sovereign ! Why bringtheir 
foTci ^n books here?" The colporteurs 
aiiswercd not a word; for the man was in 
a passion. He threatened fliem and 
threatened our boatmen with serious con- 
sequences if they repeated the offence. 
Wc spoke to him mildly, and left fur 
Canton. Our books had been disttibut* 
ed ; and conunendin;; out work to Him 
who "giveth the increase,'* we reached 
home hy dark. 

We had been up-couutry between 
twenty and thirty miles, and distributed 
at seventeen villages six hundred copies 
of 6od*s word, and one thousand tracts. 

Our work will generally be of the 
same character, with occasional incidents 
of ooosiderable interest. In our next 
exeunlon, we had several. We went 
easterly. Starting early, we travelled 
slowly all day. Next morning, wiiiist 
dressing, wo ImmA our colporteur ihottt 
in the front of our boat, and, on going 
out, saw a small boat with nine rough 
fallows aboard paddling off aa ftat aa 
possible. Thby were thiem: hut the 
sight of foreigners, wl o are known to 
cany most deadly weapons, had fright* 
aned them. Oor i^ratection is ia Qod,

Late that night, we came to our dcati* 

nation. A deceitful fellon- came to our 
boat, and ^poke as our friend. About 
nine o'clock wc ^aw manj lights ap- 
pioadiing. A Mandarin and some 
scores of armed soldiers were quickly 
upon us. They rudely dragged out our 
colporteurs, who were aleeping. Kneel- 
ing before the Mandarin, onnelTesitand. 
ing close behind, they were examined. 
The officer said they must be locked up 
for the night. But wo protested, showed 
our books, refused to go until they ■^vcrc 
released, doc, and the Maiularin wisely 
released them. He was a aenslUo ma&. 
And as a vigilant watch was kept against 
thieves and rebels, he feared we mit^ht 
have come to carry out. haine covert 
scheme in connexion witii disguised 
traitors lirinj^ there. When he saw that 
we had honest business, and that the two 
foreigners would occasion him some 
trouble if he ill>treated their agents, ho 
gave them warnin"^; and on promise 
iliut we went away next uiorning, ho 
gave them up. There was too mudt 
disturbance in the neighbourhood, which 
luU been represented as being at peace, 
to render it % proper season fbr distribu- 
tion of books by foreigners ; and so we 
promised \h:\t we woiil(i leave early, and 
with a respecLiui greeting we bade him 
and hla nolsf soldiers *<good night.** 
The consequences would not have been 
serioiu to our men ; but they must have 
borno the annoyanee of two or tbreo 
days* confinement~>if once shut up. The 
two Missionaries were treated respect- 
fully through the wliole affair; but tills 
is their deceitful way of managing. Thef 
thwart and annoy us, by Joying upon 
the natives. 

The next day we came nearer home, 
and with favourable reception distributed, 
at fifteen villages, nine hundred and forty 
copies oi the New-Testament Scriptures. 

Our next trip was to Fuh-Shan, that 
lar^-e city which was so long held by the 
retiels, and has been so desolated by lire. 
We were received tolerably well, our 
books were eagerly caught ii] , ntul wa 
gave out nearly four hundred to them. 

You will see from these hurried par- 
ticulars, tliat a spirit of union and zeal 
and joy i'^ c iked on the foreign Stations 
by your generous zeal at home — that the 
New Testament u generally Well and 
eagerly received as a " foreigner's book/* 
but its circulation is a work of some 
anxiety and toil. Let your prayers

^ «!oon as our Dixtruf- i\leetintr in 
Madras was concludeil, 1 ieit lur iNcga- 
pauun and our other Stations in the South 
of India. It was desirable, on many ac- 
counts, that I should embrace an early 
opportunity of taking this joomey, and 
the present appeared to be the moat fa- 
vourable one. As Mr. Pinliney, who 
had travelled in the Nigupataui and 
Manargoody Cireuita, was returning to 
Trichinopoly, after attending the District- 
Meeting, I prevailed upon him to go a 
little out of his way, and eeeompany me 
in my tour, that, in the arrangement of 
some important matter^i, I might have 
the benetit of his experience. 



VISIT 'JO .MRS. CllVV-ll's t.KW K. 

We arrived at Negapatain on Saturday 
morning, the 17^ of February. M'e 
found our two Assistant Missionaries, 
Messrs. Hobday and Kvers, quite well, 
and zealously engaged in their great 
MaMter*s work. 1 had long conversations 
with them about the state of the Circuit, 
in all its departments ; feeling very 
anxious to ascertain all its real wants, 
that 1 might be able to give our young 
brethren suitable directions and advice. 
I WAS perfectly satisfied with their past 
proceedings, and felt contidence in advis* 
in {J with them as to the future. We re- 
joice in Mr. Simpson's appointment to 
this Circuit, end pray not only that he 
may tirrivp safely in India, but thnt he 
may be boou followed by others who will 
all be spaml to live end labour long in 
this important fidd. In the evening I 
calk cl to sec some old inembera of Society 
whom 1 hud known in other Circuits 
many years ago. It was chewing to see 
them stand fast in tlie Jjord, and to hcnr 
of his gracious dealings with them and 
their children. While conversing with 
the children of God in this pUee, I was 
frequently reminded of thoMc members of 
the Lord's family who hud been removed 
hence to their heavenly home. I went 
one rvfniing to the old Dutch burial- 
groui]d to aee the tomb of the late Mrs. 
Gryer and her sister. A neat airoopha- 
gus-sha])ed block of black granite marks 
the spot where their mortal remains lie 
side by side. On the upper surface of 
the stone is the fottowing appropriate in- 



scription : — *' In memory of Mary, the 
wile of Thomas Crycr, Wesleyan Mis- 
uonary, who died at Manargoody, De- 
cember 13th, lfl4:i, aged thirty-three 
years; and of Margaret Burton, her sis- 
ter, who died at Negapatam, January 
2d, 1848, aged twenty-eiglit years, 
' They were lovely and pleasant in their 
lives, and in their death they were not 
divided.* (2 Sam. i. 23.)*' Alas ! tliere 
is now no IVIi«sionary's wife or sister 
here, to teach the Heathen girls of Nega- 
patam, or those of Manargoody and 
i^Ielnattani, the way to heaven. The 
lambs whom the Good Shepherd has 
commanded us to bring to him, are wan* 
deriiig in the wUderneH, no one caiea for 
llieir souls. 

NATIVES AND KKni.ISH AT THE 
lohd's TABLF. 

February i8t1i This morning Mr. 

Evers preached in the Tamul language 
to a mixed congr^tion of English, 
TMiropean descendants, and natives. In 
the evening I preached to a somewhat 
simUar congregation in the same chapeL 
Afterwards I administered the sacrament 
of the Lord's supper to the members of 
our Society, both native and English, as 
wdl as to a few otben who oeeasionally 
communicate with us. It was a pleasing 
sig'iu to see English people, converted 
Hindoos, and European descendanii, all 
kneeling together at the table of the 
Lord. The Kev. Mr. Howland, an 
American Missionary, who had been a 
few days in Negapatam, and who was 
ready to embark on the morrow for his 
Station in Ceylon, ako formed one of our 
little company. Thus to meet at the 

Lord's table, on his own c3.iy and in his 
own house, with converted people of dif- 
ferent nations, languages, and colours, ia 
well calculated to cheer the Missionary 
in Ins work, and to strengthen his hopes 
of meeting in the Father's house above, 
to spend one eternal Sabbath with the 
innumerable company gatherpfl out of 
every nation, and kindred, and tongue, 
and people, who have waalMd their robes 
and made them white in the blood of the 
Lamb. Whilst engaged in this holy 
service here, I could not but think of the 
krethicn, Bwxne, tad Loaf bottom, and' 
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Crjer, who all preached in this chapel, 
who were all fellow-lahoureti with me, 
but who have all rested from their la- 
bottr», and are now employing their 
noblfr powers inptfttaing Him who loTcd 
them and washed them from their sins 
in his own blood; to him be glory, for 
ever and ever. Amen. 

A JESUIT COLLEGE. 

iMonday, 19th. — We went thtst morn- 
ing to wtt the Jesalta* CoUege, whidi it 
situated about a mile to the north of our 
iVIisslon-housi*. The bnildin!^ is larj^^*? 
and pleasantly situated^ but not quite 
finished. There are between seventf 
and eighty students .- about sixty of them 
are natives, two are JUunqpeaoiy and the 
rtst are Bavopein descendaafcs. There 
are six Professors and one Principal of 
the College. The students receive a first- 
rate education, and already some of them 
bave obtidned important offices in India, 

both in the Honournble f'nmp:inv's and 
the Queen's services. They have a 
jn^nting-presii on the premises in active 
operation) and seem disposed to neglect 
no means of accomplishing great tilings 
in India. The Principal, and ali^o the 
Professor who conducted os o'ver the 
establishment, were very polite and com- 
municative. On leaving, i could not 
but lament that so much learning and 
labour were devoted to a sparious Chris- 
tianity, find thr^nk God for a purer fnifh : 
but inasmuch aH our mere creed will not 
save the people around us, we Ml deter^ 
mined, by the grace of God, not to be 
outdone by a Jesuit in zealous and perse- 
vering labourji for the conversion of the 
Heathen to whom we are sent. 

oum owir schooi.. 

Tuesday, February 20th. — ^This morn- 
ing I examined our boys' school in Ncga^ 
patam. As you have a full and correct 
account of the school in our last District- 
Minutes, I need not repeat it. I merely 
add, therefore, thai I was well pleased 
with the diligence and zeal of our two 
young brethren, the Assistant Mission- 
aries here, who have been the principal 
Teachers in the school : 1 would not 
change them for all the six learned Pro- 
fessors in the Jesuits* College. It is 
true we cannot in our school '/ivp a 
scholastic training equal to that which 
they give in their College ; but, thank 
Ood, we can give, and are giving, that 
knowledge which makes men wise unto 
salvation, ^\'e teach, in order that tlie 
' students may be converted to God ; and 
in tliis we have not bcon left without 
Jiaittkii of the l>ivine approbation. About 



twelve months ago, as you^will remem- 
ber, one of the scliolars in this school 

was converted ; and a very interesting 
account of him was given by Mr. Jen- 
kins, which ai^eared in the Missionary 

Notices for September, 1854. I am 
happy to say that the youth is still doing 
well, and is iilcely to become a useful 
agent in the Mission. Thank God, we 

bnvp, just now, from the s.imr sf-hnol, a 
similar case^ which you will be glad to 
hear. 

A yOl/NG CONVERT. 

It is briefly this : A little while 
ago, one of the first hoys in the school 

manifested tltrp convictions of sin, and 
was anxious publicly to renounce Uin- 
doolsm, and openly to express his faith 
in Christ by being baptized. He made 
known his convictions and wishes to Mr. 
Uobday, but was afraid, for a long time^ 
of mentioning them to his fadier } well 
knowinc^ t!ic nppnsitinn he would meet 
with from him, and also from his other 
rehttions. But when at length he did 
summon courage enough to tell his father 
all his mind, he had to encounter a terri- 
ble storm of rage. His father flogged 
him, scolded him, spit in his face, and 
threatened him with other marks of his 
displeasure, if he persisted in becoming 
a Christian. The boy endured all with 
meekness and humility. He could have 
no protection from the law of the land. 
As that law is administered in Negapa< 
tam, it will not protect a boy iVom the 
violence of his relations in a case of this 
kind. The lad determined therefore.' to 
flee to Madras, as a city of refuge, where 
he would be allowed to choose for himself 
in spiritual matters, and be defended, by 
law, against Heathen violence. Similar 
cases have been tried several times in the 
Madras courts, and always decided in 
favour of the convert ; but out of the 
jurisdiction of English courts, Hindoo 
law prevails in these cases ; and by that 
it would be decided that a yoiith under 
eighteen years of age is not at liberty to 
embrace Christianity in opposition to the 
wishes of his father. l'''ii{lcr these cir- 
cumstances this boy started for Madras ; 
and as Mr. Pinkney and I were going to 
Ncgapatam, we met with him at Sbeally, 
about forty milr^ nn his journey. It was 
about eleven o'clock at niglit when he 
came to w in the travellers* bungalow, 
and t/tld his talc with much simplicity 
and feeling. He had with him a Bm.ill 
bundle, consisting of his New Testament 
and a few scliool-books. In his anxiety 

ten hi$ bodily wants, and to have token 
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no thought for the morrow ; for when he 
started on this journe/ of one hundred 
tnd eighty mtlca, all the monejrlie had 
was two annas and a half, about three- 

pence halfjicnny. He raised a little at 
Trau4uebar by selliiu; one of his school- 
books (hit Endtd^a Elements of Geome- 
try) for four annas, nbout Cul. Of this 
he had a little renidining when we met 
with him. Wt rcplenishea his litde 
store, gave him enitablc advice, and he 
went on his way rejniciiifj:. But his 
father pursued the little fugitive, caught 
him, and took him back to Negspatam. 
I have not yet b'\ir«l the ])nTticiilars. 
But the matter, it is to be hoped} will 
not end here. If the boy remain stead- 
fkst, and we pray (to<l to grant that he 
niay, this takin;,' of liini buck again to 
hi^k Heathen relation*! will eventually b« 
no triumph to Heathenism, but in tbe 
arrnTigcnunfs of Divine Providence will 
turn out for the furtherance of the 
Gospd. 

\ou win remember that our brethren, 

Hob'lriy HTid Kvers, whom fhp hard is 
thus blesiiing in their educational and 
odier efibrts, are themselves the fruits of 
Missionary labour. They were both 
members of our Mission-students' cTasf, 
under IMr. Jenkins in Madras, and by 
him were carefully instructed and quali- 
fied for their jjrcscnt ofRce in the church. 
Thus the Lord is raising up Ministers 
in India, appointing them to their re- 
spective fields of labour, and then caus- 
ing them to say with gladness, "We 
have not laboured in vain, nor spent our 
strength for nought** 



MItllOM PRKMISBS. 

The room in whieb die above-men- 
tioned scholars have been taught was 
almost blown down, in the hurricane 
which destroyed so much property in 
this part of India, on the 27th of March, 
Tlip walls arc cracked and bent ; 
the roof has for a long time been supjport- 
ed by props, and must be taken down 
befbre the next rainy season, or the whole 
building will fall to tbe ground. I can- 
not make you understand all the particu- 
lars by any description I might attempt. 
However, the fact is, tliat after obtaining 
the best advice I could get, I have given 
dirsctions for the room to be pulled down 
and rebuilt in a substantial manner, ac- 
cording to a plan kindly given me by an 
English gentleman in the Honourable 
Company's service, who thoroughly un- 
derstands such matters. \Vc ^hM cir- 
culate a subscription-paper here, and we 
hops to obtsia a few pecuniary contribu- 
tilms ; but the rest must come ftom yenr 
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'^Ttn' to the District. However, If you 
will kindly make our wants known in 
England, you will doubttess obtain a few 
special donations on this account, and 
also on account of the Manargoody house, 
which 1 shall have to mention presently. 
We have many friends who will give 
something, that the Jesuits* College may 
not be the only educatioi^ establishment 
in this large Heathen town. We shall 
want forty or fiftv pounds. I send you 
a roiij^h pencil sKetch of our old Dutch- 
built Mission-house, with the school- 
room on the premises as it will appear 
when rebuilt.

WEOAPATAH. 

I may observe thnt Nei^apalam is. in 
sonic respects, nut so important a place 
or so desinble a residence as it was when 
the f'ollcrtor, and other Kurdish gentle- 
men in the Ifonourable Company's ser- 
vice, resided here. Neither can we now 
obtun the same amount of subscriptions 
to meet any etnerj^cncy for the carrying 
on of our regular work, as we could at 
tiiat time. Other arrangements are, how- 
ever, in contemplation, which, if carried 
out, will effect very important changes 
here. It is very likely there will be a 
railway laid down from this port to 
'J'richinopnh" ; if this be donr, -ipa- 
tani will become a mudi more important 
town than it has ever been ; and we shall 
have ready communication with other 
Stations, with additional facilities for the 
carrying on of our great work. Travel- 
ling is now, in this part of Indi<i, a most 
tedious affair. However, whether there 
be a rail or no rail, English or no Eng- 
lish residents here, the native population 
is, and will continue to be, vast and im- 
portant, ft now calls, and will continue 
to call, for the best efforts of all the Mis- 
sionaries you can send, and all the native 
31inistc!rs whom the Jbord may raise up 
in the place. 

Dnruig the few days that I stayed 
hettf there were other services held which 
I have not mentioned ; such as, preach- 
ing to the Heathen in our North -gate 
chapd, a class-meeting, tbe baptism of 
two children by ]Mr. PlnVney, and a 
Tamul sermon by him one week-evening. 
Also, as opportunity offered, we went 
about and looked at the town on all sides, 
noted the positions oPour chapels, schools, 
and Mission-house, inquired into all the 
minor arrangements. Circuit duties, Ac ; 
!;tid it was dear to me that former Mis- 
sionaries here had, like experienced gene- 
rals, skilfully made all needful arrange- 
ments for attacking this stronghold of the 
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moaaji we want adequate re-inforee- 
menis immediately ; and then, under the 
command of the great Captain of our sal- 
vation, this stronghold of Heathenitm 
nratt All ht^om t1i« preadiiiig of tfce 
fi'o^pLl, and the pcoplr become the will- 
ing subjects of the I'rince of Peace.— i )n 
looking at this Negapatam Circuit in all 
its aspects, tad the wiMk in all its be 
ings, I think yon wiH witli me wc 
have reason to thank God; and take 
eevnfe. 

IIANAROOODV, A rUUHEH STATION, 

HOW voBtAcsy. 

ThttTsday, February 22d This even* 

ing we arrived at Manargoody, once a 
delightful Aliasion-Station, but now a 
poor, abandoned, desolate, Ibrlotn pltee. 

Where the little chapel stood there it 
nothing but a mound of ^tth, and name 
brlck-work which supported the pulpit. 
Of the Cateehlst*s house and the honaet 
of the few native rhri«:fians which were 
sear it, not a vestige remains, ei^cept 
here end there t ftw feet of mud-wtu. 
The thatched cottage etlled the Mission* 
house, in which a succession of IMission- 
aries lived, still stands ; it threatens to 
fall, bat yet ft stands. There ore wtllt, 
and doors, and windows, and u roof, but 
all B^dly out of repair. The grea^ 9^omx 
already alluded to made t wreek of theae 
premises. There was at that time no 
Alissionary living here; there has been 
none since. Two succeeding luonsoons 
have increased the desolation elibeted by 
the storm ; nnd if something bs not done 
before the next rainy season, there will 
not be even the thtpe or skeleton of a 
house remaining. 

It is a grievous thing for us to enter 
upon Stations, and then abandon them in 
thitwty. We had better never begin t 
Bfission to any place than do as we have 
done at Manargoody. To begin a work 
of this sort, and then in a year or two 
give it up, is just the way to confirm the 
Heathen in their Heathenism. Every 
retreat on our part is a triumph on theirs. 
Here we erected the tttndtvd of the evots, 
and then shamefully retreated before the 
face of an inferior ppw^r. The reason is 
well known ; it was because the soldiers 
of Christ who entered the battle-field 
were not supported. As they fell, there 
were none to step into their places. The 
ground was tbandmied to the enemy 
amidst the exultations of Satan and 
bigoted Heathen Priests. When we see 
Hindoo temples in ruins, we conclude 
that Hindooism, in that loctUty, is fkll- 
in-^ ; find vrhrn they see our Mission- 
hou&eii atifi;ch&pels m ruiifs, they conclude 



that Christian Missions are a failure, and 
become confirmed in their idolttrjp; 

By abandoning Stations we not only 
coofinn the Heathen in their Ueathen* 
Itm, but we gfrieve our friends here, and 
forfeit their confidence. When Mr. 
Cryer was in this Circuit, a respectable 
Hindoo gentleman built a school-room 
for us, in the best street of Manargoody. 
It is a good substantial building, worth 
fifVy or sixty pounds. This gentleman 
bnut the room with the nn^erstanding, 
of course, that the school would be 
superintended by a resident English 
Missionary; but, alas! we have not kept 
feith wiA this Heathen man, who loved 
our nation and built this synagogue. 
There the school-room stands, as a bea- 
con, warning aU Hindoos against helping 
the Missionary. 

Besides, by abandoning Stations as we 
have done iViauargoody, we tantalize sin- 
cere ii^[uirers, and destroy tihe degree of 
confidence whirh they had but just begun 
to repose in us, apd the ofters of raercy 
we made them in the name of our Mas- 
ter. We etn^e to these diseased souls 
in Manargoody, and offered them a heal- 
ing balm ; but just as they were becom- 
ing convinced of its hetlhig power, we 
turn from them, pass away on the other 
side, and leave them to perish. We 
Ibund them perishing ; we offtred lliem 
the water of life ; they were so fyx gone, 
that it was long befor?* fhcy could be 
made to comprehend the natuie ot our 
olfer ; but when tt length they are just 
about to drink nf it, we withdraw the 
cm> ; they feel they arc tantalized by our 
oflvr of the Gospel ; they return to dieir 
old sins, and are mcure eoofirmed in the|r 
idolatry than ever they were. 

But this is not all : it has to be added 
that, hj abandoning Stations, we leuve 
young converts dreadfully exposed, and 
help to turn them back to Hindooism. 
I do not know that any Manargoady 
Chritdttt wtt so tested ; but in Ml! - 
tarn many have ; I shall have to speak of 
them presently : and in the Canarefe 
District, tt Goobbee, old Daniel hat been 
most severely tried by the abandonment 
of that Mission. I hope to visit that 
Station soon, and then I tbtll be able to 
give you more x>ATticoltrt. But, as a 
cncral thing, when a man and his family 
ave left thei^ friends and relations, and 
all they htve in this world, by heopinlog 
Christians, when they have been forsaken 
of all because of their attachment to uf, 
it it a very Imrd thing for us to forsake 
Am too. And if we go back to re- 
occupy an abandoned Station, it will be 
a long time befoi^e c^fidence in us i; 
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mtored : but the longev the delay, the 
greater the evil. 

It sometimes happens that a Station is 
given up because it proves unhealthy, or 
there is some evil connected with it 
which was not known when tlie Station 
was commenced. But there is nothing 
of tbit kind In Manurgoody. It is as 

healthy a town as any in Southern India, 
and is remarkably dean^ open, and plea- 
sant I hava not seen or heard nt any 
town in dia District which in these 

particulars in superior to it. The streets 
are wide, and the houses not crowded 
lofedier* The Mission^resldence is 
about ten minutes' walk to the south of 
Manargoody. The population is about 
20,000. A Miasionary who loves 
preaching may here find ample scope for 
that primary duty. A first-rate English 
school may be had of respectable and 
intelligent Hindoo youths : a charity 
school for poor children, and especially 
for the poor little destitute Chiistian 
children fiom Mdnattam, ought to be 
fst;i!)lished on the IMission-preniises, In 
this the Missionary's wife will find 
plenty to do, and an ample compensation 
for her toil. The villages round Manar« 
goody may all be visited, on n system, 
in regular course ; and, indeed, there is 
every opportunity for usefblneaa that a 

aealous Mis^i narv could desire, ami, 
nnder the Divine blessing, every pro- 
spect of success aa the fcsnlt of sealous, 
perMTering effiirL 

WHAT 8RASTBB8 HINDOO YOVTH 
NOW RSAO. 

Friday, 20th. — M''e went (o the boys* 
school, which is kept in the room built 
livr us by a native gentleman, as already 
mentioned. The master is a Portuguese 
descendant, who appears to do his best ; 
but without English su)>ctvision not 
mndi vill ever be effected. We arranged 
for an examination on the following 
Monday. Several of the elder boys 
walked with ns to some of the temples, 
and to (lilfercnt parts of the town. 
Afterwards they accompanied us to the 
Mission-house. I spolce to them plainly 
respecting the only way to heaven ; and 
in the course of my remarks I said, 
•* Now read your own Shasters and the 
Bible too t ascertain which of them has 
the clearest evidence nf being a revelation 
£tom God, and then believe and obey 
diat** A youth of about eighteen years 
of age replied, " We know very little of 
the Hindoo system : the Brahmins never 
teach us, and they do not even wish us 
to read the Shasters : the only religious 
book ve read is the Bible.** 1 believe 



this statement to be strictly true. These 

youths, and othen too, would be de- 
lighted to come to the Missionary every 
day for instruction $ and the result would 
be important beyond the calculation of 
men and angels. It is out of tlic well- 
instructed and converted young Hindoos 
that we may raMonably expect the Lord 
to raise up thr Ltithcrs, and ^\'esleys, 
and Wbitefields of India. Happy and 
honoured will that Missionary be whom 
the great Head of the church shall 
appoint to this important work. 

On Monday morning, at six o'clock, 
all the boys of the school, about thirty 
in number, assembled at the Mis«;Ton- 
bouae, according to previous arrangement. 
They read ptnrtions of the New Testa- 
ment in English, translated freely into 
Tamul, and answered sundry questions 
respecting thejMrtions they read. They 
bad amne m^wledge of geography, 

grammar, hi'^tory, &r, ; but in all their 
Studies they arc very far below the boys 
at Madras and Negapatam ; and yet, as 
to intellectual capability, tbry iirc, I 
imagine, exceeded by none in any part 
of India. In the course of conversation 
which followed tlie examination, one 
boy, Hbont fourteen years of age, stoutly 
vindicated the practice of idolatry ; but 
said, ** We do not worship the idol s we 
worship God in the idol, and the image 
is only a representation of God.'' I said, 
" One of your idols is like e monkey, 
and others lilce ugly, disgusting mon- 
sters. To say that God is like any of 
these, or is represented by them, is^- an 
offence unto him. Now, if you were to 
draw the picture of a monkey on the 
wall, and then say to your father, 
'Fadier, look there: that is your like- 
ness : I have made it, that when I see it 
I may think of you,* — your fatlicr would 
be offended. So Uod is offeudcti with 
those who make and worship idols as 
representatives of him. He has plainly 
commanded, ' Thou ahalt not make to 
thyself any graven image, or the like- 
ness,' " ikc. The other boys smiled; 
but my little disputant was unconvinced, 
but just such a boy aa a 3Iissiouary 
ddigbts in teaching. When these fine 
lads RTf ronvcTtcd, they will become able 
champions for the truth. But they now 
need daily instruedan, and they must 
have if. ^Ve want men of faith and 
steady, plodding perseverance ; men who 
win do their work because the Lord has 
appointed it, whether they see success or 
not. The Lord will take care of the 
result. 
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WHO WiLt Btfltb A MISSKIN- 

HOUi^E AT MANARGOOT>Y? 

At INIanargoody, and all similar Sta* 
tioo« i'ar from English society, there 
Kbould oever be fewer than two married 

MijMsionarics. Here we shall want two 
Mission-houses, each of which will cost 
i.'40O : but what is this amount amongst 
our rich folks at home ? If a fow firiendd 
do not give it to you in answer to a 
apedal appeal, perhaps some one will 
Inid it at InodenUe interest or on annuif 7 
by Rpeclal arrangement, Thb iiuist 
leave with you ; meantime, as a »tep 
towards the re-occupation of Manargoody, 
I have given dircctionM for the wreck of 
a Mi.ssion-hou8r> tn he rrpairfd and mnde 
habitable. I send you a pencil sketch 
of what it win kmk like wlicn tlie repairs 

are completer]. All will br finished, I 
expect, by the time this letter arrives in 
JBngland. For these repairs (at wcH aa 
for the rebuilding of the Nfgapafam 
school) donations will doubtless cf>n^e in 
to your treasury according to our need, 
ids., £S» or £35. By the time Mr. 
Simpson arrives, the ^lanargootly house 
will be a shelter ior him, or any other 
Miastonary, who luay vidt It OCCasioDally 
from Negapatam during tliia year; and 
it will be a good temporary residence for 
the brother who may have to superintend 
the erection of tlie new Misaion-liousei. 

We mourn over the present state of 
things, and wail with prayerful anxiety 
for help. Much lalxmr Iras been be- 
stowed on this Circuit, and much good 
seed has been scattered and v, atered by 
many tears. But, notwithstandmg the 
neglect which we have to mourn over, 
perhaps all the good seed has not yrt 
been choked. Here that truly anostohc 
Mifilonary, Thomat Cryer, preacned the 
word ; and here that holy woman, J^lary 
Cryer, agonized in prayer for the Divine 
blessing on her husband's preaching, and 
here, in this half-ruined house, she died. 
They both went forth, at their Master^s 
command, to work in his vineyard ; and 
they oonttnned to woric, notil he said, 
" It is enough, come up hither," and 
they entered into rest. l?iit arc there no 
labourers, like-minded, left behind in the 
church below ? Or are there no means 
of sending them to this land ? Have the 
money-holdeni in England, whom the 
Lord haa put In trust for the carrying on 
of this great work, appropriated all that 
their Lord put into their Ijands ? Let 
me intreat you to put these questions, for 
us, to our Societies and frienda in £ng* 
land ; and yon will, I hope, soon have a 
cheering answer to »end us. Not only 



will men and women Hke Thomas .ind 
Mary Cryer be found, but t)iou»ands 
who loved tlieoi, and their great Ai aster, 
and the cause in which thcv lived and 
died, will freely caot their offerings into 
the treasury, and place at your dinposid 
all you need for sending us fresh labour- 
ers to begin again the cultivation of this 
wilderness, that ere long it may become 
i«ke tbe garden of the Jjotd, 

MSLKATTAM, AKOTBBll POBBAKKV 
STATIOir* 

Saturday, 2r)th This morning wc 

came to Melnattam, another of our 
abandoned Stations. It was once the 
residence of two Missionaries ; hut now 
fhr !M iHsion-housc is a ruin : rtll that 
remains are a tew walls without doors, 
or windowa, or roof. I send you a pen- 
cil sketch, but cannot convey to you any 
idea of my sorrow of heart whilst 1 stood 
looking at this scene of desolation. 

The village of Melnattam contains 
about three htindrerl itihabitanfs, who 
gain a scanty ^iubsiiitence by cultivating 
a rather liaiTen tract nt land. The por^ 
tion belonging to the village is about 
three miles long and two and a half wide, 
the whole rent of whidi is only about 
£70 per annum, but quite as much as it 
is worth. The best Hoil is divided info 
gardens and small fields, and the remain- 
ing portion is oouimon graxing land for 
all tlir rattle of the villagr. 

The moral state of thene villagers is 
very low indeed t and it is to be feared 
that the nominal Christians, about sixty 
in number, are not much better th ui the 
Heathen. They were formerly Papibts ; 
but diey renounced Popery, and placed 
themselves under Mr. Bourne's pastoral 
care many years ago. From that day to 
this no one nas even profctaed to cave for 
their souls except our Missionaries, and 
we have almost deserted them. Untl'^^r 
these circumstances their moral btate in, 
perhaps, quite aa good as we could 
reasonably cxj^rrt it to he. Their 
children are surrounded by bad example 
of every kind, and are growing up con- 
firmed in ignorance and vice. Altoga* 
ther, their case is a very painful one. 

The chapel, which was built by Mr. 
Bourne, nnd an engraving of which 
appeared in a Quarterly Paper some 
years ago, still stands, and is in tolerably 
good repair. Mr. Hobday or Mr. Even 
comes over fronj Negapatam, forty miles, 
about once a month to preach and exa- 
mine tlic school, &c. Under some cir- 
cumstances, this would, perhaps, be 
deemed sufficient for a small village ; 
and if the Christians here were generailjr 
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ri'lvanrril iiT knoulejl-re and Christian 
grace, or if we had a good Catechist or 
Leader, or any other confidential person, 
to whom tbej might look up, this supply 
would he rery effective : but the condi- 
tion of elnattam is the very reverse of 
the one jntt supposed, — ^fhere It no one 

to co-n]ierate with fhe .Mi«:sionary, or to 
necond the object of liis visits. We ftar 
that most of the good seed perithes. 

SuncUy, 26lh.-»Mr. Pinkney p readied 
in the morning, and Mr. Hobday in the 
evening. The congregation was about 
thirty on eaeh occasion, exdnslve of the 
Kchool-childrcn. ^fnny of tli?iv. were 
ragged and dirty ; and one can scarcely 
wonder at it ; for they are all poor, and 
Bome Yerf poor indeed. Several of them 
are widows ; and these we assist a little. 
By a grant from the Madras sacrament- 
inonef, and a Utde from other sonrees, 
Mr. Hobday provides the widows with a 
new clotti about once a year^ that they 
may appear somewhat decent in the place 
of woTMiip on the Lord*a day ; but a« thia 
is generally all the clothing they ever 
have, it is no wonder that they are occa- 
siondly in rags. It appeared to me, 
aUo, that there was i rlnll, sen«!eless 
appearance about the people^ very differ- 
ent flpom all the oAer Tamvl eongrega< 
tions which I haTS teen. But here, 
apain, what can we expect fVom people 
brought up as they have been, without 
edncation, and liidng as they live, with, 
out any employment or society calcu- 
lated to call their mental powers into 
activity f We have seen them fn flila 
low poaitiaii, and have not done all th«t 
was required to lift them out of it : we 
are verily guilty concerning our bre- 
thren. The nomind Christians of this 
village have very strong claims upon us : 
we took them from Popery, to show them 
a better way ; they abandcmed tiieir old 
teachers to come to us; they did tUa 
publicly before the Heathen; and it w^s 
known to all that our Missiouaric-i iiad 
become their Pastors. For a time we 
did watch over them as a flock ; but, 
alaa ! tlie shepherd was removed, the 
Pastor's house is a rnin, and these poor 
i^ouls are as sheep without a shepherd. 
What can the Heathen think of us ? 
How are they likely to abandon their 
'^velattons and friends for the sake of 
Christianity, with the prospect of being 
abandoned by us in return ? Who is to 
answer for we sonls of these Heathens, 
thus prejudiced against Christianity by 
our neglect of the professing Chvistians ? 
We cannot blimie die Committee; our 
DiBtrict-l\Ieeting is not in fault: the 
matter resta with the Christian pnblic, 
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who possess and tcep bntl: tlie means of 
helping us. Let me entreat you again 
to make our case fully known. Tell all 
our fViends that^ even after Mr. Simpafln*s 
arrival, we shall have only four European 
Missionaries in the whole of the Maidraa 
District ; which Is about one-third of our 

former nurnber. Four 3f!<;sinnarips as 
the Methodist portion of the allied anny 
which has to conquer the milUona of 
Sonthem India ! It was once said on a 
great occasion, England expects every 
man to do his duty ; " but we now say. 
Every Missionary expects England to do 

its dntr. Only let us bnve something 
approximating to a reasonable force, and, 
by the gr^ce of 6od, we shi^l see these 
strongholds of Satan destroyed. I do 
not recommend anythinj^ extravagant for 
th|s place. I do not even plead that the 
Metnattam Mission-house should be 
rebuilt nt prcspn*^ ; but T do plead tlm* 
ManargooUy, nine miles distant, may be 
supplied, as already recommended ; and 
then Melnattam, being the second place 
in the Manargoody Circuit, will be pro* 
perly attended to; these poor ignorant 
people and their children will be eared 
for, and persevering labour will be ful - 
lowed by success. I am very sanguine 
In my expectations of help ; and with it 
we shall, 1 am sare, have the prayeni of 
the church, and the blessing of Ood. 

TRICHIKOPOLY. 

Wednesday, ^ihh Wc arrived at 

Trichinopoly this cveoing, and found 
Jtfra. Pinkney and the oiiUien quite 
wen. Trichinopoly is divided into two 

parts. — the cantonment, and the native 
town, about two milcii distant from each 
Other. The cantonment is very plea- 
santly laid ni:t, anil, tbon-^h very bot, it 
is one of the most healthy pUces in the 
Madras Presidency. The native town 
contains an immense number of inhabit- 
ants. It surrounds the celebrated Tri- 
cliiuupoly rock, and has in its immediate 
vicinity two or three very large villages, 
and the far-famed temples of Srcennr^tim. 
Being a fortified town, it is sometimes 
called the fort,** in contradistinction to 
the cantonment, which, of course, is 
unwallcd and open. 'l"hc fortifications 
have long been in a delapidated state, 
and now I see the authorities are throw- 
ing the rani]iart» into tlii Ircnches. If 
they proceed to the completion of this 
work, there wiU be a fine open bdt of 
level ground all around the town, instead 
of a filthy ditch. The alteration will 
add greatly to the comfort of the people, 
and the healthiness of the fort. 
In the English r^ginftnta statioiled In 
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the canton\nent, we have generally had 
some members of our Society ; and our 
l^Iiffsionaries have, for year*, been in the 
habit of yisiting the plnre from Negapa- 
tatn or Manargoodj, two or three times a 
year. On theM occasional Tiiilts, the 
IMissioiiary preached in our chapel, met 
the classes, and attended to other pastoral 
duties in the cantonment. But nothing 
was or could be done efficiently in the 
native town by visits of this kim]. At 
length, however, a Missionary was ap- 
pointed to Trichinopoly, who comldera 
the native his )>rnpcr work, but who also 
attends eificientty to the English. Here, 
as in all cantomnentSi our English Soci- 
cty and congregationt are very fluctu- 
ating. By the removal of regiments 
which has just taken place, the best boys 
of the school have left iiSt the nnmber of 
nicnilicrs is reduced fo two ; and it h 
uncertain at present whether or not there 
will, for some months, be any English 
eotigregation at all. This seems dls* 
coumging ; hut it has, nevertheless, one 
cheering aspect. Converted soldiers go 
to distant place*, and are instnnnental in 
doing good wherever they go. If I nni 
correctly informed, a soldier introduced 
Methodism into China. And now some 
of our ])ious soldiers IVoin India (I think 
from 1'richinopnly) have just introduceil 
Methodism into Burmab : they have 
huilt a small chapel, and aM trying to 
improve their opportunities of doing and 
getting goo<l. Discouraging as the 
English work may seem, and strange as 
it may apiMar to some that we have to 
report so few members as the result of so 
many years* labour; yet the above- 
mentioned view of the ease is the comet 
one. The soldiers of tl.c King of kings, 
by erecting the standard of the cross in 
distant lands, claim them as by right 
belonging to the Lord Jesus Christ ; 
and tliey c?.ll u])on British Christians to 
couie up and possess the land. 

^IHiilst, however, the English work, 
in this or any other rnntunment, is not to 
be neglected, it must never be considered 
as tlie 3Iissionary's chief work. The 
native town of Trichinopoly, with its 
ten' of thousands of idolaters, has the 
prior claim. Mr. Piiikney and I are of 
one mind on this anhjeet i and we have 
had long conversation > a^mnt the brst 
mode of conducting our operations iiere. 
And our plan is this : In the principal 
streets of the native town, we must have 
little sheds or open rooms by the road- 
side, in wliich the Missionary can stand 
and make his attack on He^henlsm. In 
some or all of these v - mnv perhaps 
have Tamul schools. But these way- 



side rooms for preaching to tlic Heathen 
win not do for quiet Christian worship 
on Ae flabbsfih-day. For this wr shall 
require another and a different kind of 
building ; and in it we may have a good 
English sehool. Some clieap hnflding 
must hr- fTPcted as a chapel and school- 
room, or perhaps a small house may be 
hired for a time. This is our plan of 
labour, this is the work to be done ; but 
there Is ordy one man to do i* -ill. In 
the Minutes, Mr. Evers is appointed 
with Mr. Pinkney at Trichinopoly ; but 
he rrmain<; at Xr'.L^apnTnm : he cannot be 
taken away from that Station tmtil some 
other person be sent there ; and even 
then we mnst remember there is Manar> 
goody vacant, which ought never to have 
l>een vacated. On every hand there arc 
cries fer hel|i, to which we hope you 
'.rill Irnrl an attentive car. M'c need 
reinforcements, even if we retain oil the 
men now in the field. But this we 
cannot do : health faila, and other casnsl- 
t'ps occur, which intemipt our plan**. 
Just now, as you will see by the Dis- 
trict-Minutes, Bfr. Jenkins requests per* 
mis-ion to visit Knn-L-md for one vear. 
He needs the change, and I hope it will 
be granted. Thus looking at the work 
whidi has to be done, and the changes 
which must ere long take place, you will 
see the necessity there is of sending help 
to India widiout dday. 

On the ^^fi-ision compound Mrs. Pink- 
ney has a very interesting girls' school. 
A little while ago she had seventy girls 
in a room tweniy-dght feet by fourteen. 
Since then, however, the numher? have 
decreased, and a new large room has 
been erected ; and certainly not before it 
was needed. I can fanc v the nld one full 
of children being something like the 
« Blabk-hole** of Calcutta. Mrs. Pink- 
ney will, I hope, give you an account of 
her «;clinol, as she is better able to do it 
than any one else. 1 just mention this 
gir^* school here, because it is the only 
one which we VKive in this District out of 
Madras. They are needed everywhere { 
hnt we have not a Miflsionary*t wife on 
any of our other southern Stationn* 
There are many difficulties fiurroundinj^ 
tlie subject of female education m India ; 
bttt if yoa can smd us suitable ai^ti, 
we shall be able to effect something 
8ati5factory in this important duty. 

I say nothing now about Ae wants* of 
Madras : they were stated in the Dis- 
trict-Minute*. And T say nothing hei 
about the wants of the Stations in th, 

ysore Diitrtet. Those placet were not 
inrltide l in my tour. 1 have yet to visit 
the abandoned Station of Goobbee, 
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which I ahaii do as soon as possible. I 
thitik I nn iif»e aaktog for aajrlhing 
unreasonable, when I a-sk that our nuin< 
ber of .Missionaries may be kept up; 
that when one dies, or Mis hf •idmeny 
another may be sent. Restore us to our 
original number, keep that up, nnd we 
will be satisfied. Or fix any number 
you plea&e, only let it noi be diminished, 
and we shall be able to do ?nmffhin!j on 
a system ; but with agent« dwindled 
down from thirteen to three, and Mie- 
ekn-fNcmises given to the moles and the 
bats, often feel sadly discouraged. I 
am not ho unreasonable as to suppose 
that all the Preaehers of the Gospel 
needed for the rnnvrrsion of India are to 
be sent from Eogland : we shall have 
them raised up in thia country, if only 
we ma the mcani. Neither am I so 
unre^isonablp at to suppose that we shall 
have them without using the means. 
WiAottt English Miidonaries to instruct 
and train the young men whom the L id 
may add to the church, it is the height 
of absurdity to expect a Daiive ministty. 
Thcae platD rcnaito upon what I have 
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seen in my tour, will, I hope, make 
known to the Committee the wants of the 
Tannil District, exclusive of the city of 
Madras. 1 cannot state the particulars 
of the Ganarese District just now ; but 
it need» three afUlition.i! IMUsiiMiaries 
immediately. 1 believe the Committee 
will help us as soon as ihay possibly 
can : meantime, we shall cheerfully and 
in faith 

*' Labour on at God's oommaiid, 
And offer all our works to him." 

After having travelled about »evcn 
hundred mike, and been absent ftom my 

Station about seven wr-ks, I returned 
home on the 14th of Alarcb, and found 
my family and all the members of out 
Mission-circle in good health. Through 
mercy, I did not meet with the slightest 
accident on my tour^ or suffer from a 
single day^s sickness. I condude witfl 
requesting you to lay the precedinu: 
statement* before the Committee, and by 
praying that every blessing may attend 
you and your coUcaguea.

CONVERSIONS. 

t)Kc. Uth.'— At a prayer-meeting held 
at H private hOttse, one young man was a 
little relieved of his sorrow, and could 
iilmost believe otl the Saviour. He then 
went home, still earnestly seeking for a 
clear sense of the Divine favour, and 
BOfln happily succeeded. On the pre- 
ceding Saturday week, he was at a 
drinking*house with some of bis sinful 
companions, and went home from thence 
in a state of intoxication. On the next 
taoming, he felt somewhat ashamed of 
his conduct, but did not attend Divine 
hcrvice in the forenoon. He was pre- 
sent, however, at the cvcniDg «ervic<>, 
and was brought under deep conviction* 
The second hymn for the service wns 
the 36th, and as I was giving out the 
last two lines of the second Tefse,i_ 
" Drunkards, your sins on him were 
laid,** Sic.y my fare was, I cannot say 
accidentally, but providentially, though 
n^t designedly, turned fall upon himi 



and this circumstance, iogcthetwhh the 
very striking language of the hymn, was 
made the means of bringing him to a 
humbling and painful sense of his con- 
dition. The sermon afterwards deep- 
en c J his impression of his guilt and 
danger, and from that time to this date 
he continued to seek forgiveness at the 
hand of God with increasing agony of 
soul. On bis retxirn home from the 
prayer-meeting, bis father endeavoured 
to comfort and encourage him ; and with 
this view he began to read to him the 1 G2d 
hymn ; and while repeating the (irst half 
of the second verse, the name of Jesus 

"Scalter'd all hh guilty fear. 
And tum'd bis bcU to heavsu." 

A number of his neigbbours and ac« 

quaintances being present, he began 
moat fervently to exhort them to seek 
the Lord. One of them, a young man 
from Catalina on business, was melted 
into tears, and, it was hoped, began to 
seek the Lord with purpose of heart. A 
good part of the night w at iffeiit by tb« 
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company ?n prnise and prayer. The 
night before the young man first men- 
tioned could nol sleep fot dlitieit of 
■oul; Ibis night he could not sleep for 
joy. 

15th. ~I held a pruyer-uiecting, when 
the room was so completely fiHed that !t 

was impossible for t lie people to kneel. At 
several prayer^meetings held by our 
people daring the week, a goodly nam* 
ber of >ou1s have been converted to Ood. 

llih. — T preached in the morning 
ftom John i. 29. In the afternoon I 
met two classes for tickets, and received 
per.snns nn trial,«-Afel»aclcsUderSf and 
one new convert. 

18th.— T went, by special request, to 
Outulina to visit an aged member of OttV 
church there, who is very sick, but very 
happy. I preached in the afternoon 
ftom Luke xvili, 1S» and mumed home. 
In conversation with a woman during 
the day, I learned that, in consequence 
of her husband being under so much 
concern about his soul on the preceding 
Monday morning^as to be unable to attend 
to his business as usual, she had scolded 
him ; but afterwards, on reflection, ah« 
^aw the impropriety of her conduct, and 
began to feel uneasy about ber own soul. 
On the next day she was still more 
wretched from an inereasing conviction 
of her sinfulness ; and on ihe day follow- 
ing, her concern was so gieat, that she 
was forced to go and request some of ber 
iieigbl oLirs to go to the chapel to pray 
with her ; and, while there, the Lord 
blessed her with a comfortable sense of 
his mercy. 

21st.. — I went with Mrs. Smith to 
Bird-Island Cove, where the Lord has 
been performing a great wotk. As we 
were about entering the place, I ob- 
served a man at a short distance from 
the road walking about with a very dis- 
consolate air ; and, on ascertaining from 
a bojy who happened to be near, who the 
person was, I called him, and found that 
be was in a state of unutterable distress 
abont his soul. AVhile I was talking 
with him, I observed two other persons 
approaching in haste from the same 
direetiooy who, I thought from thdr 
appearance, were going on some special 
errand to Bonavista; but it turned out 
that they had heard that I was on my 
way to the Cove, and they could not 
wait till I got there, but were impel- 
led by emotions of joy and love to come 
and meet me, in order to tell me what 
great thing* the I^ord had done for their 
souls. And while I was congratulating 
them oa their happy expeiieoce, I 
•bserved yet another pcisoii approidiiiig 



for the same deltghtftil purpose. At 
night I preached to a crowded congrega- 
Uon from Acts ix. 11, and afkerwatids 
held a fellowship-meeting, at which 
many delightful testimonies were borne 
to the plenitude and power of the saving 
grace of Ood, principally by young eon* 
verts. One man a few dayi before, 
under the influence of the carnal mind, 
was so enraged with his wife for attend- 
ing the prayer-meetings, that he swore 
that if she persisted he would burn 
their bouse, and every thing in it. But 
a short tlme^ however, elapsed before he 
Wlis s-cizn! with ]ioweifiil convictions of 
his sin and danger ; and on the second 
day, after having passed through great 
anguish of soul, was made happy in a 
sense of God's pardoning love. His 
wife being present at the time of his 
deliverance, and also engaged In peni* 
icntly seeking the I^nrr!, rushed into bis 
arms in a transport of gladness, and was 
at the same instant set at liberty ; and 
thus they rejoiced together in redemp- 
tion found through the blood of the 
Lamb.** The work here is, in ibe esti- 
mation of our Leadm, chsiacterised by 
extraordinary power and depth. 

23d. — I attended the funeral of the 
poor man who was lost in the woods on 
the preceding Wednesday night. He 
was found on hi^ knees in a state of 

treat exhaustion, and soon after died. 
Fe had been a member of our chureh 
from his youth, and was a pattern of 
meekness, patience, and contentment. 
It is believed that he was prepared for 
his end, inasmndi as be had of late 
manifested unusual earnestness and ^ea! 
in his religious duties, and had expressed . 
himself as having psrtieipatod In the 
blessings of the revival. T prcachrd 
from Piialm xxxi. 5, and then went to 
Catalina, and married a couple. 

24th.— .1 >odc ftom Catalina to Blid* 
Island Cove, and preached from Luke 
xviii. 13, met a class for tickets, and 
received a goodly number of backsUdcia 
and new converts on triaL 

25th. — A short time since a young 
man applied to me to purchase a hymn- 
book, and I afterwards was informed 
that the money which he brought for the 
book had been laid aside for the pur- 
pose of buying a pack of cards to play 

with diiririf^ Christmas hnlidnys ; but he 
had been awakened at some of our meet- 
ings, and was thus led to prefcr the 
means of spiritual edification to those of 
sinful pleasure, (He is, at the time of 
the transciiption of this, happy in the 
pardoning love of Ood.) 
96th«— Tfaitleeii men mel to ray clais» 
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all uudtir u good influence^ some happy 
in God, aod 10100 deeply penitent. 
Among the latter was ODe aged sinner, 
wVio WHS fri:lv broke n-heorted, ood 
teachttbic a.> a iiulc ciiild. 

31st I was unable to pttform any 

public service during the former paitoc 
the day, with the exception of baptising 
a few children. I, however, with great 
effort, conducted the watch*night terrice, 
which vvHN fth to be solemn. A woman 
was buried in the afternoon, whu liad 
been led to seek ihe Lord in her afilic-, 
tion, and made Torjr hoppj and triumph- 
ant in death. 

.fanuary lat, heM pabBe 

•ervice at night, and preached from 
Romans xii. 1. AftPTwards I held 
the covenant service, aud administered 
tho raoramcnt of the liOvd't supper. 
The covenant service was a novelty, and 
many seemed startled bj its great 
aolemnity. A nnmber of men Wider 
concern about their souls, who wen tt 
tlu' public service, did not, from some 
na»apprehension, remain at the covenant 
•erviee, but went to a neighbouY*a bouse 
for prayer. A yonnf,^ female, who had 
been recently converted, warn at home, 
end, et the reqaeit of the men, gave out 
a hymn, and engaged in prayer with 
th^m. After praying a short time, the 
whole company began to pray and cry 
for mercy, and abe was forced to desiat» 
On this, there being no one else present 
to speak a word to the iienitents, a boy 
about fourteen years of age, who had 
been converted the day befbr^ got np 
and began to exhort them in a most 
pleasing manner. A few, who had been 
seeking the Lord ibr aome time very 
earnestly, were made happy in the eiyoy* 
ment of saving grace. 

4th. — I preached at Bird-Island Cove 
from Horn. xil. 1, met two classes for 
tickets, and received a goodjy number of 
uew converts on trial. 

5th. — Quarterly fast-day. I letumed 
home, und held a piayer-meeting at the 
chapil in the forenoon. The weather 
was exceedingly hne; our people's 
hearts were encouraged by the apedal 
tt'lrens of Divine love and jfower vouch- 
Kuled to liiem the past few dayi| petU- 
tenla were in earnest, and it waa altoge- 
ther a good time. In the afternoon I 
buried a child, and met four classes for 
tickets. About thirty new members 
weie leeoifed on trial, nearly all of 
whom are converted to God. M'hik I 
waa thus engaged, eome of the young 
men who bad latdy been aaved, went «• 
a part of the settlement called the Cove, 

to gel a fra|rer>niatti«f time, 



news of their errand soou spread abroad, 
and a much larger company than the 
house to which the young men repaired 
could contain soon assembled. And 
while the uieeiiiig was in progress, the 
power of Ood came down in a most 
ex trnnrdinary manner, and a. wakened 
sinners began to cry for mercy in tlie 
house, in the porch, in the yard, and in 
the adjoining street. Several obtained 
deliverance from the burtlen of their sins 
and Satan's yoke, and rtjoiccd with joy 
unspeakable. One man who got bis soul 
blessed went home In liis excitement with- 
out hit cap, and soon after sent a young 
man in bia ler? fee 10 look after it. Tim 
young man himself was under concern, 
and, on getting into the hon«e, forgot 
the cap, ujid begdu to pray fur a bless- 
ing on his aoul, and was also oonverted 
before he returned home.

87tb.^I went to Catalina; visited 
sevend talUcat preached the sealers* 
^civiga fivnn 0«li* miii. 30-^m4 
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held a ptaycr-meeting with sp^ciiU refer- 
cnctt to the sealers. S&mt wedia ago I 
gathered the following; pariiculars rela- 
tive to two personti at almost the extremis 
of human existence — a Itltle girl about 
eight or nibe jeata of age, ind an old 
man of seventy, Thf pi^rents of the 
UtCie girl, oil going !• a prajer-meeting 
one evening, left ner in a neiKhhour^s 
house in conapanj with the children of 
the fam!!y. Dorinsi;^ their (the parchts') 
absence, t>he and another girl about the 
same age employed themselves for a 
while in tinging hjmns, and finally en- 
gaged in prayer, in which the girl &-st- 
mentioned became eiteecdlngly earnest 
and importunate. In the meantime her 
parents returned home ; and her mother, 
on hearing her loud and agonizing cries, 
hastened to endeavour to quiet her, lest 
she should frighten an infant that was 
sleeping in the same room; but, like 
bttnd Bartlineiu, ^he cried the tnore fbr 
mercy. On her mother observing to her 
that " 5he need not be so very much dis- 
tressed, a^', on account ot her youtti, she 
was not so verj gseat a sinner,*' she 
replied, "0 mother, you know not liow 
great a stniier I am, how oi'ten i have 
o0Mdl Ood) b«« I fcd ihiA ll« it 
willing to save mt^ that Re teady to 
bless me, and I cannot give up praying 
unui I get His blessing.** Accordingly 
she persevered In her importunity, and 
in a short titnc Christ, the lover of little 
duldfeii, spoke peace to bet soul) and 
put *<« mtw song in her Muth, ovsa 
pcaiss to our God." Her fathw and 
another man, who observed the scene, 
had their ininds powerfully influenced 
by it in ftivoiir tK a prompt and eatneat 
pursuit of salvation.

In consequence of some of 
hit neighbours getting awaltened and 
converted, he was induced to attend some 
of iho |>r^ytr-nieetings, in one of wluch 
he w&d ttruu!»cd to a sea^e of hiit bin and 
danger, and the cottteqncol OOCStsity Of 
seeking salvation, hy means of an exhor- 
tataoo given Itj/ one of the new converts.

Acoordingly ho bedpan to uteaUo and 
agonize iti prayer to God for mercy { and 
after a few days thus spent^ be succeeded 
in obtuning a graeloas and powerful 
manifestation of the Divine mercy to his 
soul, while crying to God at a late hour 
in the night in his oviu tilt. He now

DEATH OF THE REV. JOSEPH WRIGHT. 

The past twelve-months liave been remarkable for the preservation 
of the precious lives of our Missionaries. Only one European, Mr. 
Curtis of Jamaiea^ has fallen on all onr extensive field. Bat it has 
pleased the great Disposer to terminate the courses of two valuable 
African labourers, on the soil of their native land. We had lately to 
record the death of Mr. Brown at Cape Coast Castle ; and now it 
is our solemn duty to announce that of Mr. Joseph Wright^ of Siena^ 
J>eoii(>. 

A native of the Aku country, Mr. Wright vviis kidnapped in youth, 
sold to slave-dealers, and stowed on hoard a ship, witn hundreds of 
others. The vessel was seised on the passage by an English cmiser, 
and the miserable slaves set free on the happy soil of Sierra-Leone. 
There the young Aku was taught, was converted, began to preach the 
nn'-|H 1, :md gave such proof of a call to the ministry, that he was sent 
to J\ii-flautl to trained at oui Theological Institution. He profited 
uuu h I y his residence at Richmond, and returned to his own country 
an ubic labourer. There he has faithfully discharged his Missionary 
duties for more than ten years. He learned that bis relatives were 
found at Abbeokuta, and this year be resolved on making a journey 
for the purpose of viriting tbem. This he >vas permitted to accomplish ; 
but, while with his mother, was taken ill. He reached the celebrated 
slave-{>ort of Lagos, on his wny back to Sicrra-Lcono ; and there, feel- 
ing death near, wrote a beautiful, wise, and torn hiiig letter to his 
son, whom he luid sent to England to be educated at the AV estminster 
Training Institution. There also he rendered up his spirit into his 
Master's bands, on the 7tb of June. We cannot but rejoice that the 
soil of Africa is becoming, however thinly, sowed with the ashes of 
such Africans. We may lawfully mourn their departure ; but not 
lawfully omit thanksgiving to Him who has shed on names, that 
might have gone down to thr? grave in t!ie double darkness of slavery 
and of sin, a lustre of a good repute, a iiojy office, and an eternal hope. 
May muny such men bo yearly raised up to live and to die labour- 
ing for their native land !

Thb aspect of the work of Missions, in the various places occupied by 
the Society, is rery promising. The strongholds of Satan in Feejee are 
exhibiting syraptoms of surrender and decay, which encourage tlie 
brethren of the Australasian Conference to assure the Committee, that 
Feejee is won to Christ, if tliero can be afforded to them a sufficient 
number of additional labourers to take advantage of the present state 
of the native mind on the subject of relipon. The late Conference 
authorized the supply of four additional Missionaries to Feejee at the 
expense of the Parent Society's Fund, in tlie full conviction that the 
friends of that Mission ;viii not ailow the means to be wanting for 
their outfit and passage. The exigencies of the Missions in New- 
Zealand have induced the Conference to authorize the appointment of 
four additional Missionaries to that wide and promising field of labour, 
also at the expense of the Parent Society's Fund. It Nvili rejoice many 
hearts in both hemispheres to learn, that the recent arrangements for 
including those Missions in the Australasian Connexion has not separated 
them from the sympathies and help of the Parent Society. The Missions 
in the Friendly Islands will also feel the benefit of the augmented number 
of young Ministers, not less than twelve, which are about to be placed at 
the disposal of the Australasian Conference. These arrangements will 
create a large demand on the pecuniary resources of the Society, which 
it is hoped will be remembered and liberally provided for by those 
wliose hearts God has inclined to help his cause in the earth. 

In France and Germany, in Switzerland and Italy, God is carrying 
on his work of the oonyersion of men to the light and happiness of the 
Gospel. 

At Madrid a large edition of the New Testament in the Spanish 
language has been completed, upder the direction of Mr. Alton, at the 
expense of the British and Foreign Bible Society. A second Mission- 
ary has been appointed to Gibraltar, to leave Mr. Alton more at liberty 
to pursue the work which now calls for his attention in the interior of 
Spain. The Ubouw of a young Jewieh conTerl, from the GibtaltaT 
Mission, fat the benefit of Africans at Plymouth^ and the fmit of that 
Mission now fonnd at Bnenos-Ayres, will be noticed on a later page. ' 

From onr Armies and NaTie% both in the Black Sea and in the 
Baltic, frequent intimationt are reoeired of a good work of God m 
many hearts. It will be a sonree of unspeakable eom&rt to such of 
our beloTed fellow^ootintiTmen, exposed to the priTations and perils 
incident to a state of war, as nay reoeiTe this Nnmber of the ** Notices,"

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In India there ie a strong desire to ineetoM the wstte pUces of the 
Missions, and to extend the work among a very numerout imd willing 
people. The appointment of two Missionaries to supply vacancies in 
India, and two to Ceylon, is but a feehle instalngkent of what the 
Society hopes to accomplish for thoie populous regions, when larger 
means shall be plaoed at their command. The begimuag wjiicU hai 
been made ia Chi«a lequires to be faithfaUj tuitaiDed. 

Afrioa presents an open field for Misuoniuy operation. The recent 
disturbances at the Oambia will probably result in an extension of the 
Britiah territoiji and in bringing additional tiibet within the reach of 
the Hinionarieft The Sierra-Leone Mission prospers, but has seriong 
demands on the immediate sympathy a&d help of the Society. The 
place of the lamented Native Missionary, Joseph Wright, and of the 
veepected Qeneral Superintendent of the Mission, the Kev. Jamei 
Edney, again disabled by sicknets, and about to return home, will have 
to be eupplied. The extensive regions embraced by the Oape-Coast 
Mission present appearances of success and future promise, which 
create applications for agency and pecuniary help quite beyond the 
present ability of the Society. The same may he said of the extensive 
Districts of Southern and South -Eastern AfriMa whither three or foiii 
additional Missionaries are about to be sent. 

The demand from the West Indies and from British North America 
and Newfoundland for more labourers, is at once a cauae of joy and 
a source of embarrassment to the Missionary Committee. 

In a future Number some account may be expected of Dr. Beecham'i 
visit to tlie Eastern Provinces of British America and Canada, and of 
the new arrangements and proposed extension of the Missions in those 
prosperous and increasing Colonies. It may at once be stated, that in 
America, as well as in Australasia and other parts of the Mission Held^ 
there is a great necessity for additional labourers, so that Ministers in 
the Plome Circuits will be doing valuable service by watchinc!; over pro- 
r^isiiiL; candidates for the Mission work, and preparing them for those 
ex^iiuinations which they must undergo, whetLer for immediate appoint- 
ment or for preparatory training in the Theological Institution, There 
is a present demand for faithful and laborious Ministers, indicating the 
probability that God ia at the same time preparing both men and 
means to meet the pressing exigency. Early intimation that such men 

are coming forward^ will be gratefully received by the Missiooarj 

Secretaries. 

Now is the time for prayer, earnest and persevering prayer, to the 
Xiord of the harvest ; — for work, faithful and energetic work, for Christ, 
both on the part of Ministers pleading wiOi their congregations, and of 
each zealous-hearted individual in his own sphere ; — ^for giving, with a 
liberality only limited by ability, and by the meafture Qf our loTC to 
God and of his love to us.

OUM eolonj is just now in a very un> 

settled state. During the l ist few weeks 
a Moor from the Senegal hai been very 
Mtively engaged in tetdng the Matft- 
boos, the strict Mohammedans, against 
the Suninkees, or drinking«people, aud 
against us. At his instigation, it is 
believed) the King of Combo, a Su- 
ninkee, who ceded to \m the laige town 
of Sabagee and some adjoining terri- 
tory the year before last, has been mur- 
dered. About three weeks ago our 
Governor sent a Police Magistrate, 
soine Constables and soldiers, to appre- 
hend a man ia the town just named, 
who had taken away the wife of another 
of our subjects. The people refused to 
give hhn up, attacked our men, wounded 
a military officer, (not on Infy,) who 
accompanied them, in the arm^ which 
has sfnce been amputated, and took two 
of the soldiers prisoners. Before we 
had time to hear of what they Ikk! done, 
they sallied forth tu the nciglibouting 
towns bdonghig to us, scattered, killed, 
or made prisoners, nf t!ie people^ took 
their goods, and burnt their heuies. Oar 
litde grass hnt-Uke chapels at Jeswang 
and Newcastle, and a good, well-fiir- 
Tushed dwelling-house belonging to a 
iiuropeau, were aUo destroyed. The 
military and militia were immediately 
called nut, and ordered to proceed to 
Sabbagee. On their way thither, they 
were surprised by the Handingoes, who 
were concealed in the bush, and com- 
pelled to retreat. His Excellency, the 
Governor, who commanded the troops, 
■ome of the ofBceni, Seymour Gay, the 
gunner, one of our bt.st Leaders, and 
several others, were wounded, and abou( 
tliitty woe killed. 

Being too far from Sierra-Leone, 
or mhj English setdement on the coast, 



to obtain immediate help from it, an 
application was made to the Governor of 
the neighbouring IVench aettlement at 

Onrt^e. who promptly sent us a transport 
with ninety soldiers and sailors, and a 
steamer with two hundied men. Theie, 

and four or five hundred Sirks and 
otliers accustomed to bush>iighting, 
being added to our troops, on Saturday 
last the Governor again stilted for 
Sabbagcc. The inhabiunts came out 
to oppose him, and coutiaucd to do so 
until fairly driven back to theiv town. 

Into iJiis rorkrts :iiid shells v:.rc fired 

for some time, lulling many people, 
setting firs to many houiei, but not 
doing mtldl damage lo tho stockade, 
which was made of green wood. At 
last the soldiers entered it, cut down the 
people, burnt up theiv etoree, retook a 
bugle, a brats gun, some rockets and 
other thinge left behind in the retreat 
nearly three weeks befbre^ restored to 
Uberty some of our men whom they had 
caught and put in irons, and captured 
their large wat-urum. The siockade 
was pulled vp, and svery tiling thai 
could be eaten or used was removed. 
In tliis affair only one man on our side 

a French Bergoant-Mi^or^waa killed^ 

and not many wounded. The Mrmdin- 
goes, it is supposed, lost two hoadrsd- 
men aud women. 

Whedier dieit will bo any more fight-, 
ing at present, I cannot ttll : but, if not, 
there will be after the rainy Heason, as 
there ate scireral towns to wbleii th« 
l^Iandiugocs have fled, or in which they 
have allies, which many ate of opinion 
rauHt be destroyed before we can havo a 
lasting pease* 

At the commencement of the war, we 
— We^yans — set apart a day for fasting 
aud prayer. Thii wo did, not only b»* 
cause we dread the usual evils accompa- 
nying war, but because we regard this 
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«Br M ft ttruggle betveen Chrltttanitjr 

and Mohanmiedanitm, which is now, and 
hai been for years past, making a jitrf- 
nnoua effort to ptopagate its errora in 
this hslchbomhood. We triut our 
prnyers hnve not bern in vnin, nnd 
believe that wc iiave had many pioolg of 
the Lnd be i g a n oar tide; Tbe «eatb«r 
bat been remarkably favourable ; the 
nin has not kept off lo long for several 
yean. Several of those who have fallen 
Wtit old men, or thoHc prepaicd for their 
change. Some w]io have been wounded 
bftve exhibited the power, and experienc- 
ed tbc blemdneit, of tbefr religion as 
they never did before. Tlie men whom 
we most needed have been mercifully 
praaerTcd ; and our people from the 
yillages have come in hefe^ wbeie they 
ptUl have the mcunt of greee^ And

though there bai been much eveltemeiit 

in the town, and many have had to neg- 
lect their ordinary employment, our f.er- 
vicea have been attended almost as well 
aa ever. 

Mt9. ■Vffridnws ?.r\(\ rnvself have bfpn 
much engaged in visiting the wounded 
•nd bereftT^ ; and myceUeagve hatbew 
almost every dftj Msbtinf ftt the bftnftck^ 
or on patroL 

Though we deeply regret the loss of 
lilfe which has taken pliee, ftnd our pre- 
sent unsettled circumstan (•?<«, yet w e feel 
ve have much to be thankful for. A 
war woold have beohen out sooner or 

];iter with our jiresciit enemies ; and, if it 
had not occurred wbeu it did, it might 
have been at a time when they would be 
better ptq^ n rtd to attadt or leilit m than 
they an sow.

Dtriwo thepaat month onr intelli- 
gence from Whydah and Dahomi has 
been deeply interesting, calculated to 
inspire deep f^ntitndr? to Almighfy Ond 
for the removal of serious obstacles out 
of OUT way, which temporarily retarded 
the progress of our Alission. 

In a recent letter to Dr. Beerham, I 
adverted to the intriguing aad bad dis- 
potition of the Prime Minister of the 
King of Dahomi. Tic holds that office 
by hereditary right, and cannot, ihere- 
me, be eaally dieplaeed \ but T r^olce 

to inform you tliat lu- ha'* niet with such 
a severe check from his royal master, 
that we do not apprehend any more 
serious opposition from him. 

During Mr. Dawson's recent visit to 
the King, in May last, the King spoke 
out plainly as to his personal knowledge 
of the mischievou^i intrigues of ; 
and, to mark his disapprobation of his 
proeeedioge, he haa adopted the nmitaal 
measure of opening up for us a different 
channel of communication with, and 
aeeeie ti^ himidf. John Beecham, the 
Dahomi lad who waa educated by ut 

here, and who was In N charge, 

he has taken out of his hands; and the 
firie Grace and Charity, triio were la 
charge of an intimate female Mend nf 

'a within the palace^ have also 

been teken oat of her hands; aad the 
King's own son, Prince Badahung, and 
Tonoou, a friendly Chief, ace new the 



partfee through whom we get aeceia to 

the King. 

The Vavogar, or Viceroy of Whydah, 
who is entirely in the interest of the 
aUve-dealers there, is now also under a 
salutary check in his bearing towards 
us. It aeeina that he told one of his 
men at Whydah the other day to bo 
careful and avoid any oppoeition to aa^ 
as he valued bis own head. 

The immediate consequence of this 
wise and determined poltey OQ the part 
of the King is, the prcachinf:; of the 
Gospel in the public streets at Whydah, 
where the Christiaa Missionary can now 
stand find openly proclaim liberty to 
the captives, and the opening of the 
prison to them that are bound.** 

In a letter dated June 20th, Mr. 
Dawson writes as follows : — Yours, 
dated the 3d instant, reached me on the 
17th, and it cheered my heart indeed 
with its contents. On that j^ame day 
that you wrote your note, I preached to 
a large congregation under that large 
tree on your left, going to Madaki*s 
house, and I was very attentively heard. 
Directly afterwards I was walking in 
the street^ in Che market-place, when I 
heard a poor womnn talking !cuid]y to 
her friends, and pointing to me with her 
band, while making some remarks on 
the subject of my preaching. Then, 
addressing me, she said, ' Now, Master, 
yon have not allowed us to remain in 
out darkness that wt^ may have an 
•Si MO to glvo to Qod»' I said I woo 
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^ad to Ibid thai tht bad paid aach 
alietiti(»i in hearing, and tliat tlw only 

way to escape danger is to coma COn* 
stanUjjr and heat what she is to do to 
pleaaa Ood. Now,** saya Mr. Davaon, 

»< every hinrlrance is removed hy t^e 
King of Dahomi ; and I have now only 
lo ooiitand with A« vnfHMidly inflq* 
encea of dilTerent itligiona, such as 
Roman Catholiri«im and Fetishism." 
Again he says, in the B^tnc letter, I 
have better bapea for Wliydah now. I 
only hcg for two good Teachers to assist 
me down here ; and X hope, under iiodf 
we ahaU soon raise up member*.** 

In a letter addressed to ma by th« 
youth John Beacbam, d^tfd Dahomf, 

iAbomi,) April S2d, he says, i he 
Ung is doing remarltably wdl towaxda 

us, and T tliink the prriciou'* work 
of God wants now to spread its wings as 
iiat promlMd. If y dear father, I hope 
you and the church will pray more for 
Mr. Dawson, that (he Lord may 
strengthen and encourage hmi hy the 
grace of Jesus Christ his Son, and open 
the way inio this dark and disnml place, 
^bomi,) that the Lord may reign in 
the hearta of the people, and dispel their 
idols. I have more to say to you, but I 
must conclude. Mr. Dawson will tell 
you all things; but to one thing, my 
dear fhcber, I yow attention. I am 
just going to say to you, that as soon as 
you receive Mr. Dawson's letters, whe- 
ther you are in Gape*Coaat or at Lagos, 
or in the way, try as soon jjossible to 
step over here and help uo. My bowels 
are yearning to see you, and all the day 
I am looking in the way, and waithig to 
aee your face." 

On the 5th of May last, His Majesty 
the King of Dabomi wrote to me difeet 
flom Abomi aa Ibllowa t— 

"Rev. and dear Friemo,— I 
•m aorry that when you came here laai, 

my annual custom was just then com- 
menced, and you were so anxious to 
return home that we had no dime to con- 

vcr>e ori so;nc important subjects for 
which I was desirous to see you; and I 
now embrace this opportunity to write to 
you to requeat that you will come to see 
me, because you arc the only confiden- 
tial friend on whom I can depend with 
my commnnleationa to Her Majaaty the 
Queen of Fnglantl. 

" I am aware of the reports that are 
flying about, of my going to attack 
Abbeokuta again, against Her Majesty 
the Queen of England's intercession by 
Captain Forbes ; and as no Englishman 
nndeivtaiMla my fcelinga towacda the 



English Government and the Queen 
better than you do, I write you on Ae 
improbability of aneh conduct on mj 
part. 

*< I do not iuppoee that the Queen of 

England would continue ann;cr against 
any person when some of her poorest 
aubjecttt, even, become intetceiaora tw 
the aggravator $ and how could I keep 
anger against my aggravators when a 
Sovereign like the Queen of England 
baa come between me and them ? The 

Queen sent to inform me that she owns 
that place, and now the Abbeokatana 
have acnt to beg of me to he at poaeo 
with them { lo there is no anger between 

me and them, and you must not, there- 
fore, believe such reports against me, 
but defend roe; Ibr yon are the only 
friend I have between tte HBd the QnoaB 
of England. 1 am,

stances aU combine to Hhow that, by the 
good providenee of Ood, all thingi pro* 
tiiisc well for the future in reference to 
our Whydah and Dabomi Mission; and 
that, having thus happily secured the 
King's interest in our favour^ who 
evidently begins to fe«l that we may 
be of considerable value and importanoe 
to him in a political aenae^ it behovea ua 
to niike every possible effort to 
Strengthen and enlarge that Miaaion* 

The great deaideratum for Whydah^ 
jnat now, ia a aui table chapel, sucb an 
oie as could be erected for about from 
£400 to £500. Such a step as thia 
would give the Mission a high standing 
there, and would speedily, in all proba- 
bility, lead to grand re&ult^t in the raia- 
ing up of a diureh and people there. 

Then, indeed, we may bid farewell to 
the glave- trade there, as there would 
soon be too large a tioud of light pour- 
ing into that dty of slave-barracoons to 
admit of the continued exiatence of such 
a curse. The population of Whjdah ia 
eatimated at eighteen thouaand aoula* 
O that some of the wealthy friends in 
Kn^'land, who have ever shown sucb 
exalted sympathy towards the poor vic- 
tims of the slave-trade, would now 
kindly come forward and give us special 
aid in erecting, on that site of so many 
aeenea of darknwa, a temple for the 
woiship of the living God ! M'Imt a

I nf'! not dwell on anotlier important 
fue»tiOD, namely, the great good which

tbla cannot b« done eflEtctually without 
comiderAble expenBe. I, for instance, 
dare m»t undertake journeys (o Abouii 
vitboiit mem for tiovelltiig eipeneee 
from some oilier source than that of our 
usual grant. That is barely enough to 
keep our vast machinery, if I may to 
call it, in a state of vigorous and healthy 
action ; nud hence 1 am at present 
brought to a stand, and dare not proceed 
to Dahomi again, imlen 1 can hare 
special help in my travfllinL' expense';, 
so as to avoid any extra pressure on the 
grant. 

Another very interetting ftatuM in 

the conduct of the Kin/^ of Dnhomi, st 
this timcj is his anxiety to have Lngiish 
legal trade fteaily inereaeed at 
Whydab. 



Mr. Dawson infonne me, that, within 
the past few weeks, the King hat aeot 
espeieedy to certain ahip^iraeta in 

Liverpool, entreating them to open an 
extensive business at Wbydah ; assuring 
them of doo pfotecdoo, on hie pait, of 
their interests under such circumstance^ 
and oiiViing them, as a reason for bit 
application, bis desire to meet entirely 
the wiabee of the Queen of England 
relative to the suppression of the slave- 
trade | and very aensibly calling their 
atteotifla to the eiMumetance of hie 
requiring an extcr^ivc legal trade be- 
tween hie country and Jr^oglaod, to 
enable him to pot an entire etop to that 
wbieh ie illegal.

I will only, fuither, 
repeat my rcnaik, in my letter to the 
Committee on my return from Dahomi 
last year, namely, that the King will, 
ereotuaUy, make any and every poseiblo 
eectifice of present pecuniary advantage 
from the slave-trndc, to secure the 
inendship and respect of, and extensive 
•ommcrce with, £n§laad«

March. I stayed thirteen days at Lagos, 
that is till the 20th of the same month. 
I left then for Abbeokuu on the 20th of 
Af arch, sod I vas there in heelth, going 
in and coming out among my dear 
parents till the 4ih of April, (tiiat is 
fthtm days altogether,) and ftom the 
4th of April I was trken up with very 
Stubborn diarrhcea or flux until this 
moment ; and if you were to see your 
fiitlicr now, jott wod^c know him for 
some time, and from his hand-writing 
you may judge a little of thi$i. Your 
feAer la in very much doabt how the 
Lord may f]i=^Jln^c the event ; he lakes 
bis pen to give you a few directions. 

From what I fleel to>day, it teems as 
if life is going away ; but yet what can- 
no» the I/ord do ? He raised the dead 
out oi the grave; the JLord may in 
mercy to me and you and other nu- 
merous offsprings which hr f^mrinu^ly 
eatrutted to my care, bring me as it were 
from the grave. Bij imenttoa is, if the 
Lord Kparc me till the midl leaves, which 
will be the next week, or about the o h of 
June, I shall make the frienda take mc 
OD board. But if the Lord remove me 
to a better world hf^fiirc tlie " RetrieTer " 
leave ihis^ you will hear, for she will 
bring the news. Tf I am spared to go 
"H bo ird, and if tlie liord dispose of me 
there, you will also hear by the " Re- 
triever;'* ADd if, through his boundless 
mercy, I may be brought to Sierra* 
Leone in pfncp, (1 mean in life,) you 
will also hear by the same mail packet. 

First of all, I did intend to keep you 
in En::1atid for two years ; but the ex- 
penses for your support while you are 
there wae to 1» saved oot of my salary, 
as I am working on. But if the Lord 
remove mc, as I have reason to fear from 
this serious illneas, where is the money 
to come from to pay your expensee? 
Vou will, therefore, see at once that it is 
the will of Providence you should not 



tlay longer than one year. Theielbie 

if you slioulJ hc'.iT that it hath pleased 
the Lotd to remove me, you must at 
once put yourself In readiacaa to return 
to fiKenra>Leone, after you have been 
there one year. I still have a little hope 
of liiV, through the mercy of Ood, who 
ean do great things above what any man 
can do, as I am still breathing ; but if 
Ood dispose me otbeiwis«^ take the 
following advicea. 

1. In case of my death, be very kind to 
Mrs. Wright; obey her orders, love her 
as if she were your real mother : by so 
d<ring yon will gain a great deal. 

2. Let humility ;ir,d couTtcsy be your 
well-known character; by so doing you 
will live happy in the world. 

3. I cannot now tell what may be yoar 
worldly vocation ; but whatever or wher- 
ever it may be, ever remember to obey 
them that are over you, and never foifct 
that you must first be little beliMe yon 
can become great. 

4. Pethapa the Lord may, by-aad-byi 
make you rule over some ; let kindnen 
towards these and readiness to forgive 
be your well-known prmciple. 

A. If you ever throw away yoar 
rclip-i'^n, then you throw away jcnr 
honour and every other good thing. 
(1 Tim. iv. 8.) Whatever, therefore, 
you may lose, keep religion. 

n. Lei the Rev. Joseph May ever be 
your thorough friend and adviser in every 
caae. ^Veakneaa ptcventa my enlarge* 
ment. If you were to see such a 
skeleton as 1 am, you would wonder 
greatly how I manage to write what I 
have ; but the Lord helpcth me.

found no slaves on board, and only one 
of the crew ; the reftt, it is mid, were on 
ihore making pt^ntion for the ahip- 
ment of their human cargo. And about a 
month ago upwards of forty poor creatures, 
inindpally children of Ao Kono tribe, 
were delivered from bondage in a most 
remarkable manner. It appears that 
aome Mandingoes were couveying them 
fnm the Sberbro country to BuUom, 
an<\ in passing Sierra-Leone one of their 
cauoes received so much damage as to 
render ft necessary for them to pull for 
the f<liore without delay. They landed 
near to Goderich, a place about six miles 
from Freetown, and immediately sent off 
ft canoe to acquaint thdy eoantvyucn 
with their situation, and request assist- 
ftncfe In the mean time thej bid them* 
•eltM Ib die bush iMar die •bove*iHniied 
▼iliflf^e, where they remained for some 
time without beiag perceived by the 
people. But fortunately one of the 
■IftVee managed to effect his saeepe, and, 
of course, lef out the secret. The Con- 
stable proceeded at once to the place, 
aetseil the slftves, and brought them to 
Freetown. One cf them has since died 
from the ill'treatuient received during 
the voyage in the canoe : the rest are still 
het^ where they are properly attended 
to. How providential the deliverance 
of these unfortunate beings trom degrad- 
ing and perhaps perpetual bondage 1 
Tbej were only just diseofered in 



time ; for the very day afker that of 
their deliverance, the canoe which had 
been despatched tetomed with oibers to 
carry them off. 

Rather an amusing incident occurred 
in eonaezifMi widi ibis event On the 
Sunday morning the people of Qodeiidi^ 
seeing two or three large canoes coming 
towards the shore, became alarmed, ima- 
gining that the Maadiogocs were coin« 
inp- in force to recover the captured 
slaves. One or two men immediately 
ran with all speed to Freetown, with tlie 
report that the Mandingoes had landed, 
and war had come ! The town was 
thrown into a complete feruient,~mcn 
seised their gnns and cutlasses^ and 
other jivailable weapons of defence, and 
rau out to repel the invasion ; the people 
msbed out er the plaees of worship, (for 
it was (luring Surul ay-morning service,) 
and great numbers of the women and 
children ran to the barracks for safety ; 
men were promptly act to work to get 

powder out of the mag^arine, and it was 
Stated that even the garrison soldiers 
were ordered to prepare for marchtni^ 
without delay. It turned out, however, 
to be nothing more than three canoes 
coming to the aid of the others.

EMANCIPATED SLAVES FROM CUBA, ON RETURN TO 

WESTERN AFRICA. 

It is suppofied that the Spanish authorities wink at the Slave-Trade still 
carrier! on piratically on the coast of Africa; Init it appears that tlicy put 
no diiriciiUy in the way of the captives purchasing their own freetiom and 
relurning to their native country. In this latter particular, the despotic 
Government of Spain affords an example worthy of inaitation by the more 
enlightened authorities of other states. 

A party of forty- eight Negroes, (men, women, and children^ tmand- 
pated alaves from Cuba, sailed from Pljmooth on the lit of SeptemUer, 
in the mail packet *' Gambia,'' on their return to their native Africa; their 
passage from England to Amca having been paid for by themselves, with 
the aid of the Church Missionary Society, and Tfaomas Farmer, Esq., and 
other friends of the Wesleyan Missionary Society. Some short account of 
them cannot fail to be interesting to the friends of Africa and the human 
race. 

The party consisted of fourteen men, twelve women, and twenty-twd 
children ; the age of the children varying from sixteen or fourteen years 
down to infancy. Some of them had been carried into slavery more than 
forty yeare ago ; others of theitt had been slaves tiventy-five or t^entjr 
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yun^ None «f Ad adiats bad been biwme tliiii''id?MiUea'jiiri tbTMlUi 
Gaba. All ibe cblldraii bad beM bora in itoTary. . One gnat mv&ft of 
tbelr mixtion from Cuba to Africa appears to have^beeo, the^ fear tbat 
their redeemed or free-born children might be stolen and sold in Oubai 
BO deouments testifying their freedom being accorded to them, and Ne^^ro 
evidence, whether of their ])arents or others^ not ^beiog available in.^the 
Spanish colonml courU of jtistice. 

The men were respectable iooiiing and intelligent; some of them were 
porters or carriers ; others of them skilled workmen, as builder, cook, 
coachman, stone- worker, &c. The women were washers and 8tall-keeperf« 
or buckiten. Many of (hem were aUe to read, and reeelYed with eager<i 
9eaa the traete and New Teatamenta in the SpnDieh lan|(iag«>bieh wife 
kindljr fnratebed to tbem by frienda in Plymontb. 

One man and two women ^bad purchased their liberty by pnsea in a 
lottery* With these exceptions, by dint of hard labour, each man had 
first emancipated himself. He had then lahoored on until he purchased 
the freedom of his wife; and afterwards, by comhined efforts, they had 
effected tlie purchase of their children. They left two thousand ol iheir 
countrymen in Cuba, who had, iti hke manner, worked out their own free- 
dom, and were waiting to find their way back to Africa. 

Their desire for freedom and for their return to their own country may 
be eatimated from the faet, thai they bad ^in the aggtegate paid thirteen 
Aontand dollara for their liberty^ and that they bad alao paid the Britlah 
Consul in HaTinnab a large eum for their patsAge from the West Indiei to 
tbia country. 

It appears providential that Mr. Mazorell Ben Oliel, from the Gibraltar 
Rfission, shonld harp been in Plymouth during" their stay at that plaee ; no 
other person there had sufhcierU kno'vlf lfrp of the Spnni'h lar.guage to be 
able to communicate with them freely. They recei\ ed ii»8 religious visita 
on three successive Sundays, and on other days, wuh lively gratitude ; they 
listened with marked attention to his Spanish readings and addresses, and 
responded moit devoutly to the prayere he o^red up. They frequently 
attended the church which waa near their temporary midenoa^ although 
not able to understand one word of the sendee ; and appeared to have an 
habitual trust in God» and a cooatant aenee of their entire dependeatfe on 
His Providence. 

The Rev. Mr. Townsend, Church Missionary of the Abbeokuta Mission^ 
anbsequently paid them a visit. He found them an interef^ting party of 
the Yoruba Tnbe, many of them spewing their own language, which they 
were delighted to hear from his lips. He learned from them that a well- 
known native Christian, taken captive al ihe Dahomian invasion of Abbeo* 
kuta» is still in slavery, and that he is the writer of a letter in Negro* 
Spanish, of which they are the bearers, addreseed to the Rev. Mr* Golmer* 

They were aeveral times visited by Dr. TregeUes«>lld by Mr.Bfotrn^ tHe 
Town Missionary; Mr. Thomaa Nicholson of Plymouth was very liberal 
in supplying the wants ot these^ interesting strangers; and Mr 
Prideaux, consulting chemist and analyst, interested himself much in 
their behalf, corresponding with the Wesleyan* Missionary Secretaries, and 
with the Committee of the Anti-Slavery Society, l lie Rev. Henry Venn, 
B.D., Secretary of the Church Missionary boctety, endorsed to the Rev* 
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Samad Cravlher tbe Negro-Spaniah Utter, of wbich tbeywere the bearers ; 
and the Wealeyan JMisiionary Secretaries addresaed letter* on their behalf 
to their Misaionariee at the eave ral Stationa alony the CMat pt AfUea. 

It may be devoutly hoped« that the Christian attentions theae African 
strangers received, and the many prayers offered for them, will result in aome 
favourable and religious impressions, which will not be lost or forgotten 
when they shall arrive in their own country, and come under the te;iching 
of the Missionaries labouring in Africa, whether Wesieyan or of the 
Church of England Society. Nor may their return to Africa be without 
some beneficial effect on the minds of their countrymen at Lagos, and 
AUbeokuta, and the other towns on the coast and in the interior of Africa, 
to which they are on their way. May God'a bleaaiog attend the return of 
thft eaptivea to their native hone 1

Anniversary tinder highly fivourable 
drcnmitancvs { the attendance waa un- 
inceedcntcdlf luf^ and th« jmcecdi 
amounted to the cbecring tum of 
£24. i4«. 7d. 

TIm Anniversarj of our Sabbath- 
idMOl, which has just been held, 
surpasied in interest and pfcuniarj 
results any of its precedtnts. At the 
toMneeilBg, one hvodicd and KvcBiy 
person* pat down, and the tid dresses 
delivered on the occasion afforded mucii 
gnitllleation. Tht whool eonuins one 
hnndred and twenty children, who arc 
instructed by twenty-five Teachers. The 
public examination, which took place on 
tiM Sablwdi aAenooB oa whieh tho 

acrmnns were prcAched, proved th^^t 
these eaeelicnt labourers had not spent 
their ttreogth for nought. On the last 
day of dio Aimlviioory, the diildmi and 
Teachers were conveyed in OJC-waggon«, 
kindly lent tor the occasion^ to a beau- 
tifbl opot time miles diotont. Tfaii dof 
was rem arlr able for the abundance of 
innocent pleasure which it conferred. 
Tlie train was long, and the machinery, 
to an accomplished OD^toctr in England, 
would probably have appeared unwieldy ; 
but for the purpose to which it was 
iq>pr^»riated, better adapted than a nil- 
wsy train. The magnificent weather 
comported admirably with the splendid 
•eenery, and WIA the high-spirited enjoy* 
■MPt in which children and Teach- 
ers, parents and their little one<i, the 
infirm and tfae athletic^ so largely par- 
lleipeted. Seldom, indeed, haa it fallcii 
to my lot to witness a scene flo imposing 
as that wliich presented itself, when, on 
oar wtmn, the fourteen eoreied waggons 
and earta, drawn by one hundred and 
fifty oxen, moved oft' tho j»round. 

On Good Friday we laid the foundation* 
atone of a Wealcyan dnpel at Veralam.

How different, he re- 
marked, was the condition of Coylon 
MOfy Ikon its condition when the first 
Protestant IVfTssinnary landed on \t< 
ahore»j forty year* agol The word of 
6«d bo* been tnnsbMcd Into tbo Urn* 
guage of the people, and circulated all 
over the land. A great variety of tracts 
and useiul books has been prepared, a 
lorge proportion of children are oblo to 
lead and understand the Bible, a vast 
Amount of saving truth iias beendiffusedf 
ond in leeognised mombcnhlp with the 
various Missions is a goodly number of 
consistent believers. The statibuca of 
the We^leyiiu iVii»sion will bear a can- 
did examination. Is it not cause for 
th3iikfu!tip>«s, that in this District there 
are fourteen hundred and ftlty-six church 
nooiberii and two tbonaond two hon- 
ditd and eighty-one children attencHng 
the schools ?

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APPEAL m BEHALF OF THE WESLETAN-METHODIST 

MISSIONABY SOCIETY. 



An appeal is now made in behalf of the l^'unda of the Wesiejan- 
Methodist Missionarj Society. 

It is beliered that a special and earnest application in behalf of the 
Society's Funds can no longer be postponed, with a due regard to the 
interesto of the Society, and to the wishes of many of ite best frienda. 

It is several years since the Committee hare rentured to make the 
Socielye aflbin the subject of a special application. They hare endea- 
Tonred to carry en the work of the Missions, and to aim at the 

reduction of the Society's debt, without making any extraoidioary 

appeal to their friends and the puMir, ^ormise it vrn<^ their earnest 
desire not to interfere with the successful vvorkiiit,' of the Connexional 
Relief and Extension Fund, or any of the various other exertions of 
pious liberality which have had for their object the enlargement of 
evangelical operations in other departments of the work of Ood. Bak 
it Is felt that silence on the subject of the Missions is no longer con-< 
sutent with the interests of that great work« or with the claty of those 
into whose hands the conduct and management of the 3Iis=;ions hare 
been distrusted. It will be a calamity of no small magnitude if the 
support of the Missionary Society should begin to be overlooked, or if, 
at this period^ it should occupy only a secondary or inferior place 
among the many benevDlent objects which present aeknowlcdged claima 
on the liberality of ottr ftiends^ 

This was the coniriciion which pervaded the minds of the Committee 
lit their Meeting held on Wednesdii^, October 10th. On that oecanon 

the Missions in the Singhalese ana Tamul Districts in the Island of 
Ceylon, and in the Madras and Mysore Districts of the Continent of 
India, and the Mission in China, had passed nnder careful review, their 
financial affairs having been previously examined and reported on hy tlie 
Sub-Committee of Finance ; recent important and encouraging commu- 
nications from Diihomi and other parts of Afirica were also tne subfect 
- of eoiiveriKition ; and the present financial position of the Society, still 
burdened with a remaining Balance of Debt amounting to.JKl0,7^* 
19*. 7d.y was also gravely and carefully considered. In the course of 
their deliberations it became quite clear to the miiifJs of the Commit- 
tee, that unless some new and additional impulse nere given to the 
Missionary interest, it would be a matter of dithculty to support the 
Missions now dependent on the Society as thej at present exist; and 
that to raise the Missions in India and elsewhere to a state of fall 
effideni^, in accordance with former decisions of the Committee, and 
to enter more largely on any one new field, such as Dahomi, a consif^er- 
able addition to the Funds of the Society, not to be hoped for without 
appealinp^ specially to the Christian principle of our friends, to which 
the Committee have never yet appealed iu vain, would be absolutely 
required. It was, therefore, at the suggestion of the *Genefu 
Treasurer of the S<M»ety, Thomas Farmer, Esq., and of the Rev. Dr« 
Banting, with the w6re concurrence of the President of the Confer* 
ence, the Ber. Isaao Keeling, who occupied the chair, and with the 
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hearty support of many otber stanncl^ a^d Uber^ friendg of Cie 
Sofietj aisembled on ihs ocouioa^ timt ihi^ Comtaittw meod that th« 
prosent was thfi time when their Tiew^ «honld he. polwhed in ^ 
form, of a new and uigent Appeal 

The nigency of the case wbb the more deeply Mt from the 

circumstance, that the recent an'angement^ forming the Mis- 
sions in Australasia and Polynesia into a separate Conference, 
"will require au extraordinary expenditure by the supply of addi- 
tional Missionaries for New-Zealand and Feejee ; and that 
aimilar airangements in the Eastern Districts of British North 
America have ako occasioned an increased expenditnre for the year 
now current ; and that, while, from these an.d other causes, no dimi-' 
nution Lad been effected in the expenditure of the Society during 
the nine months of the year which had elapsed to the 1st of the 
present month, there had, nevertheless, been a considerable declension 
in the amount of receipts during the two months from the iirst da^ of 
August to the first day of October^ when compared with the receipts 
for the same period in preTious yean. Many causes hare been ai 
work to oeoanon this diminution ; among them may he oiumeratcd 
the pressure on the financial interests of the country occasioned by the 
war; and the attention which had been zealously directed toother 
departments of Christian usefulness cause s which the Committee 
hare themselves felt, and of which they are piepaied to admit the fuU 
force and weight. 

The immediate consequence of this delay of Remittances ou the 
part of onr fiiends, is, that the ^Treasurers have to borrow money, 09 
mterest, to enable them to carry on the bnsinesa of the Society. "Pie 
Committee hope that one result of this appeal will be, the prompt 
payment of all Subscriptions which are due into the hands of the 
Collectors or Secretaries ; and that they will, witliout any delay, 
transfer all amounts in their hands to be remitted at once to the 
General Secretaries in London, in order to the speedy repayment of 
the money now borrowed on that aoconnt 

May not the Committee ask and confidently hope for enlarged and 
additional Subscriptions to the Funds of the Society at this juncture 
of its aflhhv ? They are persuaded that where there is the abiUty t^ 
give with liberal increase, there would also be the will to do so, if 
their friends had an accurate and full knowledge of the truie state of 
the Mission work. They can, with confidence and gratitude to God, 
refer to the intelligence contained in the recently-published Annual 
Report of the Society, and in the Missionary Notices for September 
and October, for satisfactory evidence of the past usefulness and 
encourag i ng prospeots of the Foreign MissioiiB. 

How immense have been the diitct moiai and social advantages 
derived from the Uissions to vast populations in the West Indies 
in Korth America, in Australasia, and in other parts of the world ; 
not to advert more particularly to the stimulating effect of the 
example of the Wesleyan Missions on other bodies of Christians, who, 
if not later in the field, have been led to increase their liberalities, and 
extend their operations, by observing the onward course of the 
Wesleyan Missionary Society ! 
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' How beneficial to tbe temporal interests of many native tribes in 
Africa and Polynesia have been the introduction of arts and commerce 
by the labomn and instructions of the Misgionartes ; a consideration 
which wiU Have its weight with the commercial part of the com- 
munity! 

How incalculable tbe spiritual benefits wbicb, by Qod's mercy, tbe 
Society's Missions have been instrumental in conveying to the souls of 
myriads of our redeemed fellow-men since their early commencement 
more than seventy years a«To, and in their subsequent progress and 
enlargement! How gratetui the reflection, that it may be said of 
many precious souls in past generations, and of a still greater number 
in the present generation, in reference to tbe operations of the Society, 
that'** through our mercy they also have obtained mercy I" 

The Committee will not further pursue this inexhaustible subject. 
They confidently trust that these considerations will counterbalance all 
others whidi might tend to restrict the Society's operations. What 
they now ask is,-— 

First, An exercise of liberality equal to that of past years, in 

practical acknowledgment of the principle, that the financial pressure 

of the timrs, and the just claims of othor oltjects of benevolence, oiiaht 
not to he nliowcd to operate to the diminution of the support afforded 
to Foreign Missions ; and, 

Second, Tn addition fo that, such an increase of Contributions as 
shall compensate for those knoAvn diminutions and failures which are 
unavoidable in the course of human aO'airs ; and, 

Third, Ruch a further enlargement, both in Personal Subscriptions 
and in Tublic Collections, as shall justify the expectations of tlie 
world, and of other sections of the church, witii respect to AVesleyan 
Missions. 

A prompt and liberal and kind response to this Appeal Nvill, it is 
believed, be an acceptable service to the Saviour of mankind, and will 
happily enable' the Committee to close tiie year 185S, and commence 
the year 1866, with tbe confidence that the mind and heart of our 
friends concur with the singfular and merciful developeroents of Divine 
Providence, m the opportunities now presented to the Society of 
taking their full jhnre in the appointed nnrl honourable task of 
preaching the Gospel of the kingdom us a wiuiess to all nations.

THE VISIT OF THE REV. DR. BEEOHABI TO 
BRITISH A&i£BICA. 

Huw£V£a iuterestmg to the general render niay I>e the publication 
of llie journal of a iravellcr, in which He baa reoonled the incidents 
nnd eveiita of his tour, as tliey occurred from dajr to daj, with Kis 
imprestions respecting what he saw and heard, — we must confine our- 
selves at present to a condensed statement of the objects and results 
of the vUit in question. Some general inforiiuition on these points we 
conceirc that our friends and supporters liave a ri<yht to look for, in an 
early JSumlM-r ui the Society's moutliiy publication. One principal 
object of tho senior Secretary's deputation to British America was to 
make arrangements for the application, to our Missions in the Eastern 
Provinces, of the principle embodied in the Resolutions of the Mis^ 
sionarv Committee, in December, 18.51. At that time, the Commit- 
tee aaopted the conclusion, for which circumstances had long been 
preparing their minds, that the platform of tlie Society's operations 
had become so cfreatly extenJcd as to render it iin})os>i!:le for a bo;ird 
of management in this country to pay that attcutiuu to the several 
HissionSi seattered through all tlie great divisions of the globe, which 
a due regard for their respeotire interests imperatively required ; and 
that, as a oonseqaence, measures ought to be taken, without further 
delay, for making the older Missions of the Society dependent, in u 
great measure, upon their own resources. The precedent which had 
been furnished at an early day by the measures that constituted the 
Methodist Societies in Ireland a distinct Connexion, under its own 
Conierence, — which piecedent was kept in view when, at a hitcr 
period, an lurmngement wiis made for an union of the Canadian with 
the English Con&renoe,-^atidieated a legitimate, and, us it appeared, only 
effectual course to be pursued ; and it was therefore determined to pro> 
ceed upon the plan of forming those Missions into distinct but affiliated 
Connexions, encli liaving^ an annual assembly, or local Conference, of its 
own ; and that, on these bodies, thus constituted, should be devolved the 
twofold task of raising, as far as practicable, the means of self-support, 
nnd of managing their own local affairs ; under certmu general regula- 
tions, having for their object the conservation of the great principles 
of our common system* The first experiment was made with Fmnee 
and Switzerland. The way having been prepared by previous corre- 
spondence, Dr. Bcecham, in the spring of 18.>2, at the request of the 
Missionary Committee, visited l«Vanee ; and, in consultation with the 
3fissionaries, during several succfssive days, concluded the necessary 
arrangements for placing the Missionary work in that country upon u 
new roundation. These arrangcmetus, having met the approval of the 
Missionary Committee, were sunelioned by the Conference at its 
subsequent meeting at Sheffield ; and the Society's Missions in France 
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and SwItzerLwcl became a distinct but affiliated Coiuiexioiiy or churcb, 

Avitli its own local Coufeience, under the presidency of the Rev. 
Dr. Cook. Australasia and Polynesia followed next in order. The 
plan on which the new French Connexion had been hased was 
nioJillcd in some of its details, for the purpose of adapting it more 
fully lo the circumstiinces of the work in those parts of the world ; 
and the Rev. Robert Young was deputed to go to Australasia, and 
prepare tiie way for its introduction. On his return, encouraiired by 
his report of the spirit in >vhich the Missionaties and principal friends 
entered into the proposed plan, the Conference of 1854, which met at 
Birmingham, formed the Australasian and Polynesian ^lissions into a 
distinct affiliatetl Connexion, and appointed the liev. AVUliam B. 
Boyce the President of its first local Conference. 

British America, one of the oldest portions of the Methodist 
Mission field, was included in the new arranfrcments contemplated by 
the Committr e. In 1847* the causes of misunderstanding which had 
disturbed the union between the Canadian and English Conferences 
bavinjr been removed, the Sorietv's Indian and other Missionf? in 
TTpper or NVestr-rn C anada w^ro ronne<. ted again with the Canadian » 
Conference, and a satisfactory re-uiiioii toulz place between that and 
tlie En^^lish Conference ; leaving undtfr the immediate manugement of 
the Missionary Committee, the Missions in Lower Canada, the 
Sastem Frovinees, and Newfoundland. The Bradford Conference of 
1853 authorized the Committee to send a Deputation lo British 
America, to make arrangements for bringing these renuiining Missions 
under the new system; but m uwxch tinip and attention was required . 
for the revision and eomph.-tion of the plan relating to Australasia, and 
the preparation of the reijuiiiite documents for carrying that plan into 
effect, that the proposed Deputation across the Atlantic was necessa- 
rily delayed. The union of the Lower or Eastern Canada and 
Hudson VBay Mission-Districts with the Canadian Conference, which 
had been arranged by correspondence during the year, was, however, 
elfected at the following Conference of 1854, when the Australasian 
Connexion wa^ formed ; and the permission which had been granted 
to the Missionary Committee to send a Deputation to British America 
was, at the same time, renewed. 

At the earnest request of the Committee, Dr. Beecham agreed to 
undertake this Tisitation, primarily and especially with the view of 
making the requisite preparations for the formation of the Society's 
Missions in Nova- Scotia, Prince Edward's Island, New-Brunswick, 
and Newfoundland, into a distinct ecclesiastical organization. As the 
successful working of the proposed measure must necessarily depend, 
to a great extent, upon the intelligent and hearty co-operation of the 
Missionaries themselves. Dr. Beecham determined to make an effort 
to see them at their annual District-Meetings, and explain to them 
collectively the views of the Missionary Committee and the Confer- 
ence. Tliis object he was enabled satisfectoril^ to accomplish. 
Setting off immediately after the Anniversary Meeting of the Society 
at Exeter-Hall in May last, he reached Halifax in time to attend the 
Annual Meeting of the Nova-Scotia, West, District. From thence, 
accompanied by Dr. Richey, he proceeded to Amhei-st, and met the 
brethren of the Nora-Scotia, East, and Prince Edward's Island 
^Istrict; and suhse^oently attended the New-Brans wiclp Distrii^ 
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Meeting, in Uie city of St Johx^ At eacli of tbete places he aifo met 
large a number of tlie office-bearers and principal friends of tbe 
seveiiil Districts &$ could be conTeniedtly asseinbiej. l^is visitatioii 

of the Districts was attended with encouraging sucoess. He had 
commenced it under a deep impression of the aiduotis nature of the 
undertaking, and lie found that lie had liot oveiraU il tlie dilHcnlties 
he would have to ciiconntcr. The iuevitahle con-otjuciicc.-, it,c,ulLiiig 
from Missions being kept for n long cour^ of time m a btate of 
depend^ce upon tbe Parent Society were, in this oate, sufficiently 
manifest. As Mission-Districts they were not bound together by the 
ties wliich unite the IIoine-Districts to each other ; but each District 
looked simply to the ]\Iissionary Committee in London for pf^cuniary 
support, and directions ns to the management of its local alFairs. 
Tims isolated, to a considerable extent, from each otiier, the Miss!'^>n- 
arici and thcii people felt themselves shut up within tlie boundaries of 
their respective Pi.^tricts. The Conni:xion:\l principle Av;is restricted 
in its operation. h)aeh Distrit't confined itself very much to its own 
affairs ; while a feeling of something like child-like depciideuce upon 
the parental arm of tlie Committee at home k^i't acquiring strengt|i 
Avith the lapse of tinu;. In addition to the ditficuitics arising out af 
this state of things, lie ha<l (ttliers to contend Avitli, in refercio-e to 
Newloundlaud. A strong objection, which, for a time, appeared lo 
he almost invincible, existed generally in the PioyiiiCL:> against the 
incorporation uf the Novfuundland Missioji in the proposed scheu^e ; 
and thi« part of the plan was as strongly opposed by the Missionaries 
and friends in XewfQunfllatid) H'ho )^vi^hed to remain a Mission- 

Distriot under the ilite0i niamigement of the ( -owmi^etf at hunw. All 
these objections, however, were ovcrconie, so far as tlie Provinces 
were concerned ; uijd he encouraged the hope, — -a hope which was 
subsequently reuii/ed,— rthat th^ i^iiiHiUi^aniiCG uj^' Nevviuj^i^dijiH^, aljSP, 
wonld be eventually &eeured. 

Haviuj; completed his visitation of the Districts, it remai|ie4 fvF the 
Deputatiun to hold, in pursuance of his instructions, a general meeting 
of Missionaries fron all ilio Districts, for the purpose of m^iug 
arrangements, subjAttt tO the approval of the English Coaferaui^e, for 
introilucing the new S}'6lem without further delay. Public business 
requiriii-: his attendance in Canada i'or a few >veeks, this general meet- 
ing was [Mjstpontid until the nuddle of July. t)ii the day appointed, 
.he met, at iiaiifax, the brethren who had been tleputeU ,to attend, by 
the several District-Meetings ; and, assisted hy the I^ey, ji^MDch Wqo4, 
the President of Canadian Confere^pe^ an4 the Be^f ^ohn llycrpon, 
the Co-Delegate, irho had kindly sficoiji^panied him on his return fr^m 
-Oanada, Ine entered upon the business for which the meeting h^d been 
convened. The plan which the English Conferen- e had applied to 
France and Vustraijisia having received the hearty concurrence of ml the 
Hissionaries at their respective District-Meetings, which Dr. ]>eechani 
had attended, the buzjiuess ut tins generj.d meeting wa^ ma^uiy to con- 
sider the recoqimendatiQBS emho^ed iu the plan ps to the measures 
requisite &r the supporl and extension of $he yroik* AU thesa maiteis 
had the fnllest consideralion ; and resol^iims were udopited lof pioTid- 
ing an efficient Contingent Fund, to be raised in the same w af AS in 
England; for applying the principle of the Cliildren's Fund, the opera- 
Jiom of whiok uriUhe that sijity-eight membtM>4» kviU Uttve to provide for 
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the allowance of one riiiM, ihU year; for raising a Fund for the 
Education of the Cinldren ot" Ministers; and for preparing a plan for 
the formation of a Worn-Out inisters' Fund. A Chapel Relief Fund 
wat fovod to be uoneoeisary, for the iatiifiictorf rt ason that they had 
proceeded upon the plan of building phicet of worship so lar free from 
debt that there were not any cases of embarrassed Thuts to be met, 
It appeared too, on inquiry, that the mode of settlement was generally 
satisfactory, and that provision had been made, in provincial Acts of 
Parliamont, for securing the chapels to their iutt uded use. The 
importance of diffushig Wesleyan and religious literature tlirough the 
new Connexion was btrongly felt ; and measures were taken for the 
ettablithment of an efficient Book-Room, and the wider diffusion of a 
weekly religioua journal which had been established some time in one 
of the Bistriets. The educational prospects of the new Connexion 
n])pearcd very encouraging. Gratifying reports were presented, 
showing the beneficial oj'eration of the Institution at Mount Allison, 
Saekville, which Dr. Beechain had himself previously visited. In the 
two noble buildings of this Institution young people of both sexes 
receive a sound, (general education, with which is combined a thorough 
Christian ond Wesleyan training; and many of the students hare 
experienced the saring power ot the GospeL The Institution stands 
very high in public estimation, and several persons of other religious 
bodies send their children thither for education. It lias ever been the 
wish of the Trustees, m M-ell m of Mr. Allison, the generous 
founder, — who has contributed towards its erection and comtneuce- 
ment perhaps not less than £7)000, — that this Institution, in its two 
departments, should be made to subsenre the interests of the Society ; 
and it was one of the most pleasing acts of the kite general meeting, or 
Provisional Conference, at Halifax, to recognise, at the desire of the 
Trustees, this educational establishment as a Connexional Institution , 
and appoint the officers and board of management for the ensuing year. 
In respect of the state and prospects of the work generally there is 
much that is satisfactory. The spirit of simple, zealous piety, with a 
decided English feeling, is manifested by our people. The labours of 
the Missionaries are attimded with sooeess ; as appears from the fact 
that the Reports from the sereral Districts, laid biefore the Provisional 
Conferenoe, showed a net increase of upwards of nine hundred mem- 
bers, besides nearljsiz hundred on trial. Great openings for increased 
usefulness, moreover, present themselves, in eztensivo districts which 
invite Missionary e-nterprise. 

Having completed the main business of this general meeting at 
Halifax, Dr. Beecham sent home his Ileport to be presented to the 
Conference, whieh was preparing to assemble at Leeds, mmself remain- 
ing a short time longer to complete certain arrangements that were 
in progress. The Conference, cordially approving of his proceedings, 
constituted the Missions in Nova-Scotia, Prince Edward's Island, 
Cape-Breton, New-Brunswick, Newfoundland, and Bermuda, — which 
had been previously under the direction of the Wesleyan Conference 
and Missionary Comnnttec, — a distinct but affiliated Connexion, under 
the title of "The ^Vesleyan-Methodist C uunexiou or Church of Eastern 
Biitbh America* At the same time, it recognised the general meet- 
ing of Missionaries, which had been held at Halifiix, as the First Ck>n- 
£Breace of this new Connexion ; and Dr« Beecham as its Blist l^esi- 
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denf, appointing him to perform (he functions of that oiBce during the 
ensuinpr jvnr. A fortniglit after transmitting his I?'']K>rt, Dr. Beeci)ani 
embarked for England, and had the sntisfiiction ot reaching home in 
time to give to the Conference at Leeds, at ohl" oi Us closing sittings, a 
fuller account of his visit, and to receive the warm coogratuhitions of 
his brethren. 

Two other important arroDgetiients require a biief notice. Dr. 
'Beecham had received an earnest invitation from Newfoundland (o 
visit that old and interesting Mission of the Society, and make himself 
acquainted, by personal observation, with its jtctual state and wants. 
With this invitation he would have gladly tompHed ; but any thing 
like an eflFective visitation would liave detained iiim at IcJi&t six weeks 
longer from home ; and it appeared more desirable, on the whole, that 
one or more of those on whom the administration of the new system musi 
principally deyolve should go in his place, for the purpose of acquiring 
that knowledge of the state of Newfoundland which might be of practi- 
cal use in nmking arranpremcnts for the \>orking of that Mission for the 
future, and also of opening up kindlv intcicourt^c with the brethren and 
friends in that remote District, thus niakini^ thcin feel (hat they have an 
interest in the atlectionate sympathy ot their new ecclesiastical con- 
nexions. It was therefore arranged that the Rer. Dr. Richey, whom 
the Conference has appointed Co^Delepite for the year, and tho 
Kcv. Richard Knight, Unairman of the New-Bmmwick District, who 
thirty-nine years ainoe commenced his Missionary career in Newfound- 
hnuL should at once visit the principal places in tliat District ; and (he 
morning of August 3d presented a scene of unusual Methodist and 
Missionary interest to the friends of the tSociety at Halifax, connected 
with the departure of three Ivoyal Mail steamers for (heir respective 
destinations. First the steamer, with Dr. Beecham on board, on his 
return to England, left tite pier. Half-an-hour afterwards the New- 
foundland steamer followed, witli Dr. Itichey, Mr. Knight, and the 
Chairman of the Newfoundland District and two other Missionaries 
fron> thence, who had been at the Provisional Conference at Halifox. 
And then the Bermuda steamer, with tlic Kcv. Isaac Whitehouse, 
returning also from the Conference, took lier departure. We are 
happ^ to announce that intelligence has just been received at the 
Mission-House that Dr. Richey and Mr. Kuight hare returned to 
Halifax, haring most satisfactorily accomplished the object of their 
yisitation. We hope to furnish some particulars respecting it at an 
early opportunity. 

The other arrangement to which ^^ e have referred is designed to 
romote the Missionary spirit in the newly-forinrd Connexion. Tlie 
iissionary Societies in the several Di^tritts \viii continue to sustain 
an Auxiliary relation to the Parent S'^ciety, uud remit their receipts to 
the Genetal Fund ; and Dr. Beecham, deeming^ it desirable to giTe a 
new impulse to the Missionary feeling, with a view to obtain enmrged 
oontrihutions to the Fund, and otherwise advance the Mission-cause, 
made an arrangement for the Canadian Indian Missionary, the llew 
Peter Jones, to visit, in company with Dr. Richey, the principal places 
in Nova-Scotia, Prince Edward's Island, and New- Brunswick. A 
converted Indian, pleading the cause of Christian Missions, has never 
yet been seen in these provinces ; and it is hoped that the visit of Mr. 
Jones, while exciting general interest, may exert a heneficial bflueilCQ 
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upon the remaining aboriginal inhabitants. A remnant only of the 
Melicete tribe is found in New-Brunswick ; but in Nova-Scotia there 
is yet a considerable number of the Micinac Indians, for whose religious 
benefit a local Missionary association at Halifax, In rthith, Christinns 
of the several denominations nnite, is now making praiseworthy exer- 
tions. Arrangements were made for meeting the expenses of Mr. 
Jones, by local exertions; and bis Missionary tour, in company witli 
Dr. llicbov, ivns to be undertaken during the fine weather with which 
the American provinces arc usually favoured in the autumnal season* 
We shall wait with interest the report of this visitation. 

"What hath God wrought?" In the year 1775, William Black, 
then a youth about fifteen years of age, removed with his iitdier's 
family, from Iluddersfield, in Yorkshire, to Amherst, in Kova-Scotia, 
wherfe his father had purchased an estate. About four years afterwards, 
as appears from his own letter to Mr. Wesley, (which letter Mr. Wesley 
published in liis Journal, under date of April 1.5th, 17^^-0 William, 
and ]>is parents, and other members of the family, experienced the 
saving power of the Gospel. "A few of the old Methodists who 
emigrated from England some years before," another aeconnt states, 

hating had something of a revival in their souls, began to hold Httle 
meetings for prayer aiid exhortation ;** and these meetings became the 
means of the conversion of AVilliam and his father's family. Full of 
zeal, William immediately, like the Psalmist, hvjf^n to declare to 
others what God had done for his soul ;*' and lie siiortly afterwards 
enleied upon that course of evangelistic labours by Avliich the cause of 
Christ was remarkably extended through the provinces of Eastern 
British America. Nor vrere those laltours confined to the continent. 
His biographer, the Bev. Dr. Hichey, stales, that, in the year 17^1 1 
"in pnrsuance, it would seem, of an arrangement suggested by Dr. 
Coke, he sailed from Halifax to Newfoundland. The remarkable 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit which attended his labonrp. transient 
thoutch they were, in that island, formed a new era in the liistory of 
his ministerial usefulness." The result of this visit, continues his 
biographer, " was a large accession to the Methodist Society^ and the 
dawn of that brighter day which has since shone upon onr Mission in 
that island." No less than two hundred souls were converted to 
God during bis brief sojourn in Conception-Bay. Nor are the fruits 
of that visit to be estimated by its immediate results. He orgntn'/ed 
Methodism, settled the Mission-property, and secured it to the Con- 
ntiioii, increased and inspirited the iSociety, and obtain ( tl ti r them the 
help they needed." Mr. Black iinished his career at iialifax in the 
year 1834 ; and his biographer, five years afterwards, referring to the' 
extraordinary success which the Great Head of the church had vouch- 
safed to his servant, remarks, "Besides the incalculably beneficial 
effect of his zealous labours and holy exara})Ie in edifying the people 
of God, not less, probably, tlian five hundred instances might even 
now be traced in \n Iiieh truth from his lips was clothed with salvation 
to those who heard it." Mr. Black lived to witness the result of liis 
aealous endeavours, in the formation of extensive Missions in Eastern 
British Ameri<», of which he was regarded as the father, and over 
which he presided as General Superintendent. The fuller develope- 
raetit of the work which was originated by the instrumentality of the 
humble labours of the converted emigmnt youth is now to be ovntan- 
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plated in the reccntlj'-forraed " Wesleyan-Metliodist Connexion or 
Church of Eastern Britisli America," with its eigbtr Minkters, besides 
Supernumeraries, its seventy Circuits, upwards of thirteen thousand 
dittrch-members, and nearly six hundred on trial. 

But while the reyiew furnishes cause for gratitude and encourage- 
ment, it is necessary to guard against extravngiiTit expectations. This 
new Connexion commences under auspiciou^i circuiustauces ; but niuek 
remains to he done to insure complete success. A ne\v system cannot be 
introduced without steady, continuous effort. It will be a work of con- 
siderable time to diffuse correct and enlarged views amoug the people 
generalljr, and call forth their energies in the support i>f the Oon- 
nejctonal I^'unds and Institutions on which the maintenance aUd exten- 
sion of the work must ultimately depend. The caution against mis- 
understanding on this subject which Dr. Bunting judiciously gave at 
the last Anniversary of the Society, at Fxetcr-Hall, ought not to ho 
forgotten. The principal relief*whicU this Socii'ty can expect from the 
new affiliated Cotifcicnces, he justly observed, is pruspcci'tvcy and 
there will be at present quite as much necessity for continuous and 
actual effort of this Society to aid the British American work wfiyetk 
This is a correct view of the case. The new affiliated OonnexTons 
most be helped, until their own local resources are sufficiently deve- 
loped that they can effectually help themselves. In due time, through 
God's blessing attending the cirorts of his servants, the Wesl'^yrm- 
MethodiBt Connexion or Church in Eastern America will, we doubt 
not, be able to sustain itself, and will then combine its efforts, with 
those of the Parent Society, in the extension of the Gospel iu Heathen 
lands.

My esteemed predecessor in the Gee- 
long Circuit, the Rer. F. Lewln, who Is 
row in £ug]anfl, with his Helper, Air. 
Hart, completed our principal cluprl in 
Yarra-Rtrect, at a cost of £3,(K)(> on])-, 
£8fi0 of which was left aa a fija'ing 
debt, and has lately been cmceltcd by 
our liberal people of Geelong. During 
the past twelvemonths, m brick chnpel 
has been erected at South Gecl >n<,', »nd 
pnid for nf a cost of i'1,-100. At (Jhil- 
wel], a $toue chapil has also been built, 
at a cost of £2,200, beinf alxty-thrce 
feet by forty, ami twenty-two feet high 
from floor to wall-platr. Here, in con- 
sequence of nnpreeedented eommcicial 
difficulty whldif during the past aix 
months, has afflicted the colony, we 
have u debt of £03'*. A vigorous efibit, 
however, comprising werlcly and monthly 
priv:i!e a!i:l public collections, and a 
Ladies* bewing Society, is promising 
well to pay it off within a year. A 
brick chapel Is also completed at Tuck- 
field, to a considerable dp-jrct through 
the liberality of our good Iriend Mi>s 
Newcome, who i<i waiting with anxlotM 
desire for the aTriv:i! of the 3 (King 
i^lini»ter we are expecting you soon to 
send us to Ubont on the peninsula of the - 
Indented Head, rituated between the 
bay and the rcpan. A stone cha;>rl is 
also in the course of erection at Ctre*, 
in the midst of the rich corn-fields of the 
}?,irribnnl Hills, w!iich will cost £500; 
aud at liighion a neat little brick chapel 
was opened the other day. These, 
beside five other chapels of wood, have 
been erected durir^w the past year; 
vliile five day-schoulii have also been 
established. So that the Geeloog Cir- 
cuit now comprises twelve pUces of wor- 
ship and eight day-school!«, with a ninth 
which will be ready for action in about a 
month. Thus we have church accoin- 
modition for two thousand three hun- 
dred souls, and daily insuuction given 
(gratnitoudy when ncceaanry) to five 
hundred and ten children, wiih at least 
an equal number in Sabbath- schools, 
wlilch are conducted with as much seal 
and aUlity as similar inatimtiona at 
home. I have jsaid that great conimer- 
cial depresition has come over our land ; 
indeed, there are now many honest 
mcchaiiics and others who cmnot earn a 
Uving at their trades, and carpcntcri 



especially are without employmrnt, and 
very many pefsons wlio now arrive fn*tn 
England are greatly discouraged. Vet 
there i$ fine land in a j^-n?;'! climate, 
inviting cultivation, and the beftmarktt 
in the world asking ibr the produce ; 
and so there is ample room tor hard 
services of industriou!> and sober men. 
The state of trsde has ecesi^oned o great 
dispersion from the towns to the dig- 
ginx^j J»"d info all parts of the interior ; 
»o that while by this means neaiiy one- 
thiid of our people ate removed lirom 
Oetlon^, the resources of the coumry, 
h'Jth mineral and agricultural, promise 
to be more folly opened up. Intemper* 
ance and l*asfy marriagex, with little or 
no knowledge of the partner chosen for 
life, occaidon great nuHiry in this land. 
Nearly every day brlnga under my 

notice smnc ir stancc of dis'res* from one 
or both of thisc causes; and it is very 
gritvon to see sot a few persons, who 
were temperate and even religious at 
home, who are fallen awfully here. It* 
it were possible, constrained by the dis- 
mal sights I have witnessed in this land, 
I would speak with the voice of a trum- 
pet in the ears of all our Wcfleyan 
immigranis, "Cleave to the house of 
GimI, and shun the insidious ab^^mina- 
tlons of drink;** for the danger is ten- 
fold greater here than in Eai^land; for 
we see men and women here who were 
pious and Chrfstian at linmr, impercept- 
ibly fascinated into irreligi m, and drunk- 
enness, and death. I have visited tbetn, 
entreated to do so by a heart broken 
husband or wife; 1 have admon!s!<etf, 
warned, prayed; but,ala8 ! it in geucially 
toolate; the tnbitls formed, dtunk to-day, 
and, in spite of pain, and banVruptcy, nnd 
death, and even hell, made ceitaio to the 
enlightened conscience, will br dnmk 
again to-morrow, and the next day, and 
the next week, till « neighbour cal's, 
" Want you to a funeral, Sir. He is 
dead, Siri died yesterday t drank him- 
eelf dead." 

Voung men leave England to be Iree 
from the restraints of a godly home, and 
a Christiati father. They see libeity 
and pleasure, and perhaps wealth, in 
Australia. Soute of these have gone to 
the diggings, and to aod fro in the 
interior, cleaving hard blocks of limbtr, 
digging new ground, and breaking stub- 
born tttones on the road. Youths who 
had the tenderestof mothen in England 
stand destitute nt our floors, begging for 
a night*tf lodging, and sometimes walk 
all night in the atrect) or lie under a 
gum-tree. O, could I but make uneasy 
youths at home see the soUcitiNle with 
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which their furerunDers long again — bat 
l«nK in vain — for their fathers' hovsie ! 

The imnaigration of Chinamen mto 
VietorU it now exciting a great deal of 
earnest attention, botb in \he 1; pi.-lafure 
and among the £uropean inhabitaa's 
generally. Probably the nvmber of 

Celestialu,** aa they are commonly ealkd 
here, now in the colonv about fifteen 
ihousanii, almost without exception 
males ; and the number la inereasinf? ao 
rapidly, that ?onic j>uppO'c we may have 
lifty thouMaod within the next year. 
And, judging from the multitudes which 
nre now arriving every week, this may 
pfove to h" tlie facf. On Sunday laRt 
three (thips arrived in Port Phiiip with 
aeverni hnndreda, and there are other 
abips expected daily. Now, something 
ou^ht to be done for these Heathen 
people. The Legislative Assembly are 
proposing to tax their arrival, or t» 
oblijrc tlifiti to bring a proporttonate 
number of »on>en. They are in most 
odious repute among us, aa demoralised 
to the basest degree; and it is stated 
that they take away the gold and will 
spend it in China in the purchase of 
wives. And one man in a couit of 
ju?ticc, bcinp questioned what he would 
do with his gold, replied, The first 
thing after I reaeb China, I shall imt^ 
chase six wives.** But this, though 
sufficiently revolting, is not the most 
odious part ot their morals; for it is 
eommonlf nndcistood among the dig* 
gers, that tlicTc is all tbc reason, except- 
ing only the Divine mandate, ior icccp* 
ing them out of Victoria, that there was 
anciently for driving out the Canaanites 
from Canaan, and drstroying the " cities 
of the plain," But, however this might 
he, I wish you could send idiera a 
Missionary, and some Bibles and 
tracts. I have heard of their receiving 
tracts very readily, and two are in the 
habit of attending one of our chapels at 
the dig^ingii. Ti)e English Church 
have just received a native AJisaionarj 
from their school In China t bat I 
should like to see a good Wesley an 
Enu>Tii>b Micsionary, devoted to the 
Clmiefte o( Victoria. 

I must now say a frovd or t«o to you 
on behalf of the scattered population of 
the interior of Victoria. Many of these 
arc fdigloat people, but deprived, from 
Ihdr remote rnidence^ of all the means of 
grace. Some of them come many mile^j 
occasionally, to our places of worship, 
and others fall into the greatest spiritual 
apathy and irrcligion. My Circuit- 
town may be regarded as the capital of 
the best ugricultural district of Victoria, 



and daring the past year many of dvr 

people have msde themselTea home- 
steads in the bush. I am, therefore, in 
want of a good young man, who loves to 
prenrh, and Tide, and who can and 
read and atudy wlierever he may be. 
If yott will sciid n« one, he shall live at 
my hoaso aa comfortably as the average 
of young Ministers d» in England ; he 
shall ride a good horse, and we will 
mark bim out such a sphere of useful* 

nos as England cannot offer, He (.hall 
vii>it the houses of the settlers, preach to 
them, get the heaits of their diildrcn, 
induce them to read, and, where there 
are cliildren enough, assist nie in estab- 
liihing schools. lie would prevent 
many from making shipwreck of faith, 
and recover others out of the snare of 
the devil; and, in some instances, small 
churches would be established, and even 
Circuits originated. And this is a 
wn V w'fiich cannot po?^^bly be dcncj 
unless you send me such a man. Vou 
will judge from the buildings we have in 
hand, and from the great scindty of 
money in the country, that we cannot 
now pay the passage and outHt of a 
Preacher. And as this 3s the fint 
request I have ever put before you, I 
trust you will grant it. Tell the good 
man*s mother not to fear for her son. 
He shall want for nothing, nor suffer 
lialf the privation that some of the 
PreaciieTB have suflcred in Scotland and 
Iieiaiid; and will be rnndi better olT 
than those brtt'irfn who have roDghed it 
for the lord's sake at the dijegings. 
But we want an intelligent, earnert 
Christian man, who will only regard the 
Lord's work, and I am !*nre he will be 
happy with us, and obtain a high reward 
in the great day. 

I have recently visited Ballaratt, with 
its sixty thousand souls located within 
fifteen miles of the centre where the 
township atanda, and where there is one 
street nearly crowded with people and 
vehicles as a principal street in London. 
We are surprised that the late disturb- 
ance s there should have created any 
alarms for us in England, and I am 
quite i>ure that co one here has felt the 
lea^t Aav dating the past hix montha* 
In fact, every body is as free from anxi- 
ety respecting riota and thieves here aa 
are the people of England ; and I sup* 
pose it is as common to leave doors and 
windows unfastjned at night in al! parts 
of Victoria, as it is to close th^m up in 
all parts of England* Our valuable 
Minister at Ballaratt^ Mr. Taylor, has 
had no ordinary difficulties, and no easy 
duties to cope with; and be htt dpnc 
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hi« dttly veil, Imvinff und^r his charge 
mote feouls than all other Frote&taat 
dthomiiiaiidiit to^theft fend Chrivten* 

dom is indebted to him i'or having bap- 
tized, married, buricc', and prpadir<! the

i had given a weekV notice to onr 
Sonctic!^ nt all the Stations within from 
thittj to forty niiJcs of Abakrampa, that 
the chapel wovid be opened on the Ath 
Safttant ; and the rei<ponsc to Ihi* notice 
was certainly one of the mo»t extraordi- 
nary ones 1 have ever witnessed. 

I arrived at Abakrampa on Thursday, 
the 2(1 instant, and was delighted to 
iind the Society there in a most quick- 
ened state, agreeing io every respect 
with Mr. Solomon** recent report, which 
I insCTtcd in my ktter to yon per last 
mail* 

On thfe loIloWiDg morning (Friday, 
the 'Ad instant) I was aroused troin hleep 
a little after four o'clock, by the joyous 
sounds of praise to God. Our people 
wete holding their nmal early prayer- 
meeting. 31 r. Solomon was leading the 
meeting, and a itttle school-girl about 
nine years 6f age waa aiding them in 
correct sii);,'ii)g by phiying very nicely 
on a little seraphine ; and as 1 listened, 
in an adjoining room in which 1 imd 
been al<e|rinri to the harden of their 
seng,^ 

*• 0 jovful sound of fJosivel grace, 
t'itrut sliall in me appc-ar ; 
T, even I» shblt see bis (liiee, 
IshifUlwhoiylnre/'Iko., 

1 ftk no dihposition to try to n press a 
flood of tears, which I shtil ns 1 lay in 
bed, and thought over the blessed 
change! which Ood had wrought in the 
once dark town of Abakrampa. 

My first visit to the interior, after tny 
arrival here in wa» to this tiatne 

town of Abaknm|ia ( and my baeinesa 
on that occasion was to try and prevail 
on the old Chief of the Akrah people 
(Ottt) to ecaae petaecntinf a Ihw of onr 
pcofle who wm living in the neigh- 



bouring village nf Akroful. At that 

time Abakrauipa was entirely enveloped 
in Paji^u darkncs!i,. No ray of light 
had ptnetraltd its deep gloom. 

By frequent friendly intercourse with 
Otu the old Chief, we evLntually suc- 
ceeded in iirst sotientng his teelinga 
towards hta Christian people at Akrofnl, 
about eight or tin in number, who had 
received tl:e word of truth on the Coast, 
nnd carried it with them to their native 
village. 

Afar this we happily succeeded in 
getting Otu to consent to establish a 
school in Abakrampn. This he did 
with many misgivings as to the propriety 
of bis doing fo, and whli decided oppo- 
sition to the rRi^ing a Society there^ 
He feared the light, but did not wiafa to 
di<4ohlii;e ui, who had lieeemc hit 
friends. 

, By the blessing of God a 8iiiall Soci- 
ety soon grew up in Abakrampa, and 
Otu by degrees becnme reconciled lo a 
large inpouring of light into his town; 
and Abaktnmpa has now beomne one of 
the most important and piomiaing Stai- 
tions in this District. 

Haviug u)ade this britf digression 
from the auhjeet of the opening of the 
chapel, I now return thereto. 

On Saturday, the 4th instant, a large 
influx of Christian atmngen was ttrik- 
ingly visible ii^ the atrecta of Aba* 
kranipi ; and in the evening* I found 
that the Stations ut Cape-Cuaiit, Ana- 
mabu, Domonasi, Beulah, Providence, 
Maunpon, Akroful, Abaka, ]>i.rkwa, 
Abuadzi, Aycrudu, Salt-Punil, hLuntu, 
Aasafh, Akrodu, Ark rah, and Eadaman, 
were all represented in groups of joyous 
Chrijitians, who had conie to 'hare in 
the special nervices of the important 
event of the opening of a chiqpel for 
T>!v:np woD-hip in the little capitail of 
the tribe and province of Akrah. 

The distnnce that seme of ihwe 
fpcnda had travelled on fool told wf. 
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thfelt deep in(et«« lit llie ltubj«ct of thcif 

visit. The Arkrah pt i'io' . for instance, 
is about thirty miles at tlie least from 
Abakrampa, and the Esskmen Station, 
ftkrty miles distant. 

The first hpccial service of the series 
was a prajer- meeting at feven p.m. on 
Saturday \ the seoond, a prajer-vcetiDit 
at lour A.M. on Hunday ; at both of 
■which the chapel wat* fillet'. 

Attteven a.m. on i^unduy a third i^pccial 
tenriee was held. I retd prayers and Mr. 
Lain^;, Native minister, preached from, 

Look unto me, and be je savedj all 
ibe ends of the earth ; for I am Ood, and 
there is none efea.'* (Isai. xlv. 22.) 

The chapel was crowded, and many 
who could net get in crowded die 
windows. 

At eleven a.m. wc held a fourth )»pc- 
cidl service : this was a baptismal ser* 
vice, at which fourteen adtiltt and nine, 
teen infants were baptized. On this 
occasion, also, the chapel wa« more than 
filled. 

At three p.si. came the fifth special 

service. I preached from, " In all places 
where I record my name, J will come 
unto thee, and I wiil bless thee." (Exod. 
NX. 24.) Again we were filled to over- 
and the door f»n(] windows were 
crowded. Otu, the youn^ Chief of 
Akiah, was present at this service. 
After the sermon, I appealed for pecuni- 
ary aid to meet what^ I had advan-'cd on 
the p»rt o^' the iMi>i.<>iun, not at$ part of 
our District expenditure, bat as a loan 
to the Abakrampa Station, to aid in fit- 
ting up the chapel; and a most noble 
response vm immediately given, in a 
colbetion aoiounting to upwards of £40 
carr' ncy, equal to .C'.U'i slerlirt!?, of whith 
amount the young Pagan Chief, Otu, 
gave £6 eurrencf . 

At seven v.m. the >ixth «iul hist 
special service wan held. It consisted 
of a prayer-mcetinp:, followed by the 
admini.Htration of the sacrament of the 
Jjord's Supper. Thi*;, like all the others, 
was a blesstd seascn. About one hun- 
dred and fifty members of Society at. 
tended the Lord's table with songs of 
grateful praise ; and we all leli the 
blessedness of dwelling in the hcusc of 
Odd, and sitting together **in heavenly 
places with Christ JtsuF." 

Early on Muoday, the Gth instant, 
the Christian visitors all prepated to 
return to their own homes; and hoW 
striking and beautiful was that prepara- 
tion 1 Long ere the sun aru^c I heard 
them holding family prayer-meetings, in 
company with our Abakrampa mrmbcrs, 
at their various domestic altars in differ- 
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ent Dorts of th^ little town ; snd their 

each bade Christhm bro ker and sisttr 
farewell, and started joyously homcwarc^. 

These were scehes never to be forgo* - 
ten. Many indeed were the feet upon 
the rt'cnnrain'? of those who bore eway 
to the tour winds of heaven glad tidings 
from Abakrampa tbroaghtnit til this 
part of our extensive Di«<tiict. 

During; the conrsc of the next few 
months, there will, I anticipate, be seve- 
ral other scenes taking place around us 
similar to these which t hsve endcttvaur* 
ed to describe to you. 

I need not tell you that the atmo- 
sphere iH Which I am now living, if I 
may to ftpeah, is one of rxtipmc menfnl 
excitement, it is indeed so much so, 
that 1 often turn for A tnoment from the 
stern s:ertihir duties and responsibilities 
of my oiiicial position, and weep like a 
child at the thrilling facts which wilt 
every hour in the day press themselves 
upon my notice. 

Neither need I say how much these 
drcumstances overwhelm me with labour 
and care. 

That you will pray for us anH rejoice 
over us, I am fully pcr>uailt(l; hut 
whether you can aid us a little more in a 
pecuniary point of view in ihis enLrge- 
tnent of the great work around us, is to 
me a peinfufly anxious Question, which 
causes me many a restless night aflcr a 
hfiT.l t'ay's toil. 

M'iiut we shidl do with our increasing 
Society and eoogrrgtf ioo in Cape. Coast 
is becoming to me un anxious qucsiinn. 
The chapel is becoming too small for u.v, 
and OUT next gsthering of our pcoi>le 
here, which is to take place in two or 
three mcnth5;, will not find us in rirctitr- 
stances to provide atcommodation t\T 
those who will "comfe up to Jeruwlem.'*' 

We could lengtl'.cn our present rliapil 
about thirty feet, which would give us 
sittings for from two hundred to three 
hundred more persons ; but we cannot do 
it H I ill out sorTtr aid from England 
specially for that purpose. £100 could 
be raised here ibr that purpose, ss I am 
pvisua kd from sonic promises already 
made to me if 1 will commence the ^vo^l^^ 
but we could not do it fur less ihau 
j£200. By an early opportunity I hope 
to write to the Committee more at ltn-;ilj 
OQ this subject { I will only remark now 
that in lengthening the vhipel from ita 
present dimensions of seventy feet to one 
hundred feet, we should take into the 
communion the graves of several of our 
deceased brethren and sisters who have 
died in this part of the Mission held.

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my, Wyatt, Fiddlaf, Mra. Iletk, and

Tub " Notices" for September conUiiu J some nccount of the death 
of tlio lamented Joseph Wright; nnd in tlic October " Notices " was 
ins(itcMl a letter addressed by him, -when flying, to his Ron. The 
publiaition of these document's lias increased the interest which has 
heen long felt in the Native Ministers who are raised up hj Divine 
FlroTidenee for the eyangelisation of Africa. The ReT. Joseph Maj 
has sent us a hrief and connected memoir of his late lamented friend 
and colleague, which cannot fail to be a( ( cptihle to our friends, as a 
tribute by of.c Nntirc Afiican Minister to the Christian character and 
worth of his fellow-countryman. It may be regarded as one of the 
most signal evidences of Divine favour to Africn, that her own 
children arc now among the most earnest and zealous teachers of (he 
things of God. 

To Mr. May's memoir of Mr. Wright, we add the letter of the Rev. 
E. A. Qafdiner, Wesleyan ^li^sionary at Lagos, who had the melan- 
choly duty of tending Mr. Wright in his last sickness, and of commit- 
ting: his remains to the silent grave. 

Those of our readers who possess the Kcv. Dr. Beecham's volume on 
Ashanti and the Gold-Const wit! find in the Appendix an interesting 
account, by Joseph Wright himself, of his early life, the slave-war in 
which he was made a ciipiive, and his subsequent conyersion under 
the ministry of the Society's Missionaries at Sierra-Leone.

Je«us f'hr^t. Shortly after this, he felt 
it hit dutjr to make known to bin coun- 
trf*peop1e the love of Cbriit to all man. 
kind ; thui began «t onee to go About, 
calling ftinneri to repentance ; and 
through hii initrumentaltty several of 
bit joung companiooa bavo been apeed- 
ily brought 10 tho asriiig fcnowledgo oi 
the trtttb. 

For a time he was employed ati a 
hind Local Preacher. In 104*2 be ac- 
companied the Rt V. Messrs. Dove and 
Badger to Englaud, and was admitted 
Into the Wetlejran Theological Inatltu- 
lion, Hoxton, thence to Richmond. In 
1844 he was appointed as an A'*'<i(tant 
llisaionary ; and having been received 
into full connexion wilb the Conference 
in 1848, on Thursday evening, (he 21 bt 
of December, together with the Kev. 
Choilct Knight, was aolemnljr oidolncd 
to the full woik of the Christian minis- 
try, and for more than ten years laboured 
faithfully in the colon v in the servic>: ot 
his Divine Lord and Msater. 

Havin^'' Iieaid that hi* p^rentx were still 
aUve, and frequently being urged to see 
th«D befow thtir death, he obtained 
three months* leave of absence from the 
Committee, to visit at Abbeokuta hit 
dear parenU and relatives, wiium he had 
lost iur niore than thirty years, as ftbote 
stated. Ue left the colony in the schooner 
"Comet," on the 14th of February, 
•nived It Aknh on the Sd of Mafch, 
and at Lagot on the 7th. On the third 
day after his arrival he wiote the writer 
as folio wg 

"On Friday, the 2d of March, we 

landed nt Akrah. I was kindly received 

by the Aev. Ueory Wharton, who treat- 
ed me with every poaaible kindneM and 

attention. We left Akrah on Sunday 

morning, about nine o'clock," as he 
could not prevail on the ship-owner to 
leave either on the next or day before 
the Siibbaih. ^Ve l^iuifd at Lagos on 
Wednesday, about ten o'clock: twenty- 
one day*t psssage from Sierra-Leone. 
Mr. OndiDer having heard that we were 
on the eve of arriviu^T, vent a boy to 
wait for me. As soon as I made my 
opfwarance, die boy led me from ilie 
wharf directly to the ^lisslon-house. I 
find Mr. Gardiner to be a lovely, enter- 
toining kind of man; as for hit attendoa 
and kindness to me since my arrival, It 
vent beyond description." 

On Sunday, the 14tfa, 3Ir. Gardiner 
preached in the morning, and he in the 

evening, from Psalm i. 'J : '* The T/onl 
N knoweth the way of the righteous," &.C., 
which lermon, in one of the friend** 
lettera, is taid to hnvo bean vh7 emphntia 
and tonohii^. 



After spending a few days here, accom* 
panied by a Sierra- I^eone friend, he left 
in a canoe, by the river Ogu, for Abbe- 
okuta, wfTere he arrived on the 23d of 
Mnrch, and where, after the lapse of 
thirty years' violent separation, he had 
the pleattire of eeeing onoe again in the 
fl;:sli the faces of his lost parents and 
relatives. On the 4th of April, he waa 
»eizi.d with diarrhoea, the rapid effecta 
of which prevented him from preaching 
on the next dty, Oood-Friday. Retun;* 
ed to Lagos, on Friday, the 8th of 
June, he died in peaee at the Miealon* 
house, and was buried on the same day 
by the Rev. K. A. Gardiner, amidst tha 
tears of a large number of Sierra-Leone 
emfgranii, among whom ho laboured in 
former yearv. 

Mr. Wright was beloved and highly 
respected by the oohmieta. Duriof hit 
lifr-time he travelled throughout the 
colony, and preached nearly in every 
town and village. So be was well 
known nearly to all bnt attangtra. The 

news nf his ileath was as thunder-stroke 
to all his dear friends, who had never at 
all heard of hia akdoMit. He haa left 
behind him a wife and six children, 
one of whom it a daughter. His eldest 
ton is now in the Wettleyan Training 
Institution, Westminster. The Ibelingi 
of the family are indescribable. 

Thttt Mr. Wright, in the bloom of 
life and in the midat of hit naefelneat, 
has run his race, and finished hla coiirte. 
Truly, *' God's way is in the tea, his 
path in the great waters, and his foot- 
Bicpe are not known.** '*Uow untearch* 
able are his jiKlgmctttl^ and hit wajt 
patt finding out 1 

Hia duMdttit aa a nan and a Cbria- 
tian it too well known to the public. 
He wat a man of promptitude. To 
every duty and engagement he paid the 
moot aerupulotia attention. He waa ever 

ready to co-operale with bis brethren in 
the extension of the Hedeemer's king, 
dom. For actitity, diligence, and 
punctuality, he never wat surpaued. 
His conversation and whole life are suf- 
ficient proofs that he ioved God and the 
doctrlnea of Chrhtian religion. He waa 

a WesleT^n. His attachment to the 
doctrines and disciplioet of Methoditm 
waa tineere. 

In a letter, while writing this, receiv- 
ed from Mr. Gardiner, who was with 
him during his sickness, and even to the 
dote of his life, wrllet 

*' Mt. Wright ever appeared to me to 
be a mau of sound and um|uetiionable 
piety. Uidike too many mm Sierra- 
Leone, whose only object aeemt to be 
the aeqniaition of waahib, to be eantcnt 
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to have their portion in this life, he kept 
the faitb, ttrenuousljr and coiuraj^ualy 
Mt bis fac« vgaiiMit exUbited In hit 
daily walk mad converxation the power 
of j,'odline«s, and niiiinfosteJ to all around 
that he wa« a stranger and a pilgrim 
u|M>B the Mtib, «n exile iBxloat tar Ms 
native home. Conscquentl)', he was a 
candidate for glorious blias, beyond the 
8kie«. The world to bim had lost iu 
captivaciag eharmsi. His treaeure wee 
in heaven, and ht< heart was conse- 
c^ueniiy in heaven. Me longed tor hi^i 
beftfenly hem^ hie evcrlesting inberiu

No; ypu may 
attend your place, and I will itttend 
mine. Your religion good for you; 
mine good for me,^* &c. Alas, poor 
man ! Some of his relatives, however, 
during his stay at ilbbeokuta, JotHod our 
Society there • which, of course, W43 to 
him a source of much |)lea!»urable rtiitc- 
tioa on his return to the eoast.

Mr. Wn^ht was perfectly well at 
Abbeokuta np to the 4th of April, when 
he was attacked with the coinjilaint 
which ultimately proved fatal { namely, 
diairbtea. Means were there adopted 
for arresting the progress of the diMeaite, 
but withont any la^'ini,' effect; and thus 
dnding huuseit getting worse instead of 
better, be left Abbeokuta Ibr Lagos on 
the 2Sd of that month. 

He arrived here pn the oigbt of the 24th, 
and I rooeived hias at the new Minion- 
house the next morning, in a very weak* 
ened slate of health. I had only one 
room in the new hou&e ready ; but I 
eheerftilly and willingly resigned ii and 
my bed to my afflicted biother, iind l»id 
myself ut night iu the puzxa, on a bam- 
boo sofa, or anything. He remained 
with nie tor aheut a week, during which 
time i, 'jf course, did cvtrvthin;» f<»r 
him that a brother's aliectitm and 
prudence eould suggest, in order, if pos* 
sih!e, to bring hini round ; and I hrtd 
the pleasing sstistkotion to find that my 
efllbrts were, under God, b«j^ond niy 
inoist sanguine expectations sueoessfuls 
for he was evidently gaining strength 
d;iily. 

Just at this important juncture, how- 
ever, when the disease wax taking' ;» 
deci4ediy favourable turn, truth demands 
of me to stale, that our late brother very 
inadvertently asade a visit to a ftiend^ 
house in the town, where he had a ipost 
vif^leiu feUpse of the disease, and was 
once more brought to the Mission^bouse, 
but in such an emaciated state of body, 
that i lost no time |u applying to the 
medical ofiicer of Her Majesty *s ship 
"Plain," Dr. ^V'ilson, who, to tlial 
[^!entleman*s honour be it 8pokej<, that, 
although it was not his particular duty 
to attend on shore, did ine, nevertheless, 
the great kindncks to eome, and tliat, 
too, on the very day I sent for him. 
When Ofn iihorc, he, of course, saw Mr. 
Wright, and with much kindness and 
care prescribed for him. Vet, from the 
time of his relapse, notwithstaiiding our 
combined and utmoat esesiions, he gia- 
dually sunk under his distiessing com- 
plaint, and iinaU^ departed this iife abpi|t 
two o*clopk 01) the mprning of the 8(h of 
June, to tho great distrejiti of myself 
personally, as also to a large circle of 
sympathizing friends and relatives. 

His dear remains were followed to 
their last resting-place by the greatest 
pooipany i have ever seen on any buch 
occasion in Africa ; and were depoiiiied, 
amidst sighs, and rears, and lamenta- 
^ooM, in»aedudeil aiul atfictlj private 
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poctlMl of the Mw Hiirion-yard, a nice, 
quiet pktoe of sepulture, in ULire and 
certain hope of the resurrection to eternal 
life, throu|{h our Loid Jesus Ctirist; 
who ilitll diaoge our vile body, that it 
may be like uoto hid gIorinu<; body, 
Mcoffding to the mightj working where- 
bjr be it «U0 to lubdoc all ihlngt nnto 
himself.*' 

Permit me« in conclusion, to nay one 
word in reference to the private chaiacter 
of him whose death it b now mjr moat 
melancholy duly to report to you. Al- 
though I had not the pleasure of his 
aequaintanee long, he vat, I am fully 
persuaded, a truly sincere and \no\iA 
character, a sterling Cbriatian, a man of 
God, who frit it incumbent upon him, 
not only as an ambassador of Christ, but 
also as an individual Chiisiiiin, to devote 
all his energies of both body and mind, 
w^h vigorous md vntiiing applieatloo, 
to the service of his Lord and Master. 

I had frequent opportunit!e<t, during 
his illness, of ascertaining the state of 
hia mindy and his prospects in the ap- 
proach of (dissolution ; and I invariably 
found his mind in a very sw^et and 
p«Mtfsl fraBB^ oad hit tool repo:iing 
iitelf npoii tbo ■toncoicitt ond nodtalton 



of Jmoi Chriat, the gveoi High Prieal 

who has passed into the heavens, thero 
to appear in the presence of God for us. 

I was in the room with our late bro- 
ther only a ft v noncttli heJhic hia apirit 

quilted for pver this trAnsitOiy scene; 
and his mind, iu that ^oleom hour, was 
calm and peaceful, lereoo and ttaoquH as ' 
a summer eve; aud in this delightful 
8tHte his 8anctitied spirit passed, in the 
full triumph of faith, through the gates 
into the everlasting dty* 

Ilia dtath is a great loss to the weep- 
ing 8ocietie« at Sierra* Leone ; for he 
Was a fkithfttl Pastor, and o devoted 
IMisslunaiy. It is likewise a loss, an 
irreparable los.^ "'i^ family ; for he 
was to them all that an aflectionate hus- 
band, and kind and loving &ther, coold 
be. And the world at large may mount 
in its turn hiit mysterious removal ; fbc 
it has lost a most dctinbto lnbab1tan\ 
But hushed be our sud uptrits for ever; 
for, lo, a voice fur Joseph Wright is 
heard from heaven, raying uuta us, 
"filcsstil are the dead which die in the 
Lord from henceforth : Yea, saith the 
Spirit, that they may rest from their 
labours; sod their woikt do follow 
Ifacni/*

Messrs. Oomben and I>0Ye, appointed to Newfitnndland, proceeded 
to Torquay on Monday, October 15th, the owner of the Tessel which 
was to convey them to their destination having arranged to call for 
them at that post on the way from Hamburg.

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WfiSLEYAN MISSION IN THE TEBRITORIES OF TBE 

KINO OF DAHOMI. 

This Mission was commenced only last year, chiefly by the agency of Native 
Wiasionaries. iir der the direction of ihe Rev. Thomas B. Freeman, of Capf Tnast. 
ISlr. Freeman, u lioon former occat»iona had been iavourably received by the King 
at Abonii, in compsny with Mr. Wharton visited the King of Dahomi la 1854, and 
obtained hia consent to the eRtablishmcnt of a IVIii-sion at WliycUh, with equal 
ii|;hts lor the Misaionary to those of the Portugueiie and other residents in the 
town, and unrestrained liberty to the people to attend the services. The lmmediat« 
consequence of the King*8 protection iit, the preaching of the Gospel, in the public 
ftireetsof M'liyflfih, to very atttntive congregations of native Africans. It is now 
proposed to erect a chapel iti that infamous mart of the Slave-Trade.- Tlie 
population of Wbydah is estimated at eighteen thouiiand. Judging from the 
present aspect of affairs, and the ready di^po^ition of the masses of the people to 
listen to the word of life, a chapel of about sixty feet by thirty would be required, 
and the cost of It would be about £M9, Mr. Dawson, the Native Missionary, 
states that the King is earnestly desirous of substituting legitimate commerce with 
England, in the place of the Slavc-Trade hitherto carried on, and that he is willing 
to sacrifice pre^etit pecuniary advantage f( r that great objtct. Two additional 
Teachers are to be sent to Whydah, where there are already twenty-four scholars in 
the <sc! n ], notwithstanding much difficulty which had to be encountered at the 
comnicucement. 

At Little-Po])o, a group of villages ahciot twenty-five miles west of Wbydah, the 

p(i| ulatii n of whicli is estin ated at from ten to twelve thousand, the principal 
inhabitant is well disposed towards Christianity. Here a (school has been estab* 
lished, which a recent mi-rcantile visiter states to be quite a popular tiling, and says 
he saw it crowded with children. Mr. Dawson goes fnttn Wbydah once m ftwtnight 
to preach, and finds an excellent sj irit of heating among the people, 
■ At Ahquay, ten miles nearer to Whydah, the people refused to break their treaty 
with the British Oovemment for the suppresaion of the Slave-Trad^ when solicited 
to do so by the agents of that infamous traffic^ and hnve toanifetted an excellent 
■ptrit in their desire to receive instruction. 

' The Journals of Messrs. Freeinui*s and Wharton*a visit to Dahomi supplied 
ample evidence that the Slave-Traders were taking advantage of the diiinnution of 
the blockading squadron on the coast of Afrira, consequent on the hrf ikint,' out of 
war, to renew their abominable practices ; upwards of two thousand sJavts Imving 
been shipped firom M hydah in one month* The ('ommittec, having these facts 
before them, deemed it right to biiog them under the notice of Hex Majesty *a 
Government. 

At Abomf, the residence of the King, some political changes have been recently 

effected which appear favourable to the interests of Christianity. A Christian 
youth, John Beechatn, has the confidence of the King, who also gave a favourable 
reception to Mr. Dawson, the Native Missionary, at a recent visit. Mr. Freeman 
has received a letter from the King, earnestly aoUcitlng a visit from him, that he 
may confer with him on matters of {^reat interest to himself and his people; 
according to the last advices, Mr. Freeman was about to visit Abbeokuta, in com- 
pany with the British Consul, with a view to potting a stop to human sacrifices, 
which are still lamentably prevalent in tlu Yoruba TerritoTy ; and to take that 
opportunity of proceeding to Aboroi, for an inteiview with the King of Dahomij as 
earnestly and repeatedly requested by him. 

The txpt nse of this proposed viat, and of the enlargement of the Mission in ih* 
Territorie^ of the King, and of the propospfl chapel at Wbydnh. have to be prO" 
vided for by extra Contributions, the Funds ot tiie bociety being already pledged to 
their fuU extent for the support of exieting Missions. The Committee of the 
Wesleyan IMissionary Society therefore vrntiire to request the nici of those who wish 
to see the SIave*Trade abolished, and the peaceful and humanizing institutions of 
Christianity introduced in Ito stead.

4 OSSCBIPTION OF THE JAFFXA 

MtS8IOX>IIOU$iE. 

The hurge building on the left>hand 
tide it our Misrion-liousic, an old Dutch 

edifice, bought from its European inhabit* 
antt many years ago. Its length is great ; 
ytt it contains in front only four large 
rooms : the houses in this country, m 
Recount of the great heat, rnrf^ly possess 
more than one story, thougti that is very 
lofty, — as much so, perhrips, as two of 
yonrs. Were it not for the large siic of 
our tooms, and the cofeted verandahs 
which are attidied to Indtan dwaOlngi, «• 
could scarcely bear thchrat (^f this climate. 
Vou may notice our verandah in front of 
the building, supported by numerous pU- 
lars, and protected by tiliitf, which is a 
continuation of the rnof. The thrf<» Inrge 
overshadowing trtet nrc margosa ot vt/m- 
itufy trees; and hence the natives, in 
•peaking of our dwelltng, call it the 
^vembady house.'* They believe that 
these trees ate iuhiUted by devils ; Imc 
we arc not troubled by such nri^h!) irs at 
all, nor, indeed are we sure that we are 
not Indebted to Ais iupentitiotts aotkn 
for protection from tliicves. 

The lower building on the right is our 
boys' Boarding Institutien, accommodating 
some twenty studenil^ and fronted by a 
part of the public esplanaile, which 
stretches about half a mile further on 
towards the sea-side : in a line with tMt 
Institution, nearly half-wriy to the shore, 
and close to our haml^jme chapd, stand 
oar St Paal's Schools, a picture of wliidi 
you may see in the Javwilo OAvInf " 
for February, 1840. 

The picture has a background of lofty 
cocoa>nut trees, the waving plumes of 
which never fail to affoid a bCMitiful Mid 
1,'ratifying Mght. 

THE CENTRAL SCHOOL. 

Down the central roail, and adjoining 
the Mission-house, is a lung line of build- 
ing: the largest portion of this wMm 
our 'irpslryan Central-sdiool, the scene 
of my own more immediate Ubours, and 
in one of the rooms of whidi I am now 
writing. The school consists of four large 
rooms, and one very large, in each of 
which thi Timil bo/s art seated on foims, 



as they use tables only when they write; 
folding Venetiau-doors, when opened, dis* 
cover a series of openings through the 
entire length of the building, on the one 
side, towards the interior Mission-garden, 
and, on the oilier, towards tlie highway 
road. , 

Beyond the boys school, quite separate 
from it, is the girls* day-school ; and 
beyond that, again, is the girls* Boarding 
Institution: both of these are under Mrs. 
6'riiRth*s judicious and energetic super- 
vision, and are malting very encotiraging 
progress.* At the back of all these, liiddc n 
by the Mistlon*house, are the Alissioa" 
gardens and outhouses. 

Under my own care are about one bun* 
dred and seventy boys, eighty of whom 
arc daily instructed in what is culKd the 
Upper School, whicli you see before you, 
and the rest in St. Paul's, near the chajjcl : 
in the two sciiools, which, in fact, form 
one ta•titlltiol^ there are eight classes, and 
six niiisti-rs, exr lii',ivf^ of myself. 

Thus you sec that we have iiere, besides 
those who are taught in Tamil schools, at 
least one hundred and fifty boys under 
English fttition, who are daily educated in 
various branches of useful knowledge; 
but, best of all, who constantly Iiear and 
read about t!;e dying love of Jesus Christ. 
Tliese boys, the age of whom varies firom 
six to twenty, though not compelled to 

attciid c1i;i]ij1 on SjnJ.itj', crimposc a large 
portion of our babbath>moming congre^« 
tion. Many of the dder ones, though 
afraid to renounce Hinduism, on account 
of the prejudices of their friends, are con- 
vinced of its errors ; indeed, 1 believe that 
an increasing number are becoming anzioua 
nboiit rhrir sonls, and lealiy desirous to 
serve God. 
The boys in our Boarding Institution, 

thfni£;h nfiivcs, arc all professedly Cltris- 
tian ; and some of them are, I hope, 
savingly converted to ChxL 

Scattered over the engraving, you will 
obscrre a few figures : on the steps of the 
boys' Boarding institution is one of our 
Native Teadien,.-^is name is Jacob

latter accompanied by a little nakt 1 (.li:hf, 
and carrying on her head a chatty of oil 
which «he wishee to ieU $ the former with 
a number of fowls, lor which he is also 
desirous of finding purchasers. You will 
observe that a simple doth it the aole gatli 
of all these adults ; but the cliinate is so 
hot as to render heavier apparel oppressive 
to them. At the front-dcor of the Mission- 
liouse, under the verandah, stands Mr. 
(iriffiih, my nnuh-respociod Superinten- 
dent and Cliainnan, wlio is apparently 
enjoying the pleating jnospect, and the 
cool evening breeze. 

S\'eU, alter all^ many a happy hour do 
wr spend within the walls and under the 
shady verandahs of our comfortable old 
Mission-house : already hallowed by the 
memory of not a few departed and faithful 
teivanta of Chrit^ it wiU acquire an

increasingly endearing influence as years 
roll on, and absence hides each darker 
shade. I will confess that I love to dwell 
on associations suggested by the names of 
those who bftve maintaJocd n valiant light 
for the great aster; and sometimes their 
fancied presence (it^ indeed, the spirits of 
the defMuted arc peiuitted to hover round 
the beloved scenes of earth) servcB to sii- 
mulate my hopes, and nerve my spiritiest 
cflforts. From the pana of our front win* 
dows I have gleaned the ftail inscripdous, 
besides one m Singhalese, of " W. It. Fox, 
U{2;i;" • Joseph Bott, 1823;" and 

Thomas Hall Squance,*' still living and 
working amon;^ you. An ominous crack, 
indeed, reminds us that Air. b^uance'4 
memento mntt too aooa dcpaff $ but hit 
memory, and that of those who laboured 
with him, are engraved on more enduring 
mattriab than brittle glasa. 

Let us thank God for the teachings of 
the past, as unfolded in the lives of the 
good ; but let Christ Himself be our fore- 
most Pattern. Him they terved ; and 
He, at least, is watching us. Does He 
not watch you also? While we arc at 
work amimg the perishing Heathen, will 
you not help at home ? And, as our 
special hope in this dark land is in those 
boyt and girlt now under our instruction, 
will yon not pray lo God each day that 
He will touch their hearts, and prepare 
them for extensive usefulnett f 



BAPTISM or A Native scholar. 

CRKI.I.ATPOB, tome two years and a 
half ago, was a sharp, active boy, aliout 
fifteen years old. His father lias never 
^professed Christianity ; although educated 
ai the liaticotta Seminary, and afterwards 
employed as a Teaclur by tlic Rev. Joseph 
lioberts. He married a Heathen woman, 
Che)lappoe*« mother. At time rotUed 
on, Chellappoe's mind cx})andcd, and he 
evinced a i^reut thirst for knowledge, and 
a remarkable facility in ita acquisition. 
I have reason to believe that a powerful 
impression was produced upon him by 
Mt. Griihth's theological lectures, which 
the first elMt wen» priviiegMl in hearing 
everjr wsek. Ho gtadnally usumed the

bos died of cliotor.!. lie was a vfiUiablc and truly 
exoeUsQl young nuui» and was rem&rkaltle for 
simple, ebaerAil piety. He was a Local Preaelier 
of -nnd fffomiit^ SJ04 his iBd ««t isr«M and 



first place among his class-mates, his man- 
ner became sobered, and his constant con- 
versation with his schoolffUows turned on 
the great interests of the soul, and the 
comparative merits of Hinduism and 
Christianity. ^Meeting in \x\y little weekly 
class, he became one of its most regular 
attendants, and hesitated not, with tome 
others, to own the strength of his cunvic- 
tions. Just at this crisis — last Christmas 
•.-he went to Manaar, and there caught a 
fever, from the effects of which iiis life 
was dc^iinircd of. lie vov, cd in his heart, 
that, ii tlie Lord woulti spare him, Le 
would, without further hesitation, Join 
God's people. 

Aleantime, I was myself suddenly pros- 
trated, and only occasionally heard or this 
poor lad. A little more than a month 
after my recovery, Chellappoe presented 
himself before nte, opened hit heart, 
and informed me that he had already 
spoken to his fatht-r alxnit bis bapti!?m, 
»ssii h»d receivi^d tux MSUtAtu;^ tlW by 
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would not^ ia any way interfere with his 
freedom of ftction. I could not but be 
struck at the conduct of the father, who 
hM> throughout, it appears, resisted nu- 
menouf solicitations to obstruct his son's 
course. (Query : Are the benefits of tha 
education of fifteen or twenty years ago to 
show tbems^vei In a eoane so opposite to 

the bigotry an J inlolerance of an older 
date ?) His Heathen mother, though 
opposed to his purpose, yet ottered an 
opposition far leat violent than he hod 
feared. Tlie father was called in, and the 
day wa» fixed for Chellappoe's public b.ip- 
tistn. 

On Sunday, July 22d, IMr. Griffith 
preached his hktt Tamil sermon, before 
leaving Jaffha to proceed to Madnt, with 

considerable power, from the latter dause 
of 2 Cor. viii. 5; his subject naturally 
suggesting the duty, first, of eonseention 
to God's service, and then of public union 
witlj his people, A portion of his dis- 
course he toulc occasion to aJJrei»s to the 
seholan, maoy of whom were pretent, and 
who appeared to be considerably moved. 
At the conclusion uf the service, the llev. 



John Philips, our Native Minister, and 
myself, as well as Mr. Wyman, a pious 
and superior native T'hri^tian, who was 
formerly our Head Master, and Jonathan, 
one of out junior Toachen, ttood near the 
font, to compensate, as far as might be^ ibr 
the absence of the poor boy's natural pro* 
tectors. Mr. OrlflEfth made the suitable 
inquiries, and performed (he ceremony, 
giving him the name of Osbora Arthur 
Bobcarti, and Mr. Philips condud^ the 
service. The congregation was unusually 
larpe, and %'erf attentive,* indeed, there 
was in the house ot" (iod a manifest intlu- 
enee from on high, the effects of whkh [ 
cannot but hope will not be lost. 

1 may remark that Chellappoe's constant 
companion baa waited on me diie very 
week, seeking baptism likewise. Abun- 
dant time will be given for deliberation as 
to thie fteih case. Let it result as it may, 
the one which I have detailed is the roost 
powerful argument that I know in favour 
of uur central scliool : the only quc&iion is, 
whether we might not Kftsonalily expect 
more aadi. 



In the Ceylon Mission many hundreds of idolaters have been instructed 
and converted, and have lived and died !)oIicvinfj in the Lord .Jesus Christ 
aloue for salvation ; and tens ot" thousands of children liave l»eeii taught 
in the Mission-schools to read the word of God. There are many causes 
which contribute to the support of idolatry in Ccylou, notwithstanding 
the wide diffusion of the light of the Gospel. Among the most powerful 
are^ national prejudice, ivhich makes the people unwilling to part with 
the customs of tlicir furcfathers ; norldly inleresl among tne Priests and 
Brahmins, and all thoso who derive profit from the superstitions of the 
people and from the temples ; and ihd love of sin, whicli makes them 
dislike the restraints of the law of God. The only power which is 
sufficient to overbear these motives to evil, whether in Heathen countries 
or at home, is the Holy Spirit of God accompanying the awakening and 
saving truths of the Gospel, lie has already owned the lahouxs of hia 
servants in Ceylon, and will continue to do SO, according to the gracious 
promises coTitained in his holy won!. 

In Ceylon there are One Thousand Seven Hundred and Sixteen 
members in Society, and Four Hundred and Ninety on trial. There are 
ali(o Three Thousand Two Hundred and Seventy hoys and girls in the 
Blission-sehools.

THE VISIT OF THE KEY. DR. BEECIIAM TO 
BRITISH AMERICA. 

{Concluded from page 1070 

The seUlemetit of some important matters connected with the work 

in Canada was another oliject contempluted by this visit. One of these 
was the final adjustment of the Society's claimi^ on account of His- 
sionary service in Canada, which were transferred some years since 
to the Clergy Reserve Fund of that province, lu the year 1832, the 
Missionary Committee, at the request of the Imperial Coveinuieut, 
considerably extended their operations in ^Ve6tern Canada, iu support 
of whidi it was engaged that tlier should receiye an annual allowance 
of Seven Hundred Founds. This was paid out of the Casual and 
Teiritorial Revenue of the province; hut when a change took place in 
the administration of that revenue, tlie Society's claim for Seven 
Hundred Pounds per annum was transferred to the Clergy Reserve 
Fund, liy whidi unsatisfactory arrangement the Society became 
involuntiirily nkixed up with the agituiiun respecting that I'und which 
haa disturbed the peace of the province for a succetsion of jeais. The 
feeling in fiivour of secularizing that Fund at length became predomi- 
nant; and an Act passed the Provincial Legislature, at its last session, 
for applying the Fund to Municipal purposes, reserving only such an 
amount as would be necessary to meet the payments to individual 
Ministers and to reh'gious bodies, to whicli the faith of the Crown was 
pledged. By this Act the Society's chiim was secured for twenty 
years ; when the payment was to cease. But the Act also provided 
that the Governor in Council should be empowered to make a com- 
mutation of any or all of the claims on the part of Ministers or reli- 
gious bodies, according to a fixed scale, providing it were done in the 
space of one year from the passing of the Act. This reservation in 
favour of religiouB purposes was very unpalatable to those who were 
anxious that the entire Fund should be applied to secular objects ; 
and a new agitation was immediately commenced, with the view of 
overawing the Local Government, so as to deter it from carrying into 
efiect the Commutation-claase, and thus leave the annual paymenti to 
religious bodies and Ministers open to renewed agitation every succeed- 
ing year. The Committee having suffered so much annoyance on this 
subject, and, anxious to escape from further threatened agitation, ^Tpro 
very desirous to avail themselves of the benctit of the Commutation- 
clause, should that he found practicable ; and had not any other busi- 
ness called their Secretary across the Atlantic, they considered that 
this negotiation was of sufficient importance to justify their sending 
him on that errand alone. Be was accordingly fumisned with all the 
necessary credentials and powers to enable him to manage the business 
on the Committee's l^elmlf. It would be too tedious to enter into tlie 
YoL. XL Third Sbrisi. Decrmbkr, 1855. P 
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details of liis negotiation with tlie Provincial Government, nor could 
he sufficiently deMnibft the amoimt of aoxioufl aoUcUodeand earo wMck 
it cost bin. He had aUnoit veadied tlio condasion that he ihoiild 
hare to retnro without having obtained his object ; but, at almost the 
last hour, he had brought the negotiation to a satisfactory close, and 
obtained an equitable commutation of tlif* yearly allowance of Seven 
Hundred Pounds. The a^'Itatlon of tlu- ( 'Iwisv Ri serve Fund question 
is thus happily set at rust, so lur, however, as the Society is concerned ; 
and the yearly interest of the sum receired in oommntation of the 
origmal ebim will, for the time to come, contribute to the support of 
those Missionary operations in Canada, which, with the view of pro- 
viding more adequately the means of religious instruction, had been 
80 greatly extended in eompUanoe Trith the desire of the Imperiai 
Government. 

It has bet 11 stated that the union of the Society's Missions in 
Lower, or Eastern, Canada, and the Territories of the Hudson's- 
Bay Company, witli the Canadian Conference, had been arranged 
by correspondeoee daring the course of last year. A stronff 
desire was expressed, at the time, by our Missionary brethren and 
friends in Lower Car»:ida, tliat a Deputation sliouM l^e Pciit from 
England to eff>Hf tlir\t union, which desire, for the reasons already 
assigned, could not be met; hut they received the assurance that, 
should a Deputation be appointed, the following year, to Eu^iteru 
British America, he should also visit Canada, and attend to any 
matters which might he left for further consideration and final adjust- 
ment. In pursuance of this promise, Dr. Beecham attended the 
Canadian Conference, %vhich was held at London, in We=:forn Canada, 
during the month of June. There he mot many of the luethrcn from 
Lower Canada, who, up to tlie Conferonce of 185 1, hud been Mis- 
sionaries, under the immediate direction of the Missionary Committee, 
hut had now, in consequence of the Union, heeome members of the 
Canadian Conference ; and certain claims, as a compensation for their 
heiag admitted to all the privileges of its members, with other matters, 
were fully considered and satisfactorily adjusted. 

The completion of this Union forms an important epoch in the 
history of Methodist Missions in Canada. The commcnccmont of 
Methodism in that extensive country is co-cval with the introduction 
of British power. Several of the soldiers in General AVolfe's army 
were Methodists; and, on their being disbanded, they settled at 
Quebec, having for their first Class-Leader a pious Sergeant of the 
name of "Watson. The meetings for religious services, then com- 
menced, after several vicissitudes were di^miitinued, for a time, about 
the beginning of the present century ; hut they were shortly resumed 
on the visit of a Missionary from t)ie United States. AVithin a few 
years after the United States became independent, Methodist Mission- 
aries from thence had commenced thdr labours in Upper Canada ; 
and the work was suhaequently extended to the Lower Evince. 
The war between tiie United States and England in 1812 disturbed 
these peaceful operations. The services of Missionaries under the 
direction of the English Conference became especially desirable ; and, 
some time after the re-establishmcnt of peace, the work in Lower 
Canada was chiefly consigned to the latter, the American Methodist 
Pottfinenca rMerring to itself the management uf its work lu iko 
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Upper Province ; but, in 1828, on the ground of certaiu public con- 
siaerationsy the force of which had long been felt, the plan of forming 
the American Societies in Upper Canada into a separate and inde- 
pendent Church, with a Conference of its own, was formally adopted by 
the General Conference of the American Methodist Episcopal Church. 
This arrangement, howercr, did not affect the English work in the 
Proyince. Still the English Missionaries prosecuted their own distinct 
course of evangelistic enterprise, and were considerably increased ift 
number, in consequence of the arruii^ements of the Committee with 
the Imperial Goremment in the year 1832 ; when, it appearing desir- 
able, on Ohristian grounds, that the two Missionary bodies, belonging 
as they did to the same family, should combine their efforts for the 
good of the common cause, an Union betweon tlic C;maflian Confer- 
ence and the Society's IVflssions in Upper Canada was arranged, nnd 
finally cemented in the year 1847. By the recent transfer of the Society's 
Missions in Lower, or Eastern, Canada, and the Hudson's- Bay Terri- 
tories, to the Canadian Conferenoe, the full and complete union of the 
two bodies was effected ; and now that the Methodism of Canada had 
become one, and ail its energies and resources were placed under the 
direction of one common head, Dr. Beecham was anxious to ascer- 
tain the probable result of this concentration of its strength. He had 
been officially connected with all the nefrotiations and proceedings 
which had taken place from the period of the Coitimittee's arrange- 
ments with the Imperial Government, and the first Union of tne 
Society's Missions in Upper Canada with the Canadian Conference, to 
the present time; ana he was solicitous to be able, from personal 
observation, and Inquiry upon the spot, to report to the Missionary 
Committee and the Conference, on his return, what were the facilities 
and capabilities of the Canadian CV)Tiference for the successful prosecu- 
tion 01 evangelistic enterprise in the rapidly increasing districts of 
Canada, and among the aboriginal inhabitants of that Fforlnoe and 
the Territory of Hudson* s-6ay. 

The Conferenoe itself, of course, first claimed his attention • And, 
after close observation, for several days, of the temper and proceedings 
of the brethren assembled, under the able Presidency of the Rev. 
Enoch Wood, supported by the Co-Delegate, the Rev. John Ryerson, 
the previous impression which he had received in their favour was 
confirmed* They are an able and deroted body of Christian Minis- 
ters j eyidently imbued with a considerable measure of that Mission- 
ary spirit which prepares them for usefulness in a rising country, and 
disposes them to encounter, without shrinking, the hardships and 
privations incident to new Stations in the more remote settlements, 
and among the aboriginal tribes. Some important arrangements were 
made at the Conference for calling forth more fully the energies of the 
people in support of the work, by placing the Connexional Committees, 
as in Englana, under the management of mixed Committees of Minis- 
ters and Laymen. One of these measures evinced the kind solicitude 
* of the people to promote the t^poral comfort of their Ministers. 
This measure originated In the recommendation of a number of Lay- 
friends that the salaries of their Ministers should receive such an 
increase as would be more suitable iur the position they occupy; and, 
having met with general approval, it iicuordin^lv adopted bv th^ 
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The position which Methodigm occupies in Canada ennees Iha 

adaptation of the system to the Avants and circumstances of a new 
country. Its influence is great ; and, as its undivided energies will 
henceforth be pur forth on one common phin, under one direction, it 
may be calculated that, with God's blessing, its one great end — the 
spread of vital Christianity — will be more rapidly accelerated. Dr* 
Beecham was enabled to form some opinion, from personal obserrfr- 
tion, of the state and prospects of the work, bafing seen seYeral of the 
principal cities and towns of Canada. Among these, he may specify 
London, where the Conference was held, Hamilton, Toronto, Cohourg, 
llrockville, where tlie next Conference is to meet, Kingston, Mont- 
real, and Quebec. Tlie Methodist chapels, or churches as they are 
termed, in these places ore generally large and himdsome buildings, 
several of which would commre advantaj^eously with the best Wes- 
leyan chapels in England. He preached in some of those churches, 
and saw tiie congregations which worship there, which for their 
size and apparent respectability were equal to any he had ever seen. 
The congregations, the services, and the spirit of the people all forcibly 
reminded him of home. Religion tliroughout the Wesleyan I^udy in 
Canada is in a heidthy, advancing state; and it was especially grutify" 
ing to him to observe that the spirit of piety which prevaiU is the 
spirit of old English Methodism, and that there is a growing desire 
among both Ministers and people to promote its influence. 

In attempting to eqhmate the capabilities of a church for increasing 
usefulness, its arraucjemcjits for providinpr a healthy and religious 
literature for its members, and the means of imparting an useful and 
religious education to the young, must not be overlooked. In both 
these renpects the Methodist Church of Canada promises well. It has 
a Book-Establishment at Toronto, which the Deputation visited, and, 
although it will not compare, in respect of the extent of its premises, 
or the scale of its operations, with the Methodist Book-Iloom in New- 
York, which he afterwards sa\v, it is a very creditable establishment 
for a young cliurch in a new country. From this depot, religious and 
otiicr useful books are disseminated through the Province, the yearly 
issue of which exhibits encouraging increase ; and here are published 
a Missionary periodical, resembling the " Missionary Notices " pub- 
lished by the Parent Committee in England, and a respectable weekly 
journal, with an extensive sale, a kind of publicMitiou for tlie diffusion 
of religious and general information, especially adapted to the wants 
of a scattered population, and extensively prevalent tbrougliout the 
neighbouring States. Tiien, fur the higher branches of educittion, the 
Methodist Canadian Church has its victoria College, at Cobourg ; a 
visit to which also aflbrded much gratification. It is on imposing 
building, furnishing accommodation for a considerable number of 
students. During the last session about two hundred were in attend- 
ance ; exclusive of those in the Medical School, numbering fifty more. 
In this establishment the students receive an education which fits 
them for any station in society, or any professional pursuit. Under 
its present able management it has acquired such a high reputation in 
the Province, that persons of different religious persuasions send their 
sons thither in prelerenee to other academies. The rising influence of 
this Institution may be partly estimated from the fact, that several of 
ita first students are now members of the Brovineial Parliament ; whila 
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the care wldeh is lestowecl upon the religious training of the students 
18 apparent from the circumstance that many are brought to a saving 
acquaintance with the truth. D uring the last year^a considerable religious 
awakening took place in the College, and many of the youths were 

converted, and became members of Society. From the position ATliich 
this literary institution has attained in public o|iiuion, there is reason 
to believe, that the present number of students might perhaps be 
doubled ; and the corresponding enlargement of the College-buildings 
has therefore become an important desideralnm. It is also in contem- 
plation to attempt the formation of a theological institution for the 
training of candidates for the ministry, who, while pursuing their 
theological studies, shall have the literary advantages of the College. 

The Inrlian Mission department of the Canadian work cnlls for special 
notice. In the year 1836, Dr. Beecham had been called before a large 
and influential Comraittoe of the House of Commons, of which that 
Imly Cbnstian philanthropist, the late Sir Thomas Fowell Buxton, was 
the Ohiurman» and had there to comlrat, the theory that a previous 
Ctvilizing process was necessary to prepare a barbarous people for the 
reception of the Gospel. In opposition thereto, he bad maintained 
that, so far from this beitirr the case, the Gospel itself was the only 
eflicient means of civilization ; and tliat its introduction, in the first 
instance, was necessary to raise a barbarous Heathen people to civilized 
life. In support of this view, he had referred to the operations of the 
Methodist Missionaries among the aboriginal inhabitants of America, 
and had illustrated the principle that civilized life presents no 
attractions to the barbarian Until he has been enlightened by the 
Gospel, by exbibiting tlie cases of IiHlian tribes in Ca.nailLi, wlio had 
resisted all the benevolent endeavours which had been made to civilize 
them while in their Heathen state ; but, when they had received the 
Gospel from the hands of Methodist Missionaries, u desire was crt^ated 
within tbem for the comforts of driliaed society, and they were then 
easily induced to engage in those pursuits which would improre their 
tempored condition, after they had been awakened to a true sense of 
the importance of their spiritual and eternal interests. He was there- 
fore naturally desirous to embrace the opportunity, which was -ifTordsd 
him by his visit to Canada, of witnessing, with his own eyes, soine of 
those instances of Missionary success among the Indians, which had 
furnished him with such happy illustrations of his argument. 

The first Station which he saw was the Mount Elgin and Muncey 
Mission, on the western bank of the river Thames, upwards of twenty 
miles lieyond London. At this place, the Indians are of the Ojibway 
and Muncey tribes. >rmmt Elgin has nn industrial institution. It is 
a large stone huilding, in which about fifty Indian youths and girls 
receive a religious training, and instruction in useful know] -dge. 
Huring the former part of every week-day, they have common ius-truc- 
tion in the school, and in the latter part of the day the boys are 
employed in various occupations in the farm, and the girls are taught 
the several arts of household management. The students of both sexes 
display intelligence and activity. Their progress iri useful knowledge 
is very commc^ndable. Some of the elder girls are becoming qualified 
to manage domestic affairs, and some of tlie more advanced youths are 
capable of undertaking the cultivation of the soil. It is delightful to 
- he present at family worship at this institution, to witness the evidence 
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wludi tlie students afford of the religious influence upon their 
inmds, and to liear these natire youths and girls, the latter of ^vhora 
possets Toices of uncommon and peculiar sweetness sing the praises 
of Almighty God. The moral effect of this establisliment on the 
surrounding Pagan population is a very encouraging circumrtaDCt. 
An Indian girl, apparently aboQt fifteen yean of age, vrtm prawnk lit 
erening ^vorship, when the Depatation was there ; who, a yery few 
days before, had left her Heathen parents in the forest, and sought an 
agyl'im in the institution, and ulio, when they came to seek her, hid 
herself on the premises from their research. And it is a case of not 
unf'requent occurrence, for Indian children thus to seek the advantages 
of the institution ; who are generally allowed hy their parents to 
remain there, after they hare been reasoned witn by the excellent 
Minister who has charge of the estahlishment. While here, the 
Deputation had a meeting with the Chiefs and atber principal Indians 
connected with tlie ^Tission, who assemhied to present imto him their 
congratulations ; and anionfy these ^vns good John Sunday, whose 
appearance now unraistakeably exhibits ihc marks of advancing age, 
iind whose tears fell pii^ntifuUy while he gave utterance to his feelings 
of gnititttda for the kindness which he had met with from Christian 
friends in Enffkind. On this visit, the Deputation was accompanied 
by another Indian Missionary, also well known in England, Mr. Peter 
Jones ; who is still zealously dsToting himself to the Missionaiy work 
among his cotintnf'men. 

Leaving Mount 10lp;in, he and his companions forded the river 
Thames, mid visited the Oiiiida Settlement and jVlission on the oppo- 
site bank. The Oaeidas formerly resided in the United States, in a 
tract of eouotry which he had seen when trayeUtng westward throngh 
the state of New-York. When the American Government resolved 
on removing the Indians into the far west, the Oneidas preferred to 
j»lacn tJicnis* Ivos under the British Crown. The Chief, Ahraham 
Schuyler, and his son-in-law, tlie Methodist IVfissionary, Ahraham 
JSickles, himself nn Oneida, wi re sent as a deputation from the tribe to 
Canada, to seek a new rcbidence; and they finally fixed upon the 
spot immediately opposite to Mount Sinn. Having purchased five 
thouiand seres of good land, they returned and fetched the tribe to their 
new home. It is an interesting place. They have built themselves 
a cominodtotiB church, with a neat tower and spire. They have erected 
a school for tli 'ir rliildren, and a Teaolier's liouse ; and they have built 
good houses foi llieinselves, furnished in a very comfortahle style, and 
applied theraselveu diligently to the cultivation of the soil, The Depu- 
tation drore a considerable distance through the settlement, to witness 
their cnltivated hinds, and respsctable farm-honsas, and cottages, with 
suitable out-buildings ; and then returned to the house of the Mimioii^ 
ary Sickles, where the Tenerable Chief Schuyler and other subordinate 
Chiefs were assembled to give him and his party a ChrisfiRn and 
cordial wdconio. An address was delivered by the Chief, who is the 
spokesman <n orator of the tribe, to which the Deputation replied, the 
Missionary interpreting; and the meeting concluded with prayer. 

The next visit was paid to the Alnwick Minion, about twenty miles 
north of Oobourg, on J ^ke Ontario, and aboot two miles from Bioo^ 
Tnke, on the south. Here, also, there is an industrial institution, 
comprising two hvga stons buihiiags, fof ths education of Indian 
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joutlis and guU ou a plan siuiilar iu that of Mount Elgio. Good 
lit«blM» » bant, and otliir out-buildinp are eiuinected with the initi- 
tation. The Indians at thig Mission are OJihwuya, and are of the 

juumhet vbo have enjoyed, for the longest p«riod« t^ advantnges of 
Missionary teacliiiig. They formerly resided at Qrape-Island, Bwy of 
Quinte, from whence they were conducted to their present resiflonce, 
about eighteen years since, hv theW ITissionary, the Rev. AV liliam 
Case; he haying obtained an ailotmLiit of land for their use from Sir 
Jokn Cdbron, then Lieuteaant-Govemor of the province. Near the 
watilolian, a good churchy with a tower and spire, hoa betn built ; and 
a neat, regiiJar(j<ibliilt Christian Indian village, oomprisinf^ abont forty 
houses, has sprung up, at one end of which the venefable ^[issionary 
Caso hnn fixerl Iiis residence. On this occasion, thr; Deputation had a 
public reception in the cliuich. wlncli the Indians bad adorned in a 
tosteJul miuiiier ^s ^^h the graceful liranchea of the pup;ar maple-tree. 
Although the weather proved vory unfavourable at the time, the church 
wBi aiowdad, md the appearance of the people in their neat uppare), 
and thdr deaorona co«diict« iadiaatad the advaaoai tbaj bad made 
. from barbarous life* Tba dress and behaviour of soma of tbe younger 
married women were especially becoming. An address was delivered 
]>y one of the principal Indians, which was interpreted by another. To 
this the Deputation replied ; but it wa«^ not necf ssary that it should be 
rendered into the native iangunge, as thej Imd so far become acquainted 
with English, that they could understand the reply without the aid of 
an inter^eter. Tha aabstanea of the addraia was tba same In this 
^ase aa in tbe otbera. At all the Stationa tba J>epntation was wel» 
eomed by tba Jndians ns the Miasionary representative ; and he was 
requested to convey to their 3Iis«ion«ry fnthers nnd friends in Kngland 
their grateful ackiio'sTledguients for Bending them the Gospel to teach 
them the way of saivation, and raise tiiem to the enjoyments of oiviliaed 
life. 

Tba resnlt of tbeia visiUi to tbe Indian Stains was most aatia^ 
faetarj. In tba cases of tba many Ohristian Indiana of Tarioua tribes 
with whom he was brought into interaonrsa, tba Deputation had 
irrssistible evidence that the Gospel becomes the power of God unto 

salvation when directly applied to the dark mind and heart of the 
harbarinn, on wliom no previous civilizing process lias exerted any 
Iviud of mollifying intluence ; and he found also uhundant evidence of 
the correctness of the principle he had maintained before the British 
Parliamentary Committee, tiiai tba Qospal bnmaniaas those who yield 
to its saving power, and invariably wawa after it in its train the 
biaasiaga of eiviliaed life. Although tba adTsneeniant in civilization 
was not everywhere the snnie in dec^ree. ns the same means had not 
been everywhere applied tor tlie same length of time or in equally 
favourable circumstances, vet tiie improved appearance of the Indiana 
at Mount Elgin, the neat houses, the farms and cultivated lands of the 
Oneidas, and the pretty Indian Tillage of Ahiwiek, embosomed in tba 
primaival foraat, wbieb wonld adTantagaonsIy compare with many 
▼tllages in Christian England, furnisbad abundant evidence that tha 
Gospel, in the hands of faithful Missionaries, is capable of raising 
aboriginal people from the degradati^Ti and wretchedness of barbarous 
life to tlie condition of a Ghristiau Mi l civilized comTiumity ; and the 
review ot the whoie, according to his judgment, affords ample encou« 
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ragement to the vigorous prosecution of Missionary enterprise among 
the Heathen, by assuring them that they do not toit in TUn, nor 
spend their strength for noosht* 

A wide field for extended Blinionary labour nresents itself in 
Canada. An occurrence of uncommon interest, illustrative of this, 
took place at the CaTir^<1iaTi Conference. An old Chief, now known 
by the name of Augustine, but whose Indian name is Shing-wank- 
koons, signifying "Little Pine-Tree," arrived on a visit from the 
northern shores of Lake Huron, and addiened Uie Coofetenee at neat 
length* The history of this Chief was afterwavds giren by Mr. Oow. 
He had been, in his Pagan state, a confirmed drunkard. A Missionary 
of ioinc other church Tiiitcd the place; but the Chief would not hcju- 
him. At !rnp;th, ho was inforined thnt a Methodist Missionary had 
arrived. He eagerly asked ff they were certain that it was a Methodist 
Missionary ; and, on receiving the assurance that this was really tho 
case, he said that he would then give up drinking, and attend to wluit 
the Misnonarj laid. He redeemed his pledge. From that hour, he 
abandoned the intoxicating draught, and became a diligent hearer of 
the word ; he was shortly made the subject of its saving power ; nnd 
he has ever since adorned his Christian profession by a consistent life, 
and by endeavours to spread among the people the knowledge of 
salvation. The appearance of the Chief was dignified and imposing. 
He addressed the Conference with great eilect in a strain of nafmal 
and touching eloqnenoe. He said, when the white roan first came, he 
was helpless and destitute like a child ; hnt that the Indian kindly 
welcomed and mtrtored him. Now the scene was sadly changed : the 
Indian hnd become the depenf^ent child, while the white mnn claimed 
and occupied the soil. The ground, he said, on which the city of 
London stands, the very spot on whicli the Conference was then 
assembled, was once all the property of his grandfathers; and he 
concluded with an esmest and ^thetic apneal for Missionaries to 
teach his people the way of salvation. The aeep ooniiction produced 
by this ulieeting appeal was, that the least compensation which the 
wilite mail enn mnke for the wrongs inflicted on these nhoriginal owners 
of the soil is, to exert himsr-U in procuring for them the blessings of 
Christianity. The facilities which the Aiethodist Canadian Church 
possesses ror a successful prosecution of Missionary enterprise among 
the Indians, as %veH as the other departments of the work in Canada, 
if corresponding pecuniary means can lie found, ere manifestly great ; 
and it is e<|aally clear that, from the agencies at its command, and its 
closer contiguity to the srene of action, the interests of the Missions m 
the Hudson's Bay Territories will be greatly ]>Tomoted by their being 
placed under the mnnagcraent of tho Canadian Conference. 

There is another department of the work which, from the peculiar 
interest that invests it at the present juncture, is deserving of especial 
notice. Exfensire access lias been had to the military; and Toiy 
beneficial effects have been the result. It was a serious question 
whether the Irtte Canadian OonferenoMf onglit not to ?end a Minister 
after the Methodist soldiers who had gone to the Crimea ; Init this 
was rendered impracticable by tlie greater demtand which was made 
for ministerial supply than the Coiileience could possibly meet. That 
the number of Methodist soldiers who have been sent to the Orimeu 
British America is so considerable as to tender such an arrange* 
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Dieiit very iittiug and proper, is, liow«Ter, a great fact. After cateful 
inquiry ia Ouiaaa, at Hams, and eliewhere^ .it may be confidently 
stated that, in the regiments sent to the seat of war in the East, there 
>vere Lundreds" of soldiers who were formerly under the ministeiial 

and pastoral «ire of the lyTetlioflist Missionririo? in the several provinces 
of British America. And it will be a cause of thankfulness to the 
friends of the Society to learn that, hy the instrumenUility of those 
Missionary operations which they have contributed to support, so large 
a number of our brmTa soldiers have been thus religiously prepared to 
encounter danger and hiare death itself in fighting themittles of their 
country againrt the common foe. 

In the journeys which he undertook in the prosecution of his work. 
Dr. Beccliam passed through several parts of the United States, and 
saw some of their principal cities ; but, as his official appointineiit was 
to British America, his proceedings there are made exclusively the 
subject of the praient r^oft* 



SOUTH AFRICA. 

A NARRATIVE of a touT of visitation to the Stations in the interior 

of South Ivistem Africa, by the Rev. William SIia"\v, has been 
received, but is necessarily postponed to the January Number. Mean- 
time our readers will gladly peruse the following communications from 
that most important and promising section of the Mission-field.

It will no doubt be 
within the recollection of the Commit- 
tee, that my appointment le this Circuit 
malted from a memorial sent to the late 
Ooveraor Sir (icorge C^nthcart by the 
Fiogoe Chiefs of the Fort-Beaufort 
IMvisioii, that a Wcakyan Hinltter 
might be settled amongt them in the 
midMt of the settlement «, and that I 
might be the person. His ExeeflrDey 
having referred the matter to our Gene- 
ral Superintendent, the Distiiet-Mccting 
gave me this appointment* 

Thb appolniiDciit toniewhat dlsar* 
r.ingcd mv ]i!an«, nnrl, to a certain extent, 
disappointed mj expectations, seeing I 
waa 9hmX M visit my native hnd iw a 
few months on some family matters, and 
had already written to Mt. Shaw re- 
questing this favour, stating that 1 
thought I should not ba eoosidered 
unrensnnable in my request, ^aving; been 
privileged (o labour as a servant of the 
Mlastonavy Sodetjr for tbirtj consccu- 
tive years, and hoped to spend the te- 
mainder of my days in the Blinsion 
fi*ld. As it has now happened, I am 
thaikkful lhat I raboittcd to the wish of 



si on, because, from providential circtim- 
stances, such a large sbaie of Missionary 
agency hat licrii called Into excrdse, 
that I hope my most sanguine wi^l cii 
will be realized in this mattet in refer* 
ence to the Fingoe nation. 

Since the eoTTimeneeroent O. thb Sta- 
tion, the work of the Lord has continued 
to make steady progren. With grtat 
labonr we'have a large chapel ended, 
fowart^s which th? people h^ve contri- 
buted with a liberal hand. This place 
is now loo strait for us ; what wo ahill 
do for more room I do not knew at the 
presfnt. Our Society numhered last 
quarterly meeting two hundred and 
twcntyHiix Aill membcfa, fifty-two on 
trial, with steady increase of Society 
income^ and a very cneooraging attend* 
«M0 at the achoob, both daj and Sab- 
bath. 

For a long ttme pajt the rolonists 
have complained ilmt i^iissionaries hare 
paid mote attention to the teaching of 
the naTire^ the elemestaty branches of 
knowledge, religioua and secular, than 
to the training them to hafaiti of indua- 
try. To a certain extent, the thing is 
true; for we have had but few oppor- 
tunities of teaching anything dae. £x*

We have 
Mw Mt bouaia, our tvadeO) and oar 
ships. All this has c onic to us through 

-the Missionaries and the kindness of 
this man,** pointing to Sir George Orey. 
" Yott must bOBf the Missionary, and 

obey the OoTCrnor, and it will r( me to 
vou as it has oomt to us.*' Afterwards 
sfMko to tl^ dbUdrea,' when Mr 
George a(lc'rts<ted the Fingoc Chicf>, 
and thanked the Misaton>family for 
their labours, promiaing an Indoitria] 
• School for the place.

biildisf* and also promised nt a water- 
mill, aod improred instruments of afff- 
culture. He then (>kctched the ground- 
plan of the building, which has been 
put into a worttable'fbrm by Captain 
Pilkington, the Civil >'nginecr of the 
colony, nod coatista of a beautiful 
frontage of two hundred and twdvt A«t, 
and two wings running to the back of^ 
ninety feet : the whole of stone and 
brick, and covered with corrugated iron, 
and estimated to cost £2,326. It ia 
intended that the Mission* family, the 
Teacher, and children shall all dwell 
under the aamt roof, and dine at one 
common table. The plan of the build* 
ing Is eminently calculated to answer 
this purpose. 

At tbo promt tloie I have full em- 
ployment ; for to me is left the provid- 
ing materials and superintending the 
work in its progress, and making pay- 
ments, &.C. However, I am thankful 
that, to the present, the building has 
Steadily gone forward most favourably. 

I have also every reaaon to hope, from 
pTffsfnt appearances, that we shall be 
able (o get the number of children ; for, 
aa aooo aa the Gemaor'a plaaa beeama 
known, we h.id several appliciitions 
made at once for us to receive the chil- 
dren of the Fingoes. In consequence of 
ibis, we built two very large Ki^r huta, 
and provided for the reception of thirty 
children, The*e, I am happy to say, 
era i^Mng «a great •aeooragemeai; 

have tcce5vr(! the namo of forty 
children, which we shall receive when 
the building is furnished. 

To the above I am thankful for the 
assistance 1 have received from (he 
Committee, in the arrival, during the past 
weak, of Mr. Rose ftom the Weamtaf 

Pter Instftution, as tlie 'IViicher Of tko 
ileald-Town industrial School.

its close, the people appeared loth to 
disperse, and, before they retired to their 
homes, sang several hymns of praise in 
the bright moonlight of this tiouthern 
clime. As I stood in their midst, I 
thought of the changes which wis 
vallt y has witnessed. Not long ago, 
wild beasts and degraded iiuttentois 
contended with each other for its posses* 
bioii ; aiu! where wild beasts and Tfotfcn - 
tou alike iled from the face of the white 
man, the poor slave, whose thews and 
slntws constituted the Christianas wealth, 
wp.^ not permitted to worship the Chrfs- 
tiaii's (iod. And now, hundreds of 
▼dcet were blended together In solemn 
melody, and the som;t1 ivns bnrnr far 
and wide on the midnif^ht air ; aod the 
voices were of those " which in time 
jMttI were not a people, but arc now the 
people of God; which had not obtained 
mercy, but now have obtained mercy." 

Oar new OoTemor, Sir George Grey, 
passed through this place on his way to 
the frontier. I assembled about one 
hundred and eighty children of the dsy- 
acbool, and conducted them a short dis- 
tance from thf village to meet His 
Excellency. On seeing us awaiting 
tbdr approach. Sir George and Lady 
Grey alighted from their carriage, and 
addressed the children in the kindest 
manner. His Excellency told them of 
the Weslcyan schools he had seen In 
New-Zealand, and rxpressed his inten- 
iiofk to visit this Institution on his return 
from Kaffirlind. A for d«jrs afterwards 
I icedvcd a cheqve for £o« sent for the 



pnrpsie of providing the ehildren who 
had gone out tomcrt h\va with a treat. 

The Missionary Anniversary services 
wsvs held in tha month «f January, 
having been postpMfd If aUow of the 

return of the labourers from the distant 
liarveftt-tields, to which they annuolJy 
renort. It is a source of gratification 
tlmt, when thus employed, they niainti^in 
their character for industrjr and sobrieiv^ 
and on that aeeonnt are moeh sought 
after by the farmers. The sum raised 
for the General Fund was considerably 
in advance of former years. 

I have just retnmtd floin a vlolt to 
Newma^-^'ill^l, !vt present an niit-sfation 
in connexion with Somerset West, but 
which I hope will shortly become the 
h'nri of s Circuit. After a journey of 
lifieen hours, my poor horses were ready 
to drop with fatigue, aggravated by 
exposure, dnili^ the Uvelong day, to a 
burning summer sun, wlien I reached 
the summit of the heights which over- 
look the valley of the Voorste Bosjes* 
veld, in the centre of which the re.'*idcnce 
of our kind friend, Air. Lindsay, i« 
situated. Here I met with a hearty 
welcome, and on the Sabbath morning, 
the toils of the prpcedin^ day wete 
forgotten in the pleasure of ministering 
the word of life to a large numlMr of 
attentive and thank fu! hearers. The 
large room used for religious worship 
was BO crowded, that the children were 
all necessarily excluded. 1 baptized 
two adults, and after the service mat the 
two classes. I was much aft'ected by 
the simple statements of the memliers ; 
for their language, free from every tiling 
trite or common-place, was evidently 
that of the heart. Thertwcre present 
at the afternoon school about forty 
children and adults; who, on being 
catechised respecting vatious Scriutuio 
ehamcters, answered with remarkable 

rradinefs ant! irmracy. Our place of 
worship was again crowded to excess in 
the evening ; and, at the conclusion of 
the service, I administered the Lord*s 
supper to all the members of our infant 
church. This closed the labours of que 
of the happiest Sabbaths I have ever 
enjoyed*

Christ hfls rendered to the W( sleyan Missionary Society, and io the 
cause of Missions at large, liave given him a lasting place in our 
afftictionfl. Wo feel it right not onlj to record hit depvture ibr India, 
M iko to giro loiiie atraots ftom the ttirring aadmi which he 
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delivered on the orra'-icin to (he Presbytery at Edinburgli, on Thurs- 
day, the 11th oi UcLobtr. Xhe character of the address itself will 
insure its acoeptanee with our readers, to whose attention we recom- 
mend the extracts for which we can find room. 



Speaking of the apathy of ChiUtian 
churches in the wofk of CTWgelislDg the 
world, he aaid 

What, then, it a Mittion, aa I have 
already asked? It ia an aggrctsive ex- 
pedition Into an enemy's territory ; and 
here I maj ask, Are not the cliildren ot 
this world wiser in their genenittofi than 
the children of light ? Tl i^ country is 
•t thit moment at war with a uiiuhty 
•mpire. Svppow yon were to tend fiwth 
your forces to occupy some small point 
of the territory of the enemy, is the work 
done when that portion of the territory 
is occupied at the outskirts? Ne; we 
hear that it is but begun. If you were 
to stand stiU there, what would be the 
nte of going to war at all ? Or, are you 
now to put Cnr^nrd a little, and then 
from want of liaioly or sufficient 8up> 
plies to be driTen back to the narrow 
point you prcTioualj occupied ; and to 
prorced jear after year in tln?i manner, 
fiuciuaiing backwards and forwards ? 
Yon would never ihos aueeeed in strik* 
ing terror into the enemy, or in gaining 
the object originally proposed. Or arc 
yon, from negligence or cowardice, to 
recede ftom the pooition already g&ined ? 
Then you may be covered with irretriev- 
able confusion and disgrace. The world 
Icnows this, and is wiser in its geneniN 
tion. It knows l!i?rt if nr? in earnest 
in maintaining sucli a warfare, we must 
act with increasinf energy, and push 
forwards from one stronghold to another 
into the very heart of the enemy *3 terri- 
tory ; and, feeling that the cause of 
righteousness, as well aa the national 
g'ory and honour, are at >ital:c, it is 
resolved that it shall be upheld, coat 
what it may. The money or the nation 
is counted but as the small dust of the 
balance, and its Mnod, ns wf!l as its 
treasures, is made to tiow forth like 
water. Those who profess to be the 
f'>11ov:er8 and fiicnds of the blcH«;ed 
Jesus too often, however, act a part the 
eonveise 9f the world's, in seeking to 
advance its design and promote its 
policy. Friends aitd brethren, we must 
charge almost all the churches of Chris- 
tendom with guilt undet this head : and 
we Tnu«<t this day ask our own Chureh, 
What hafc you been doing for your 
Missionatfcs Into tbefealmt of Heathen* 
dom ? You liave sent forth a small force. 

Hitherto, they have been sent forth, 
not ss a miglHy army — Ood knows 



that they have been, on the contrary, 
a mere handful — a forlorn hope — to 
contend with potent foes, or hurled 
against the towers and ramparts of Hea- 
thenism. And when they looked and 
appealed for support, none, none that is 
adequate, has been forthcoming. Tliey, 
however, with danniless and unconquer- 
able spirit, continue to toil and war at 
their posts until struck down by exhaus- 
tion or overt>eaTing force. How long Is 
this sad state of things to la?t ? How 
long will the patient, long-sufi'ering God 
bear with the churches that are shame- 
fully acting so f From the very nature 
of the case an aggressive war is an in- 
creasingly expensive war, and must con- 
tinue to be so until the end be at least 
approximately ga'nccl. Have von not 
found it so in the contest in which the 
nation is now engaged ? When the first 
point is gained, yon mu^t advance to 
another and another, and the neces«ity 
for more men and more means is propor- 
tionatly augmenting. It must indeed 

entail an enlnrginL,' rxpcndilure until 
sufficient territory has been conquered to 
supply internally the means ami the re- 
sources of support. And so is it pre- 
cisely with IMissiom to the Heathen. 

In short, you pray to God for success 
upon the labours of your Missionaries, 
and whrn that success is granted, you 
heedlessly or wantonly fling it to the 
winds. You, in effect, tell your Mis- 
sionaries,~" Vou have faithfully toiled 
and laboured, and s]>pnt your strrngth 
in bringing souls to God, and in training 
them for the office of evangelists ; but 
wc are resolved that your labour shall be 
in vain, and your strength shall have 
been spent for nought.** Is It not enough 
to raise the feeling of moral indignation 
in one's sriul when he is dealt with in 
this manner ? 1 pray you to excuse my 
plainness of speeeb. I cannot help it. 
He must be a traitor to his (lod and to 
the souls of the perishing, who, through 
cowardice or other similar motive, could 
be silent in such a case as this. I again 
a-^k you, then, How long is this state of 
things to continue ? The AJi^sions 
abroad have, through God*s blearing, 
vonderfullv pmspcrcd. Converts have 
been and are still raised on every hand ; 
and when we find them prepared to go 
forth on the right hand and on the left, 
ai some have already done, arc we, in- 
stead of being cheered and urged to pro- 
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eeed, to be again chilled by the warninf 
that we must not emplojr them, — that we 

must tland still, — and by making no 
further progress into the realou of darlc* 
neie, must exhibit onndvet a ipectade 
of derision to hellish foes, aiul of pity 
and lamenUdou to the hosta of light ? 
What, then, are we to be next told, that 
you are tiied with tacceuii aidce it cokta 
more money, and money is not in the 
treasury of the church ? To me, who 
have had tote traTelltng and wanderiog 
throu;j:h m;inT lunjt, it liaj* been a raat- 
ter utterly overwhelming to the apirit 
when f oAen aaw such tednndaney of 
means in the pos^eskton of profesting 
C'liristinns, and when T bave been told in 
reply to earnest pleadings in bchalt of a 
perlabing world, — " O, we have nothing 
to spare.** How depressing ha» it been 
to hear this said, and ilien to look at the 
•tatdy mansioiia, the gorgeous lawns, 
the splendid equipages, the extravagant 
furniture, and the cottly entertainments, 
besides the thousands whicli are spent 
upon namelcae idle end useless luxuries. 
It was as much as to say to Gud, the 
great Proprietor, who has given it aU,-~ 
*' Lord, pray excuse me, as I wish to 
spend all this upon niyselT, and if I 
have a little driblet remaining over, after 
I have satisfied m^^self, I will consent to 
give that driblet beek to thee.*' The 
exclamation lias been on my lip, in the 
heariog of such men,—'' Why, you are 
treating the cause of Christ mueb as the 

rich man in the ]iarable treated I.azarus. 
You are driving tliat cause to the out- 
side of the gate, end while self is made 
to fare sumptuously in the palace wttbio, 
clothed in purple and fine linen, you 
leave the cause of Christ to starve out. 
side yoDder, or to feed on the crumbs 

that fall from your table, while covered 
with sores of many a i'oul indignity. 
M'by not reverse the picture in the pare- 
ble ? Why not bring the cause of Christ 
in'^ide the palace, and array it in royal 
attire ; while wretched kclt'is cbsi out to 
famish at the door?** 

And now, thi^ my home work being 
for the present linishetl, while exigencies 
of a peculiar kind eppeer to call me 
back again to the Indian field, I cheer- 
fully obey the summons ; and despite its 
manifold ties and atttactionii, I now feel 
as if in fulness of heart I can say. Fare- 
well to Scotland — to Scotland ! hnnnur- 
ed by ancient memories and associations 
of undying glory and rcnown I Scot- 
land, on whose soil were fought some of 
the mightiest battles for civil and reli- 
gious liberty I— Scotland, thou country 
Md iMWie of the bravest among ondmint- 



ed Reformers I — Scotland, thou ahosen 
ftbode and last restingoplaoe of the Mhei 

of mo»t heroic and daring martyrs !— . 
Vet tarewell. Scotland ! Farewell to all 
thutt Is In thee 1 Farewell^ ftom peeu« 
liarity of natural temperament I am pre- 
pared to say, farewell, ye mountains and 
hills, with your exhilarating breezeS| 
where the soul has at times risen to the 
elevation of the Rock of A^tv. and 
looked to the hill whence alone aid can 
come ! Farewell, ye rivers and murmur- 
itn^ bruoks, along wlioae uliady banks it 
ha!i been often my lot to roam, enjoying 
in your solitude the sweetest society ! 
Farewell, ye rocky and rugged strands, 
where I have *o often stood and gazed 
at the roauiinj^ billows, at they daahed 
and surged everlastingly at your feet I 
Farewell, ye churchei and h;ills tbrou^'h- 
out this land, where it has been *o often 
my privilege to plead die enuae of a 
perishing world ; and when, in so doing, 
I have had such precious glimpses of the 
King in his beauty, wielding ilie sceptre 
of grace over awakened, quickened, and 
ransomed voula ! F«rewell, ye shades of 
the righteous, whether mansea or ordi- 
nary dwelliogs, in which this weary, 
pilgrimed body, has often found sweet 
ie«»t and shelter, and this wearied spirit 
the most genial Christisn fellowship ! 
Farewell, too, ye homes of earliest 
youth, linked to my soul by associations 
of endearment, which time can never 
efface! Ay, and farewell, ye gravee of 
my fathers, never likely to rfceive my 
mortal remains i And welcome India ! 
Wdeoae Indie, with thy benighted, 
perishing millions; beetuae, in the 
vision of faith, I see the renovating pro- 
cess tliat is to elevate them from the 
lowest depths of debaeement and shame 

to the nnh]e(>t li eights of celestial glory ! 
Welcome, you majestic hills, the loftiest 
on this our globe ; for though cold be 
your summits, and clothed with the 
drapery of eternul winter, m tbe vision 
of faith I can go beyond, and behold liie 
monntsin of the Ijoid*e house established 

on the top of the mountains, with the 
innumerable multitudes of India's ador- 
ing worshippers joyously thronging to- 
wards it !

leynn Missionary. The Committee hare resolved on this arrangement, 
in couise(jiience of tlie free permission nccorded by the Minister at War 
to the Muisiuuuries to \i>iit n\ the hosjutais such men as maj desire their 
Tititi ; and, Ittrther, in consequence of learnings hj the letter tabjoined, 
that there are two liiindred Methodist soldiers in the Crimea ; that 
meetings are reguhirly held on the Sabbath for ^vorship,' and in the 
course of the week as often as possible ; for which purpose they 
occupy an old Greek church on tlie declivity of a hill. The friends of 
Missions will not feel the less interest in these pious and brave men, 
that many of them owe their religious knowledge and character, under 
the ^i.ice of God, to the labours of the Missionaries of the Society in 
British America, in India, in Gibraltar^ and other ports of the world ; 
and will admire their sympathy with the work of Missions, as mani< 
fested bj their contributing oat of their pay, for the support of the 
Missionary Society.

SVENTft IN FBBJEK.* 

U>'DBR this title we have published a pamphleli which wb rtoom* 

mend to the attention of our friends ; it will well repay their perutal. 
We have hoeii induced to make it a separate publication, because it 
appeared undc'siral)le to withliold narratives of so much interest from 
the immediate knowledge of the friends of Missions. The eontents 
of the pamphlet will be learned from the foHowing ftumuiBiy. 

The itate of aflhirs in Ban in 1854, the apprehensions of revolt and 
treason, and the movements of a hostile force, are vividly described by 
the Uev. Joseph Waterhouse. His picture of a Sabbath-day in Bau 
is terribly illogtratire of the peculiar trials of a JVlisaiouarjr among a 
savage people. 

Mr. Moore narrates his occupation of Rewu as a Mission-Station in 
1854, the death of the Heathen King of Rewa early in 1855, the 
snbieqnent destniction of the Mission-Premises by fire, and the provi- 
dential escape of his &mily from the burning ruios, and from the dubs 
of the cannibals ; together with his xetom to Rewa, where he was most 
kindly welcomed. 

The Lakemba Mission is de8cril)ed by Mr. Polglaie in a journal of 
unusual interest ; showing that a very large measure of success has 
attended the labours of the Missionaries. 

^Mr. Samuel Waterhouse gives an npeddof account of some of the . 
trials he has had to endure on the Nandy Mission. 

Not the least noticeable of the letters is one from ^Irs. AVilson, the ' 
wife of tlio "Rev. "NVilliam Wilson, of Yewa, forwarded to us by her 
fiUlier, the Kcv. Peter 31'Owan, of Birmingham; who proves herself 
a suitable coadjutor of the other noble Avomen who have devoted 
themselves to this most perilous and trying Mission. 

Mr. Calvert, in a long and weUHMstamtd nanratiTe, gives n con- 
nected view of all the transactions of the year^indtiding the particulars 
of King George's visit to Bau, accompanied by his Queen and 8on» and 
two thousand Tongans, in a fleet of one hundred sailing canoes ; the 
murderous attack on one of his canoes at Ovalau, in which one of his 
Chiefs, a brother of the Native Missionary, Benjamin Latuselu, was 
killed, oad other circumstances which induced King George to ally his 
forces to those of the King of Ban for Uie subjugation of the revolted 
towns and islands ; the entire sncoess of thslr operations ; the Mbaiission 
of nearly all w ho had revolted ; the visit of King George to Rewa and 
Kandavu ; and the prospect, finally, of Ovalau itself being pacified, and 
brought under better influences. The result of these events is the acknow- 
ledgment of the superiority of Christianity over Heathenism, and a desire 
to be instructed, on the part of many thousands of the natives ; with the 
prospect of its speedy reception throughout the whole group of islands.
